, On ed April 1788, by the Revenfworth, I received from 
Mr. Roft, in a Letter dated the sth Oct. 1787, the following 
copy of a Letter from Dr. Roxburgh, at Samul Cotab, dated 
23d Aug. 1787, to Dr. Anderfon at Madrafs. 


«Only yefterday did I receive your favour of the roth, with 
its enclofures, the Rains have been fo very violent hereabout 
for a length of time, that we are fometimes 3 days without a 
Tappal. The Caftus flips which were fent me by the Daafbrog, 
{ have received, and have planted them, immediately under my 
Eye, in my Garden, and as they fhoot out ramuli, I will remove 
them to a Plantation, out at the Pepper Gardens,'which is infand 
from this about 6 miles, and from the neareft part of tle Sea 
8 or 12 miles. The place is near the firft 1ange of Hills and 
is well fheltered by innumerable Mango Topes—{o have no doubt 
but that it is as good a fituation as can be found any where on 
the Coaft. No {pecies of the Caétus grows any where hereabout. 
I have conftantly people going and coming from the Hills 
collecting Pepper Plants.—I fhall thew them the Plant, and 
dire&t them to keep a look out for any thing they can fee like it. 
T have alfo a Man conftantly employed amongft the* Hills 
collecting me Seeds and Specimens of Plants, he fhall alfo be 
inftruéted to look out particularly fur the Plants of that Genera. 
I fear the Chlocoos Infeé& will not be found hereabeut for fome 
time, on account of the late Inundation; laft year I faW many 
of them near the Sea by Cockanara upon however 

I fhall 
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I fhall diftribute your Advertifements amongft the moft 
initelligent of the Nativés, and do otherwife all I can to procure 
you a quantity. ‘ 

«© My Pepper Plantations go on far beyond what I ever 
expected. I have now not lefs than between 2 or 3000 very 
fine Plants ready to remove from the Nurfery, fome of them 
in flower—as foon as the heavy rains are over, I fhall fet 
about removing them out to their Prop-Trees— Erythrina 
coralladendron. The Seeds of the Logwood, Cafalpinia fappat, 
you gave laft year, has produced very fine Plants. I have them 
out at the Pepper Gardens. I now mean to fet about to 
introduce the culture of Teak in the low Lands hereabout. 
At prefent it grows only amongft the Mountains about 
Rajahmundry.” 


Mr Rofsadds ina PS. “ Dr. Roxburgh, in a letter of 2 
*« later date, fays that he has about 4000 Pepper Plants,” 
Mr, Rofs, in a letter of the 22d Od. 1787, by the fame 
Ship wrote me thus. 


‘© Having lately received from Dr. Roxburgh a Parcel of the 
Pepper which is produced in the Hills to the Weftward * of 
‘© Samul Cotah, from whence he has procured the Planzs, that he 
‘© is now rearing.—I have requelted the favour of Capt. Roddam,

On a4th March, 1789, I received a Letter from Mr. Rof, 
dated 6th Aug. 1788, in which he enclofed an Extra&t of a 
Letter, dated 17th July, 1788, from Dr. Roxburgh to the 
Chief and Council of Ma/ulapatam, giving an account of the 
Improvements he had made in the cultivation of Pepper and 
Coffee at Samul Cotah, viz. . 


** Tt is with pleafure that I can inform the Board, thar the 
late weather has been fo favourable for tranfplanting the Pepper 
Vines from the Nurferies to the Plantations, as to enable me 
to determine, that the three Plantations contain no lefs thane 
9,500 Plants; nearly double the number I formerly reckoned 
upon, which reduces the charges above one half, or which is the 
fame thing, I have double the number of Plants for the fame 
money, and what will reduce them ftill more is, that I have the 
pleafure to find, that after compleating the above work, 
g or 10,000 Plants will remain, the chief purport of this Letter 
is to requeft to know as foon as poffible, what Government would 
with to have done with the remaining 9 or 10,000 Plants. 
They thrive exceedingly well, in all the different foils mentioned 
in my former Letters, fo much fo, that in another year, I could 
venture to fay, that 100,000 Plants may be procured from thofe 
I*am already in poffeffion of. 
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«© Tn my Letter to the Board, under date the 24th December, 
and again in my Letter to the Honourable the Governor in 
Council of the 17th Febr. I "hinted my wifh to try if a lefs 
valuable foil would not.anfwer equally well for this culture, 
and pointed ont the Sandy Lands about’ Tovarvm, in the 
Zemindary of Pertapoor; except a Plantation there for a trial, 
I would recommend the greateft number of the above mentioned

« The young Coffce Trees grow well, and are moft com- 
pletely loaded-with berries, which I mean to employ entirely 
for feed, with a view to raife as many Trees as poffible ; 
Government will then have it in their Power to cultivate that 
Article or not, as may be advifeable,” 

«Mr. Rot added that «* if I could procure Dr. Roxburgh any 
“* fubftantial mark of The Company’s approbation it would 
** be qicouraging to him and to others, and if nothing better 
** can be’ obtained, it would be acceptable to him, if his 
f° Mafters would fend him, , all the good Books on Botany 
(Latin and Englifh) and on fuch other Subjects as have a 
connection with it, and on Natural Hiftory, Chymiftry and 
the cultivation of fuch Staple Articles in that way, as this 
Country produces, or may be introduced, If a copy of the 
Hortus Malabaricus could be procured, that would be very 
acceptable to him. Tor all thefe he is now at a lofs, by 
being deprived of many of them, .and of others, by the 
Great Scorm that happened at Coriaga (wherg he then was) 
two years ago. He is very induftrious and fenfible,” 
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I received at the fame time a Letter from Dr. Rosbergh 
himfelf, dated Samul Cotab 25th Auguft 1788, in which he 


MISCELLANEOUS, gives the following Summary Account of his Proceedings. 
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** Since the end of 1781 I have been ftatiorfed here, and as 
foon as I became a little acquainted with the Sesfons, Soil 
and Produce of the Country hereabout, 1 formed an idea 
that Pepper and Coffee would thrive as well in this Circar, as 
in any part of 4fia; my natural turn for Botany, Agriculture 
and Metcorological Obfervations enabled me to form the 
idea upon pretty certain grounds. I addreffed Mr. Davidjox 
(then Governor of Madrafi] on the Subje&t and received a 
favourable anfwer, recommending my writing immediately 
.to The Board, which I did; however little more than juft 
having reccived favourable anfwers from Government, was 
done, ’till the arrival of Sir Archibald Campbell: during the 
interval I fortunately difcovercd that the Pepper-Fiae was a 
Native of the Hills directly North from Saud Cotab: on. 
procuring fome of the Pepper, it was found equal to, if not 
bettey than, the belt Malabar or Zeylan Pepper, thefe fayour- 
able circumftances induced me to prefs Government pretty 
hard to begin the cultivation, in their ows Lands between 
Samul Cotab and the Hills; and atlaft an Order arrived for 
fo doing: the whole of the affiflance 1 lave hitherto re- 
ccived has been juft 200 Pagodas, which fim has defrayed 
every expence down to this time. I think you will fay I 
have not neglected the bufinefs, nor peculated from the 
abovementioned Sum, when I inform you thar at this inftant 
I have compleated sbree Plantations containing 4750 prap- 
Trees, and to each prop-tree I have put two Pepper Vine 
Plants; in all .ggoo Vines, and have befides about 10,000 
Plants remaining in the Nurferies, with which Iam ordered 
to form more Plantations: and fhould the culture be carried 
on as faft as I could do it, I will venture to fay that in one 
year more I could have 100,000 Plants and gould continue 
to encreafe them to any number; I never met with any fort 
of plant fo eafy to propagate. My Prop - trees are from 
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branches of ahe Moochy Wood tree* and to fave room they 
are planted in guincuax order, at the diftance of 6, 8 and ro 
feet afunder. e 


“I have alfo procured about 40 very fine young Coffee 
Trees, they thrive as well as I could wifh, and are at this 
inftant compleatly loaded. with berries. 


“© Many of my Pepper Plants begin to thow their Flowers: 
however I fcarce can expect any produce yet, as they have 
been only two and three months tranfplanted into the plan- 


* tations from the Nurferies. 


*¢ T have made trial of various forts of Soil, and they grow 
moft luxuriantly in all forts to be found, up towards the Hills, 
viz, a rich black mould, a mixed red ditto with much coarfe fand, 
a fandy*and a clayey: thefe are the Sorts that prevail where 
I have made the Plantations: they require much /hade and 
moifture. The Ground employed for Nachanee and mall 
grain is what anfwers beft, and is not half fo valuable to 
the Zemindar as Paddy Ground. 


«* Had it not been for the abeve Undertaking I fhould 
have left India for my native Country laft Year, nothing 
elfe detains me, as I have been fo fortunate as to make a 
fmall fortune entirely by Trade, my income from The 
Company has never any thing like maintained me, yet I 
am not an expenfive Man, I have a wife and Family of 
two Children, they are of an age to be put to School; which 
is another inducement for me to go home. I have not 
hitlierto received the fimalleft advantage for the great troubje, 

«« T may

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I may fay conftant labour, I have had with the undertaking, 
nor do I expe& any: I am perfe€ily @onvinced that the 
advantage likely to accrue, net only to The Company but 
to the Nation, muft be confider’ble when abundantly pof- 
fefled of fo valvable a Commodity in the Circars, which is to 
me a great reward. 


“ Bencoolen and its dependencies are, I believe, kept up 
chiefly, if not entirely, on account of the Pepper, how much 
more preferable would it be, could as much as The Company 
wants, be raifed here in their own Territory, which would 
require no additional expence to defend It, on account of 
Its producing Pepper. 


* The chief Place, up amongft the Hills, where I have 
been able to difcover the Pepper Plants to be a Native, is in 
amongft the Zils about 30 miles, and about go directly North 
from hence, It is called Ramphab, and belongs to an inde- 
pendent Pollygar; a young man of about 20 years of age, 
I have had fome friendly correfpondence with him on the 
fubject of Pepper, fome Plants he fent me himfelf: he %lfo 
fent me a prefent of a living wild-pig, a mountain Squirrel, 
two tame Paroquets, anda black Myna, fach as we get from 
Chittagong. 


“ T muft not omit to tell you, that the quantity of Pepper 
procurable from the His, is too trifling to deferve attention, 
its price as high as from 30 to 40 Pagodas a Candy of 500 tb.

from, Dr. Roxburgh to Sir Archibald Campbell's Succeffor in the 
Government dated 6th March 1789. 
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« While I am at the Prefidency, I think it proper ta 
trouble you, with a brief recapitulation of the fuccefs and 
prefent ftate of The Company’s Pepper Plaatations under my 
care, my Correfpondence with the Board of Ma/ilipatam 
contains a pretty accurate hiftory of their progrefs, . at lapge. 


“ At various times during 1787 I procured from ghe 
Diftrict of Rampah about 4 or s00 Slips of the Pepper Vine 
which was the utmoft I have ever received fromi that or any 
other fource. They were planted in Nurferies and remained 
in them till the Rains began to fall laft yeay, when they 
were repped out into the Plantations prepared fon their re- 
ceptiod, thé prop-rrees having been befére planted and rooted. 
At the end of December laft, I had nearly compleated 
Plantations containing between 40 and 50,000 Pepper Plants, 
occupying between 40 and so acres of fuch Lands as are 
employed for the growth of Natchanee and other forts of 
dyy grain, which is only about half the value of the Lands 
ufed for the culture of Paddy. This will be a confideration 
of confequence fhould the culture of Black Pepper become 
extenfive on the Coaft. 
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<¢ Belides the abovementiongsd 40 or 50,000 Plants, thete was 
full, in the Nurfeiies, remaining to be planted out, a con- 
fiderable number. New Nurferies have alfo been formed, from 
the {mall Slips and prunings of the tranfplanted Plants. 


«« The prodigious incteafe in one year from 500 to upwards 
of 50,000 * convinces me, and I dare fay it will every one, 
that the Undertaking may in a fhoit time be cauied to 
whatever extent Government pleafes. While the Plants 
remained in the Nurferies, they required few hands to take 
care of them, of courfe the expence was vety trifling, At 
the end of December laft it did not quite amount to 300 
Madrafs Pagodas, exclufive of my own travelling charges 
which have never been put in the account. But now the 
expence will be confiderably higher, a Man to each rooo 
Plants is the leaft that can be reckoned on, with a Maflery 
Gardener” to each 10 or 15,000,

The Zemindars, fince they began to he convinced 
the Pepper-Vine would thrive, have donc all they well can to 
impede me, in my labours; and to that, Limpute the want of 
Encouragement and Affiftance from Ma/idipatam, notwithftanding 
I have brought this Species of Culture to fuch a pitch of 
perfection, as muft convince every perfon, that the Pepper-Vine 
will thrive as well, on this Coafl, as in any part of India; how 
they will produce is ftill undetcrmincd, but, fiom every ap- 
pearance, | have reafon to think, they will be as produdlive as 
they arc luxuriant, fome of the mofl forwaid Plants bore laft 
year, but dropped before it came to maturity. + ” 


Dr. Roxburgh enclofes in his Letter fome papers to invakdate 
the falfe afpcifion of a Black Agent from Mafvlapatam, who 
had reported, that inftead of between 40, and 50,000 Pepper Plants 
that he had not above t500, The fame Black Agent had 
uledged, that, on the Malabar Coaft, The Pepper Plants produce 
in five Aloaths after planting, and yield 30 1b. of Pepper each 
Vine # annum. So much Ignorance, or Impudence, cannot 
merit attention.

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Method of planting, and cultivating, the Pepper-Vinessat Tellicherry, 
on the Malabar Coaft, enclofed in a Letter, to Fort Marlbrough, 
from the Chief and Council, dated a1th June, 1776. 


The Pepper- Vine fhould be planted in a low firm 
ground, 


In the beginning of the month of June when the rain 
falls inceffantly, at the foot of a Jack, Mango, Cajou, Murieu* 
or any other Tree, whofe Bark is rough, or prickly, dig a hole 
one foot deep, the breadth and length 6 inches, into this hole, 
put a piece, taken from the extremity of one of the branches, of 
a Pepper-Vine, then fill it up with earth, taking care no water 
is therein, and that none may remain after planting; in the 
month of July the Roots will extend themfelves in the ground, 
and the f{prouts will appear on the furface, when they are to be 
tied toa Tree, anda circular bank of earth thrown up ound 
them, that they may enjoy the moiftnefs of the water, which re- 
mains on the ground, and thereby kept from being inflamed by 
the Heats, which fubfift from the month of July till October ; . 
when the Rains are over, cover the root of the Vine with frefh 
leaves, it matters not from what Tree, fo they have the quality 
of cooling : if the ground is too dry, water the fame, morning 
and evening, but if it is entirely cool, twice in eight days is 
fufficient ; Then plant 5 or 6 {prigs at the foot of the fame Tee, 
taking particular care they in no ways touch one another. 


Ten days after the Rains are fet in, remove the leaves that 
cover the root of the Vine, pull up the grafs that may have 
grown near them, and demolifh the circular bank of earth, made 
to contain the water, that none may remain at the foot of the 

. . tree; 





* The fame Tiee ufed in Dr. Rowdegh’s Pepper-Plantations, 
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tree; in the month of Auguft repeat the fame: The Vines 
are to be chotifhed in this manner for 3 years, 


It muft be obferved, that the foot of the Vines fhould be 
covered every year, in the manner before mentioned. 


If the Vine is once fmothered by the heat, it will begin 
to languifh and produce no fruit, fo it is neceffary to follow 
the above inftructions, 


The leaves ought likewife tobe removed in the month of 
June, to prevent the white Anr, from eating the root of the 
Vine, thofe Vermin being much given to eat the leaves, which 
the rain draws into the ground, and thereby come to the 
roots of the Vine, which they prey upon likewife. 


Obdferve alfo, that the Vine is not too much affected by the 
heat of the Sun, on account of the proximity of the water. 


Thefe Pepper-Vines ought not to be planted at the foot 
of Trees whofe Bark is fmooth, as they will in confequence 
fall to the ground; therefore always make choice of thole 
that are rough, and prickly. 


he Manner of Planting che Pepper-Vine in the month of February, 
where the ground is low and firm 


Having made a hole to inches from the Tree, the depth 
theieof being 15 inches, the length and breadth 12 inches 


each, take feven branches from the extremity of the Vine, 
*cut 
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cut them go inches long, and put them into¢he hole; then , 
fll it, % with earth, and the remainder with frefh leaves; 
obferving to put water thereon, morning and evening, *till 
the commencement of the Rains, when fill the hole with 
earth, and throw up the bank as before directed. 


The time for planting thofe Vines, in the ‘rainy feafon, is 
in the month of June, and the month of February in the 
dry feafon; if they are planted at any other time they will 
bear no fruit; the reafon is, that they will extend their roots 
in the ground at thefe times, and no other, and therefore 

* particular care ought to be taken of them, as before dire&ted. 

Trees, planted for the fupport of Pepper-Vines, ought to be 
15 or 16 feet afunder, if clofer, the branches will thade the 
Vines from the Sun; as they ought to receive a maflerate 
heat, 


Manner of planting the Pepper-Vine in higher fituation and firm 
ground. 


Make a fquare hole of 15 inches, the fame diftance from the 
Tree, take 10 branches from the extremity of the Vine, of 7 
inches length cach, put them into the hole at a certain diflance, 
filling it with eath, and treating them as before directed. Ina 
high Place, the Trees, planted for the fupport of Pepper-Vines, 
ought not to be more than 13 feet diftant on account of the 
heat. Two years after they are planted, it is neceflary to throw 
up afquae Bank of arth round every g Plants, that the 1ain- 
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during the rains, the Vine will not fubfift during the dry feafon, 
on account of the heat. 
° 
This Square is to be repaired every three years, by which 
means the Vine will live a long time, and produce plenty of 
Pepper; it ought to be done during the Rains, in the month 
of July, for, at that time, fhould the [pade happen to touch the 
root, it will be of no inconvenience, but fhould it do fo, at any 
other time, the Vine will ceitainly dic, 


The Mauner of planting Pepper-Vines in avery high Ground. 


Make a fquare hole 23 feet deep, at the fame diflance from 
the Tree, take 12 flips from the extremity of one of the Vines, 
2 feet 9 inches long, put them into the hole at a certain 
diftance, and cover them as before directed, throwing up the 
fquare Bank. It is neceffary to plant thofe Vines at the time 
before mentioned. The reafon for making the hole deeper, is 
on account of the great heats which prevail in high places, 
and prevents the Vine from dying. 


Vines, planted in a ftony foil, will not produce any fruit, 
becaufe the Roots cannot extend themfelves with facility. 


A fandy foil is equally prejudicial to them, becaufe it is 
naturally hot, and the heat of the Sun penetrates with more 
facility than in any other Ground, confequently the Vines are 
not able to refift, though watered three or four times in a 
day. 


You 
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You may plant Vines in a place where frefh water commu- 
nicates itfelf, in the fame manner as in Ground entirely low 
and firm, but I doubt very much if they will produce Pepper; 
if they really yield any, I am certain the Grapes will be of 
no great account, becaufe of the continual moifture the Plant 
will receive. [have already remarked, it is abfolutely neceffary, 
that thofe Vines enjoy an equal degree of heat and moifture, if 
you think of gathering a good Crop.

Take ripe Pepper and put it into water for 3 days, at the 
end af which take offthe fkin, and after you have mixed good. 
red earth, with cow-dung and water, put the Pepper into it, 
expofing the fame to the Sun for 3 days, only early in the 
morning and in the evening; it is neceflary this mixture be 
neithe? too thick or thin. After this, plant the fame in an 


earthen pot, every grain at a certain diftance, taking care to 


water them every day, with a waterpot, until the ftalk has 4 


leaves; then dig a hole, at a foot of a tree, 2 feet deep and 
9 inches long and broad, take cow dung and afhes of all forts 
of firewood, put it in the hole, and mix the fame with the 
ground dug out of it, taking care to fill it in fuch a manner 
that there only remains 5 inches of elevation; 15 days after, 
plant 4 Pepper-Vines in every hole, cover them with earth 
2 inches deep, during the fummer water them every day, 
morning and evening, and cover them during the rains, like- 
wife take care no water remains at their feet, by covering them 
with earth, as they ought to be, as foon as the rains are over, 
throw up a circular bank of earth round them, to contain the 
water they are watered with; in this manner they muft be 
nourifhed for 3 years, in the 4th year they will begin to give 

~ fruit. 
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fruit. Thefe Inftruétions are to be followed every year, thefe 
Pepper Plaats are planted either in high or low ground, but it 
is neceflary it be very firm.

After having made a hole, 13 inches {quare, at the foot of a 
tree, fill the fame half up with good red-earth, without mixing 
it in the Jeaft with the falt water, then plant therein 10 flips of 
thofe Vines, at a certain diftance, and cover the fame with good 
red-earth; when the rains are over, throw again red-earth at 
their feet, and make a circular Bank round them, to form a 
confervatory, for watering them every other day, taking parti- 
cular care to cover the feet of the branches with frefh leaves : 
in the beginning of the Rains fill the confervatory, and take 
away the leaves, obferving to pull up the grafs, that fprouts at 
their fect, covering them with red-earth, at the fame time 
{preading fome round about; they are to be nourifhed every 
year, as is pointed out at the beginning of thefe Inftructions.

I WOULD have done myfelf the pleafure of anfwering your 
Letter of the rft Inftant before now, but J wifhed to get infor- 
mation, that I could depend on, regarding the cultivation of 
Pepper; and it requires fome time to came to the truth, ina 
Country where we and our fervants aie not familiar with its 
language. The Climate of this Coaft differs very much from 
that of Coromandel, and in my opinion accounts for the culti- 
vation of Pepper being attended with fo little trouble; it isa 
plant that requires much water, and the inceflant heavy rains 
that fall here from the month of May to October juft fuits it; 
vegetation, in confequence, is more luxurious than I have feen, 
particularly of large trees, and indeed the whole Country appears 
as an immenfe foreft, fiom the fummits of the hills to within 
fifty yards of the fea. The Pepper is planted at the commence- 
ment of the rains, in the latter end of May, or beginning of 
June, according to the appearance of a ftar; the top of the 
branches, or thofe that run along the ground, at the bottom of 
the tree, are equally fit for raifing new plants; flips are generally 
about a cubit in length, one half of which is put in the ground, 
and the other half towards the tree on which it is to climb; no 
manure is ufed, and care is only taken of it, till two or three 
leaves are produced, afterwards no attention is paid toit. The 
tree in general bears fruit inthe fourth year, but if the foil is 
very good, and the feafons favourable, it often appears in the 
third. Ihave not been able to afcertain the exact number of 
years the tree continues to give fruit, but the general idea 
appears to be, the term of a man’s life. The flowers appear in 
the month of June, and the berry is ripe in December; it is cut 
down when the berry becomes of a blood red colour, and dried 
in the fun for five or fix days, it is then winnowed and forted 
for the different Markets, the heavy being intended for the 
European, and the light for the Indian confumption. The 
white*Pepper is prepared by bruifing the berry with the feet, fo 
as to take off the external fkin, and -wafhed with water, it is 
afterwards dried in the fun as the black. The young trees, 
unlef{s the feafons aie very fayourable, obfefved to lofe the firlt 
M- ; year 
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year a great many flowers without producing germen, and it 
likeWife happens to old trees, when the feafons are dry. The 
trees that the natives think moft proper for the Pepper to climb 
on, are the Mango, Jack, and Cotton, the former of which is 
faid to be the beft; they do not feem to think that thade is of 
fo much confequence, but they fay the tree mufl have a foft 
and {weet bark. There is a great difference in the produce of 
trees, both in quantity and quality, in different foils, the trees 
towards the hills, produce, at leaft, fourfold to thofe near the fea ; 
the foil that I have feen, about 10 miles from the Coaft isa 
reddifh clay, or red gravelly earth, that towards the fea a dead 
fand. They depend much on the rains, that fall in the beginning 
of June, fora Pepper crop, and if it happens that there is little 
rain in the month of Apiil and May following, the great many 
young trees in general fuffer, but the old ones are never in 
danger. The Pepper towards Tellicherry is faid to be fuperior 
to that of Travancore, and the trees are more produdlive, pro- 
bably owing to the foil, and its Northerly fituation, Every man 
in this Country underftands the cultivation of Pepper, but the 
difficulty is in getting one to quit his native foil; I have been 
ufing my endeavours without effec, . 


We have found, at Cochin, a great many Bread-fruit trees, 
growing moft luxuriantly, it is called, by the Dutch, Maldiviny 
Fack, the fruit is equal to the firft fort of yam. Coffee is 
produced in fmall quantities, but is of a very inferior quality. 
The Cafia lignea grows to an immenfe foreft-tree, all over this 
Coaft, it is of no value here, and is frequently cut down 
for firewood. I have not been able to learn if there are 
any Gianamon trees; I have obferved two or thee fpecies 
of Paka, which I never faw on your Coaft; nettles, lemon: 
grafs, cedar and hazle in abundance: one f{pecies hae Fas 
called, by the natives, Beffen bittab, is a moft curious and ufeful 
one, the heart, after beating it, produces a flour and grain fome- 
thing like fago, which conftitutes the greater part of the food, 
of the poorer fort of people hereabouts, the natives fay, that it 
beats only once fruit in “twelve years, after which it die. We 
only want you to point out the immenfe riches with which

T urs is a middle-fized Tree, agreeing perfetly in I2’s Botanical 
Charaflers, with the Nerium, of the Linnean Syften; and, 
from the quality of It’s Leaves, 1 will call Ir Nerium 
TIncToRIuM, DVER’S- ROSE-BAY, for to me Iv feems a’ 
new Species, at lealt, Ir is not taken notice of, by the Great 
Sir C. Lingaus, nor by His Son, in his laft Botanical Publication, 
The SuppLrEMEeNTUM Pianrarum, publifhed in 1782. Ir 
comes neareft Nerium <Antidyfentericum, the Tree which yields 
the Conefi Bark, of our Mareria Medica; Codago Pala of the 
Hortus Maraparicus, Pala Cadija of the Hindoos; They 
are both Natives of the Jower Region of thofe Mountains, which 
bound the Rajaumunpry Circar on the North fide, and ~ 
are fo much alike in moft refpects, the Nectarium excepted, 
that, without a perfect knowledge of both, the ene may be 
miftaken for the ozher3; and I have no doubt but the Bark of 
this ew Nerium, might have been gathered and fold for Cowefi , 
Bark; to this fuppofed miflake of mine, I attribute the difrepute 
which has fallen upon Couefi Bark, for, with the Miadoos, it is 
efteemed a Specific, in moft complaints of the Bowels, and Iam 
inclined to think it deferves a better name, than it has hitherto 
acquiyed in Evropz.

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The Natives make fcarcely any ufe of this tree, except for 
fire-wood, .and the more it is cut down, the more it encreafes, 
many Shoots iffuing from the old ftumps. Thefe, in one year, 
acquire the height of+8 or 10 feet, and are thick in proportion; 
Tt cafts its Leaves during the cold feafon, (perhaps it may not do 
fo in a ftate of cultivation), About the beginning of the hot

The colour the leaves fometimes acquired, in drying for 
my Hortus ficeus, fixft iflduced me to think, They were 
poffeffed of colouring matter, and the refult of fome Experi- 
ments, fully anfwered my Expectations, although I have been 
often deceived by the fame appearances in the Leaves of 
other Plants. ; 

The method I took to extract the Colour, was, by collecting, 
promifcuoufly, the large and {mall leaves, while frefh; I pus 
them on the fire, in common unglazed earthen pots, with foft 
well water, and, when fealding hot, ftrained off the liquor, 
which had acquired a deep green colour, with fomething of 
the violet coloured fcum, that is obferved on the common 
Indigo, not* towards the end of the fermentation; with little 
agitation, this liquor began to granulate; to promote the gra~ 
nulation as well as the precipitation, I tried various liquors, 
viz. cold Infufion of Jamblong bark (Yambolifera pedumulata 
of Lianeus) which is what the Hizdoos ufe univerfally on

this part of the Coaft, to precipitate their Indigo; [ alfo tried 
Lime-water, a lixivium of wood-afhes, a mixture of Lime- 
water and lixivium of wood-athes, and alfo a ley, made of 
equal parts of cauflic vegetable alkali and quick-lime;  thefe 
five I have repeatedly tried, and as often found that lime-water 
and a lixivium of wood-afhes, mixed together, an{wered beft, 
the fecula was wafhed, filtrated and dried, in the ufual 
manner. 


A fample of the Indigo accompanies this: I have no doube 
but a perfon fkilled in the manufacture of Indigo, would by the 
common procefs of fermentation, &c. extract a much finer 
colour from the leaves of this Tree, than the accompanying 
Specimen; It is almoft the firft Indigo of any fort that I ever 
made, of courfe muft be imperfect. 


The quick and luxuriant growth of this Tree, in its native 
foil, will be a great inducement to thofe who with to cultivate’ 
it, which can require little or no trouble, and the foil that it 
is always found wild in, is the barrren dry rocky hills, and lower 
region of mountains, which is totally unfit for every fort of 
agriculture. The lower parts of the fteep rocky Mountains of 
Saint Helena, feem to be the very foil and fituation it delights in, 
its fize and quick growth will render it valuable there, if it 
be only for firewood; with that view, 1 fent, in January and 
February laft, a pretty large quantity of the feeds, to the Planter’s 
Society on that Ifland. 


It may be faid that we are already in pofleffion of a fufficient 
number of good blues, confequently, unneceffary to attend to 
this new Indigo; to obviate this objection, let me obferve, 


NATURAL Hissory, that the common Indigo Plant is only to be brought to per- 
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fectidn, by nice, expenfive, and laborious culture, is liable to 
. many 
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many accidents, from changes of weather, and other caufes, that 
no human forefight can prevent: thefe are well known facts to 
every one that cultivates Indigo to any extent; only laft year a 
very confiderable manufacturer, in Bengal, ‘wrote me as follows 
onthe roth Odtober: ** The wet feafon has hurt my Indigo 
“‘ very much, it has not yielded one fourth proportion of 
“ colour, fo that inftead of making near 300 Maund (24,000lb.) 
«as I expected, I do not get above 80 Maund (6,400lb.)” 
This Tiee is not fubject to thefe inconveniences, befides it 
1equiles not the fmalleft care, is found in the greateft abun- 
dange, growing wild, in the moft barren tracts that can poflibly 
be imagined, and, from what I have feen and learned from 
the natives, it requires only to be cut down, once every year, to 
make it produce a large fopply of young fhoots, with very 
luxuriant leaves the following, feafon; befides, the colour that 
this Indigo may give to cloth, &c. may be different fiom any 
other hitherto known, confequently, may prove of confiderable 
benefit to a commercial nation like Great Britain. 


My experiments do not yet enable me to determine, with 
piecifion, the proportion of pure colouring-matter thefe leaves 
yield, but have reafon to think, it will be about one in two 
hundied, that is, two hundred pounds of the frefh leaves, 
produce one pound of Indigo, which is rather more than the 
leaves of the common Indigo Plant yield.

MeEMoIR 
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Memoir of a Sketch of the Roads into the Compum and 
Cupapan Countrizs, by Lieut. W. Cavifield Lennon, 


Lieutenant of Engincers. 


‘Tue accompanying Skeich was made in the year 1783, 
when I attended the Detachment under General owes, which 
was defigned againft Cupapran and Srpour. ‘The Route from 
ELLore to Oncoue being fufficiently well known, I began at 
the latter place. From the Hi of Ongole I took the bearings 
of AnpincHy, Chicurta, Pudally, Cannaguerry and Sundy Hills, 
with an Azimuth Compafi. Our Route from Ougole was by* 
Mynumpaud, Bodawada, Pudally, Yetherelepaud, Turlepaud and 
Comsum. The bearings of each days March laid-down from 
the former, the diflances meafured by a Perambulator. From 
Pudally Hill 1 took the bearings of Comgum, Inicunpa, 
Chicurta and Oncoyz. From Comsum we marched to Comeral, © 
wheie the Detachment halted fome time. From hence I pro- 
ceeded to the Pa/s of Zacoor, and to within fight of BopEWwALL, 
but could not with fafety venture further. Thus far, bearings 
and diftances are laid down by the Compafs and Perambulator. 
From Pormamela the two Routes to CupArag and Sipour 
are taken from the concurring reports of Black People, fent out 
for the purpofe; I believe them to be tolerably exact, for when 
fhewn to the Rajah of Cotacotan he immediately named 
the places as they were reprefented ; I was aftcrwards confirmed, 
in my opinion, from the accounts of Lieutenants Baillie and 
Martin, who were taken at the Battle of Bocewell and cariied 
prifoners to Srpour. The Roads from Tacoor, by Satruneporene 
and Woodagueiiy, to Svngum, and from Boprwatt, by the 
Dornal Pafs, I colleed from the reports of thofe who cfcaped 
by thefe Roads from BoprwAtt to Nutiori. The Road

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from Nexrore to Cofway, and by the bed of the River to 
the fmall Redouvt, within five or fix miles of Srpovt, alfo the 
fituation of Rampoor, and the Chittel Pafs, 1 have from 
Lieut. Robinfoz, who explored thefe places in perfon, 


The Detachment remained a confiderable time at Coseral, 
from whence I was fent to deftroy the Fort of Coracoran, 
and thence to Dupaud; thefe Roads aie all laid down by Compafs 
and Perambulator. ‘There is a confiderable Pafs, about five cofs 
to the NW of Gurzapilly, but I had not time to explore it, 
for before I had quite finifhed my work at Dypaud, the 


Enemy’s horfe, after the affair at Bodewal/, poured in from the 


Weftward, and I was obliged to take refuge at Courchier. 
From this Hi// I took the bearings of Inicunpa, ARrpineny, 
Pudally and Comzaum Hills. Having caught a violent fever 
here, from the ill treatment of the Rajab, who had a defign of 
delivering me up to the Exemy, I was incapable of meafuring 
the difances to OncoLz, where I was permitted, at laft, to ga 
for my recovery. 


Shortly after, I explored atl the Roads to Cannaguerry, and 
rejoined the Detachment at ComauM, by the Pafs of Yelmapaud; 
through which, though extremely difficult, upon my report of 
its practicability, the Commanding Officer, then Captain Broz, 
was perfuaded to carry off the two 24 Ibrs that were intended 
to breach Stpour, which, otherwife, he would have been 
obliged to leave behind; as our communication was effectually 
cut off by the Enemy, on every other fide. This Road is laid 
down particularly exact, for I traverfed it four different.times, 
and always found the bearings and diftances to correfpond. 


The 
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The Rivers I took particular care in tracing, and afcertaining 
their exalt courfes. The Muffy 1 crofled in above fea different 
places, and of the few parts that I did not aétually trace, 
I had a View of its windings through the whole extent. 


The Gandegama, I traced from Comzum to Courchier, and 
from Arpincuy to the Sea. Norlb of the Road leading 
to Gourchier, I am not certain of its courfe, but it certainly 
pafles between Courchier and INicunpa, and approaches as 
near to AnpincHy as reprefented. The Source of this River 
is the great Tank of Compum, which is formed by zature, 
as reprefented in the Sketch, perfeét, except a fmall opening in 
the defer Range of Hills, at the letter C of Comzum ; 
which is built up with Stone; from a bafe of 150 feet to 40 
at top, 60 feet high, and near 300 yards long, with a 
Stone Sluice, inthe Center, of very curious Coaftruétion. The Tank 
when full, is about 7 miles Jong, and 3 broad. The bills to 
the Weftward remarkably high and bold, and forms altogether

The River at Garlepett, I believe to be, the fame that dif- 
embogues itfelf at Carcar, or at leaft a branch of it, but I had 
no opportunity of examining it. 

I was forry that I could not take the Latitvdes and Longitudes 
of the principal places in this Sketch, but had no other Inftruments 
with me than a Compa/s and Perambulator. Vrom the Cir- 
cumftance of my having been attacked with the Hil/-fever 
in 1786, when attempting a Sa vey of the River Godavery, 
above Polarum, and being obliged to go to China for my 
Recovery, I loft almoft all my papers, amongft the refl, the

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by the roads, but they were laid down at the time, according 
to the Proportion of 8 and 8% Englifb Miles, traverfed by the 
Perambulator, to 7 horizontal miles of the fame kind; varying 
the proportion, withia the above bounds, by the diverfity of 
the roads. 


The diflance between Oncote and NeELxorg, is laid down 
a little more than it fhould, being only intended to thew the 
relative fituation of the other places Weft of them.

Account 
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Account of the Conftruttion of the Plan of the Roads from NELLORE 
to the Weftern Pafles, and to ONGOLT, &e. meafured ia 1788. 
By Colin Mackenzie, Prattitioner-Engincer. 


The fituation of fome remarkable objects near Nellore, were 
afcertained, by an actual Survey of the Enviroas of that Place ; 
the principal are, * Ramanaig petta Pagoda, Narfamallee Pagoda, 
on the rock of that name, the fmall Pagoda, ona rock North of 
the river, Fauiverdy rock; the road to Seropilly Fort was allo 
accurately meafured by the chain, and the diftance of upwards 
of 11 miles, from Nutxore to Seropilly, formed a bafe for the 
Angles taken of Narfamallee Conda, Faniverdy Conda, Cafimore 
Conda, Sc. Bearings were alfo taken, with an accurate 
Theodolite, of Cundell Peak, *Venkatgerry durg um, Malleam Conda, 
Dudama Conda, and feveral remarkable Hid/s in the Weftern 
Chain, which may be clearly feen from Nertiore, and ferved 
to correct the diftance run by the Perambulator. 


This foundation being laid, in Auguft 1788, 1 meafured the Road 
from Niriore South-Parade to*Rampour, following the windings 
of the road, minuting the diftance at every change, in the direc- 
tion, and Country, corre€ting the fmmall errors, which unavoidably 
arofe from the Pocket Compafs ufed, by bearings, taken at every 
convenient ftation with the Theodolite, of thofe remarkable objects, 
mentioned already, and of others, which occurred in the courfe 
of this Survey. The Perambulator ufed, was a Wheel about 
20 feet in circumference, conftructed by the late Major Pringle 
of the Guides, and which I found, on examination, to be more 
accurate than the common fimall ones. In protraéting the 
meafurements on the Plan, I laid down each {mall diftance 
according to the bearing by Compafs, and afterwards corrected 
them by the ftationary bearings, fo that the diftances, on the 
Plan, may be reckoned horizontal, the road or winding diftance

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being in the abftraét of the Routes annexed, I alfo took fketches. 
of the outlines of the remarkable hills, which ferved to make 
them known to me, when viewed afterwards from other quarters: 
fome of thefe may be diftinguifhed at upwards of 60 miles; 
as Veukatygerry durgum and Malleamionda from NELLORE; 
Udeberry durgum from Narfemallee and Singriconda.* 


The fhortnefs of the time prevents my giving a complete copy 
of the field-book kept, and of many bearings taken, but it is. 
hoped, the ab/raét annexed will give fome fatisfaction. 


The reutes marked with the Guwtoor Detachment are alfo- 
given, and which were furveyed in the fame manner; the great 
number of remarkable Hills and Pagodas facilitate very much 
a Survey of this kind, but from Avour to *Carwar on the Ongole 
road, this help was much wanting, as the road there goes 
through thick Groves of Palmyras, in a level Country near the 
Sea, where the fight is much circumfcribed, and a view of the 
mountains can be rarely obtained; this may have occafioned. 
perhaps fome fmall deviation there from the true line, but 
T apprehend it cannot be confiderable, as Colonel Pearce’s meafured 
line agrees fo nearly with it; a fcale of Coffes may be formed 
for this part, from thefe diftances, but it will not anfwer for the 
Weftern parts of the Country, as the Cantarow Cofs is ufed 
beyond the Gaats in Yippoo’s Country, which EI am told is. 
much larger than this, in the proportion, perhaps, of 3 to 2. 


No obfervations of the Variation were taken for want of time 
and proper inftruments, but from a variety of obfervations made 
by another Gentleman, I underftand it is never more than about 
12 18 to 29 27’ Wefterly from Madrafs + to Mafulapatam, 
no_allowance is made for this, in the Map.

INTRODUCTION. 


Fort S, Gvarge, 17570 


In looking over the old Records, in queft of Materials to 
explain and compleat “ A View of the Countries adjacent 
to Prev,” I fell accidentally on a Letter, to the King of 
Cocuin-Cutwa, with Infruétions to a Per fon bound thither, 
concerning the Meafures to be purfued in endeavouring to obtain 
a Settlement there; This induced me to poftpone my purfuit, 
and to look after the Reply; I met with many Difap- 
pointments, from Books being wanting, and from the Con- 
fufion of thofe ftill remaining ; however at laft I was fuccefsful 
enough to find the Yoursal of this Expedition, which was 
fo full, as convinced me, my Time and Pains were well 
requited. 


The Gentlemen at Fort St. George in 1695, whilft 
Nath. Higginfia, Efg. was Pifideat, fitted out the Ship 
Dolphia, on a Foyage to Cocin-Cuiya; the Command of 
this Ship was given to Captain Zechariah Stilgoe, and 
Mr. Thomas Bowyear was Supra-Cargo; they departed in 
May, 1695, and returned the 2d April, 1697; Mr. Bozwoycar, 
the Swpra-Cargo, feems to have been a very intelligent and 
diferee. Mans; Ie after his return was fent to Peeu, wheig. 
he continued, as Refident at Syrian, till

Man, to obferve that feveral {chemese were laid, duting his 
T Adminifhation, 
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Adininiftration, for exteadiag our Commerce; a Correfpondence 
was opened with the Kise of Svccadana on Bornzo: the 
Settlements were re-eftablifbed in the Dominions of Pzau, and 
a correfpondence renewed with Acuzzn.— This Gentleman 
was about that time appointed Licvtenant-General, the Affairs 
of The Company being then managed, by a General at Bombay, 
to whom all the Settlements wee firbordinate; but Mr. Hig- 
ginfoa was afterwards fuperceded by Thomas Pitt, the famous 
Diamond-Governor. 


Mr. Bowyear’s Journal contains an account of Cocui1n-Catna, 
with his Proceedings there. I do not recollect to have even 
met with any mention of our attempting to gain admiffion 
into that Country, fo that this Account is the more valuable, 
confidered doubly, as a Piece of Hifory, and as tending to 
inform us of the jlate and Produft of the Country. 


The Account Borri gives of this Kingdom, has generally 
been efteeined, but as tzvo Accounts of a Place are more valuable 
than oe, both as mutual teftimony of each other’s veracity, 
and as many Particulars will be noted by each, which efcaped 
the other; at the fame time, a variety of Incidents, which 
every one cannot meet with, tend greatly to our Information ; 
befides this Expedition is at leaft half a Century later than

Mr. Boveyear fays, the Prince of Coampa, whom he met 
at the Cochin-Chinefe Court, was very polite to him, and ftrenuoully 
exhoited him to introduce the Enxghjo to the Dornious of 
Cuamea, wheie he promifed they fhould be fecure of a good 
reception; The Awdbafjadors of Camsoya were likewife there, 
and endeavoured to perfuade him to open a Trade with their 
Covntiy; affiuing him that he would be free from the Impofis 
and Difficulties met with in Cocuim CHina: He feems to 
hare a good opinion of this, and imagines Quantities of woollen 
Goods might be difpofed of to advantage amongft the Laws, 
ashe calls them, by the River of Camboja. 


It muft be confefled the Scheme is far from being unfeafible ; 
and it is furprifing never was attempted. ‘The River of Camboja 
is navigable for Veffels of Burthen to the Czy, and at its 
Entrance has not lefs than 4 fathom Water; above the City, 
they make ufe of fmall veffels only. A confiderable way up 
a Cataraét is laid down, by fome Maps, which, if real, mutt 
be an Interruption to the Navigation upwards: however 1 do 
not find any authentic account of this Fall, nor indeed any 
at all of its peight, fo that it is impoffible to fay, whether it 
will be a hindrance at all Seafons, or only when the Waters are 
low. CamBoja is plentifully fupplied with all the convesiencies 
for Ship-Bvilding, nor is it void of Commodities for Traffick, at 
the fame time the People are, at leatt were, much addicted to 
Mercantile Affairs, and their fituation is very favourable for 
cairying on an extenfive Commerce. 


By fome converfation with Mr. Duff, a Mandaria of 
Cocuin-Cuina, I was informed, that the flate of this, and 
the adjacent Countries, ia {till nearly the fame as it is defcribed 

by 


COCHIN-CHINA, 
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by Bowyear. Cameoja is tributary (the terms and Occafion 
juflly related by Hamilton) but is little pleafed with a Foreign 
Yoke, and almoft every year rebels, Cuampa is likewife tributary, 
and though it has its oz Priace, nothing can be done without 
the Approbatioa of a Cochin-Chinefe Mandareen, refident at the 
Court. The Champans particularly have very good Veffels 
(a circumftance mentioned by Dampier alfo) are remarkably 
fond of Maritime Affairs, and are a very ingenious People. 


The Cambojaus, are by him defcribed to refemble the AdZilays, 
which Language is generally uaderflood by all the People in 
thofe Parts, a perfon therefore proficient in the Malay Lan- 
guage will be neceflary as an iuterpreter, although fome may 
be found in shis, as well as in the adjacent Countries, who 
can fpeak Portuguefe.

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In confidence of your Royal Goodnefs and Juftice, I have fent 
my Merchant Mr. Thomas Bowyear, to wait on your Majelly, 
whom I pray your Majefty to receive courteoufly, who if pleafe 
to permit him, will make a ficall prefeat to your Majefty’s 
Acceptance, and propofals in behalf of the noble English Company, 
for a future Commerce; at prefent not underftanding the Trade 
of the Couitry, have fent but a fwall Ship, and 4 finall Stock 
for a Tryal, and I pray your Majefty to permit him to fell his 
goods and buy fuch Commodities, as the Place affords, and give 
him leave to return in due time, the next year I fhall fend more, 
as your Majefty fhall give Encouragement. 


I have heard a report that Mr. Lemuel Blackmore, belonging 
to the Englifh Factory at TonauzEn, was caft away on the Cogf 
of Cocuin-Cuina, and that your Majefty ufed him civilly and 
gave him free paflage to Tonquren, for which favour I return 
your Majefty my humble thanks, and beg this further favour, 
that your Majefty will afifl Mr. Bowyear in fending my Letters 
to my Faétorics * at Tonauvrern, whom I fent two years ago 
with a Ship, and heard nothing from them fince, but there 
is a report that the Kiag of Toneyren doth detain my 
Ship. 


Tt is well known to all parts of Inpra, where the Englifh 
have traded, that they deal juftly, and live peaceably, with 
all men; not feeking to cogucr Kingdoms, but carry on their 
Trade only, to the great Benefit of the Couarry where they 
trade.

After the King of Cocuin-Carwa has underftood the Contents 
of my Letter, which refers him to you for Propofe/s of Trade, 
you may take your opportunity to acquaint him, that not 
underftanding the Trade, and produce of the Country, 1 defire 
Him, to order bis own fervanis, to make a Jift of the forts, 
quantities, and Prices of Commodities, bought and fold, that I may 
know how far the Trade would be profitable, to the Right 
Honourable Englifo Eaft-India Company, and would anfwer the 
charge of fertling a Tatlory. 


That if the Trade proves profitable, 1 would fettle a Faétory, 
if he would grant the fame Terms, and Priviledges, which the 
Right Honourable Company enjoys in all other places, viz. 


1. A Piece of Ground to build a Feétory in the moft 
convenient Place. 


2, The Englifh Chief to have Power of Judging all 
Matters, wherein Englifh Men are concerned, either 
with Englifh or Natives. 


3. Coolies and others to ferve the Exglifs, paying them at 
the fame rate as the Natives pay, and to be punifhed, 


by the Englifh Chief, when guilty of a Fault. 


4. Freedom 
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4. Freedom of Cuftom, for all Goods exported, of 
imported. 

5. Acconvenient Place for building a Dock, wherein our 
Ships may be laid afhoar and repaired, or new Ships 
built, either in the River, or on fome Jflaad. 


6. Ships caft away by ftorm, or other accident, on any 
part of the Coaf# of Cocuin-Cuina, not to be 
forfeited, or feized; but the King’s Subjects to affitt 
in faving, and fecuring Ship, Men, and Goods, and 
all to be delivered to the Ezglifh Faétory. 


y. All Goods, belonging to the Ezglifh Fattory, to pals 
from the Faétory into the Land, and from the Land 
to their Fafiory, free of Cuftom, having the Chop of 
the Englifh Chief, and they, and their Servants, to 
travel free, and fafe, without moleftation, 


Take care that all, belonging to your Ship, behave 
themfelves civilly and foberly, that no Offence be given to 
the Government, or Injury done to the Natives.

For the better anfwering your Honour’s Queries, ant 
Charge given me, be pleafed to take the following Relation 
of my Proceedings here, the foregoing ycar, not to mention 
our tedious Paflage, arriving on this Coaft, late in Augufl. 


The 18th in the morning we let go our grapling in 46 fathoms 
Water, to the Eaftward of the I[fes of Ghampellos, diftant 
3 leagues, the Wind and Current both fetting off, lay in the 
offing till 

The , 20th ~ swith ith’ our r Colours out, to invite the Fifhermen 
on, “Boantl? any in fight, but none offering to come 
near us, + in “the Afternoon I fent the Purfer on fhoar, to 
acquaint the People at the J/e, that we were bound in, and 
defired Boats to help us. 


‘ The arft in the forenoon He and the Sureng weie brought 
off, in two Boats, with two finall Officers, belonging to the 
Ife, and tea other Boats with them, all Fifhermen, which they 
told us fhould help the Ship in, defiring the Copiain and 
another would go afhoar with them, while they kept our Boas 
and fuur Lafiers,*at the Ifle, with a flrong guard, however, 
I prepared inimediately for the fhoar, with Mr. Gifford, and 
the Purfer, leaving the Captain to get his Ship into Harbour ; 

we 
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we parted about rr a’Clock in two Boats, and arrived at the 
fhoar, between 3 and 4 in the Afternoon, but, the Wind and 
Tide being againft us, were fet fo much below the Bar, that 
it coft us a hard maich, of above 3 hours, along the ftrand, 
to that about 7 at night we gained the River, and were Carried 
to a Fifber’s, where we had a Svpper provided, of a boiled 
Suake, to invire us to eat their black Rice; after a little refpite, 
our Oslicers got a Boat, and cartied us, over the River, to the 
Bar-Town, where we were met at our landing, with a great 
Company of armed men, drawn up in two Ranks, through 
which paffing about 200 paces, were led before the Refident, or 
Si b-Governor of Gachong, our fecond Difpatchadore, &c. who 
were waiting for the Lingua, that they had fent off, in the 
Morning, to enquire what we were. Here my Cheft, Scrutore, 
and Bedding (which the Officers had prefied men to bring 
with us) being fet down, we had a Matt fpread to fit on, and 
after fome General Queftions, were defired to ftand up, that 
their Men might feel us, it being their Cuftom, which they 
did, examining our pockets, and after, my Cheft, Bedding, 
and Scrutore, opening every particular (fealed Letters excepted, 
of which had feveral for the Padris) as if they fearched for 
Diamonds, é&c. a Common-Praycr-Book, and other of like 
bulk, they muft know what was writt in them, and what 
Language, with many other Impeitinencies that I fhall forbear 
particularifing, for I fear being tirefgme, amongfl the reft, they 
found my Letter of Credit, and Ais Honours to the Kiw, 
which were convincing Arguments that we came directly to 
the Port, on account of Tiade (othe:wife our Ship and Cargo 
had been liable to Seizure, by an antient Cuftom, for Ships 
forced in) yet notwithftanding our Complaint, both of Weatinels , 
and Hunger, they kept us with their fearching Quefliuns 
COcHIN-CHINA. from § till 12 at night; then, fealing up my Cheft, and 
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e 
Scrutore, fent us to take our repofe at a Fifher’s, the Chief 
of the #/dea.* 


The 22d early in the morning came to me two of our 
Lafears (that were brought from the [le and feverely examined 
apart) full of Fear and Concernment what fhould be done with 
them, the bufinefs feeming no better, but that we were all 
Prifoners, but going to pay our refpects to the Mausdareens, 
defired they might be fent em board, which was immediately 
done, and we cmbarked’ for _foy Foe, in a Boat with the 
Lingiia, at what time the Gallies were ready to put off for 
Cachong, and in Jefs than two hours, artived at Foy Foe, 
(by the Natives, Wha Phoo) where we were entertained by 
the Liagua at his own houfe. They had brought down thirty 
Gallies, on the notice of our Ship’s lying in the Offing, either 
out of Fear, or thinking to take a Prize, but I rather believe 
the former, they being very jealous of their Neighbours the 
Tongueeners; and the Dutbh, who they can’t be but con{cious 
they have dilobliged; Thefe Gallies carry a fmall Cu/verin 
of Brafs, in the head, of 8 or 12 Pounders, go with so Oars, 
the blades painted white, and the upper part red, a red 
freak, of about 4 inches, fore and aft, above the water’s edge, 
and all above that, lackered black, the ftarnes curioufly gilded 
and carved. 


The 23d I was fent for to the Under-Di/patchadore, who 

I found with my Siruiore before him, I having the Key, he 
defired me to open it, and after a fecond examination returned 
it with all what it contained, told me, they had difpatched 
His Howour’s Letter to the Kiag, and was very inquifitive as 
to our Cargo, of what it confifted, the amount, and what 
I defigned 
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I defigned to make my returns in, &c. making me a Vifit in 
the Afternoon, I defired him to fend my Letter on board, 
with fome refrefhments, and cafhes to fupply the Captain’s 
Wants, ’till his arrival in the River, which he did, I would 
willingly have hired a Boat, for the Purfer to go to and fro, 
but could not be granted. 

The a4th Ung Coy Back Looke Dea arriving, made him 
a Vifir. 


The 2sth went with a prefent of 3000 cafhes, according 
to the Country Cuftom, he enguired of our Nation, whence 
we were, the difference between us and the Dutch, and which 
the moft powerful, &c. Then of the Governors Letter to the 
King, which, he told me, none of the Padris at the Court 
could read, on this I produced the Portuguee Copy, having 
confulted the Padris before, by whofe affiftance it was tranflated 
into Cochia-China, all but His Honour’s defire of having his 
Letter forwarded to Tonovren, which they thought not 
convenient; there being mention of a prefent fo the King, 
he required the particulars, which producing in a paper I had 
ready, he thought it feo fizall, as coming from the Goveraor, 
to which I anfvered, that Ais Honour had lefi to me withour 
Limitation, and if T had made an error, as a Straager, hoped 
he would excufe it, if he be fo kind as to advife me, what he 
thought proper, or neceffary, to be added; which he feemed 
unwilling, intimating that Gifts were free, but’ prefling it, told 
me when he fee the things I mentioned, he would confider it, 
and that what I then gaye the King would be confidered in 
the return of His Mujefh’s Anfwer to the Governor. ‘ 


The 26th eatly in the morning, he went to {ee the Ship 
over the Bur, taking all imaginable care and fteing her fafe 
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at anchor, immediately returned, giving us Joy; in the 
evening the Snip moored before the Cuffom-boufe, being 
towed up the River, by Fifhermen; the King forgives .thefe 
Fifbermen their Tribute for their Service in helping in the 


Ships. 


The 27th we began to unlade, and come to their Cu/fonz- 
boufes, of which there are three, in a fguare Compound of about 
too Paces ‘over each way, at the tipper end, right againft 
the Gate, ftands the large, in ,the middle of which the 
Maadareens and Offcers fett, the other two, which arc fomewhat 
inferior, on each fide, all open to the middle of the Square, 
on one fide of the Gate, without, is a Shed, where the Soldiers 
watch, to fee that all goes right from the Ship, notwithftanding 
fix or eight Waiters on board, from the time of the arrival 
of the Ship at the Zfles of Champello, which was no fmall 
trouble to the Captain, being uneafy Guefts, here is a ftrict 
Watch kept by the People of two Al/zas, who likewile carrys 
the Goods from the Ship to the Cvflom-houft, if any thing 
be loft, they are accountable, for which the Kiag frees them 
of their Tribute. The goods being biought and fet in zw 
Rows, in ‘the middle of the Square, are one by one opencd 
before ‘the Mandareens, ftri€tly examined and entered by three 
or four feveral Perfons, what the Difpatchadores think fit, 
they fet by for the King, the reft they give the liberty to take 
away, referving Mufters of each fort, they open all Chelts, 
Boxes, Scrutores, and whatever comes, turning every thing 
out before them, and handing from one to other, peeping, 
pearing, prying and enquiring the meaning and ufe of every 
thing, very vexatious, not to mention the lofs, by begging 
and fhifting, there being many Wailers and Under-Offrers 
crouding about.

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After 12 days {pent in this Exercife I fell Ill of a violent 
cold, which was a gteat Detriment, being not able to profecute 
my Journey to the Comt, where the Maadareens wae gone 
with the Grofs of our Cargo, till 


The 4th of Odlober parting fiom Foy Foe, travelling along 
the Sea-fide, and over the Great Movataias, though thee is a 
much ngaer way, but prohibited, for what reafyns I cannot 
learn. ‘ 


The oth D? arrived at the Court of Sinoa, by the natives Ding 
Claye, here 1 came to wnderftand that the King was entered 
into his Zongtam, or 8th Moon, a time he fets apart for his 
recieation, with his Chief Adandareens in the Court; prohibiting 
all Petitions or Addiefles of any Nature to be made to him, 
which was a Second Hindrance; mean time I made my 
Vifits to our two Difpatchadores, Ung Coy Backe Looke, and 
Ung Cookey Thoo, the latter is the moft adlive in this affair, as 
being bred upto It; he keeps the Books and gives Reports to 
and from the Merchants, by way of an Eunuch; though 
Ung Coy Back is of greater Authority, daily attends the King, 
in whom the zag much confides, a good moral Man, and 
of gieat moderation; he, though ordered by the King, has 
not the King’s C/op as the Cuftom is, and one of the Kig’s 
Uncles aiming at, and pretending to the Place, makes him lax, 
to the gieat Prejudice of Meichants; fo that I found a Neceflity 
of applying myfelf to Cookey Thoo, one of a /ard Face, but 
couiteous, fmooth and cell fpolea; he, being bionght up a poor 
boy by Ua,-Thoo Moy, (Son-in-law to this Kzag’s Gr and-father) 
betrayed his Majfler, and fo came to be Chief-Difpatcadore, 
had the Ze of Ung Ai Coy Boes grew great in favour, ‘till 

a Servant, 
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a Servant, of his bringing up, accufed him of like crimes, 
relating to the Difpatch; he was imprifoned, congoed, 
tormented, his family turned out, but making Friends with 
his Money, after many fuffrances, and the expences and charges 
of 50,000 Tale, was cleared, and made Under-Cuffomer or 
Difpatchadore; he profeffed great Friendfhip, and difcourfing 
our Affair, I offered to his confideiations His Honour’s 
Propofals of Trade; which I had advifed about, and got fair 
written in Portupuefé, for the more ready turning into C-rhin- 
Chiva, which he ordered to be done before him, and after 
Examination and a fair copy, he was pleafed to fay there 
was many Articles, though nothing but what the King might 
giant, and he would ufe his Diligence; but was defirous to 
know how I would confider his Trouble. We had long 
Hlaangues by way of Infinuation and InftruClion, ptomifing 
to manage all my Bufinefs to content, but the Point was 
goo Tale for his Trouble; after fome practice, we agreed 
on too Tale ceitain, the Lingua affuring him the Exglifh 
weie Not wanting in acknowledgement of good-turns, and that, 
if he did my bufinefs, the Price of the Goods confidered, 
and fo as to have a Difpatch in time to profecute my Voyage, 
L would father giatify him, according to my {mall ftock; 
defiring withall that he would confider the future, benefit that 
might accrue, if your Honours found encouragement to make 
a Setidement, in fine he exprefied a great Readinefs and Good- 
will, faying, that he was aleady obliged, and would not be 
wanting. 

Vhe 2d November His Atci fly fitting without his Palace, I was 
kd before hun by Ung Cool ev Theo, with a prefent as cuflomary, 
which {¢t down about 50 Paces from the Krzy3 I these ftood, 
and made my Bows, and retired; after the. Aivo had afked, 
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He fent, as cuftomary, to the Howfe where 1 was, a Prefent of 
10,000 Ga/bes, a Hog, two Bags of Rice, tao Jars of Salt Fifo, 
and two Fars of Wine. 

After this, and my Prefents to the Qyveen-Motber and King’s 
Uncles, &c. Cokey being flow with his Cv/tom-Houfe-Books and 
Papers, I made my Application to Ung Cowe Toe, the 
ad Exnuh, to whom the Bofinefs likewife pertained, he 
promifed fair, but I found he fided with Ung Cokey; 
withall I continually made my addrefles to Ung Coy 
Back Looke, who I found very. cordial, in al my practice 
with him; and after his feveral Meffages to Ung Cokey, 
and my often complaint of the expence of Time, to the 
danger of lofing my Voyage, he advifed me to go before 
the King, with my Propofals, promifing to be there, and take 
the Opportunity to fpeak to the Kiag, and forward me what 
he could, but what with the excefive Rains, Floods, and other 
Impediments it was 


The 27th of December, before I could offer the following 
Propofals to His Majefty, as directed by His Honour, 


ift, If it pleafe your Majefy, that the Eagij/b may continue 
to trade in this Country, It is defired that your Majefty 
confent, that at the Arrival of our Ships, we deliver 
an Account with Mujfiers of Cargce of faid Ships; that 
what your Adajefly pleafe to take of faid Cargoc, may 
be account fent to the Chief; defiring to be free from 
the Difpatch, ufed in this Couairy to Sirangers, it 
being contrary to our Cufloms, very troublefome and 
vexatious. But that the Chief Difparckadore with his 
Scrivais, may take Account on board Ship, of the Cargoe, 
and {ee the Mujfters, ‘That we thall be obliged to pay in 
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liew of the Cuffoms and Dorin for every Ship, that fhall 
come into the Port to irade, 500 Tales, with what 
more your Majefty fhall pleafe to order to the Officers 
of the Cuflom, as their Fees. 


And if it fhall happen, that any Ship in her Paffage 
to Carina, touch here to unlade any Goods, or part of 
her Cargoe, fhall pay 200 Tale, and what fhall be unladen 
fhall be given Account of with the AMdéafers, but in 
cafe the Ship cannot flay many days for the Arrival 
and Difpatch of the Chief Mandareens from the Court, by 
reafon of the latenefs of the Moffoon, we defire your 
Majefty will give leave to any other-Mandareen in Foy 
Foe, to take Account of what fhall be vvludea, without 
opening the Goods as the Cuflom here is. 


2ly. We defire, in cafe it fhould happen that any Sdip fhall 


be caft away in your Mujefty’s Ports, belonging to the 
Englifo, that it may pleafe your Majefy, what Goods 
fhall be faved, be delivered into the hands of the Captaia, 
and that if any Sip hall put in here, for want of 
Provifious or water, fhe fhall not be obliged to pay 
any Cuffom, nor detained here, but forwarded, with 
neceffary Provifions, for the Profecution of her 


Voyage. 


gly. Defire a Plae in Foy Foe, near the River, and another 


at the Court of Sinoa, to build a Faélory, and tiled Houfes 
f{ecure from Fire and Robbery, as the Exglifh are allowed 
in other Countries; our Faélories ufually confifting of 
large Stocks, not to bear away on our Backs, on every 
Accident by Fire, nor fuch lofs well to be fuflained. 
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It is defired, that having a Faétory, your Majefy will 
give leave and empower the Chief of the Fattory, to 
judge and determine all caufes of Difference, that may 
arife between the Eyglifh and their fervanis, and that 
they may not be called to Account, or judged of, by 
the Mandareens here. We as foreiguers having the faid 
Liberty in other Countries where we trade. 


That no Mandareen, or other of the Couatry People, he 


allowed to enter the Faflary in a rude, affrontive or 
violent manner, to lay hands on, or feize any in the 
Faétory, and if it fhould fo happen, that the faid Perfons 
may be feized on, and bound according to their Quality, 
and delivered up, to the Chief Difpatchadore of the 
Strangers. 


That in cafe of any Complaint by, or Law/uit with, the 
Couatry People, the Englifh thall not be obliged to anfwer 
to any other Fufice, than the Mandareen that is, or thall 
be, appointed over the Affairs of Foreiguers. 


Having a Faétory, it will be neceflary to be feryed by 
a Lingua and fervanits of the Country, which, is detired, 
fhould be free from Tribute, and fervice of the Maidareens, 
and not fubject to be feized on, for foldiers, but to be 
wholly at command of the Chief of the Factory. 


That your Majefy ifue out your Royal Chop, to the Chief 
of the Faéterr, for the liberty of rzo Sains, to trade 
Jreely to the Parts of Chermpa, Cambeja, and Stam. 


Your Maj jy confenting to and allowing of thefe 
_ Articles. , 
The 
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The Noble Faf- India Company will be obliged to bring, 

for your Majefty’s Account, fach fort of Goods, as your Mojefty 

fhall pleafe to defire and give Mujfters of, at fuch 1ates as 

fhall be agreed, between your Maje/ly and the Noble Eaft-Judia 
Company. 


In a Paper by itfelf, I defired that, for this prefent Year, 
His Majefy would be pleafed to excufe us from paying the 
Cuftoms and Dotchin. 


The Anfwer was, that in Cafe of a Settlement, the Propofals 
fhould be granied, and, if I would, might make then Choice 
of Grouwd for a Faétory, and Ung Coy Back-Looke was ordered 
to thew me the Guns, about the Palace, to know if his Honour 
could fend the King fuch Guus? there were fovr that carryed 
a fhot of 6 Inches diameter ; round about the Palace were placed 
Guas within tea feet of one another, the leaft carrying a fhot of 
12 and 8 Pounders. The Palme fcems to be a perfeét Square, 
about 500 Paces cach way. 


On this the Cuftom-Houfe Books were produced, and the 
King ordered immediately Payment to be made me, which was 
done for what he took, in Gold, as I defired, bur at a high 
rate; and underftanding withall that the King had abated 
fourteen hundred and odd Tales of the Prices that Ung Cookey 
had made of our Goods at the Cnffom-Houf. 


The roth January 1695-6, I went with a Pafer, complaining 
of the abatement and Price of the Gold; as to the Gold it 
was anfwered, that it was the Price the King gave it to othets; 
and for the Goods he had ordered the Yappaners to make it 
good to me; underflanding they had prized them for their Luter eff; 
and Officers were fent to Foy Foe to recover the Momy of tlem, 

Aa fo 
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fo were the Yaeppaners enf{nared by the Intrigues of Ung Cokey, 
and while I was bufy getting in my Afoney for the Goods 
he had parted to the Courtiers, the Fappaners came up with 
their Complaint, and - 


The 27th January, I went before the King with another 
Paper, complaining of being delayed, to the danger of lofing 
my Voyage; and defiring His Adajefly’s further order for the 
Payment of the Yappaner’s money, underftanding they pleaded 
poverty, but they were excufed; and though the King was 
perfuaded that the Goods were over-rated, he was pleafed to order 
me two Bars of Gold. Ung Coy Back-Looke was ftirring in my 
Bufinefs, and the King’s Letter and Prefent being prepared, 
the Drum was beat about the Cou, giving notice, that who- 
ever did not make immediate Payment to the Englifh Captain, 
fhould lofe their Offices; however it was 


The 27th of February before I could part from this Coyrt. 


The 24th of February I arrived at Foy Foe, and then had a 
Quantity of Saraffes, Beteelas and Méulmuls that were rejected. 
Befides all my Lozg-Cloth, Red-Wood and Brimftone to difpofe af, 
about 3000 Taile to inveft, and 2000 more ftanding out, 
with confufed Accounts, as the Fappaners pleafed to make 
them, they having parted, what they pleafed of the Goods, 
returned from the Court, amongft themfelves, and the Under- 
Officers at the Cuftom-Houfe, however, being wholly bent to 
make my Voyage, if poffible, ufed all diligence to get in, 
difpofe, invefl, and lade the Effecis, fo that by 


The 24th of March I had cleared the Faéfory and agreed 
with the Pylots to carry the Ship down the River, and over 
the Bar, it being the time of Spring Tide, but they failing 

by 
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by reafon of the Ve Quan, as they faid, which is underftood 
to be the bufinefs of the King and Mandareens, and the Spring 
loft; Captain Svilpoe, confidering the Winds and latenefs of 
the Seafim, declared the harard of the Voyage, if we were then 
at Sea; and fince we muft wait 15 days more for another 
Spring, there was no probable hopes of gaining the Port of 
Malacca; on which advifing with Mr. Gyfford, although 
I had made Provifion, in cafe we had betn forced into any 
Port on the Coaft, by defiring the Chops of the Adandareens 
and Prince of Champa; yet confidering the whole Matter, 
with the attending circumftances, we thought it moft advifeable 
to remain here, till the next Adoffoon, concluded to hire another 
Faéfory, and unliver the Ship. 


This Foy Foe, is about three Leagues from the Bur, a 
frect, by the River Side, with two Rows of Houfés, to the 
number of 100 or thereabouts inhabited by the Chinefis, except 
four or five families of Fappaners, who, formerly, were the chief 
Inhabiters and ruled the Trade of this Port; but they being 
diminifhed and empoverifhed, the Trade is now driven by the 
Chinefe, with ren or twelve Funks yearly, at leaft, viz. from 
Fappan, Canton, Siam, Camboya, Manilba, and of late from 
Batavia. 


The Fappan funks are not conftant, nor do they return 
dire€tly, fince the Prohibition of the Exportation of Silver by 
the Enperor of Fappan, but difpofe their Fappan Cargo in China, 
and bring other goods, with fuch a Quantity of Copper as 
fulliceth the Afarher, keeping up the Price to 20 Ta: a Pecull. 
Thefe Yunks commonly touch at Lympo, from whence they 
bring Petre, Geelois and other Si/ks. 


From 
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From Cayton is brought Ca/hes, of which they make a great 
Profit, as alfo of their flowered Silks of Sundry Sorts, Geelougs, 
Seyas, Chinsa-ware, Tea, Tutenage, Quickfilver; Fenfum, Cafianber 
and many forts of Drugs. 


From Stam, Petre, Sapan, Lack, Necarie, Elephant’s- 
Teeth, Tin, Lead, Rice. 


From Campoya, Camboja, Benjamin, Cardimons, Wax, 
Lack, Necarie, Coyaluca and Sapan Wood, Damer, Buffalo’s- 
Hides, Deer-Skins and Nerves, Elephant’s - teeth, Rbinoceros’s~ 
Horns, &c. 


From Batavia, Silver, Sandall, Petre, coarfe Baftaes red 
and white, Vermillion. 

From Manitua, Silver, Brimftone, Sapan, Cowres, Tobacco, 
Wan, Deer-Nerves, &c. 


Cocuin -Cutna affords, Gold, Iron, Raw and wrought 
Silks, as Lings, Shues, Hockings, Theas, Holas, Chenuages, 
Tafficlears, Callamback, Agula, Sugar, Sugar Candy, Fagary, 
Bird’s Nefls, Pepper, Cotton. 


Their Tale is accounted by Ca/bes, one thovfand of which, 
as they call it, makes the Tale; ten Afafs, the thoufud; and 
fixty Cafbes the Mafs; fo fix Cufnes make the Candareen, and 
600 the thovfand or Tale. 


The Sik and Cloth meafuie is 22% Inches, anfwerable to the 
Touguen; Tor ther Lofesa and Ballance they ule that of 
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(1650?) As to the Dutch, it is now near 46 years fince they left the 
Covntry; the manner is varioufly reported; fome fay that the 
King ordering their Ships to be fearched for Tongveeners, or his 
own People (which he doth not fuffer to go out of his Cowatry,) 
and the Dut:b refufing to be fearched, bred a quarrel; others 
fay that the Sailers bred a quarel with the People of Champello, 
and. forced {feveral of them off the Ife, carrying them on board. 
their Ships; but certain it is, that on a quarrel, the Duich, 
with zhree Ships lying in the offing, between Turoag Bay and 
the Court River, from whence the King fent his Galles; the 
Dutch firkt firing, they began a fight, which lafted the chale day; 
in the Aétion the biggeft of the Duich Ships was loft, how many of 
the Gallies I know not, but the Kine was fo difpleafed, that he 
ordered their Jaffory to be feized, the Goods turned out and 
burnt ; above 30 Dutch, belonging to the fagtory, were bound and 
cariied up to Cowt, tobe executed; but the Mandareens inter- 
cecding, telling the King the faule was not theirs, but thofe 
that belonged to the Shps, they were fent to Batavia the 
year following on the China Funks. 


The Government of Cocutn-Caina, is the fame with 
Tonevern, they being a branch of that Nation; and to this 
day all their Papers are dated in fuch a Afoou of fuch a year of 
the Reign of the Booa of Tonquren; fo that their qvarrel is 
not againfl the Booa, or King, but the Chewa or Geaeral, of 
whofe family the Kings of Cocnin-Cutna, are Rightful 
ber s-Mahs, as thus: 


The firfl that governed Cocuin-Cuina, called Chewa Teaiy 
wis the oa/y Soa of the Ghee of Tonavrin, who dying left 
this Son, a Child, with the Alling of the Kingdom (till his Son 
came to Age) to be governed by one of the chief Afandarceas, 
to whom he had matricd his Dauphte.

In the Year 1753, an Expedition to fettle at Negrais was 
undertaken ; As the particular Motives, for this Scheme, were 
communicated only to a Secret Committee, of thefe, or the 
Plan laid down, if there was any, I can therefore fay 


nothing. - 


Of the Condué and Confequences of the Expedition, I 
am enabled to give you more information: But before I do 
this, it may afford you fome entertainment to receive a brief 
Account of feveral attempts, made, in ancient times, towards 
an Effablifoment in this Country, fo far as I have been able to 
mect with any Records. 


This Account muft neceffaily be obfcure, from the want 
of compleat Memoiis, but I hope it will contain fome things 
you may not have heard; and perhaps indeed what you will 


find few, if any, capable to inform you of, as my Information 
was

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was derived from mufty Volumes of old Records, which had 
flept undifturbed for above half an Age. 


In the beginning of the 17th Century, it appears, both 
Englifpand Dutch, had confiderable Commerce in the Bivasbimab* 
Dontiziors; the Lugh{h had Eftablifhments at Syrian, at Prez, 
at Ava; and on the borders of China; probably at Prammoo; 
The Dutch, by an Infription, in Teuto ick Charafters, lately 
found at Negrais, on the Tomb of a Dutch Colonel, who died 
in 1607, appear then to have had Pofleffion of that (and; 
of which the Natives are faid to have an obfcure Tradition. 


On fome difpute with the Béraghmah Government, the Dutch 
threatened (if they did not even attempt) to bring in the 
Chinefe; This very juffly gave umbragé to the Béraghmab, 
who immediately turned both Englifh and Dureb out of his 
Dominions; many years elapfed before the Exgli/b could obtain 
leave to return; and the Dwich never were re - admitted. 
Could the Relations of thofe times be obtained, we fhould 
have a better knowledge of the higher Couarry, than the future 
Exvperience of Europeans will permit, as their Eftablifhments 
never reached fo far up, fince that Period: Probably it was 
at this time Theveuet’s Draught of the Ava River, by the 
Duich, was made; and having: mentioned this, I imagine 
it may be agreeable to you to be informed, the Sheer faid io 
be wanting, is, I am well affured, to be fupplied by uniting 
thofe that remain, as the intermediate {pace is merely imaginary, 
or, if there be any chafm, it is only of a very fimall tract 
neceffay to unite them.

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The exact year, of our Admiffion into, or Expulfion from, 
this Country, does not appear, from any Memotrs I have feen;, 
though there is, in them, fome reafon to conjecture, the laft 
happened before the middle of the 17th Century. : 


{It may be here proper to obferve that Tis Country contains 
two Nations, the Béraghmabns, and Peguers; 


The Peguers refemble the Malays, in their appearance and 
difpofition, though more induftrious; they cut their hair 
round before, and the back-part, from their ears to the crown of 
their Head, is fhaved in a Semicircle. 


The Biraghmabus have more fimilitude to the Arabians in 
their features; but are darker in complexion than the Peguers 3 
The Béraghmabus are mauch more numeroug than the Pegwers, 
and more addicted to Commerce; Even in Pegu their Numbers: 
are 100 to1: They pundtuate themfelvés, and, by rubbing 
Gunpowder * into the wound, give fch marks as remain ever 
after; They are of a tawny complexion, though the women 
who are not much expofed, if not white, are at leaft fair ; 
The common women. undergo all drudgery, and are very 
homely. 


The men are lufly, and particularly paint their Thighs, as 
has been obferved, not in figures of Beafls, 8c. as would

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There is another People in this Country called Cariasuers, 
whiter than either, diftinguifhed into Béraghimah and Peou 
Carianaers; they live in the woods, in fmall Societies, of 
to or 12 howfes; are not wanting in induftry, though it goes 
no farther than to procure them an annual fubfiflence. 


They are remarkable for their perfeét morality, but have no 
apparent Religion: When afked if they believed the exifence 
of any Superior Brine, they replied, that the Béragkmah 
and Pegu Talfopins told them fo, but that they knew nothing 
about Ir. 


It is cuftomary with them to place a Duck, or Fowl, with 
fome rice, upon the grave of every deceafed perfon; when 
afked on this alfo,-they give no reply, but that it is cuftomary.

The Firfk Dominion, the Bieohaabus had over Pepv, was 
about 300 Years ago,’ when called in againft Siam; but the 
Peguers never had any Authority over the Ava Dominions “til 
above a Century after, when haying thrown off the Buraghaab 
Yoke, and reduced the then independant flates of Dalla, Ala ia- 
wea, &c. They matched to Ava and were very near taking tLat- 
Capital, however in that they failed; and being then again 
fubdued ; it is the common report, in that Country, that only

In 1741, a Narrative of the Progrefs of the War, from the 
commencement of Hoftilities to that time, was tranfmirted to 
Fort St. George; but from having no opportunity to recur to 
That Narrative, I can fay nothing of the War “till 1443; 
On the roth November the Bdraghmabas regained Syrian, the 
Peguers having deferted it; but on the 13th the Pegu Army 
returned and put the Béraghmabus to flight; As the Fagiory was 
now withdrawn, I cannot give you any Account of what followed, 
farther than that Hoftilities continued, generally with ill fuccefs 
on the part of the Bwraghmabns, *till April 1752; when Ava 
was taken: This is the commencement of the ra of the Pegu 
Dominion over Ava, as the King was made Prifower, and the

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Empire overturned ; however the Pegu Affairs gradually declined 
fiom this time, ’til] October 1754," when they put the Captive 
King to death ; Thenceforwaid they hurried to deftiudtion, as 
that Event joined all the Béraghmalas under the Banser of their 
Antagoaft, whofe fuperior Comage and Conduct completed the 
Conqueft by taking Pegy in 1757.> 


After this Digreffion, concerning the Revolution of Govern- 
ment, let me return to what piopofed. 


I can find no Traces of any Attempt towards a re-eftablith- 
ment in this Country, from our Expulfion, to the year 1680, 
when fettling there was taken under Confideration: From the 
Records of thefe times it appears fome trading Veffels went 
thither antecedent to this Period; The Perfon then entrufted: 
with the management of the Affair, which was fcacely a Public 
Undertaking, had belonged to thefe; It was his Opinion, that 
an Emopean, fent thither with Prefents, might eafily fucceed; 
As it was not purfued with much earneftnefs, I can find no. 
farther progrefs “till 


1684. When one Dod, tiading thither, was inflructed to- 
enquire into the Commence, and Terms, which might be obtained ; 
and as a {trong defure was now exprefled of obtaining a Settlement

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In 1688, This Dod anived with Papers fiom Peev, and 
returned thither with farther Inftrudtions, 


But in 1686, All thoughts of fettling were given up, as they 
infifted, very 1eafonably, that fome Perfon of confequence fhould 
be fent: at this time a Letter from Ava was received by Dod. 


However there was now 4 Reféliution taken to fettle at Negrars, 
confidered at this time as part of the Arrakan Dominions, and a 
Sloop was accordingly fent to make a Survey of it; but, lofing 
her Paflage, fhe returned, which prevented the Expedition.

“J can’t help here mentioning that about this time Civil 
Diffenfions having been carried to gieat lengths in the Dominions 
of Arraxan, The Krag to be rid of the vexation, occafioned by 
the Difpofition of his Subjects, endeavoured to bring the Ahors 
into his Kingdom, which he was folicitous to relinquith ; and, to 
effect this, made application to Governor Yale, at Madrafs, for 
his Interceffion with the Moors. You cannot but perceive what 
a different Figure we now cut, and muft be fenfible that on fuch 
a Propofition, at prefent, we would inteifere as Principals; 
But although our Military Force was then fo contemptible, and 
our Political Views fo narrow, it appeas the Perfons in Admi- 
niflration, at that time, cultivated a moe extenfive Coriefpon- 
dence, and intimate Connection, with the Indian Powers than 
we do now. 


In 1687, Captain /¥eldon, with whom Dampier mentions to 
have made a Voyage to TonayEEn, went in the Crrtana to 
Meigui, to declare War againft Siam. In his return he touched 
at Negrais, of which he made a Survey; and having deftroyed 
fome Siamese Tafuiptions, and Hults, took poffefiion of the [and ;

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hoifted Colours, and left an Infcription, on Tin, of his Proceedings. 
In this Voyage he furveyed the Nicobars alfo, which Survey, 
with the Hifory of them by a Spanifh Prieft, who had refided 
there many years, was fent to The Company, and may poffibly 
be ftill extant. 


In 1688, A Letter was received from the Government of 
Syrian, profeffing great Fiiendthip, and inviting to a Settlement, 
which was taken under Confideration, and many Arguments 
urged to The Company in favour of it, though this Project was 
rejected by them, through preference to Chatigan, againft 
which an Expedition was then intended. It is remarkable that 
in the Letter abovementioned, the City arld Empire of Ava, is 
filed Ania. 


All thoughts of eftablifhing here feem to have dropped ’till 
1695; when, during the Adminiftration of Mr. Higginfon, one 
Mr. Edward Fleetwood was fent thither, the Fouraal of his 
Tranfattions was tranfmitted to Europe in 1697, but 1 have not 
been able to meet any Detail of them, * 


In this Year, 1697, Mr. Zhomas Bowyear, whofe curious 
Voyage to Cocuin Curwa is ftill extant,-- was fent to Syrian, in 
the Character of Refident, fo that it appears fome Priviledges had 
been obtained, but what they were I can give you no Infor- 
mation, 


In 1709, Mr. Richard Allanfan (mentioned by Hamilton, under 
the name of Adlifou) went on an Embaffy to Ava; with a Letter 
from the famous Diamond-Governor Pitt, Humilton’s Account 

of

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of his Obfervations, is all I have met with regarding his Four tey, 
and therefore refer you to that Book; which, though generally 
extremely partial, where our own Governments are concerned, 
in other Things, except when under the influence of fuper- 
ftition, is well worth attentive perufal. 


It does not appear that from this time, (when, it is prefuumed, 
Articles of Commercé’ were agreed upon) to the year 1744, the 
Factory was ever withdrawn, but as the Refidents were, in 
good meafure, mere Supervifors of the Private Trade, and not 
immediately in the Service of The Company (who have had 
no Commerce, in this Empire, fince their Expulfion in the 14th 
Century) There is hardly any Information to be obtained 
from Public Records during this Period, fo that I have fcarce 
been able to collect any thing worthy Attention, fiom the 
Records of almoft a Century. There was indeed (as I have 
been confidently affured) a compleat Defiription of this Empire, 
written by one of thefe Refidents, named Tornery, but whether 
it be now extant is much to be queftioned: Tt has been faid 
Mi. Fowke got it into his poffeflion; I hope, if that Gentleman 
is really in poffeffion of fo curious a Work, he will not deprive 
the Public for ever of fo valuable an Acquifition. 


When the Peguers conquered Syrian, in 14740, none of the 
Europeans were molefted, and, in the Letter above-mentioned, 
the King gave the Refident the ftrongeft affurances that the 
Strangers fhould not be touched; In reply to this, the Refident 
obferved to him, that as Strangers were only Merchants, they 
confidered themfelves under the protection of the ruling Power, 
whether Pee or other: The Perfons who conveyed this reply, 
were kindly received at Pegu, by the sezw King, who importuned 
the Refident to make-him a Fifiz, and propoftd that he fhould 
have the Regulation of the Paré-Charges and Cuftoms, which 
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it was then imagined might be reduced for Strangers to 5 # Cent.. 
The Liberty to build Ships, free of the exorbitant Prefents, 
formerly exacted, and Permiffion to export all kind of Goods 
were alfo promifed: But fo far were the Peguers from keeping 
their word, that the Faffory was burnt to the ground, when they 
entered Syrian the fecond time, in confequence of which the 
Refideat withdrew. 


Living Teftimony places the Character of Mr. Swart, the 
Refident, in an infamous Light, and taxes him with having in« 
volved the Englifh in the difpute, between thefe blood-thirfty 
Parties, in neither of whom could any Confidence be placed; as 
the favage difpofition, common to all Civil Wars, is in zbis,, 
perhaps, more brutal, than in any other Country. 


I have now endeavoured to give you a fketch of the Attempts. 
made towards an Eftablifhment in this Country, before the late 
one, which I fhall now ftudy to explain to you, as far as lL 
am able. 


But, to convey an idea of the Value of any Eftablifhments bere,. 
it will be requifite to take a brief View of this, and the adjacent 
Kingdoms, 


The genuine Tisle of the prefent King, which here follows, 
was tran{cribed from a Tranflation of two Letters, the ove to 
itis Majefty, written on a Leaf of Virgin Gold, the other, on 
Paper, to The Company, fent fom Ava in 1757. 


“The King defpotick, of great Merit, of great Power,

“ and Camsoja,” Sovereign of the Kingdom of Buracuman,

*¢ Copper, Iron, and Amber, Lord of White, Red, and Spotted

I fhall not offer to determine the fituation of thefe feveral 
Countries, fince none, Ihave converfed with, know even the 
Names of the two firft: Campoya and S14M are well known; 
Hucuen, by being joined to Siam, may perhaps be what we call 
Laos, which is faid, by the Chine, to be tributary to Avas 
and to be governed by a Prince, defcended from Siame 
Cassay lays to the NWeftward of Ava, and to the Eaftward 
of AZEM, 


In regard to the Title he derives from Elephants, it may be 
obferved, that The White Elephant, is rather an Odbjeét of Dejire 
than Poffefion: There is a Report, current amongft them, 
that the Divinity appeared on a white Elephant; and an Oracular 
Tradition, that He who is poffeffed of fweb, fhall have the 
Dominion, jure divino; Hence, fince they cannot find, they 
endeavour to make a White Elephant, by frequently rubbing off 
the Hair, which produces a whitifh Scurf; and by the help of 
imagination, and adulation, this paffes for the irue white 
Elephant—The prefent grew white, as Allaum Praw grew great, 
and after the completion of the Emperor’s Conqueft, He became 
perfectly white as Snow. 


T can’t help taking Notice of another Prophecy, univenfally 
received, (which greatly impeded any Giant from the Pegs 
Government, though the Biraghmab Prince feems to defpife it) 
It is a Report, that, about this Period, a Nation wearing Hats, 

flaalt 
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fhall coaquer the Empire, and overihow the Government 
I mention this, that I might have an Opportunity of obferving, 
that in all Countries, there are Vvdgar Pr opbecies which will enfure 
fuccefS to the Politician, who is obfervant of them: You 
cannot but remember how long difaffected perfons called the 
Butile of Prefloa, in 1745, by the name of Gladfmmr, from 
the old predftion of Thomas the Rhimer, who fays of the 
decifive Battle.

Give me leave to exprefs my Opinion, that to the Perfon who 
could make an Elephant white, if he added to it the Diftinétion 
of a remarkable Hat, the conqueft of the Béraghmab Empire

To drop Politicks and treat of Geography ! 


The Biaghmah Empire to the South is bordered by the 
Siamefe Dominions: On the Eaft it has Yuunaa, a Province 
of Cu1na, Part of Laos and of Stam; To the North is 
Triget, between which is a mountainous Traé, according to the 

dmefe, inhabited by a Savage People, whom they name Life. 


On the Weft is the Sea, and the tiibutary States of 
ArrRaxawn and Cassay; though it is uncertain whether, 
fince the Revolution, ARRAKaN has yet fubmitted. 


The Kingdom of BuRAGHMAH, I conceive, includes Aza, 
Prom, Perfuim, Pegu, and many other fmaller Diftrids, Tavey, 
Martavan, Reys, which lyes between the two laft; and Tammoo 
towards Sram; perhaps ARRaxKaN ought alfo to be included, 

as 
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as it is reported to have been fubjet to them. The Countries 
mentioned in the Title, were only tributary, though feveial of 
them have advantaged, by the disjointed Government of late, 
and thrown off their Allegiance; Allvm Praw declared he would. 
oblige them all to fubmit, before he fheathed the Sword; but 
it is reported he abandoned himfelf to Womea, after he 
compleated the Conqueft of Peeu, and probably will not be 
fo much inclined to commence a ‘new War, as he feemed to 
be of profecuting-the old one. 


As I cannot ‘have recourfe to many Writers, who mention 
thefe Countries #t would be impoffible to be very minute in 
my Defcription, nor indeed would fuch a taik be agieeable to 
the Plan J have laid down; Their Geaeral Situation, and Produe, 
is all I have in View, except when I am able to give fome 
Information not to be met in Books,

The Bi aghmah Dominions yield Gold, Silver, Iron, Tin, Copper, 
Lead, Allum, Elephant’s Teeth, fome Pepper and Cardamums, 
Mujfk, Lacs, Furs, Precious Stones, Elephaits, Grain, Hartal, 
Tirmerick, Cotch, Wax, Earth-Oil, and Wood-Oi, plenty of 
Corton and Sdk, and Salt Petre. 


The daft, produced in the Countries between Prom and Ava, 
may be had in any quantitics; if Permiffion be granted to 
export it, (which feems implied by the Treaty concluded in 
1757.) It behoves us attentively to endeavour preventing, other 
Nations from being concerned in this branuh of Cosasmerce, 
as the® eaclufive Privilege granted in Bengal will be inefimably 
beneficial, if the like can be obtained in Pepv3 befides it will 
lower the price at Beagal, and fecure a fuffigiency in cafe of 
any accident in that Province, it ought however to be obferved,

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that a Sample, fent to Madras fome years ago, was found much 
inferior, to what is produced in Bengal. 


The common price of Rice formerly was 20 Bafkets, three of 
which make a bag, for a Rupee; now it is about 15 only. B 


The Country, for zo miles round Perfsim, is reprefented as 
capable of producing Rice fufficient to fupply The Coaft of 
CuoroMANDEL from Pondicherry to Mafulapatam, 20 miles 
inland. 


Vat quantities of Raw Silk may be obfeined from zhis, 
and the adjacent Countries: The prohibition of exporting it 
from Cina, * demands our attention to enquire whence 
it may be had. And as all thefe Countries produce 
plenty of Corte, I prefume a due encouragement to the 
Cultivation of it, will be the means of fecuring in a few years 
a fuffcient quantity for the Invefment in Bencat, and on 
the CHoromANDEL Coast; not to mention the great pro- 
bability that a very confiderable Invefliment, of Piece Goods, may be 
had in this Country; the People are defcribed as very induftrious, 
and fo adicted to weaving, that fearce a houfe, from Prince to. 
Peafant, is without a Loom 


Formerly confiderable quantities of Woollen Goods were carried 
thither from the CuoroManpEL Coasr, and as they muft 
there have been purchafed at an advanced Price, it is evident 
that they would have turned to better account, had they been 
imported immediately from Europe. 


The Fefuits, who have publifhed an Account of Cocuin- 
Cuima, report that the Inhabitants of Laos, carry on a 
contide:able 
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confiderable Trafich with Tutzet: This muft be done either 
through the Province of Yunzan, or through the Dominions 
of the Buraghmabns; either way it is evident a Trade may be 
canied on by the Eagh/b, with thefe refpective Countries; 
Laos, in Mr. Bozwyear’s Opinion, + will take off confiderable 
quantities of Hoollen Goods: And, if we may judge from the 
Situation and Climate of Tarpet, there is no room to doubt 
that a good Vent will be found for them there. Yunnan alfo, 
and the adjoming Provinces, will probably take off large 
quantities; Although being fo diftant from Canton, and the 
Sea Goafts of Cuina, they can at prefent have very little thare 
in the Europe Trade; efpecially as the numberlefs Hopo-Houfes, 
by their Exadtions; as well as by the eftablifhed Duties, will not 
admit Goods to be tranfported far, but at an enormous Expence: 
This Branch fees formerly to have been driven, from the 
Eflablifhment at Prammoo. Nor are we to fuppofe /Voollens 
the only Article that may be introduced, many others from 
Europe, as well as from various parts of Inpra, undoubtedly 
will find a Vent. 


But to have a juft fenfe of the Conveniency of the Inland 
Trade, Imuft give you a View of the dva River. 


The Chief River in this Empire, traverfes it from Norih to 
South, pafling Ava and many other Cities It is generally 
called by the Natives ** the River,” by way of Excellence, as 
the Ganges in Bencar, Tfanpue in Turzet, and Kiawg in 
Cina; all which are nothing more than appellations, which 
have abolifhed the common ufe of their proper Names, by 
expiefling their DiflinGtion.

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This River difcharges itfelf into the Sea by a multitude of 
Channels, the chief are Pevfaim, or Negrais, Biagou, Dalla, 
China-backeer, and Syrian: The largeft is that of Bragou: 
That of Perfaim is occafional only, as there is a traét of Land 
between it and the Main River in the dry feafon.* The 
Eaftern Channel is conjunc with Pegu River, into which that 
of Ava falls, a little below Dagooz, a very noted Pagoda. 


Some Modern Geogiaphers have imagined that of Ava to 
be the River Yarou,.or Tfanpu; the more antient reckon it 
the Lukiang: A middle Opinion, fiom the beft information 
1 have been able to obtain, appears to be the moft rational.

T am affured, that not very, far above Ava there is a 
very large Lake, from whence the River proceeds. B 


This Lake, I am inclined to believe, is the recewtacle of the 
many large Rivers, which run from Tiger and Cana towards 
Ava; it is probably the Chramay Lake of the Old Maps, 
though shat Lake is deemed imaginary, by the ovzuffion of it 
in the Moderu Draughts; Out of this La/e run not only the 
Ava River, but thofe of Siam and Caffay, and probably 
thofe of Arrakas, Chatigan, and fome others on this fide, if 
that of Caffay be not one of the zwo, laft mentioned. 


This Lake is reprefented to be difficult of Navigation, on 
account of Ovwerfulls and Riplings, which makes the commu- 
nication

from the depth of the Ava River, which is navigable by 
Veffels of confiderable Burthen, up to that Cyty, where it 1s 
reported to be about 3 fathoms deep. B 


The Waters of this River are extremely cold, during the 
Frefbes, which is an Evidence that the Country from whence 
Jt comes, is a cold one; bit the {uppofition of the Armenians, 
and, from them, of fome Europeans, who have been in this 
Country, that it muft therefore have its fource in a very high 
Latitude,” is owing to their ignorance in Geography; as 
Tuiset, from whence both the Yuou and Lukiang flow, 
exactly coriefponds with this Account; being a cold mountainous 
Country, covered with Snow. 


Befides the Communication abovementioned with Curna, 
I have been told of another that is praélifed; whether it 
be true, or falfe, I will not piefume to determine, but I am 
convinced that the Gentleman, * from whom I had this 
Information, had no intentions of deceiving ; and as he was 
fome time refident in the Country, and had feen feveral Chinefé 
in the Southers paris; he ceitainly had an opportunity of 
informing himfelf, unlefs the Natives had an Intereft in 
deceiving him. 


This Communication is by a kind of Aguatich Land Carriage, 
for they report, that between the dva River, and another large 
ove, Which traveifes part of Cuina,.- there is a narrow Tradl

The Diftance between 4va and the Country laft mentioned, 
is about 300 Miles, what Nations inhabit this Tract is very - 
uncertain, as the Liffe are the only people I can find any 
mention made of, and the Extent of their Territory is not 
at all known. 


The Pege River, which Modern Geographers have fuppofed 
the Lukiang, according to the beft Information I have 
received, is not navigable far above Pegu; nor does the 
Ava River communicate with it to the Northward of Dagoon. B 


I have now attempted to convey an Idea how well this 
Empire 1s fituated for an extenfive inland Trade; which 
being once eftablifhed, would infinitely encreafe, by the Induftry 
it would introduce, and by the many valuable Articles which 
would be found, if there was a certain Vent, fufficient to 
encourage the fearch after them. 


To compleat the View propofed, I muft briefly fpeak of 
the adjacent Couatrics, and to begin with thofe more immediately 
under the Baraghmal.

Tavay produces Zin in large quantities, Rire in plenty, 
and fome Cardamums, there is in this Country a Gold Mise, 
which is reported to be valuable; it abounds, as well as all 
others on this fide of Inp1a, with Timber: The Natives 
are of an: indolent Difpofition. The Kiwg of this Country 
offered the Engli/f> an Eftablifhment in 1752. The Terms 
I fhall infert, as they may yield you fome fatisfaction, though 
the Ofer was rather aagdefted than refufed. He required of 
The Company 169 -pieces of Cannon, 3 covids and one {pam 
long, four of 5 covids and one {pan, 100 mufquets, tooo catties 
of powder, and a like quantity of fhot, and that 50 men fhould 
be kept there: for his Defence, at The Company’s charge, fo 
long as the Settlement was continued. And that the Succours, 
neceflary at any time, for the prefervation of his Cowutry, fhould 
alfo be tranfported at their Expence; Befides which he was 
to have an aanual Prefent, fo long as they continued the 
Lftablifhment; though the value of that Prefeat was not 
fpecified. On thefe Confiderations the following Privileges 
were offered: ft. The Company to have the sefufal of all 
the Tia, in his Country, and private Merchants only to have 
what The Company did not chufe to purchafe. ad. They 
were allowed to purchafe as much Graia as their Ships may 
require. gd. Leave to duild Veffels, and to cut the Timber 
neceflary for this purpofe, as well as for lading their Jbips- 
And on thefe Conditions it was ftipulared, that all their thips 
fhould be free from paying Cuftoms, or making Prefents. 


That thefe Terms ought not to have been accepted, is 
beyond difpute ; but it is not fo clear that a fetelement in this 
Country, on more advantageous Terms, would not be beneficial ; 
Certainly, however, at this time it was improper to infert in 
a propofed Treaty with Pucu, that the Company would affitt 
them againft Tavay; not only as thefe had proffered their 
Friendfhip, which was not rejeéled, but as the Peru Government 

might 
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might very fenfibly have urged, that it was not againft Tavay, 
but againft the Béraghmabas, they defired affiftance, but in 
truth, that Treaty is a miferable piece, wrote in the ftile of 
a Country Attorney’s Clerk, and unworthy the Notice of a 
Politician, 


I remember to have feen fome years ago a particular Chart 
of the Yavay River;* it is very deep within, but whether 
there be water enough aft the Entiance for a laige Ship I 
cannot poffibly fay. 


Cassay, which, as before mentioned, lies to the NWeftward 
of Ava, is a Country, fo far as I can learn, hitherto unheard 
of in Evrope, the Account I am enabled to give you of it is 
very imperfect, being only what a Perfon, (who went on a kind 
of Embafly to Ava lately) learnt of a Bramin, who had refided. 
there fome yeais, where he had married. The fame Perfon 
who obtained this information « was fhewn by the Béraghmab 
Kiag, whilft at Mum Chabco, a Prince of about 21, and a 
Princefs of 17 years of age, left as Hofages for the fidelity of 
this Country ; They were zot, ftritly {peaking, white, though 
fairer than the faireft of the Pegvers. The Priscefi had an air 
of greudevr in her appearance ;* fhe was of a Jong wifage, and 
her features very fine. This Country is a fall, fruitful 
Principality, fkrittly fpeaking no more indeed than a large Valley, 
confined on all fides by a cncle of Mountais: The Capital 
is enclofed by an impenetrable Hedge of Bamboos, with only 
one Paffage through, Near the Zowsz is a large River, with 
a very ‘remarkable Cataract, under which Cariiages may pafs 

dry. 





» T have fince gublifhed the Chart of Zavay River, which however 
I beheve was not the fame here icfeired to. 
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dry. This Country is amazingly frnicful in Rice; and, "as 
Money is very fcarce, it is incredibly cheap. 


Cassay ® has another Country fimilar in Name, 
Casay, to the NW of it, but this is reported to be 
independent. 


Arraxan was, formerly, immediately fubject to Ava; 
but, of late years, ‘it feemis, to have been entirely free from 
fubjection } - not, “front the circumftance above taken notice of, 
does it feem to have been under the jurifdiction of the 
Bhraghmabns, at the end of the laft Century. The River of 
Arrakan is {earce to be paralleled in the Eaft; I prefent you 
a Chart of it, * though J cannot warrant it’s authority; 
That it is a very jive Rover feems a Circumftance too well 
eftablifhed to be doubted: The Knowledge of Exropeans, 
however, extends but a little way up,*though there feems to 
be a ftrong prefumption it flows from the fame Lake as the 
Ava and Siam Rivers; it probably is that large River which 
1uns through Cassay. - The Country of Arraxan is 
reckoned extremely unhealthy to Europeans; It produces, 
befides Grain and Timber, Tin, Lead, Stick-lack, and 
Elephant's Teeth 1 have been affured by the Perfon 

abovementioned,

Channels dotted in D’Anville, and fupplied by his “ improving 
“* Tranflator,” are puely imaginary. 


To the Northward of ARRAKAN, is the Country of Azrm, 
to which the French have gone from Dacca of late years, it 
produces plenty of Coarfe Silk, and Gum-lac, befides Gold and 
Silver, Lead, and fron. 


In this quarter alfo is fituated the Country of Tirra, 
which yields Si7k and Coarfe Gold.

The next adjacent Country to be mentioned 
js Stam; It hardly merits notice, if their Behavior did not 
deferve Chaftifement, which may turn to more advantage than 
the Trade, whilft fubject to fuch impofitions, as at prefent, 
under fo injurious a Government. 


The Produftions of this Country are prodigious quantities 
of Graia, Cottoa, Benjamin, Sandal, Aguala, and Sapaa 
IFoods, Antimony, Tiny Lead, Iroa, Loadftones, Gold 

and 
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and Silver, Sapphires, Emeralds, Agates, Chryftal, Marble, and 
Lambaucke 


The Dutch in 1784, had 3 Europe Ships, and 1 Country Veffel 
here, one of the Ships was intended to carry Rice to Ceylai; 
the others chiefly loaded . withy,Sagan Wood and Tin; 
the former for the Europe, the gk or the China Marker, 
whither it was fent ftom, Batavia. I cannot inform you 






; Fn ts : 
whether this Trdile be continued, fince that to China was 


put uhder new Regulations. But the practice of fupplying 
one Place with Graiz from another, where it is cheap, 
is certainly a very judicious practice, and what naturally 
occurs to every Nation; though Bencar has generally been 
our Graaary. 


An Englifo Veffel was very lately jeized, and the Crew 
murdered in a Siamefe Port; the Captain fortunately, and 
narrowly efcaped; In confequence of his Report, Remonftrance 
was made to the King; and a Refolution taken of making 
reprifals if fatisfattion was not given; So notorious an Att 
of Lreachery ought not to be forgiven, merely from receiving 
pecuniary fatisfaétion; as Stam has no Force, and would bea 
very valuable Acquifition to any European Nation, either in 
whole, or in part, though the Trade will yield but littke advantage 
under the prefent circumftances, 


The feveral Defcriptions of this Couwiry, in print, will 
convey a better Idea of it than any thing I can fay in general; 
But as I have been informed of fome Circumflances regarding 

Mii gai, 
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Mergvi, by a Gentleman * who was lately there, I mult beg 
leave to repeat thefe Circumftances. 


There is ftill the remains here of an Old Englifh Fort, 
but the Siamefe have no Force, except a few old Guns, which 
they would abandon at the firft appearance of an Enemy. 
The River was formerly navigable to Tenafferim, where the 
Portuguefe had a Fort, but the Communication is only open 
for Boats at piefent; whether the Navigation of the River 
was fpoiled by accident, or intentionally, is uncertain: It is 
reported there is a Communication with Junx Seyzow, from 
Tenafferim for Boats, by the Rivers within land, 


Piovifions are extremely plenty and cheap; a dozen, or 
10 fowls, may be bought for a Zical (little more than % a Crown) 
F fh are very fine, and equally cheap; and Rice may be bought 
for about 12 Pagodas a Garce: The price of Rice on the 
Choromandel Coaft 1s generally above 30, and fometimes even 
80 Pagodas # Garce: The Commodities in chief demand, 
are Salt, Iron, Tobacco, and Metchlepatam Chiats. For Salt, 
which generally is fiom 3~to 3% Pagodas 4 Garce, on the 
Coaft of Choromandel, they give in retun at Mergui 3 of 
Rice, for 1 of Salt. A Bundle of Tobacco, which wiil coft 
about a Pagoda on the Coa of Choromandel, will fometimes 
fell for the value of to or 12 at Mergui; The Chints, and 
other fiae painied Goods will, if the Market is not overftocked, 
find immediate Vent, and fell for 100 # Cent. It is evident 
from hetice, that were the Covntry under better Government, 
it would yield no contemptible Tiade; e{pecially in that 
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fure Article of Graia; But there is another Confideretion of 
weight in regard to Mergui. The French have frequently of 
late years gone thither, and fhould they be kept out of 
BrncaL and Pzov, it can fcarcely be doubted they will 
fix themfelves bere, as it is fo fituated as to admit an early 
Arrival, on the CuoromanpEL Coast, abounding in 
Grain, which they may tranfport with the greateft con- 
veniensy to Pondicherry, and as | theré is the preateft plenty 
of fine Timbers: andSthany Carpenters, which mutt greatly 


expedite and facilitate’ the Repairs, which may be required by 
their Fleets in War. 


In this Place I beg leave to obferve that the Gentleman 
above mentioned * affured me, that they pafs from AMergui 
to Fudia, in about 3 Weeks during the Floods, when the Rivers 
overflowing great extent of Country, they pafs the preatef# part 
of the way by water on Rafts, In the dy feafon, they are 
almoft double this time.

I have alfo heard it reported, that there is a Trade caried 
on, between Quedah and Pattany, over land. 


Colonies and Settlements of every kind muft at fift be 
attended with many Difficulties, which however a judicious 
Peiteverance 
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Peifeverance will furmount, if there be not fome Original 
Default in the Eftablifhment. 


Tt muft be obvious to every one that the Englifh never 
made a Settlement in which they were not impeded by fome 
unfoiefeen Difficulties, fo as at laft frequently to make 
abandoning the Infant Eftablifhment, appear the mof 
prudent ftep, without even hoping any Return for the 
prodigious Expence, which may have been incuried by the 
Undertaking. 


Various Reafons may be afcribed for this Event; But in- 
capacity in the Perfon, entrufted with the Management; and the 
want of proper previous Examination of the Place; feem to 
me the moft common, and moft confiderable. 


In Difcovery Expeditions, There is fearce room to lay down 
a Regular Plan, as the Ignorance of the Objects of them, makes 
particular Inftructions impoffible. But as Eftablifhments are 
fuppofed to be the Refult of former Difcoveries and Obfervations, 
where thefe are incompleat, it certainly is neceffary, not only 
to lay down a Plan, of what is propofed by the Eftablifhment, 
the Jnducements to it, and the moft probable means of Succefs; 
but that a previous Survey fhould be made, and the Place beft 
adapted to anfwer the Purpofes of the Expedition pitched on, 
whether as a place of Tiade; or merely asa Port. It feems 
indifpenfibly.neceflary, that the Perfon, to be entrufted with the 
future Management of the Expedition, fhould fuperintend this 
Survey, which ought not to be a curfory View, but a careful, 
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accurate and mature Examination of the Place, whete the 
intended Settlement is to be made, by Petfons propertly qualified 
for fuch a Survey. The inconveniencies and Advantages fhould 
be minutely noted, and an Eftimate of the Expence made; 
It fhould then be confidered what Expence the Advantages 
propofed may induce to be at; for it may happen, efpecially 
if a Port only is in View, that an Eftablifhment, which in 
itfelf is very beneficial, may become otherwife by incurring 
a greater Charge than the Advantages of the Settlement will be 
adequate to. 


Without a previous Accurate Survey being made, it mult 
be admitted fo certain, as the piobability of 10,000 to 1, an 
extraordinary and unneceflary Expence will accrue: For thee 
is hardly a poffibility that accident fhould point to the Spot 
which is really beft adapted, every thing confidered, for the 
Eftablifhment; and if that is not fixed on, not only the 
Expence of eiccting Works in the fiift place, and the time 
loft in e1ecting thefe works, are to be charged to the ill 
Choice, in confequence of a pievious Survey being omitted, 
but when it is confidered that the firft Difficulties are always 
the greateft in fuch Expeditions, and the Lofs of Men 
then likewife gieateft, from being expofed to the Weather 
without Shelter, It muft appear that nothing can be of more 
fatal confequence, than to repeat thefe Inconveniencies by a 
removal; as it may be the means of making the Expedition 
abortive, by difcouraging the People, and expofing them to 
new Datigues; befidcs fuch removes cannot fail to Ieffen 
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their Confidence in the Chief, and produce many other 
unhappy Circumflances. * 


This Defect is eafily remedied, as it is no very difficult 
matter to find Perfons capable of fuch a Survey; but to 
find one, with all the Qualifications requifite to form a good 


Leader in fuch Expeditions, is of equal Importance and 
Difficulty. 


It is not Capacity, or Knowledge, alone that are required. 
There is a certain turn of Mind, a prudent compaffionate 
Difpofition, to gain the Confidence and Efteem of his own 
People; a Prefence of Mind, and readinefs in all Exigehcies; 
an unwearied Patience, joined to indefatigable Activity ; 
An open, though cautious, Behaviour, and eafy Affability, 

with

‘ exceeding low and fwampy, and oveiflowed by the Yices, and to which 


*¢ we imagine in a great meafure is owing the Caufe, why ow People fall 
*¢ down fo very faft, and indeed our diftrefs in this point is really calamitous, 
“ Blacks, Whitcs, Coffiies, and even the Natives of the Country have 
*¢ not been exempted, but all univerfally have been fubje& to inteimittant 
* Fevers and Fluxes: and yet if Iam permitted to judge by the robuft 
*¢ and vigorous appeatance of a Pegwer ora Burmagh, there is not a more 


* healthy Climate in Inp1s.” 
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with a Free Generofity, is neceflary to win the good Opinion 
of thofe, amongfl whom ir is intended to fettle: But even 
after {uch a Survey has been made, and fuch a Perfon found, 
what good can be expected; unlefs the Settlement be properly 
affifted and {upported? There is hardly an Inftance of a Troop 
of Emigrants, going in queft of a new Home, under a Leader 
of their own Election, who have failed to grow confiderable in 
their Habitation; knowing they had no refource but in their 
own Virtue, they conformed to Circumftances, and foon 
furmounted every Dificulty ; but a Colony, or Setilement, 
being under Orders and Reftridions, compofed of Perfons not 
acting with the fame Difpofition, cannot be thus modcled to 
Incidents; and if not duly, regularly, and effectually fupported, 
by the Conftituents, like a Plant ftinted in it’s growth, will 
never yield the fruit, which might haye reafonably been 
expected from the richnefs of the Soil. 


That Negrais was thus neglefted, I can pofitively affirm ; 
but it may be ufeful to confider whether the other Circumftances, 
neceffary to the well-being of an Extablifhment, .were duly 
regarded. 


The Chief, Mr. Hunter, was a Peifon of Capacity, but of 
a very unfit Difpofition for fuch an Undertaking, extremely 
haughty, and fo bigotted to bis own Opinion, that he ridiculed 
whatever any other propofed, even when his Sentiments were 
afked: Befides his Hopes did nor reft in the Succefs of the 
Expedition, but he confidered himfelf as affured of the 
Government of Madrafs; So that when an Accident evinced that 
this Hope was vain, * He was not only greatly difappointed, 

but 





* Capt. Felix Baker, Brother to The Alderman, who was, in 1762, 
Chairman of the Eaft India Company, married a Daughter-in-\ aw of 
Mr, Henter; The Alderman difqual fied in, or about, 1753, and confequently 
all Mr Hinxter’s Hopes, of the Government of Madraf, were overturned! 
I ain far fiom afferting that they were ever well grounded, 
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but chagrined at the Reflection, that this Event, which he had 
confidered as certain, and on which he had built, leffened his 
Influence amongft thofe under his Eye, whom he had en- 
deavouied to keep in dependance, by the hope, or fear, of 
what might happen, on his removal to a more exalted Station. 
Unlefs there be a Dependance on the Chief, every thing muft 
be cloged; when Difficulties occur, they will be made im- 
poffibilities; for this reafon every Pe:fon engaged on fuch 
Expeditions, fhould have their Pieferment dependant on the 
recommendation of the Chief. Mr. Hxxater was not of a 
Difpofition, to gain the Affection of the People under him ; 
and he, foon after his arrival, did a thing equally injurious 
and unreafonable to the Cofzys, whom he would not fupply 
with Provifions, in common with the reft, as there was a 
great {carcity; but obliged them to rely on the precarious 
Fortune of the Chace: The Confequence naturally to be 
expected, was not guarded again{ft, and when they rofe, they 
eafily got Aims, and diove the Luwsopeans aboaid the Veffels. 
The lofs of the C.f-ys, of whom fome were killed, and many 
took fhelter in the Woods, from whence they got over to 
the Adan, was very fenfibly felt in the retardation of the 
Works, neceflary for the General Accommodation, and Security; 
Luckily, none mace an Hoftile Attempt, (which could feaice 
have failed of Succefs). But the ravages of Difeafe, fiom 
want of Provifions and Shelter, were very great. 


Mr. Hunter, the Chief, who for fome time, had been 
fenfible of his approaching end, had defired that he might 
be relieved; or at Jeaft that fome one, capable of the Tixft, 
might be fent to fucceed him, declaring the Pe:fon, who 
had gone over with him as his Affiftant, was zscapable. 
Mr, Huatee was ‘hot relieved; but his Death made the 
appointment of a wew Chief necelfary: As Negrais had got 

the 
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the chaatter of being w#healthy, and as there was no profpect 
of advantage falling down from Heaven upon it, many wee 


pointed out, but all declined; fome on one, fome on another 
pretence; [ft is a Cullom in The Company’s Service, that 


Senioiity precludes every confideration of Capacity, but as 
Peifons, with this infallible Teftimony of Perfection, wee 
unwilling to proceed to fo uncomfortable a Place, as Negrais 
was defcribed to be, The Bufinefs ended in giving the 
Appointment to the Perfon, who had gone over with Mr. Hunter, 
and whom on his .death-bed he had publickly repiefented as 
incapable: as He was alfo of an inferiour rank, Jt could not 
be expected that much attention fhould be paid to his 
reprefentations, of the Neceffities of a Settlement, which had 
been fo miferably neglefled, in the appointment of fuch a 


Chief. 


I have heud Governor Pigot declare, that in his opinion, 
fome Peifon of Rank fhould have been fent over, with full 
powets to conclude a Tieaty with the Government; and that 
the Eftablifhment, if formed, fhould have been purfued 
with vigour; avowing that he would willingly have accepted 
of fuch an appointment; I dae fay, if he had been fent, 
Suecefs would have attended the Entreiprife; as He is well 
qualified for fuch an office: and as, if He had been fent, it 
would not have been neglected, in the manner it was. 


It is now time to end this Letter, which has run to a 
length much beyond what I expe&ted: 1 truft what has 
been faid will be fuficient to fhew, how zi the Negrais 
Lixpedition has been covduéted, and I fhall therefore only add, 
that a Treaty, as it is called, was concluded in 175%, by 
which Negrais; a Spot, about 2000 feet {quare, at Perfiin; 

and 
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and a free Trade through the Béraghmah Dominions, were 
granted; as I have been affured, the Purport of this Treaty 
was aot known to the King, who confidered it only as a 
Royal Grant, to encourage the Englifh to trade in his 
Dominions; it ought never to be confidered as more by 
us; as it certainly will not by Him: It was obrained by a 
Prefent to the Prince of Pefaim; and to a Perfon who acted 
as an Interpreter. I have before faid it is drawn up in the 
Stile of a Country Attorney: I repeat that and fubfcribe 
myfelf, &c.

The Conszayence of Settling an Europear Golony on the 
laud NeEGRAIs. 


“Tl wEsE iwo Ifands, lying on the Weler1 Part of the 
Coaft of Prev, form a Capacions Harbour for Shipping, being 
fecured againfi all forts of Winds; and the Entrance very 
eafy, having good Anchoring Ground, at a guod Diffance; 
the Soil of them being very good, by the Quantity of Food 
it produces, to the vaft number of Wild Bea/’s they afford, 
fuch as Deer, Buffaloes, Wiad Hogs, and Elephuats, bef s 
plenty of Ii/b and Turtle, on Dis.nond Iftand, which is 1-1 
three Leagues diftant fiom them, the advantage of having 
communication by large navigable Rivers, into all parts of the 
King of Ava’s dominions, from whence the Trade of that 
Country might be eafily ingroffed in a few yeas, and the [Wazd 
fupplied with all the Commodities that Kingdom affords, as alfo 
made convenient for Shipping, either to repair, or build new ones 
on, with a confiderable lefs Rifque or Danger than the Port of 
Sy ian is at prefent ; which it feems will ina few years be almofl 
impracticable for large Ships, by the encreafe of the Sands in 
fevera] places, efpecially before the Zoww. Another benefit, that 
fuch a Settlement would be of, is the nearnefs of the tzo Pieces, 
Mapras and Brneax, which at any time of the year might be 
fupplied with the Effels and Matetials this Countiy produces, as 
alfo their Ships repaired, or new built, without any Moleflation, 
after the Colony was once fupplied with a competent Number of 
Inhabitants, which would not be long in cfl\Aing, by giving 
a ieafonable encouragement to the Natives of the Alaa, who 
having been for many years under a tyiannical Gove.nment, 
would joyfully embrace the oppoituniry of fettling in a place 
where they fhould enjoy the Benefit of their Labour, efpecially 
the People employed in the Building of Ships, and cultivating 
the Land, which, being the moft opprefled, would be the mof 
foiward to feek for relicf, and by their quitting the adjacent Port 
of Syrian, that place would foon be iuined, and the whole trade 
of the Country take its Comfe toward the Mew Ser/dement ; being 
fo conveniently fituated, and with a modeate charge may be 
made capable of Defence againft a confideuble Force. The 
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“13 
prefent juncture, of fettling ach a Colony, féems one of the moft 
favourable, for the follow:ng reafons. The /Var which, for almoiL* 
Ten Years paft, has harraffud the poor people in the Piincipalities 
of Mariaven, Tougu, Pegu, and Syrian, has fo far difgufled them, 
thit a confiderable Number of them, to fhun the repeated 
oppreffion, are retired into the moft defert places of the Country, 
by the Sea fide; having quitted all the Neighbourhood of Cities 
and Towns, chufing rather to live among the Wild Beatts, 
than be at the Mercy of the cruel and tyrannical Government, 
which at prefent has a King, without any experience, and inticly 
ruled by Miniffers, without any other knowledge but a bare private 
Intereft, which makes the Country in general wih for a change, 
becaufe every petty Goveruovr of Towns or Cities, if he can but 
fatisfy the Minifter at Cout, can at his pleafure opprefs ‘the 
people under him, without any fear of Punifhment, which has 
caufed the Revolt of the richefl and largefi Province of this 
Kingdom, who for this laft 10 Years has baffled all the attempts 
that have been made by all the K7ue’s Forces to bring them agaia 
under Sabje€tion; having at prefent no hopes to accomplifh it, 
being quite difheartened by their continual loffes, which are 
wholely owing to the bad Government all over the Kingdom. 

The Natives of this Kingdom, if once under a good Govern- 
ment, are capable of any improvement; being generally of a 
good difpofition, a tolerable good Genius, and’ {trong conftitution, 
and nothing near fo fuperftitious in their religion as other people 
of Inpia, which makes them very fit to be brought up amoneft 
Exvropeaus the Peguers e{pecially, ina little time form excelent Seanen. 

If the fettling fuch a Colowy fhould be thought by the Aivg 
of AvA an encroachment upon /zs Cowatry, yet he is not in a 
Capacity to hinder it, and the fa/d [ads have been for many ages 
without Inhabitants, he cannot hinder a Nation to improve them, 
fince they ale Rot a property to him or his Subjes; besides, in 
caiz of any oppofition, the Iflands are fo fituated, that with a few 
light Boats, or Pinnaces, the Paflage from Syrian, Pegi, and 
Beuitivias to AvA would be eafily ftopped, and no Provitions 
fuffer.ed to go up towards Ava, which would quickly bring him

The dite of th: Paper may be iaferiel from hence; for the War Devan 
in 1740, wich impli cs the date to be antecedent to 1750+ 
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to Terms, confidering that the aforefaid Provinces fupply Ava, 
and all the inland parts of the Kingdom with Rice, and other 
neceflaries for Life, and by confequence it would oblige hin to 
fuller a free Trade all over his Dominions. The Port of Svricu 
being ouce difcredited, and the New Settlement brought to a tole- 
rable pafs, all Nasions trading to Pep would infallibly, 1ather chufe 
to trade under an European Goverazuent, than to bear Inepofitians 
that the Country Government lays on all Strangers; and by con- 
fequence the charges of the Settlement would foon be defrayed 
by a moderate Cuftom, on the Imports and Exports; another con- 
veniency is, that the Danger of going out and coming in of that 
Harbour, is nothing in comparifon of Sjriaz River, or the Coaf 
wear its where the jlroug Tides and the Sands, lying at a great 
diftance from the fhoar, makes the Entry duficule and dangerous 
for Ships; Having fuch a Settlement on the Frontier of both 
Kingdoms (Ava and Araxan) it would be eaty to fettle a 
Contefpondence with the Inhabitants of the Jaf Kivgdem, by which 
means a good Tiade might alfo be carried on, the People being 
almoft of the fame Genius as the other, and {peaking the fame 
Language, and the Country exceeding fertile in Rice, befides 
other valuable Commodities, which by a good unde flanding with 
the Natives would be brought to enter into a Traflich beneficial 
to both fides. 

The Province of Afwtavan, which is the fame Climate as 
Negrais, and has the fame outwaid appearance, produces good 
Pepper and Cardamuims, which in all probability would grow on 
thefe [ands, if once cultivated, and without doubt Co/tae and 
other Com,xodities befides, as the Main Laa? is fo abundant in all 
forts of Mimeials and Metals, it is likely alfo, that a leroe Lfiml, 
at fuch afmuall diflance from the A/a, mul have its thare of 
either; the fettling fuch a Coluvy would in a little time make 
it very populous, confidering that out of the Kuvy of Ava’s 
Dominions, a confiderable number of Chi ifhans would joyfully 
chufe to live under the proteciion of an European Govecument, 
rather than ftay under the fad Government of the Brrechinel us, 
(a great many of them being /Vorkmea in S/upping) would be 
very ufeful. 

In cafe of a War with any European Nation, of what Confequence 
would it be, to have a fafe and capacious Ha: bour fox Ships, at 
fuch a finall diftance from Mapras, and BrncaL: the Coat

of COROMANDEL has zowe, and the River of Bencat Is full of 
Dangers for large Ships, befides not fo convenient, to put to Sea 
at all times of the Year. 

A. great conveniency towards the fettling on thefe I/lands is the 
Quantity of Timber there is on them, as alfo the Commodities 
of making Bricks and Chunam, with all the cafe poffible, by 
which means the Building would be of little charges: As‘ 
Madras, and the adjacent Country, contains vaft Numbers of poor 
Chrifzar Femilses, no doubt 2 good Number would be glad to be 
fent to fuch an Eflablifement 3 where in a few years by their Labour, 
they could live in plenty of the neceffaries of Life; the Famine 
of laft Year having reduced many to the greateft mifery; as the 
Sea about thefe [Wards abounds with all forts of Fi/h, and the 
Lard with quantity of Deer, Buffaloes, and wild Hogr, as allo wild 
Fowl, the people could not be reduced to want, having once a 
Crop of Rice of their own, befides the fupplies they could draw 
from the Afuin; the Neighbourhood of the Geco [lands would 
contribute alfo to the welfare of the New Settlement, by procuring 
from thence plenty of thofe valuable Zrees, which in few years do 
fo amply pay the Labour of their Owners, 

To begin fuch a Seftlemest it would be fufficient at firft, to have 
a moderate number of People, both capable of Labour and 
Defence; but moftly Men of good Difpofitions, with the 
Fncouragement they fhould have, would keep always in a good 
behaviour towards their Superiors, who fhould be alfo of an 
examplary behaviour to the people under them; and as much as 
pofible ufed to fatigue, their prefence being requifite on all 
oceafions, The firft Planters fhould alfo be exempt from any 
Cuflons or Taxes, for a certain time, to encourage them; as to 
the number of Forces, to begin with 40 Military Men, inured to 
th: Climate of Inpia, with about an equal Number of 4r/izavs, 
fuch as Carpenrers, Smiths, Bricklayers, &c. Arms, Adnunition 
and Provifiors for about fix Moths, with Inflrumeats neceflary 
for buildiag of Houfos, and Tilting of the Ground. 

Tt is not to be doubted, in the leafl, but fuch an Efablifhiment, 
in a few Years, would encreafe confiderably ; and the Benefit of 
it foon repay the Charges, and thefe fwo Ifandr become one of 
the moft fourifliag parts of Inpia, by their conveaient Situation 
in refpect+ to,Zrade with the two Neighbouring Kiagdoms of 
36 Ava and ARakay,

Captain George Baker's Obfervations at Prersaim and in the 
Journey to Ava and Back, 1755. * 


PERSAIM, 1755. 
Some Account of the Country Affairs zhis Year. 


The Peguers having poffefled Prove, for fome Years paft, 
made feveral fuccefsful Campaigns into the heart of the 
Biraghmab Dominions, even to the taking, facking, and burning 
of Ava, their Gapstal, in April 1752; they feemed then to be 
arrived at the fummit of their Glory, for ever after they pu fued 
their Conquefts with lefs fuccefs, having been totally defeued 
near that place in April 1754, which obliged them to retire into 
their own Dominions, leaving a Garrifon in Prove, which was 
foon after well fortifyed, after their manner, by the dieQion of 
Ponna Della: That being done, He left it in September and 
returned to Pecu, where the Captive King of Ava was put to 
death on the 13th Oober following. This fo incenfed the 
Bivaghmabas in Prone (who were by much the moft numerous 
Party there) that they confpired againft the other Party in the 
Town, and at an appointed time, in the beginning of November, 
put them to the Sword; and took the Government of the Place 
into their own hands. The Seafon of the year now permitting, 
they began to make Preparations of each fide, one to retake, and 
the other to defend, this important Poft of Prove; and accordingly 
Ponna Della \eft Peau, for that Place, the 16th November; 
but, making little fuccefs in his Enterprize, was re-inforced’ by 
a ftrong Party, in the beginning of January, 1753, which 
altogether made up a numerous Army. 


The 
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The Biraghmabus, having received Notice of their Sovereign’s 
Death, immediately joined the Wew King of Momchabue, who 
had now ufurped the Government near A.a, to whofe 
Affifiance feveral of the neighbouring Nations fent Parties of 
Men, who were commanded by him, whom I now call the 
Biraghmab Kirg. He loft no time to come to the relief of 
Prow; for, by the beft intelligence 1 get, he was there as 
foon as the party difpatched laft to Poxna D./a’s A’fiflance, and, 
having a free Entrance, he reinforced it very confiderably. 


The River, fronting this Place, leads fomewhat near North 
and South, and as the Town flands on the Ealt fide of it, 
the Peguers pitched their Camp on the Weft, fomething 
below the Place; which the Bdéraghmah King obferving, pitched 
his Camp alfo below the Town, almoft right oppofite the 
Peguers, for fome days together there paffed frequent fligut 
fikirmifhes between their boats. 


On the oth of February, at Night, the Béraghmabus marched 

a little down, and croffed the River, unknown to, and unexpected 
by, the Peguers, and fell on them at Daylight, with fuch fury, 
as flaughtered great numbers, and routed the others: The 
Generals themfelves efcaped with the greateft hazard. This 
Defeat which had fo difperfed their Troop:, and was indeed 
compleat, made the Pegw Generals apprehend themfelves unfafe, 
even in that Nighbourhood, for they immediately took their 
rout to Khoughn-Zeak, where they flaid only to deftioy the 
Country, and took the whole People with them to Sesyangou, 
(a Place about two days Journey above Svrian) wheie they made 
a ftand with the Army. This Affair had very extraordinary 
Effects on the whole People of bath Kingdoms: The 
Biraclmalns were fo animated, that they talked of purfuing 
their Conquefts, afd making a puth for Svan: The Feguers, 
on the other hand, were fliuck with a panick that made the.n 
apprehend 
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apprehend they might. At leaft the Government here, and all 
that Fa@tion, was ftrangely intimidated ; but at nothing fo mucli 
as of a fet of men (Btraghmahns) who had been gathering 
together for fome Months palt, at Rhoughkloughn; and who 
would not difperfe themfelves, notwith{tanding they had frequent 
remonftrances from the King of Peg, Rajah, &c. though they 
always took care to return palliative Anfwers to them. This 
Fear of theirs proved well grounded, for the Prigee here, having 
fent Spies, they returned the 16th February, reporting that 
they had heard a Letter read, which came from the Biraghmab 
King, to the €bif there, telling him that if he would make 
head againft, and reduce this Place, He fhould have (under the 
King) the whole Difrifi as His Province: On this they called 
a General Council, and gave out as the Refult of it, that they 
would tranfport their Families to Da//a, in order to be rid of 
that incumbrance, and fo to be the better able to defend the Town 
with the Men: This, for the day, was generally believed to be 
the refolution taken, but on the 147th in the morning it was 
found the Prine had left the Place; which, being done in 
fo feciet a manner, made People fufpeét fome eminent danger, 
and put them into very great confufion: ‘The Peguers thought 
the Bdraghmabns might have confpired againfl them; and 
fome Béraghmakns thought the Peguers might have laid a 
fcheme to maffacte them}; part of each Faétion feared and 
hoped refpectively, that the Government had received 
intelligence, that the Béraghuab Troops were immediately at 
hand; Thus the Tou being in an uproar; and none 
knowing juftly what they feared; nor any fteady hand to 
ealm them, fome ran to the Wood, but mofl to their Boars, 
Women big-bellied and thofe with Children at their brcaft, 
as alfo the Aged, of both fexes, were forced to exert 
themfelves for their Lives fake, on this Occafion, though 
they could not determinately fay what it was they had at 


that inftant to fear, 
By 
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By Noon there was not perhaps 20 Souls left in the Place, 
thele fet fire to feveral parts of the Town, and confumed great 
quantities of Grain; the Town being at laft entirely evacuated, 
there appeared feven of the Béraghmab Boats in fight, at g in 
the morning the 23d, which gave chace to a fingle Pegu Boat 
down the River, and having taken her, returned and landed 
here, they came to our houfe, and ftaid about an hour, where 
{ entertained them as I ufed to do the other Party: I defired 
them noc to molé{t this Placc, as it was on the Hoaomadle 
Company's Ground, they declared they would not, nor did in the 
leaft; and in every other refpect behaved humanely and 
decently, they were about 250 Men, well armed in their way, 
and people of good appearance ; having left us, they fet fire 
to the Town about Noon, which they entirely demolithed, 
with a great part of the wooden Halls, and fet out again for 
Rhughkbougs at 4 0’clock that Evening. 


From the time that the Béraghmabus demolifhed the Town, 
to the 2d March, there frequently came Pegn Boats for, and 
went with, Paddy; at leaft thofe that could get it, for it was 
become now very fcarce. And again on this day the 2d March 
there arrived 4 Béraghwea) Boats with about 30 Men, only to 
fee how things ftood, at a time when there happened to be no 
Pegvers here; they went away again about 11 in the morning, 
but had not been gone an hour, when the late Second of this 
Place, arrived with 12 or 15 Boats, and about 200 Men, and 
being every day after joined by more, he got together by the 
sth about 400 Men, in order to fettle here again and oppofe the 
Bivaghmabus ; but that day in the morning, between 1o and 
11, there arrived in fight 21 Béraghmah Boats, the Peguers, 
who were then moftly on fhoar, 1epaiied to theirs, and drew 
out in the rhiddle of the River, as it were to receive their 

Enemy ; 
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Enemy; whofe number they then plainly faw to confift, as 
T faid before, of 2t Boats, and they having butiz, immediately 
took to flight, and were purfued by the others, who pafled 
down out of fight, and, in about 2 hours after, returned agiin 
with 5 Pegu Boats, of thofe prepared to fight, and 3 or 4 other 
fmall ones laden with Grain, &c. which I did not firft reckon 
in the number, fo that there was but § Boats efcaped in all: * 
However there was none of the People taken, killed or 
wounded, as they quitted their Boats and ran into the Woods. 
The Biraghmabns,.ftaid fome time in the Town, and fet out 
again about 4 that evening. The 12th there arrived again 
6 Boats, who came then only to fee how things flood; and 
if it might be fafe for thofe, of whom I fhall fpeak by and 
by, to come down; they returned again that evening, and 
the next morning came back with 19 Boats more, in all 
26, in which were two Armenians, two Afoors, and two 
Biraghmabns, Fmbaffadors to Mr. Brocke, from (Méomlabuc) 
the Biraghmah King, whom they left at Lundy; He, having 
made himfelf Mafter of the whole Bé#raghmab Dominions, 
has been declared and acknowledged Kiag of all parts in it; 
from Him thefe Men brought a Letter to Mr. Brooke, defiring 
his Friendfhip, @&c. and promifing in return that nothing 
fhould be wanting in which he could oblige him; the Copy 
of which I fent that Evening to Negrais; and, as they did 
not think it prudent to go themfelves, they went up the 
River again that evening, to wait there ’till an Anfwer might 
be had to the Letter, I fent; which. being expceéted in four 

days,

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days, they promifed to return in that period, which they 
accordingly did, and the Schooner from Negrais arrived the 
fame evening, with Orders for me to accompany them thither 
on her; we fet out accordingly the 19th in the morning, 
and arrived at Negrais at 8 PM the 22d. The Embaffadors 
bad their Audience the 234; but their Bufinefs being not 
compleated, nor determinate Anfweis given, till the 26th, ic 
was 6 that evening before we fet out again for Perfam, 
and 1 o’clock in the motning the goth tefore we arrived 
there; where we found then about 1800 Peguers, in about 
60 fighting Boats, which, as we were then informed, had on 
the 26th paft taken all the Béraghmab Boats (being about 20) 
which waited for the return of the Embafladors. Thefe Peeuers 
infifted much on having the Embafladors furrendered to them, 
but #his I abfolugely refufed, and as there remained no 
practicable method of condufting them up in fafety, we 
determined to carry them back to Negrais; and, as I thought 
it abfolutely neceffary, for their fafety, to go with them there, 
we fet out the g1ft in the evening accordingly, and at 6 PM 
on the 3d April arrived there. The 4th, the Embaffadors 
went afhoar, and ftaid to wait fome favowable oppoituniry, 
whereby to return to their Mafter: which it appeas was 
attempted fome two or three days after. The gth at 4 in 
the Evening I fet out again on the Schooaer for Perfain, 
where I arrived on the morning of the 12th. The number of 
Troops here at this juncture not exceeding soo, a part of 
them having deferted, though it appears not ‘till they had 
made fome Incurfions in the Country above, and brought off 
good quantities of Graia, Buffaloes, fome boats, &c. ‘The 16th 
they received intelligence, that Chowbrabh had been attacked 
by the Bireghmchis in his Camp at Simangon, this gave them 
here much concern for the Event, and made them readily 
fufped&, what at laft they were confirmed in, viz. that he 

might 
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ti. it be defeated, aad accordingly they reccived that Account 
the a1fl in the Afternoon; and, having made preparations 
for that pupofe, they all fet out for S)-ran that night, and 
wore followed, the next day, by thofe which were fent up 
the Country to ravage it; fo that on the 23d in the morning 
theie was not a fingle Pegner left here, being moftly retired 
to Syriaa, where they had received information the Béraghmahns 
intended to pufh their conquefis, and ‘tis whifpered that in 
order to ity they are arrived in the neighbourhood of Dagon. 


The 2d of May a Party of Biraghmabus from Khoukkhoughu, 
confifting of about 1000 Men, in 40 Boats, arrived heie, 
(commanded by the fame Man who was defeated at this 
Place the 26th March) who informed us that the Barag hinabns 
had attacked the Peguers in their (Yorks, at Siyengoug and 
Paulang, and routed them thence; and that the Kizg of 
the Busaghmahas, with the body of his Aimy, was now 
encamped at Dagon. The 3d in the morning thefe 40 Boats 
fet out again, down the River, in queft of what Peguers lay 
hid in the fundry Rrvers and Creeks, between his and Dagon: 
and, if fucceeding, to difpeife them, witha refolution to go 
thither that way. 


The 8th in the morning thefe 40 Boats, with 9 more, returned, 
having attacked the Pegwers, on the sth Inftant, in fome of the 
Rivers, near the Sea fide; and, as they fay, defeated and 
taken fiom them 8 Boats, 7 fmall Guns, 8 Mufkets, 10 Vifs 
of Powder, killed many Men, and taken two Prifoners, 


The 11th inftant the Fleer fet out again for Kovhkboughn, 


and the fame time arrived Advices herg, that a party of 
* Biraghmajuas 
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Biragbuialus, who had been difpatched to reduce the Ku ianers 
in Met.a River, had accordingly effected it. 


The 2oth airived here about 20 Fanuilics in as many Boats, 
moftly Béraglmatar, who had abandoned the Pegweis, and 
came to take protection of the Biraghmahis, and for that 
purpofe fer out the fame evening for Lower Coujug. Soon 
after which, about 9 PAZ, attivcd heie a fmall Party of Pegsers, 
thiongh the eas, about 14 of 16 in number, they pailed by 
our Houfe, in fuch hafte, that we had only time to afk them 
who they were? where thewpedy of their People was? and 
goat number they confifted a, 0 which théy.only anfwered 
they were Peguers, their Party was. b low, arid that they 
éonfifted of about 00, Then afking if “the Béraghmabus 
were here? and, ‘being refolved negatively, fet out 
immediately, 






The 2sth arrived § Béraghmah Boats fiom Khoukkhougl 2, 
and fiom that to the 28th about 35 more, which made the 
number amount to 40 fighting Boats, and were manned with 
about 800 effective Men, befides thefe, a Paity of theirs 
came by land of about 200 Men, and the fame day atrived 
at their Camp, part of thofe 20 Families, which I have aheady 
faid ariived here on the 2oth inftant, and fet out again the 
fame day for Corjong, who happening to be intercepted, the 
day after, by two Peon fighting Boats, were many of them 
cut off, others taken, and thofe which came to the Camp 
efcaped. 


The 2d June, in the evening, 35 of the Boats went down 
the River (the otheis being difpatched on the look out) 
in oider to mee the Honourable Company’s Schooner, on 
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board of which were expected to be the remaining tevo 
Embaffadors, who bad hitherto waited an opportunity to come 
hither; and the 3d, at 9 PM, they returned again with the 
Schooner, and the two Embaffadors, on board her, as expected, 
and, on the sth, thefe two Embaffadors fet out for the King 
at Dagon, with the Chief of Negrais his Letter. 


The 7th arrived here thofe Béraghmabus (being about 
16 Families) which ad fince the Defertion of this Town, 
taken fhelter at Nagra is 3 ‘they now entered info the Party, 
and protection oF’ their own Fa@ion; and were received 
without further moleftation, than being each Family ceffed 
3 Tickle. From this time forwaid the General fuffered feveral 
of his Troops, thofe with their Boats as well as others, to 
retire to their Homes; (perhaps on fome pecuniary confideration 
made him) to follow their neceflary vocations, as preparing 
for Tillage, &c. infomuch that on the r7th there remained 
but 7 fighting Boats, with which he that morning went down 
the River, as he faid, in queft of the Enemy: But it is probable 
he did not go with that intention, fince it is evident he did 
not go into that Quarter where he well knew they lay, viz. 
about Pooloo; for on the zoth two ftout Pegu Boats, well 
manned, arrived heie, and burnt the Biraghmah Houfes, then 
fet out again immediately. 


On the 24th there arrived from the Béraghmah King, at 
Dagon, two Embaffadors (one of them being one of thofe 
which came to Mr. Brooke from the King in April lafl) 
defigned for Negrais, to the Chief there, with a Prefent of 
two Hoifes, roo Vils of Wax, roo Vifs of Teeth, and 
a Ring; they were efcorted with about 20 fighting Boats, 
well equipped and manned, with about 600 Men. The 28th 
anived here the Party confifting of 7 Boats, which left this

the 17th inflant, but brought with them no tokens of having 
diftieffed the Peguers: Their Chief now put himfelf under 
Orders of him who commands the Party from Dagox, and 
is now Chief of all ranks of the Faction in this Quarter. 


This Chief fent his Orders into all parts of this Neighbourhood, 
commanding the Seggees of the Villages, each to bring in his 
Quota of Men and Grain; which being accordingly done, 
they made themfelves ready for an Expedition, and fet out, 
with about so Boats, in queft of the Peguer-, on the 5th July, 
but firtt of all to efcort the Ewbaffadors, as far down the River, 
as they fhould think paft any danger from the Enemy. 


The 6th in the evening we received News that the King, 
(as we have hitherto called him) late at Dagou, had fet out 
thence, fome fifteen days fince, to go into the Ava Domunions, 
to oppofe the late Busaghmab King’s Son, who, it appears, 
has invaded the Kingdom in that Quarter, from the fide of 
Siam, and contends for the Crows of his late Father. 
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Captaia GLORGE Baxcr’s Journal of « Joint Embafly ze 
tke King of i7e Biraghmahns. 


Having received Orders, front the Chief of Negrais, to 
accompany the Krag of the Bhaghmahns two Embaffadors to 
thei: Prince, Lieut. Fobu North and myflf fet out, from Negrais, 
in company with them, the r7th July, as Kadaffadors from the 
Honourable Company, being provided by Henry Brooke, Efg. with 
a Prefent for that Prime; confifting of 4 Pieces of Iron Cannon, 
one a 12, the other three 9 pounders; 80 Shor and 4 Cheffs 
of Powder, together with fome few things of lefs value; 
having Ordets fiom the faid Hesry Brooke, Efg. for the 
concluding a Treaty of Jriendfiip and Alliance, between that 
Prince and our Honourable Mafteis. 


Artiving at Perfaim, the 19th, and having prepared our 
Boats, in the beft manner we could, proceeded on our Paflage 
again the 21ft in the Afte:noon. 


On the 23d arrived at the Qyala of Coanjoag, where my 
Colleague, Lieut. Yohn North, was feized with an Aguifh fit, 
which terminated in a continued Fever. 


The 24th at 6 in the evening left this Place again and at 
5 in the Afternoon on 


The asth reached Koukkouw Creet, which we left 
again 


The 26th at 7 in the moining; and on 


The 
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The 27th, at 3 in the afternoon, arrived at Lameanah, 
where we continued ’till 


The 29th in the morning; and at 4 o’clock the fame 
evening reached Bewchagang, where we were confirmed in 
the Truth of a Report, which we had heard feme days 
before, viz. That the Freach and Peguers together, had both 
with Shipping and on fhoar, attacked the Brraghmabns at 
Dagon, and that they had made themfelves Matters of the 
Englifh, and other Veffels there, and plyed all their Cannon 
on the Béraghmabh Camp, in fo much that there then remained 
a probability of their being routed thence: This we thought 
a material affair, though it was not yet decided, and therefore 
forwarded a Letter to the Chief of Negrais, with the moft 
circumftantial Account of it that we could procure. Now 
my Colleague’s Fever began to intermit, having reduced him 
to a fate of great weaknefs, 


The goth, in morning, left Bowchagang, and lay the following 
Night at Zombay, which we left again. 


The 3rft, at 2 in the Afternoon, and at about the fame 
tine of day, on 


Friday, the rft Auguft, got out into the Great River, leading 
from Ava, which, had the King been at Dagoon, we fhould 
have gone thereby; But now the Biraghmab Gentlemen 
acknowledged themfelves convinced that he was gone up, of 
which they hitherto pretended to doubt; we urged to them 
the necefflity of our making all poffible difpatch, which they 
promifed to de, to the utmoft of their power. 


The 
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The 3d, at Sunfet, we arrived at Lundfey, where we ftaid 
for the Boat, that carried the Guns, to get a Maft and Sail, 
fhe being the thing that fo greatly prolongs our Paflage. 


At 10 in the forenoon, of the 6th, we left Luzdfey, and 
having pafled Saludan (a Place remarkable for the great 
quantities of Timber it produces) and three or four places 
of lefs note, arrived 


The oth, in the evening, at Prove: having left the Boat 
with the Guns, fomething behind us, in order to procure 
a more commodious Boat for Mr. North, againft fhe might 
come, he being not yet perfecily recovered, and attributed it, 
chiefly, to the inconveniencies he fuffered in that we now 


were. 


The Weather proving remarkably calm, and the Frethes 
exceeding ftrong, it was the 11th ere the Boat with the Guns 
arrived; and, that no time might be loft, we prevailed on 
her to fet out again the next day. -Having now fufficiently 
experienced how tedious it was te go up this River, at this 
Seafon, and particularly informed ourfelves (from fuch People 
as probably could have no Intereft in mifguiding us) in how 
long a time we might perform the refidue of our Paffage; 
received fuch an Account, as by no means left us any reafon 
to think we could return to Negrais, in Seafon for a Veffel 
to be difpatched thence to the Coa/f, and be able to return 
again before the NE Monfoon: On this we again remonftrated, 
to the Heal-Man of the Boats of our Fleet, and the Governor 
of Prove, together with the two Embaffadors, how great a 
difappointment to His Afajefy, fhould he pleafe to fign the 
Trealy, if we could not return to Negrais, in feafop for a Veffel 
to be fent to the Cog, and return from thence again before 
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the NE Monfoon; to which they unanimoufly anfwered, 
we fhould be forwarded with all poffible difpatch; but, 
notwithflanding this, we forefaw how unlikely it was, we 
fhould arrive at Negrais again, time enough for this purpofe, 
and therefore wrote to Mr. Brooke, advifing him of the 
improbability of it; andat the fame time informing him that the 
Biragkmalbas, had not only made a Sally out of their Works, 
and defeated the Befizgers, but alfo compelled the Veffels to 
withdraw from thence; and how much the People in general 
were irritated againft Capt. Swaine, ** whofe condu&, faid they, 
argued him (and confequently You) our Axemy.” Being well 
affared of overtaking the Boat with the Guns, flaid here for 
the benefit of Mr, North’s health (who was now feized by 
a Flox) ‘till the 14th, and then fet out in the Afternoon. 


The 17th touched at Camma, and fet out again immediately 
after. 


The igth, at Meachagang, met the Generaliffimo of the 
King’s whole Troops, with about 80 Boats, and 4000 Men 
bound to Dagooa; to re-inforce and take the Command of 
the Army there; to whom on confideration of the fituation 
of our Affairs at Dagon and Syrian, we had, when we firft 
heard of his coming down, retolved, when we fhould meet 
him, to procure an interview, and make him fome Prefent, 
inorder to mitigate, and cool, his refentment againfl our Shipping, 
in that Quarter; Mr. North being ill, I paid him my 
Compliments in his own Boat, and at the fame time prcfented 
him with funsdry things, to about 100 Rupees value: and 
after a little Converfation, in which he fhewed great hopes 
of taking Syrian, and defiroying the French Veflels, I took 
my leave, and we each proceeded on our refpeclive Voyages. 
The 23d arrived at Aellove, where we ftayed about an hour, 

and 
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and fet out again. The 2gth, at night, reached Yuywavgong, 
or Earth-oil town, where we ftaid the night, and fet out 
the 2gth, in the morning; and on the 27th, about 2 o’Clock 
in the afternoon, arrived at Youngouve, where having procured 
a Houfe we canied my Colleague on fhoar, who was now 
reduced to a flate of fuch weaknefs, as not to be able to 
walk, or even ftand; and his diflemper, ftill raging, indicated 
the approach of Death, which accordingly happened the 
goth, at #paft 9 in the morning; and he was interred the 
fame evening, with all the Decency that the Circumflances of 
Place, and Neceffaries, would admit of; the Ceremony being 
performed, I again remonftrated to the Ewmbaffadors, 8c. the 
neceflity I apprehended there was, of our making more difpatch 
than what we had yet done; to which they anfwered as they 
did before that all poffible hafte fhould be made; and indeed 
it muft be confeffed, that there could fcarcely be any other 
method ufed to forward the Boat with the Guns, (as fhe 
was full manned with Oars and provided with a very large Sail) 
except that of having People ready (for her Crew was 
changed at almoft every Town) at cach ftage to go on board 
her, as foon as fhe fhould arrive at it, which I propofed to 
them, and in order to it, they generally fent a light Boat 
a-head, to get the People ready againft fhe came; but I 
think it was not fo well executed, as to afford all the advantage 
that might be expected from it. The 3rft, at Sunrife, we fer 
out fiom Youngoue, and after having touched at feveral {mall 
Places, of fome 30, others 40 or 50 Houfes, it was the 
8th September, before we arrived at the Jaie Seat of .the 
Empire, Ava, which is now governed, under the Kiag, by 
his Brother-in-Law; on whom I waited, and was kindly 
received; at leafl in fuch manner as is, in this Country, generally 
efleemed fo. The gth at Sunrife we fet out for Khovwmcar, 
a Town, on the Bunk of the River, where “the King always 
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lands, or embaiks, going on, or coming from, any Expedition ; 
and on the rath, at about 3 in the afternoon, arrived thee, 
when the Goveinor immediately difpatched notice thereof to 
the Aizg. On the 13th, T waited on this Governor, by whom 
too I was kindly icceived; He told me, he had advifed 
his Majefty of our Auival, and expected an Anfwer that day ; 
and, as I underftood after, came accordingly to call the 
Fiead Man of the Party, which came with us, and the 
Bivaghnab Embaffador, (the A, menian having no Orders to 
come, dmfl not repai to Court “till he was called) the others 
fet out on the 14th, in order, perhaps, to report the Event of 
their Embaffy. On the 15th the Buraghnab Embaffador returned 
to Khounmeon again, with Orders to accompany us back to 
the Kizg, and on the i6th in the forenoon fet out, and, 
afier having laid by confiderably in the way, reached the 
Town about Sunfet, and was lodged, by the King’s Appointment, 
ina Houfe, prepared for.the purpofe, juft without the middle 
Eaft Gate. When the Biraghmab Embaffadr waited on the 
Kiag, to acquaint him of our arrival, and foon after his Secretary 
came, by his Order, to take an Inventory of our Prefect; which 
being done, he returned with it duectly to him. On the 17th, 
in the morning, I was given to underfland, that he intended to 
admit me to a Publick Audience, in the evening; and, for that 
purpofe (having difpofed of every thing to the beft advantage 
for the difplaying the grandeur of his State) I {et out at 4 o’clock, 
acpompanied by 10 or 12 of his Officers, the 4 Chefts of 
Powder, fome Shot, 2 Mufguets, 2 Biafs Carbines, 1 Gilt 
Looking Glafs, 2 Bags of red Earth, and 6 Bottles of Lavender 
Water, being carricd, with the Governor’s Letter, on a piece 
of clean Muflin, in proceffion before us; and entering the Gate, 
pafled through two ranks of Elephants and Horfes, promifeu- 
oufly difpofed of, and interfpeifed with Crouds of People, 


(perhaps the majgr part of the inhabitants of the Town) untill 
we 
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we came to a Street leading to the Palace-Yard, where were 
difpofed of in rows, about 200 Pieces of Brafi Patareroes, and 
Cannon, and having advanced near the Yard Gate, where we 
could view the Kéag on his Throne, began our Compliments, * 
from whence to the Palace Steps, we were condu&ted by about 
20 Mufqueteers, headed by a Dram. In this part of the Walk, 
were feated at little diftances on. each fide, feveral- Bands of 
warious forts of Musfick}.. anh, Blithe: Dancers, unto” the Szeps 
afcending,, thes Prg eincey itis whére’ I ‘entered in the naidft of 
a Croud'of. Offvers, in their Court Drefs, the King’s teeo Eldeft 
Sons, being, feated on Carpets, one on each fide the foot of 
his Throne where thew Father fat in State. Waving paid him 
my Compliments, he looked at me for fome time, and at 
length faid, How does your King do? I anfwered, he was well 

when 





* Which weie pesformed on the Knees, bowing the Head three times loay 
down; this was repeated three /eparate times, fiom the Place, where it was 
fuft begun, to the Palace Steps. It mutt be confeffed it was an extraordinary 
Ceremony, a8 Thad it in my power to have refufed, at leaft not voluntaily 
to have fubmitted to the performance of it, but what would have been the 
Confequence ? I conceive the preventing an amicable Interview, breaking 
off the Zreaty, and confirming them in the Opinion which they, either real, 
or pretendedly, entertained, fince our Ships fing on them, of our being in 
a Combination with the Peguers, againi ehem But it may be objected 
perhaps, that The Honou able Company’s Dignity is not to be proftituted 
after fuch ae on any Condition: I anfwer, the Cyflom of this Country 
is well known #that fome fuch Ceremony has been always paid, and they 
that would reform the mauners of a Jealous Prince, or bigotted Peaple, need 
much force or eloguence; Iwas mafter of neither. Moieovet I was poffeffed 
of no InftruGions on that Head, and I could not juflify myfelf to thofe who 
had an Authority to examine me, for interrupting that fiiendfhip and good 
undeiftanding which we might expect to enfue fiom this Joumey, on 4 
puncblio, which in a little time, by prudent management, I believe, may 


in a great meafiue be got over. B 
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when we had the laft accounts from Europe. How old is he? 
feventy-two Years. Is he at Peace with his neighbouring 
Piinces > ‘Yes, and has been fince the laft War with our old 
Enemy the Freich, which is now about 6 Years. Having 
paufed fome time, at length fays he, Your Ships that were at 
Dagou with Mr. bitebill, I treated with kindnefs, and fupplied 
them with what they wanted, and at my leaving that Place, 
to come heie to keep our faft, defiied him that, in cafe it 
fhould be required in my abfence, on an emergency, to affilt 
my People; or at leaft not to join the Peguers againtt them; 
which though he promifed to obferve, yet was the firft that 
fired on them; I anfwered, I was ,heartily grieved at his 
being, guilty of fo rath, and imprudent an Action; and 
that I was fure His Majefly himfelf could not be more 
offended at him than Mr. Brooke would bé for it; However 
hoped, that, on due examination, it would in the event 
appear clearly to His Majefly, that, it was either the force 
of the Pegwers, or the fraud and device of our iaveterate 
Enemies, the Freach, whick had compelled, or feduced him to 
it: But fays he, had not Mr. Brooke any hand in this; was 
it not by his Counfel? I gave him all the affurances to the 
contrary, that I thought would be moft likely to convince 
him, and concluded that head, with averring, that I was fure 
no other Human Affair could give him fo great uneafinefs, 
as the News of this would do. He then ordered the Letter 
to be read, to which he gave a calm attention “till coming 
to thefe Words, “ As you will, by this means, obtain an 
Alliance and Friend/bip with fo great a Power as the Ffonowrable 
** Eaft India Company, who can fend you fuch Affiftance as 
«« will fupport Your Majefty’s Throne, againfl all future Redellions, 
“© Domeftick fends, and foreign Enemies.’ At which he affected 
a very Aeerty laugh, (and his Officers in attendance, like true 


AVA ad PEG. Courtiers, joined in the Chorus) faid, have I afked? or, do 
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J want any Affiftance to 1educe my Enemies to fubjeftion ? 
let none conceive fuch an opinion? have I not, im three Years 
time, extended my Conqueft three Months journey on every 
Quarter, without the help of Cannon, or Mutkets? Nay, 
I have with Bludgeons only, oppofed and defeated thefe 
Peguers, who deftroyed the Capital of this Kingdom; and took 
the Prisce prifoner; and, a Month hence, I intend to go, 
with a great force, in perfon, to".Dagoon, where I have an 
Army now lying ;* .when I will advance to the Walls of Pegu; 
blocade, and ftarve them out of if, which is the af Town 
IT have now to take, to compleat my Conquefi; and then I 
will go in queft of Bourno. Then the Secretary proceeding 
on to thefe Words, ‘* thefe Gentlemen may be Witneffes to 
© Your Majefly’s placing your Siguet to the Contra& on your 
“ Part, &c. he again affected the fame mirth (and was too 
again joined by his Courteous attendance) faying, What 
Madman wrote that? * the Letter being gone through, he 
fays, Captain, fee this Sword, it is now three Years, fince it 
has been conftantly exercifed in chaftifing my Enemies; it 
is indeed almoft blunt with ufe, but ir fhall be continued to 
the fame, ’till they are utterly difperfed ; don’t talk of Affiftance, 
I require none, the Peguers I can wipe away as thus. + 


T told him I was convinced of his potency, but hoped at 
the fame time our voluntary Offer would not be taken in bad 


part. He anfwers, See rhefe Arms and this Thigh (drawing 
the flceves of his Vefture over his Shoulders, and tucking the 
lower

* Alluding tothe Bd aghmah who tranflated the Letter, for he thought, 
or pretended to think, it ftrange, that one of his own Subjects fhould think,

opportunity of prefenting to him fome of the Produce of 
Evrorg, in their kinds equal to, if not furpaffing, them;

* Capt. Baker ‘informed me, the Prince was about 21, and a Prince/t 
17,, who were as Ho ofages for the Fidelity of Caffay; They were fairer

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anparalelled Predecefor. After fome time he afked me where 
the other Letter was, meaning the Articles, I anfwered him 
here, He afked me, in what Larguage they were, I told him, 
Englifo, he then defired me to get them tranflated into 
Biraghmab and bring them to him the next day; on which 
he gave the Signal for our withdrawing, which we did 
accordingly, going through the fame Ceremony as I did at 
my Entrance. cut me <4 

The 18th tranflated the beads of the Articles into Bdraghmabh, 
in order to have prefented them to the King, but he being 
not difpofed to receive them that day, defired they might 
be fent by Gregory,* the next; which was accordingly 
done, being the 1gth, and caufing them to be read to him, 
faid, what they want three Places, and will give me in lieu 
thercof an Asiual Curiofity; and pray what is this Cyriofity 
to be? Go afk the Captain, Gregory came accordingly and 
defired to know, what it was defigned to be, or whether I 
could affuré any particular thing. I told him the Honoxrabh: 
Company had expreffed themfelves in that manner, only becaufe 
the King might have the opportunity ‘of making known to 
them, what would, in the Produce of Europe, be moftacceptable 


to 





* The Armenian Ambaffador, which came with us, he was often 
employed afterwards by the Kizg in bringing Meffages to me, and was the 
Man who always introduced me to him, and which brought Apologics from 
Him, or perhaps cither forged, or new formed, them himfelf, as they were 
generally in exceeding hind terms, when His Mayefy defired to be ercufed 
from gr.nting mean Audience, at my requeft, on account of his Indifpofition. 
Iwas ever dubious of the ujrightmefs of this Man, yet deemed it imprudent 
to difcover my diitrudt, and thought it impoffible to break with him, at this 
time, to advantige; as he had fo much the Kivg’s ear; But our mott 
dangerous Enemy was Zechary, an Ai meniaa by Nation, and an Accomplice 
and Jutimate of his, of whom I fhall fay more hereafter.

The fame night, though late, he fent Gregory back again 
with this AZefage, viz. that as he intended to begin the 
Siege of Peau, fome fix Weeks hence, he chofe rather to 
have a good Supply of Arms now, than an Anaval Prejent, 
of them, and that he would grant the Negrais and Perfaim to 


_the Honourable Company, with a Place at Dagon, where he 


intended to build a Town himfelf (for he was determined 
to deftroy Syriam, and fuffer no body to inhabit there) if I 
would affure him he fhould be immediately fupplied with 
1000 Mufhets, and 20 Pieces of Cannon. Thus ended all that 
pafied material on the 19th, and on the 2oth, in the morning, 
I returned for Anfwer by Gregory again, that 1000 Mufhets 
was a quantity that I could not affure, however, that if His 
Majefty would pleafe to fign thefe Articles, I would warrant 
that on my return to Negrais he fhould be fupplied on the

Inte cit of the Eagiih, French, and other Strangers; and that Zachary 
was Wafer of the tevo firft, and feveral orher Languages, the King employed 
them in biinging, what Straqgers they could, over to his faction, in which 
they fiucceeded fo well, that they, by that means, jointly engroffed El/s 
Majefly’s favour; and whofoever came, whether by their inftigation or not, 
they made a merit of it; as was the cafe with all the Veffels which came 
to Dagon, particularly Bours. 


I having be‘ore had fome acquaintance with this Zachery, was well 
con.inced from my Converfation with him, to what Zuteref, refpecting the 
Fremh and Eaglifa he inclined; and being confirmed in it by a careful 
Examination of his Behaviour while at Dagor, from fundry Strangers, and 
even the BA aghmahas themfelves ; found he had but too much influenced 
the m'nd. ot the Kixg, and People, of the grandeur and firength of the 
French Nation ; but, fince the Shipping attacking Dagoz, he had entertained 
fome fear of the Kzng’sicfentment, for whit he had faid in favour of them ; 
but he found means, to remove that, by declaring it a mad trick of Boxeno’s ; 
and that he would certainly be punifhed for it at Poudrcherry. He moreover 
infinuated to the King, that he would undertake to reconcile the Affair, and 
muke the Hench his frieuds, if His Majeffy would fend him, on that Embaf}, 
to their Prefident on the Coast; and, I am well informed, that the Krag 
for a long time defigned it, and am not fure that he has yet dropt thut 
Ref) ution entirely. Heie methinks I forefee ic will be faid, how eafy was it 
to convince the Aixg of our fice sty, and the deceit o the Preach, pirticulutly 
fince Bourno came over to them, and engased to fliy by them at Dagon, 
aite wards deferted them, and came again and fought aganft them; this, 
indeed one would thnk were enough to convince them; bit thele Arie wavs 
(cur Lager) bive tanoht them to fay, did not the Ayes come to us, 
pomited the Avy to fas by us, and we expected thir lilp ceeordugiy, 
"ell the Freab an! Pe, ver attacked us, tien, fay they, when they, if they 
had been frfead, fhotd have fhewed them’elves fo, luffired the Barmy to 
coe U,oy, Without o,poltin; uay, though we efleem them as trina ls 
inourboom, were the fit that fired on vo; and when they cou'd ror

could not affirm it fhould be fo, yet from the great refpeck 
T knew Mi. Breoke to have for His Majeffy, and the ftrict

effect, what they intended, eloped with the ae, pr.y which fhill we 
efleem our gieateft Luemy? Novwvithitandiag this, perhaps, the King and 
People, m geneial, beheve the whole of that Affau to be a device ot the 
Fierch and Peguers; though they don’t care to acknowledge it to us. 
However it has afforded a fuilic ent handle for this Peuchifed Armenan, and 
he has not omitted to make the Left ufe of it: Theretoie finding the King 
wavering in his opinion, whether to fend him to the. each or zot, concluded 
fomething mutt be done to prevent it; for I make no doubt, when they 
know rightly the circumilances of Affairs, they would, if they could with 
the leaft fhidow of Juftice or Honour, have abandoned the Peguers; and 
nothing was more likely in my opinion to do it, than coming fomethiag near 
the A‘zg’s teim*, efpecially as they were fuch as would not have pioved 
more diadyantageous to the Hoxourable Company, than the prefenting him 
annually with any sole: able Cur tufity, which was their ows Propofition, and 
mote paiticulai fo, as they were by this exempt fiom the od/:garzox of afifting 
him againfi all his Haemzes, and this I do belicve had its ntended effet, for 
the neat diy when the Armeaan waited on As Moye, he returned to 
the houfe, (for we live and eat togrthe:) fomething ch erned, and to'd 
me the Avzg had been defiing hem to go to Powduherry wih a Meflage 
fo. him, but that he had evened himfelf, and to be out of the way of 
further tempration he would leive the Place the next div, which he 
accordingly dil; this, as I wis afterwaids informed, was actualy the

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hepes, I fhould be able to prevail on him to grant the full 
of His Majefty’s requeft. 


He then fent back word for us to wait on him on the 
Morrow, viz. 21ft, and I went to the Palae Gare for that 
purpofe, but he fent out an Apology, and defired that our 
Atteudance might be poftponed /till the next day. 


On the 22d accordingly, I waited on Him, at about 
4. 0’Clock in the Afternoon, when he happened to be bufy 
with his Court, about other bufinefs; and theiefore fat near 
an hour before he accofted me, which was again with the 
Story of the Shipping; how ill they (our Eagh/h) had requited 
his favours, I anfwered him in fuch manner as at length 
he confeffed, he believed Mr. bitehill not grilty, but Szwaine 
he affirmed to be refolved in a {cheme with Bovrno. However 
fays he, you fee my Army repulfed them, notwithftanding 
their force and treachery, but how can we truft you again? 
however, I am willing to try how far you will prove truely 
my friends, and therefore we will,siow live, as heretofore, in 
amity, and yolgtnay have a Plate as cultomary at Perfainm, 
and Dagon, (forewe intend to deftroy Syrian) but fays he, 
with what Intention did you come to Negrais? and without 
ftaying for the Anfwer, went on again with Encomiums on 
himfclf, and fuccefs; and ran on with a Narrative of all 
his Adions, infomuch that I had not the opportunity to fay 
any thing, but fignifying my approbation of what he faid; 
at length he concluded, with faying: now we fhall fee how 
far you will be our friends, and I will deal accordingly with 
The Compaay, then I told him if he would pleafe to grant 
their Regueft, 1 would affure he would be fupplied with the 


Arms, ®&c. Lhad before warranted ; on that Cond:tiou, he faid, 
Tet I have 
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Ihave granted them the Negrais, and a Place at Perfaim, and 
Dagon, but come again to-morrow morning. 


The 23d in the morning I was defired to defer my 
attendance ’till the evening, between 4 and 5 o’clock, then 
I accordingly waited on Him, and having fat a little while, 
he called the Sceretay and dictated to him Mr. Brooke’s 
Letter, which was in our hearing; but I finding he tolerated 
The Honurable Company with liberty for Factories at Perfain 
and Dagor only, without any mention of Negrais, and all this 
without any form of fecurity, I defired His Majeffy, that he 
would pleafe to make a Grant of that to them alfo, as Ships 
of Burthen could not be brought up to Perfaim to repair: 
and becaufe that it was particularly ufeful asa Harbour, which 
The Hoourable Company often wanted to fhelter their Ships, 
as it was at one Seafon of the Year dangerous lying on the 


Coaft. 


Why you are there, are you not? but EP thought you had 
wanted to come all to Perfaim.* Wowever I don’t tell you 
not 





* To this I could give no determinate Anfwer; and, in feveral other 
refpecis, found the want of Particular Inftrudtions, for had I known whete 
The Houourable Company would have chofen to have had their Fa@oy, 
when Perfaim had been refufed, I believe I might have had a Verbal

the firft time you have ever feen my face, I don’e yet well 
know your Intention of ftaying there, for what inftance have 
I had of your fincerity, I treated your Ships at Dagor, with 
fingular kindnefs, and they proved traitorous to me after it; 
let me fee how The Company will behave this time, let them 
fhow their geverofizy, and mine fhall not be wanting. I don’t 
care if they bring all Madras to Negrais, if they behave 
kindly now; for this is the only time by which I fhall 
judge of their friendfhip. Then he gave the fignal to 
withdraw, and come again in the morning. 


The 24th in the morning I went to the Palace Gate, to 
have waited on him, but was told he defired I would come 
in the evening, I went in the evening accordingly, but was told 
he was indifpofed, and would have me come the next day. * 

1 went accordingly, viz. the 2sth in the afternoon, but 
he being (as I was told) greatly indifpofed; I was defired to 
come to the Rounday, the next day, where the Goverwor’s Leiter 
fhould be delivered to me by the King’s Council, unlefs 1 
had any particular defire to take my Leave of His Majefly 
in perfon, I told them, I was entirely devoted to the 
King’s Pleafure, with refpect to that: I then was given to 
underfland the fame night, that he would admit me to an

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night was told, as heretofore, that His Majefty’s Indifpofition 
had fo much increafed, that he could not grant an Audience, 
and therefore defired me to come again in the morning; 
hoping he might be better then, I went accordingly about 
to o'clock in the morning, on the 27th to the Isucr Rovuday, 
from whence a Meffenger informed His Majefly of my coming, 
who teturned for an Anfwer in Writing, don’t take it amifs 
Captain, that I cannot grant you an Interview, my Indifpofition

The 18th left Lundy. 
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On the roth, entered the mouth of the Negrais River;

On the 2oth, arrived at Khoukkoun. 
The 23d left Khoukkouvn. 


The 24th arrived at Cowjoeng Quainl2z, where continued 
for an Efcort of Béraghmab Boats ’till 


The 27th, and then, left that Place.

A Short Charafler of the King of the Béraghmabus. 


It being but ten Days that I refided at Momchabue, and 
either on account of His Majefty’s real Affliction, ‘or pretended 
Ilnefs, had no very frequent accefr at Court; and not being 
able to fpeak the Language well, it can’t be fuppofed that 
I can give a very full, or general Defeription of this Prince, 
or his Policy: However I will fay a few words, fuch as has 
come to my knowledge, of his Rife, Wars, Perfon and. 
Government, and that as followeth. . 


At the redudtion of Ava by the Peguers,* and the taking 
the then Kiag Captive, he was a Sepgee, (i. €. the Head of 
a Village) over about 300 families, inhabiting a Jittle Spot, 
where his Capital now ftands, called Momchabue. Soon after 
the Rajah * had made himfelf Mafter of 4va, he fent an Officer, 
with about roo Men, to neighbouring Villages, to adminifter 
the Oaths of Allegiance, and amongft the reft to Momchabue ; 
When they were told by the Seggee (now Kizg) that he was 
not prepared for the performance of that Ceremony, after a 
manner that he could wifh, to honour thofe with who were 
to adminifler it; and therefore begged they would pleafe to 
make their tour to the neighbouring Villages firlt, and, by 
their return, he would make provifion for the performance of 
it, fuitable to the occafion: The Pegu Officer went his Rounds 
accordingly, and returning to Momchabue was kindly received 


by 





“ Captain Bafer informed me the Kiag of Ava put to death in 
Ogtober 1753, was the 35 in a direct Line of that Family, in a period 
of 375 Years, which goes back A. D. 1378. Another Line before this, 
for time immemorial. I am doubtful if the year, on whigh he was put to 


death, was 1763, or 1754. A 


* Apporaza, Brother to the King of Pegi, commonly, though erroneoufly, 
called Upper Rajat, BD) 
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by his Hof, who was to be fworn the next day; but, purfuant 
to a premeditated Refolution, the Peguers were all fet on, 
and maffacred, in the night. 


The news of the Peguers being cut off, at length reached 
the Rajab’s ears at Ava, who fent a Party of about 1000 Men 
to chaftife the Aggreffors but he, in the Interim, had taken 
all neceflary precautions for his Defence, got a good party 
of men together, and made himfelf a little Tenable Inclofure, 
in which he defended himfelf againft this party of Pegvers, 
and at length, in a fkirmifh, flaughtered many and difperfed 
the reft. 


The Rainy Seafon being now commenced, he was. attacked 
no more this Year, as the Rajah returned to Pegu, leaving 
a Garrifon only in dva. The Seggee, or as the People began 
now to call him, by the Grace of Gop the Great Man, began 
to be famous, and the fugitive Prince, the King of Ava’s Soy 
who had quitted that Place befare it was taken, about this 
time, took fhelter under his Protection; on which all the 
neighbouring Country, united with them, and amongft the 
reft the Qois, who had been a fore thorn in the King of Ava’s 
fide during his Wars with the Peguers. 


The fair Weather Seafoa being now commenced again, the 
Peguers began their Campaign, and brought a great Body of 
Troops againft Momcbabue, and (not to defcend to particulars) 
were again defeated, and retired to Ava. About this time 
the Prince, Son of the Captive Kg, abfconded from Momchabue, 
on fufpicion of their having fome treacherous defign on his 
Perfon, and retired into the Sram Dominions; foon after, the 
fame feafony the Béughmahns attacked Ava, and made 
themfelves mafters of 7, and not long after that again, the 


Great 
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Great Man, as I now call him, maflacred all the Quis, that 
were then at Momchabue, being about zoo, alledging that 
they had laid a fcheme, to have effected the fame thing on 
them; he, havirig now no rival in’ his neighbourhood, and 
being poflefled of a good pofle of Troops, extended his: 
conqueft on every Quarter, and to the Southward as far 
as near Youngeoe. 

This was thé State of his Affairs, when in November 
1754, on the Peguers having put the King of the Béraghmabns 
to death, the Béraghmabns, in Prone, maflacred all the Pegu 
Officers, Soldiers, and common People of that Natw# then there, 
and as there was no Pegu Garrifoas above that Town, they 
difatched a Meffenger to Momchabue, to beg the Great Man 
to come to their affiftance; aflining him of their readinefs 
to receive him as their Sowereign, on which he made as 
{peedy preparations as poffible, and after having fent a Body 
of Troops, under one of his principal Officers, into the Sram 
Dominions, to oppofe the Lineal Heir to the Crown, and Quois, 
both of which were now bis Enemies, he departed for Prone; 
where he ariived very feafonably for the relief of that Place, it 
being then clofely befieged by the Pegwers,. which fiege however 
he found means to raife, after having killed and taken many 
of their troops, and caufed the reft to retire down, within 
two days journey of Syriaz, at a place called Paslang or 
Sinyangong. 


Being thus fuccefsful in the Wars, he began now to take 

a Prine-lke-ftate on him, and to receive the Compliments, 

and Courtelies ufually paid to Sovereigzs, in this Country; 

(which before he abfolutely refufed, faying, Gop would fend 

the Peopl: a Prine, he for his part was only as an Introduction 
to a Revolution.) 

Xx Having 
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Having now made himfelf mafter of this important Piuce, 
where he got many Boats, and had abundance of People flock 
to him, he refolved to pufh his Conqueft, and accordingly 
attacked the Peguers again, at Panlang, which he carried 
by ftorm, and thofe which efcaped of that Party retiring to 
Syrian, he followed them to Dagon, where he pitched his 
Camp, and here (as there had indeed many before) abundance 
of Biraghmahus, which were hitherto with the Peguers, deferted 
them, and came to him; here he continued ’till fome time 
in June, 1755, when finding it neceflary to provide himfelf 
with more jighting Boats, and to eollect the People together, 
many of which yet lay about in by-places, where they, and 
their Families, had hid themfelves during the Troubles; he 
refolved to go im perfon, and give the neceflary Orders 
for it; and having appointed about 15,000 Men to maintain 
the Pof at Dagon, fet out accordingly; and as he paffed 
by every Place, gave orders, for them refpectively, to call in 
the former Inhabitants, and obliged them to build a number 
of fighting Boats, in proportion to the number of the People ; 
many of which I faw in my way down, and all of which will 
probably be ready by the time he returns to Dagon, which 
he purpofed to do in November, with, as he faid, tooo Boats 
and 100,000 Men, but by the beft Information I can get, his 
Boats will not exceed goo, nor his Troops, both by Land and 
Water, not above 30 or 40 thoufand, which perhaps with 
the drmy now at Dagos, may make the whole Body about

‘Thus is the rife of the prefest King, of the Buraghmabus, 
(for he is now generally allowed as fuch, all Officers taking 
their Oaths of Allegiance to him; and none now duift put 
him in mind of his having faid, Gop would appoint another 


King) he is about 45 Years of Age, about 5 feet 11 inches 
high, 
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high, of a hale Conftitution, and flurdz, though ehan, mote, 
and of a Complenion, full as dark as the generality of Buraghadbas, 
his Vifage fomewbat long, though not thia, nor proenidens, and 
coarfe features, a little pitted with the Small Por, his afpec 
fomewhat grave, when ferious; and, when feafed in his T.rsae, 
I thought he fupported Majefy with a tolerable grace; his 
Lemper (if I have made right inferences from my Converfations 
with the People, for though he were a fiend from the lower 
Regions, his Subjeéts through fear, as a Conqueror, would extol 
his Virtues} is hafiy; and difpojition, fevere, or rather erveds 
I don’t remember to have heard any inftance of his $y ice, 
(though he himfelf adminiflers it in almoft every cafe) that 
deferves to be more remembered for its impartiality than 
Severity, though the former never fails to meet with Excominms 
from them about him; for he always caufes, and often fcer, 
all corporal, or capital, Punifbments to be executed, to the utmoft 
rigour of the Sentence, which generally argues rather a barbaious 
than humane difpofrion. 


As to his Courage, his aClions have often proved it eudamit.d, 
and refolute; which, with that Jiecveps of cif iplive le Keeps 
in his Army, has won him his Grown; he Las 9. Ligitmate 
Children by one Wife, the three firs? Sons, the Eide? merriat, 
and is about 22 Years of Age, the fxad shout 19 end is 
married allo; He has alfo abundant Rovio aad Depencien's, 
which he generally employs in Pefs of A7, oF corpoyen 4, 
and fo many of the principal Bfen oF tha Chacdiy have 
lent a hand to his Caw, and are nev boo + 2 int refled in a, 
that if he happens to cemplest beac, 2 ko or the Povars 
this Secfon, as (put.

In Ava, Mellone, Meachagang, Prone, Saladan, Lundfey, 
(called alfo Yaoungmeoe) Perfaim, and Negrais, there is no 
variety of {pelling ; the following Places are not in his Map. 


Conjong, called alfs Coanjong’ and Cowjoeng Quainla; 
Khoukkhoughn, called alfo Koukkhoughn, Khoukkoun, and 
Koukkoun; Capt. Baker’s K and R are fo much alike, thar it 
is dificult to diftinguifh the one fiom the ether, and I fufpect 
the Place named Rhoughgkkhoughn, P. 135, and 136 is the 
fame as this; Lameanah, Bowchagang, and Tombay;  thefe 
are on Perfaim River: Dagon or Dagoon, Syrian or Syriam ; 
Yay nang ong, Sinyangon, or Sanyangon; called alfo Panlang, 
Pooloo, Metra River, Pegue (for Pegu). @ 


Short 
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Short Account of the Buracuman Covrutry, 
by Captain George Baker. 


The Béraghmab Country, it is certain, has heretofore been 
fiequented by many Evropeaus, particularly Eugl/h, whole 
refidence, in It, has undoubtedly afforded them much greater 
Opportunities of giving better Accounts of it, than what 
I can ptetend to do; yet, as thele Gentlemen are now moitly 
defunct, and perhaps no Account of Theirs extant, I will 
fay a few words towards it; for the {atisfattion of fuch as 
have not themfelves feen it. 


Momchabue is the Place where the prefent Prime refides; it 
is a walled Town, built with Brick and Adud, about 12 feet 
thick, and 20 high; and as I compute, about rooo paces 
each fide, being a regular Square; and contains about 
4000 Familes. lt is feated in an even Coustry, about 12 Miles 
from the /Vater-fide, but a very feady Sol, though it abounds 
in many places, with a fort of Blak Earth, which, when 
boiled, and otherwife prepared, produces great quantities of 
Salt, and out of the neighbouing parts is got, with but 
a reafonable degree of trouble, good Salt-pctre; of which 
too, there might be great quantities had, if People were 
employed on it. 


Khounmewn, a Place on the River's fide, about 12 Miles 
Raft of Momchabre, it being the Jows where Goods are landed 
for, or boated from, the Capital, fiom this Place the R’ver 
running to dua (the Muciest Seat of the Expire) in a line 
neatly South about 45 Miles diflant; on the /Vee fide, 
theie runs a sidee of Hill, of a moderate height, from near 
APA and PEGU, Khoanmewn to immediately oppofite of dia, where they end; 
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* 
in a potst, at a Place, formeily well inhabited, called Chajgauj. 
On the Ef fide the Land is ma fhy, at leaft low, in moft 
places, fo. 2,3, 4 Or 5 miles diftant from the Rever’s fide unto 
the fit of a cecy Argh Ridge of Monuatains, running neatly 
North and South, they extend, from confiderably to the Sovthward 
of Ava, unto the Northward of Khounmewn, even fo far as 
can be feen, and it is faid much faither, though at Kbounmewn 
they come near the River, and part the Couatry, which is 
ordinarily called the Bui aghah Doaumons, from thofe of Sam, 
though thefe wo Constizes have geneially been under one 
Priace. 


Ava alfo is a walled Town, but of lefs Extent than Alomcheluc, 
though the Soi being much better for Brick than that of 
Momckabne, it is certainty much more durable; *Tis faid it has 
been a rich and populous Place. Indeed the remaining ruins 
afford reafon to believe the latter, and common Report is 
fufficient to confirm us, in the belief of the former: Though 
T think (notwithftanding there ae fome two or three Eadifices 
admired by the Country People) that there is not a fugh fracture, 
o1 but oe, that can poffibly deferve the name of great, much 
lefs maguificent. It contains now about 1000 Families, and 
is feated by the fide of the River, on the Pot of a delightful’ 
forge Plaia, of rich Sot and delisate Herbage. From hence the 
Merchants go by Laid to and from Siam. At this time it 
is not produdtive of a fingle Commodity, and though it has 
formeily been the Mart for Trade, That is at this time fo. 
dead, there is now fcarce any there. 


Biom Ava to Pogaaj-Vovajwe, the River is very winding 
and crooked. \ judge the Jater, in a fheight line, to lye 
about WSW, 70 Miles from the former. Between thefe swo, 
the County is, for the moft part, dow, yet fo high in the 
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loweft places as to preferve itfelf from any damages from the’ 
fuelliags of the River, the Svil is good and pioductive of 
Gajay * and Paddy, befides the Haft fide I am told abounds with 
Salt-petre, and is, in my Opinion, one of the beft fpots in 
the Northern part of the Ezigdom. There is no remakable 
Tonn between thofe rwo Places, but feveral fall Villages, 


both on the Rever’s fide and faither in the Country. 


Pogong-Yorngeoe, we are told, has formerly been a Jarge 
and populous Place, and indeed from the great number of Pagodas, 
there is in, and about it, it carries with it much probability. 
Tt is fituated on Ground, reafonably high, perhaps 10 feet 
above what the Water ever comes to; but the Sord 1s exceeding 
fandy, and remarkable foi the prodnélion of nothing near it 
but Ginjelly> and Gajary, for there 1s neither Timber nor Grave 
grows in the Neighbourhood; The Countiy for fome 5 Miles 
round it, grows nothing but Shrubs and Tamariad Trees, of 
which Jater there are abundance. But notwithftanding the 
barrcunefs of the Suz, near this Place, yet at fomewhat remoter 
diftances, “tis very fertile; particularly on the oppofite fide, 
which is tolerably well inhabited, and from thence is brought 
Gram and Fruits, with a fort of Ea rb good for washing. 


This Place is now inhabited by about 6 or 800 Families, and 
is the Mart, where Goods are brought from all the neighbouring 
Country, and confequently where otheis come to buy. 


They have one particular Pagoda, much bigger than the 
reft, and indeed the biggeft of any between Dagon and 
Momehabue, “tis well adorned, and kept in good oider, and 
repan ; and celebrated by the People for having one of thew 


God’s Tzeth and a C lhsr-boue buried under it.

® Isa Plant fiom whofe {ceds Oil is cxpreffil, 4) 
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From 2vageoe to Sallze-ane 1 take to be about 25 Miles, 
and the latier to lye about SW by South from the former; 
There is a ridge of ragged Mountains on the Weltern fhoar, 
near the Rivei’s fide (for thefe two Places lye both on the 
Fatt) that extend from oppofite the o#e to oppofite the ober 
of thefe Places; On the Eaf fide is another ridge of Hills, 
but not fo dag, and lying farther in the Country, and at the 
back of them again, is one remarkable Mountain, which may be 
feen, in clear weather, from dia upwards, unto Méelloue, or 
pethips father, duwnwards. The other part of the Country 
on the Jicf fhoar is reafonably high, and perhaps a good Soil; 
though ‘tis cettain nesr the River’s fide it has a good degree 
of Sand mixed with it. 


Raynan-Gome 1 take to lye 25" South of Sallee-mue. he 
Country between them, on the Weft fide, is low for many 
Miles from the River fide; “till it ends at the feet of feveral 
Mountains. ‘The Eaftern fhoar is confiderably higher, and, in 
all appearance, a fine level Couniry, though the Soil near the 
Water fide has a mixture of Sand in it. At this Place there 
are about 200 Families, who are chiefly employed in getting 
Earth-Oil, out of Pitts, fome five Miles in the Country. 


Melloae, a Place on the 7¥efi fide of the River, lyes about 
SSW 35 from Raynaa-Gome; there are about 100 Families 
inhabiting this Place, who employ themfelves chiefly in i/lage 
of Paddy and Ginjelly; the Countiy, on each fide the River, 
between thefe two Places, is fomething irregular; being in 
fome places a ltile billy, and in fome level, at reafouable heishis, 
in others Jower and plaiz, and in general the mondd, richer and 
lefs fardy than the Country above, though for waur of 
Isbabitauts, aad Cultivation, 1 is moftly fpread over with low 
thin Hoods. 

From 
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From Melone to Meachagaug, a Village containing about 
too Houfes, on the Wefl fide of the River, I take to be 
about 35° SSW. Between thefe two Plaes there has formerly 
been fome Jowns and feveral /7llages, but now utteily ruined 
and void of a fingle Inhabitant; The Commiry in moft, at 
leaft many, places billy, and fome of them,. on the Wefern fide, 
high, though there be many intervening Fullies, fome lying 
low, and jt for Paddy; others higher, and is undoubtedly 
fine Paflure Land, being rich Soil, and fpontaneoufly producing 
abundant Herbage, Trees and other Plants, as Nature has 
pofiefied it of, but it is rare to fee between thefe two Places 
a head of any fort of Castle, or any other mark of a Comutry 
inhabited ox cultivated, and in general it is very Woody. 


From Meachagang to Camma, the Courfe is about South by 
Weft 20.’ Between thefe two Places, there are zo or three 
fall Villages, of 10 or 20 Houfes each. The Cowarry is much 
the fame as that between Me/lone and Meachagang, or if it differs 
in any thing, it is for the detier, being lefs billy and rather 
thinner of Woods. Camma is remarkable for the great quantities 
of 12 Covit Teak Plank it produces. 


From Cawma to Prone the Courfe is about South by Weft 15’; 
The Country between thefe two Places, is very Pilly, not inhabited, 
and indeed wufit for Agriculture, or even Pafturage. 


Prone is feated on a broad level Point, jetting out into the 
River, which runs back into a fine Champain Country, of rich 
Soil, well sababited, and productive of much Grain; It has 
the ruins of an old brick wall round it, and immediately without 
that, another with Teak Tinber. It contains about 2500 Families, 
and is the Place where is the moft Tiade for all forts of Goods, 
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particularly the Chief Commodities, as Iron, Lead, Teeth, Wat, 
Timber and Plaik, of any between Syrian and Ava. 


Saladan lyes about SW 18’ from Prowe; The Country, 
between thefe Places, is vel, of a sch mould, and naturally 
cherifhes whatever-is own, or planted, with care and cultures 
but at prefent abounds with no one particular thing. At the 
back of Saks/atz, which lyes on the Weft fide of the River, 
about a day or fuo’s journey, in the Country, grows great 
quantities of Teak Timbers, which are brought thence by two 
little Rivers, which come out near this Place. *Tis from This, 
and Camma, that the Syrian Market always has been fupplied 
with thefe commodities. oi 

Landfoy, or Yaoungmeoe, tyes on the Weft fide of the River 
about 25° SSE of Saledan. It 1s walled in with Tymber, about 
800 Paces long, and 600 broad; and contains (the Suburbs 
included) about 2000 Families. "The Country on all fides of 
it, is exceeding evew and of an excellent rich Soil, but in general 
woody, being but badly culivated; it is not remarkable for any 
thing in particular, but there is notwithftanding fomething, of 
whatever the Country ptoduces, to be had here, and as to 
‘Trade it feconds Prone. 


From Lundjfey, to the Mox'h of that River which leads to 
Negrais, the Courfe is about South, 35.’ Between thefe two 
Places, there are two fall Villages, both on the Weftern fhoar ; 
The Country is even, and /ower than rhat abeve it; however 
it is habitable, and not fo thuk of Yoods, as forme other parts. 
The Soil is exceeding good, and productive of good Paddy: and 
indeed the whole Country between Prone and this Rrwei’s Mouth, 
is a very fertile mould; being, in my Opinion, the rebef Sot 
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that I have feen, for fo great a {pace together, in the whole 
Country. Fiom this Place, where the Negrais River icceives 
its fource from that of Ava, it being exceeding crooked, 
I compute to be, by way of the River, to Pryggee about 110’, 
and (accoiding to Computation too) in a ftreight line SW 60. 
The So, between thefe Places, is exceeding rich, and productive 
of great quantities of Grain, and fuch Fruits, &e,.as they plant, 
it Leing in moft places reafiuably high; ’Tis as well inhabited, 
at this time, as any other part of the Country, that I 
have feen. 


Fiom Pryggee to Perfaim, the Land is much lower; yet 
many Places /ab:table, though not now inhabited, and abundance 
of fine Land for Paddy. I take the latter to lye from Prypeee 
SSW 45’, direct diflance. 


Negrais 1 take to lye 45° in a line SSW from Perfaim; * 
The Countiy, between thefe Places, is fo well known, it needs 
no Defcription of mine; and therefore I fhall only fay, that 


the firft 10’ below Perfaim, is Land exceedingly well fituated 
for 





* Capt. Baker having made a miftake, in cafting up the Traverfe of the 
Comfes and Diftances between Afomhabue and Negrais, has obtained a 
Salfe Latitude of Momchabye: and his laid down his Sketch of the River 
by this falfe Zatstude, I have thought it would be fatisfa&oiy to give 
Capt. Baker’s Tiaverfe, as well as the Potions, from his Trawesfe 
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for the growth of Padly, which is one Commodity, if the

Mention having) been made in Capt. Baker's Narrative, 
of the Embarraffinent which had occurred, from the Englifh 
Feffels at Dagooa having fired into The Béraghmabn Camp ; lt 
is neceflary to give fome account of that matter. 


The Company’s Snow Arcot, commanded by Capt. Robert 
Fackfon, with Mr. Fobn Whitehill, Paflenger, on board, was fent 
from Madrajs to Negrais; ,but, falling to leeward in the end of 
May 1755, partly by ftrefs of weather, and partly by her 
leaky condition, the Commander was induced to go to Syriai, 
to get her leaks ftopped; intending to proceed from Syrian to 
Negrais, the latter end of Anpuft following. 


On the rft June they crofled Syrian Bar into the River, when 
their Boat, which had been fent in, returned with a Ictter from 
Mr. Stringfellow, late Carpenter at Syrian, informing them of 
the Wars in the Country, and that he had left Syriax, in The 
Company’s Schooner Hunter, and was at Dagoon, with the 
Elizabeth, Country Ship, Capt. Swaine from Bengal, and two 
more Veffe/s: that the Baraghmabnus had driven the Peguers 
away; that the drvot might come into Dagoou River, where 
affiftance might be got to repair her, but at Syrian there was 
nothing to be had. 


Capt. Fack/on met in Pegu River, three Freach Veffels, one 
large and two fma/l, which had left Syrian; and aaother coming 
into the River. The Officer, that had been fent with a letrer 
to Mr. Stringfellow, told Capt. Fackfon that the King (of the 
Biraghmabas) would affift him in every thing wanted, and fend 
Boats “to Negrais, with their letters to Mr. Brooke, the Chief 
there, who was the King’s Friend, and to whom the Kigg had 
fent his dnbaffadors. 

Aaa On 
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Cn 6th June the -cot got fafely into the River of Dagoon? 
Capt. Freljen defived Mr. Wbitebill to wait on the Kizg of the 
Lmaghy.chus,” with a prefent of a fine fowling-piece and twa 
Lottles of Rejcwater, in The Company’s name, and to requefl 
His affiftance, of Carpenters and Can/bers, to repair their Snow 
A:cot; which the Bavaghmah King promifed ; and that he would 
fend Boats to Negrais, with their letters to Mr. Brooke: the 
next day Mr. (b.tehill, Mr. Striigfellow and the reft of the 
Englijo Gentlemen, went on fhaar to the Béraghmab King, as he 
had defired them to do: and then His People came on boaid 
the Arcot, and demanded all the Guns, fmall Arms and amarunitiony 
and an Account of what Goods were on board, to which Capt. 
Fackfon anfwered that * he could not part with any Guns, &c. 
** that it was not The Company’s Cuftom, nor had ever once 
** been demanded of them at Sysian; and that what Goods were 
* on board, were for The Compony’s vfe, and not for fale; and 
* that as the Buraghmab King was a Fiiend to The Company, 
“‘ hoped he would not infift on it, for if he did (Capt. 
“ Fackfoa faid) he would go to Syrian, with all the Engh/b 
¢ Ships.” Mr. Whitebill and the other Gentlemen were kept 
Prifoners all day, and at night came on board, and informed 
Capt. Fackfor, that all Capt. Swaiue’s great guns, final] arms and 
powder were taken away. 


Capt. Fack/fon fays, ‘1 did not any ways like thefe proceedings, 

** for I found they wanted to difable us; I was forry Capt. 
* Swaine had let them go; for I faw they wanted to ufe us 
« very ill, I complained to Mr. Stringfellow, what fhould 
« make him fo blind, to think that fuch Redels fhould be friends 
* with the Engii/h, and, as I underftood, this man was an Ufurper,

“© promifing to affift him in every thing he wanted; and that 
“* his Boats would go in a day or two to Negrais, and carry 
“< their letters to Mr. Brooke.” Capt. Fackfon fays ** The 
“* Biraghmab King fent the Boats away, but would not let any

During this time Capt. Fackfim had “ got his own Carpenter

Capt. Fack/on had been ill, ever fince before he made the Coaf, 
and his illnefs encreafed, fo that he was not expected to recover, 
and he was at times light-headed. 


He received a letter from his Royal Highnefs Apperazab, at 
Sjriaa, inviting him to come to that Port, with all the Englifa 
Feffels, and defiring that they would not affift his Exemies the 
Biragmakas, for he was coming to Dagoon, with all his Forces, 
to drive them away, and hoped, as the Exgli/b were his Friends, 
they would not moleft him. 


Capt. Fack/on fays, he was in great difficulty how to fend His

Capt. Fack/on fent only a verbal anfwer, that “‘ he might be

Some days paffed, and then the Pegu Forces came, by night,

In feven days after, Capt. Fack/oa received another letter from 
the Pegvers, complaining of his not anfwering the former 
letter; as they were fure it got fafe; and mentioned that they 
defigned to come again very fhortly, and that the Englifh muft 
anfwer for their Proceeding: no anfwer could be fent to this, 
and the Lafcar that brought it was made Prifoner, and fent up 
to Pron, where the King was gone with mofl of his Forces. 


Capt. Fack/fou, and the other Englith, at laft *¢ refolved to fend

«© Monf. Burno, to fay, that if they would come into Daganw

fe Mr, Whitehill told them, that not having The Company’s

“ Englith here were Aferchanits, and come to trade with them, as 
‘ Friends, and not to make war on any one: but if the 
‘© Pepuers fired on the Englifh, they would refent it, and affift 
“© them againft the Peguers.” Mr. Whitehill, &c. were kept 
Prifpners* all day, and ‘* would not have had them go on 
‘© board at night; Mr. Whiteli/l told them he could not do 
** any thing without confilting with Capt. Fackfou, and defired 
“ that they might go aboard, and fee what was to be done; 
“© and they would return afhoar in the morning: they accor~ 
«© dingly came on board.” 


Capt. Jackfon fays, the Bdraghmabas had kept a flreng guard 
of Boats about the Veffel for feveral days, and He advifed them 
not to go afhoar in the morning, if fent for, but propofed to 
keep on the defence, and was determined if the Bdraghmabhus 
“* offered any manner of force, to fie on them, and go down 
“ the River; for the Ships and Bailougs were at the Mouth of 
** Dagoon River, and would be up in the morning.

«© on which the Lireg hwabas came on board, and fhewed their 
“© fears, and defired the Englifh Veilels to affilt them ;” Capt. 
Jackfon fays ** very little notice was taken of this application.” 


“It was 2 o’Clock before they got up, then they fired 
** feveral guns, and anchored oppofite the Tope, and engaged; we 
“* Cfays Capt. Jackfon) did the fame, and there was a brifk fire 
** all chat day, we drove the Bdraghmabus from their Ballongs, 
* which the Peguers might have carried, if they would have 
** gone on fhoar, but we could not perfuade them to it. In the 
** night (continues he) I got farther from the Tope, with the Arcot 
“ and Hunter Schooner ; for we were fo clofe that their Mufket Balls 
“© reached us; we had not received any damage from them, 
“¢ only a few Balls through her, and two Pegwers killed on board 
*¢ of us, the refl of the Veffcls had not received any damage of 
*€ confequence.” 


Capt. Fackfon being much out of order, Mr. Brrno and Mr, 
Whitewill defired him to go to Syrian, where was a French Dottor 
which might relieve him; befides, there every thing was to 
be got for his affiftance, at Dagoon nothing; nor had they feen 
a fowl fince’ they had been there, and no water but what was 
very bad: which had thrown him into a Bloody flux and a 
ftrong fever. Capt. Fack/on went to Syriaa accordingly. 


* The Engagement lafled fever days, and then the Fleer 
** came up to Syrian alfo, not having taken the Place; for the 
“* Peguers would not land, or fight afhoar; and no army came 
** by land: So, moft of their ammunition being expended, they 
** left it for another time; the Biraghmabas kept to their Tope,

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When the Veffels came to Syrian, “ Apporazah received

bring powers, bow io proceed: He likewife fhewed The Letters 
«¢ he had received from Geeersor Saunders, and Mr. Hunter 3 and 
*© declared that he was now willing, to fign 4, ¢icles, if Mr. Biooke 
* would come, or fend Mr. Whitebill, as he had promifed to 
“do; and to fend Ballougs to the Negiais, with our Jetters to 
“ Mr, Brooke.’ —=* He likewife defired Mr. Brooke, in his 
“* letter to him, to come and make an end of the faid A/ticles, 
* and They fhould be according to The Company's defire.” 


Capt. Jackfon fays “‘in 18 days we had an anfwer, wherein 
“ Mr. Brooke gives him bis word, as foon as Mr. Whitehill came 
“‘ to the Nesrais, that either He or Mr. /¥bitebill would come ; 
** but that at prefent He could not leave the Place. Mr. Brooke 
*€ defired his Highue/s to affift The Compaay’s Vefels, and difpatch 
«© then away.” 


Mr. Brooke defied Capt. Fuckfoa to come out as foon as ever 
tLe weather would permit, and to bring the My,ter Schooner with 
him, which he defigned, and hoped to be at the Nerais by 
the roth of September. 


Mr, /¥ritediil came-to the refolution to go to the Negrais as 
foon as Apperazab would fupply Beais, concluding that Mr, 
Hrooke would want affiflance, as Meflis, North and Baker were 
gone as Ambafladors to the King of the Béraghmabas “ with 
* 4 pieces of Cannon, as Mr. Brooke had informed Appcrazah in

** and ammunition he could {pare ; and not to go oa and fupply bis 
“ Enemies with arms againtt his Friends, now he knew that the 
“* Biraghmah had impofed on him, by faying He was Mafer of 
* the Gountry,” 


Capt. Fackfou fays * Apporazah affared Mr. Brooke of his 
< fincere friendfbip with the Engh/h.” We adds “ and really 
é* Je has ufed us as Friends, ever fince we have been here, 
«€ and has promifed me all the affiftance I wanted, and to all 


“© the Englifh which were here.” 


Mr, Brooke had ordered Capt. Fack/on to deliver fome of The 
Company’s Cath on board the Arcot, to Mr. Whitebill for payment 
of fome arrears, due to Melis. Stringfeow and Savage for The 
Schooner Hunter, which was done to the amount of 3000 Arcot 
Rupees, Mr. Whitebil/, having, finifhed thefe Accounts, failed 
for Negras: 4; and with him Mr. Pecuda, and a Soldier alfo 
went. 


Capt, Jackfon fays ** Apporazah fent Letters to Mr. Brooke 
** defiring him to fend all the Pegwers that were at Negrais, by 
* thefe Boats that went with Mr. Whirebill: In 15 days the 
** Beats returned with Jeiters, but no Arms, 8c. that Apporazah 
** had defired; nor any Oe to conclude the A;-rees, which 
* gave him ftrong fufpicion of Mr, Brooke: cfpecially as 
“« Mr. Brooke had written to him, to deliver up the Fuétory

“¢ Anporazah had given orders for their failing; and wrote: 
*© to Mr. Brooke expreffing his furprife that he had not fent the 
“ Peguers, as defired ; and complaining of his zreatment to the 
“ Geyeral’s Boats, that he had fent with Mr. Wbirebill, in not 
“ allowing them to come on the Negrais, to get provifions, anc 
** what they wanted; which was a fign that he was an Enemy 
* to the Peguers and no Friend:” but the Arcot fprang a 
leak, and on a Survey it was found neceflary to lay the Veffel 
on fhoar before fhe could proceed to Sea, which would take a 
month’s time: Capt. Fack/fon therefore difpatched the Hvater 
Schooner to Negrais, and fhe accordingly failed the 26th Sep- 
tember: the Arcot was got on fhoar, and the Leaks {topped to. 
earry her to Negrais; but fhe proved fo yery bad that Mr. 
Stringfellow faid that a thorough repair would colt more than 
anew Veffel might be bought for. 


When the Arcot was ready to fail to the Negraii, Capt. Fack/ou 
* fent to, Apporazah to give his aifpatches, but he fent word 
* that he would not let the Veflel go, till he heard from 
** Mr, Brooke, from whom he expected to hear, or to fee him 
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very foon, and therefore Capt. Fackfon might make himfelf 
very eafy, for he flould not go.” 


Capt. Fackfon intended to have fent the Veflel under the 


command of another Perfon, and remained behind for the 
recovery of his health, but after waiting five days, finding that 
if he did not go himfelf, he fhould not get the Veffel away, 
being now a little recovered, though he ,had not been out of 
his room fince his arrival at Syria#, he got Mr. Robert Wefgarth, 
(the Englifh Refident) and the Commanders of the Exg/ifh 
Ships, to go with him to Apporazab. 
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Capt. Jackfon fays ** we waited on his Higrhuefs and he was 
glad to fee me; I carried a prefiat, which cof me 100 
Rupees, and told him thar the Arcot was ready for failing, 
and defired him, in The Company's name, to give me leave 
to proceed to the Negrais, as he had once promifed me; 
and that if his Majefly, (the King of Pegu) or He, had any 
letters for the Governor of Madrafs, that they thould be 
carefully delivered, when I arrived at the Cog; he made 
me this anfwer—~ that Mr. Brooke had ufed him very ill, 
and that he had promifed to come, or fend Mr. EF birebill 
here, and make an end of the Arzicles between diy and the 
Eaglifh; that he had complied with what the Euglifh had 
defired; and, for his part, he was willing to fiew them, 
whenever Mr. Brooke came, or fent any of The Company's 
Gentlemen with ful? powers; and not to be made a fool of, 
as he had been by Mr. Brooke: that Mr. Brooke had forfeited 
his word, feveral times, as he could prove by his lerters to 
him; and that Mr. Broofe was a Fricad to the Béraghnabus, 
by receiving preat prefents {rom them, which he knew to be 
too truce; and that he would wot let i go from rhis Plice, 


* nor Capt. Swaine, nor Mr. Robert (oflgarth, till he had ac- 


** quainted, 
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« quainted the Goversor of Madrafs of it, and had received the 
* Goweraor of Madrafs’s anfwer, with fatisfaétion for the ufage 
“ Mr. Brooke had given him: and to know -1f the Englifh had 
“* declared themfelves Ewemies to the King of Pegu, that they 
** might know how to proceed. 


** Tanfwered him, that I was fure the Governor of Madrafs 

** had never given Kir. Brooke any orders, to give the Kiug of 
* Peon the leaft reafon of fufpicion; on the contrary that the 
“" Governor of Madrafs was their Friend, and had always fhewn 
** it, whenever any of the King of Pegu’s fhips came to any of 
“« the Evglifb Settlements; where they were always received in 
“‘ 4 friendly manner, and affifted with every thing they wanted, 
*© and had free liberty to go and come whenever they pleafed : 
“* and further The Company never took any manner of Cuftoms

“© we pleafed, and have all the priviledges as formerly, and 
* that we did not expe fuch ulage from /iwz; he antwered 
“that Mr. Brooke had given much reafon for fo doing, and 
that Mr. Brooke kept a great many Peguers, prifoners, at the 
“ Negrais, and would not fend them to him, as he defired ; 
“ my anfwer was, that Mr. Brooke had written to his Hig buefs 
*‘ to deliver The Company’s Cofieys that were at Pegx, and 
* likewife The Company’s Gras; and he refufed to deliver 
“them up; keeping the farmer as his S/aver; that if bis 
* Flighacf would fend theme to the Negrais, Mr. Brooke would 
*« fend all the Peguers to Syrian, by the fame Boats: 1 told 
“ him he muft take it very kindly of Mr. Lraoke ip protecting 
* thefe People; if he had not, the Baraghmehas.had killed them 
“all, having demanded them of Mr. Bracke, but he give 
‘“¢ them his proteclion, and fupplied them with every thing they 
“ wanted, and paid them for any work they did for The

Capt. Fackiin fent by Capt. Douglas, a letter to the Goversor 
of Afad-afr, by way of Merge?, to inform him how the Pegzers 
ufed the Englifh: in that letter Capt. Fackfon fays “ that 
the French Chief, one M. Barao, is every thing with the 
“ King (of Pegu) and I am fure that he is the caufe of our 
*¢ being detained here; he puts a great many things in 
“< Arporazah’s head, to do us all the damage he can, the 
“ French Ships are not flopt, nor any moleftation given them, 
* but go whenever they pleafe: Zwo have left this Place a 


** month ago.” 


‘There being an Exgli/h Sloop, belonging to Bengal, ready to fait, 
the Lodon, Capt. Hinry Karr, Capt. Fackfon defired him to 
take, upon freight, all the Stores and Cajh intended for Negrais, 
and offered to give him 200 Rupees for the freight; as the Vefiel 
was bound to Beugal, it would not be twenty-four hours fail out 
of his way; but Capt. Karr refuied, alledging he had no order's 
to go there : Capt. Fack/on’s Gunner having run away to Apporazab 
encreafed his uncafinefs, for fear he fhould tell him what was 
on board: .and he at laft prevailed on Capt. Karr to carry The 
Company’s Stores and Gafh to Negrais, for 300 Rupees, having 
given hima proteft before he could prevail upon him. *

cient to carry Weight, we could eafily turn the Bullavce of 
Power in favour of the Biachmahns: to accomplifh this 
would requite brifk Force, and a Veflel to lye at Depow, in 
Syrian River, would be abfolutely neceflary, and would not 
only prevent fupplies of Arms, &c. from pafling through 
Syrian River, but prevent all the Kir (of Pege’s) Mar 
Boats from going up the Rivers towards Prove, then the 
Biraghmabas, could come even to Syriat unmolefted, who 
together with a junction of our Troops by thefe Rivers, 
would piobably cariy every thing before them, and fettle the 
Affairs Of this place in one Campaign; but fhould we not 
concern ourfelves in this Affair, the French who have openly

efpoufed the Peguers’ Caufe at Syrian, may turn the {vale 
againft the Baraghmahns, which now feems to incline to their 
fide; what fhould we then expedt from his Majefty of Penv? 
“ or yet in cafe the Baraghmabas thould meet with fuccels in 
the next Campaign, without our Affiftance; We cannot then 
hope for thofe favourable Conditions we may at this juncture 
reafonably expect. I have thus candidly given you my 
Opinion of our Affairs here, cae iy may be» acquainted 
with the moft minute Circumftancé’,~ and though Troops 
“ are expenfive, yet they are neceffary, if you will think 
*€ proper to {pare any, Odétober is the beft Month for their 
‘© arrival here; in the interim I fhall, with the utmoft Circum- 
fpe€lion, give no juft Caufe of Offence to either Party, 
*¢ though our being on this [fand, I believe is fufficient to the 
“ King of Pegu.” 
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In a fubfequent letter, dated 26th Nov. 1725, Mr. Brooke 
does juflice to Capt. Baker's merits, whom he had, on the death 
of Capt. Hammond, appointed to the command of the Cuddalore, 
till the Orders of the Gouerument at Madrafs could be known; 
he fays “ this Gentleman’s Character has been unexceptiorable 
*€ fince on this Expedition, both in Mr. Huaver’s time and 
** fince; he has tranfafled The Honourable Company’s affairs, 
“ at their Fadtory of Per faim, with circumf{peClion and prudence, 
“¢ and hope on thefe Accounts You will find him a perfon 
** worthy of his prefent Station.

** Capt. Baker relates that the King of the Biraghmabus has 
*¢ been very diffident of our conduct, and maiftruflful of our 
*¢ Intentions, occafioned by the proceedings of the Gentlemen 
** of the Shipping at Syrian, who have acted quite contrary to 
“ what we have done on this [aad, in behaving offenfively,

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“ and firing againfl the Buraghwah Tope at Dagoon, in con- 
« jundtion wih the Fretch and Peevers; How then, fays the 
“© Kiag (of the Byrae.aalus), can I have confidence in what 
“ You fay, You come with a fair face, but your Countrymen

« Shot, witnefs the truth of what I fay, this came from an 
* Euohjp Ship againil my People. But in his letter to me, he 
& promifes The Company a Place at Perfaim, Another at

wich the Buraghmakas and Peguers, which was from 3d June 
to 2cth Auguft, in this time I underwent vaft uneafines ; 
«© The Coapany will never do any thing in this Couniry without 
** drawng the Suord, and that muft be in favour of the 
* Brroghmakus; and that foon if at all, for fhould the Peguers 
** get head again, by the affiftance of Freneb, it is all holiday 
** with ws, for then you may be furc they will try to rout you 
** from this Phe, and if they cannot do that, they will hinder 
** you fiom an ounce of Trade, fo that what good will this 
«© Tad be to you.”

Notwithflanding thefe opinions, of the propriety of a/ffj/t- 
ing the Buraghmakns, It appears by a fubfequent letter from 
Capt. Fakfon, that the King of Pegu had obliged him, as well 
as all the other Exgli/h Ships at Syrfan, to go with the Pegmrs, 
again to attack the Buraghmahus at Decoon, promifing they 
fhould, on their return, have liberty to depart: the Feet 
conffled of shree Englifh and one French Ship, The Kiag of 
Pegit's Snow, and three hundred of his Boats; an Army of 10,000 
men maiched at the fame time to attack the Byraglimahis by 
Land, who retired to their Fort, and defended themfelves 
relol itclys and having fet fire to a Suagodo* of Boats, thefe 

driving 
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* Suppofed to mean feveral Noats faftencd together. (4) 
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driving down towards the F/eet, compelled them to weigh and 
fall down the River, by which means they avoided the danger, 
though the French Ship very narrowly efcaped being burnt; 
Sometime after Capt. Fackfon’s return to Syrian, viz. sth January 
1756, he obtained the King of Pegu’s leave to depart; but the 
Kiag of Pegu obliged him to Icave five of the Arcoz’s Guns 
behind, promifing to return them as foon as the Troubles 


fhould be over. 


Capt. Fack/on, meeging with a violent gale of wind, was cariied 
to leeward of Negraiss arid Bolle away ‘for Vizagapatam.

Mz. Brooke having,. on, aocguaitof ‘his healthy; defired to be 
relieved from the Chieffbip of Negrais; Mx. Andrew Newton was 
appointed to fucceed him; but Mr. Newzow having declined 
on account of il/-health, Capt. Fobn Howes, a Military Officer, 
was on 28th February 1756 nominated Chief, and having 
received his difpatches the 15th March, proceeded thither in 
the Cuddalore, Capt. Baker, and arrived at Negrais the 12th 
Apiil: Capt. Howes died in a few months after his arrival, 
and Lieut. Thomas Newton, as the Senior Officer on the Spot, 
fuecétded Capt. Howes. 


In June 1757 Lieutenant Newton fent Enign Rosary Lester, 
on an Embaffy to the King of the Bdraghmabuis; his Motives 
appear in the Letter prefixed to Enfign Le/fer’s Diary, viz. 
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To Enfign Robert Lefter. 


SIR, 


I have received a Letter fiom the King of Ava, 
wherein he has acquainted me with his Congueft of Pega, and 
has defired I would meet him in his way to Prone, having 
fome Matters of Confequence to communicate to me; at the 
fame time he acquaints me, if I could not conveniently come 
myfelf to him, then to fend fome proper Perfon, in my ftead, to 
confer with him. 


As I believe it would be imprudent in me to leave the 
Honourable Company’s Settlement, being at this time much 
indifpofed, fo, on the other hand, I believe it will be for the 
Intereft and Safety of this Settlement, to comply, as far as we 
are able, with the King (of Aua’s) defire; I do therefore, on 
mature confideration, look upon you to be the moft proper 
Peifon at the Negrais, to proceed on this Eymbaffy, and you are 
accordingly appointed by me to go as an Ambaffador Extraor- 
dinary to the Béraghmab King on this Occafion; and you are to. 
be furnifbed with fuch Prefents as the Settlement affords at this 
time, which are to be delivered to His Majeffy in the Name and 
Behalf of The Honourable Gompany. 


I have given Orders for the Mary Schooner to attend you from 
this Place to Perfaim, where you are to meet Antonio, who is 
ordered by the King (of Ava) to provide proper Boats for your 
Conveyance, and to condudl you fafely to him. 


I now fend by you, two Copies of an intended Zreaty of 


Friendfhiy and Alliance between the King of Ava, and the 
Geo Efoaourable 
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Honourable United Eaft India Company; one of which you are to 
ufe your utmoft Endeavours to get His Majefly’s Signet affixed 
thereto, which done and compleated, you are then to prefent 
him the other figned by me, and fealed with the Seal of the 
Arms of the Hozourable United Haft India Compaay. 


And as it will be impoffible for me to know, at this Diftance, 
what Reception you may meet with from the Kiag, or His 
Great Officers about him, fo it is out of my Power to give you 
any particular Inftruétions, relating to your Conduct on that 
Head, I muft therefore refer it to your own Prudence and 
Judgment, in acting according to the Treatment you meet 
with, which will be your beft Guide on this Occafion. 


I have herewith enclofed an Account of fuch things as are 
now fent with you, as a Prefent to the Kisg (of Ava) which I 
recommend to your peculiar care, until fuch time as they are 
delivered by an Order from Fis Majefty. 


I muft defire you to let me hear as frequently from you as 
Opportunities will admit of, E moft fincerely with you Enjoyment 
of Health and a fuccefsful Embafly, and

July aoth, This morning at 8 o'clock As/onio, with 
William Pladwell, an Englifhb Aluftcee in his Employ, and a 
Biroghinah Writer, belonging to Antonio, came into my Boat, 
and tranflated Mr. New/on’s Letrer to the King (of Ava\, as 
likewife the Treaty of A/hauce, into the Biraghmah Language, 
in the following manner, Pl/adwe/? interpreted the above to 
Antonio, in the Portugnefe Language, and Antoaio dictated to his 
Wirter in the Bhaghmab Language; This, according to my 
inflruClions, is the beft method I can find, to get the above 
done, when finifhed Avtonio told me, that Mr. Brooke, as 
likewile Captain Howes, former Chiefs of the Negrais, had 
promited the Prince of Perfaim and himfelf, in cafe of getting 
the King of Ava's Siguet, or Chop, aflixed to the Treaty, that 
they fhould have a good Prefent, and as I was now here in 
the Name of The Company, if it was done, he hoped that 
they fhould not be forgot; on which I gave him my Word 
and Honour, in the Name of The Honourable Company, that if 
the above was compleated, the prefent Cdicf, at Negrais, would 
make them a genteel Prefent, he faid he would leave it to 
the Price, and went into his Boat, feemingly well fatisfed ;

July arft, The River is more contracted, and, of confequence, 
the Water more rapid; At 8 o'clock at night we came to 
that Zranch of the River which leads to Dagou, and had the 
Tide in our favour for the firft time, at 10 ditto we ftopped 
at a Towa, on the River fide, where thee is a Houfe built 
for the King’s Reception, there is another branch of the River 
here, which leads to Prowe, &c. &c. 


July 22d. This Morning, at break of day, we left the 
above Town, and now we aye come into a wide River, we 
meet with great numbers of Boats, loaded with Plunder, belonging 
to the King of Ava, taken at Pegu, and I'dm informed going 
up to Prone, Ava, &c. and that the King is not far from wus. 


At 3 this Afternoon, we came to a /mal] Town, on the 
bank of the River, where we found the King, in his Barge, 
with great numbers of other Boats attending him; <Auronio 
waited on the King, to acquaint him I was come, and, at 
s o'clock, a Meflenger came from Axtonio to acquiint me, 
that the King would give me Audience to-morrow morning, 
and that it was the King’s Defire I fhould fend the Prefear , 
by the Meffenger, which I delivered. 


July 23d. This Morning, at 7 o’clock, Antonio came to me, 
and told me, that the Kg would give me Audience, at the 
fame time he told me, that on going into the Krg’s Apartment 
in his Barge, I muft leave my Sword and Shoes behind, and 
on approaching near the King, to the Place appointed for me, 1 
mutt kueel; 1 ufed all the Arguments I could, and told him as an 


Officer 
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Officer in The Honourable Company’s Service, I could not 
confent to the above, he then, as hkewife other Great Men 
with him, told me, that ao Perfon, let him be of the higheft 
Rank, could have Audience given them by the Great Kiug 
of Ava, Pegu, 8c. &c. (Allaum Praw, next to Gop) if they 
did not conform to the above, and that all Ambaffadors, from 
the Negrais before, had done it. 


As I hope it will be a means of getting the Treaty of 
Alliance, with the above King and The Honourable Com- 
pany, fettled, I agreed, and went with tomo to the Kiag’s 
Barge, and after congratulating him, on his late conqueft of fo 
potent a Kingdom, with other Compliments on the Occafion, 
I delivered him my Credentials, which was explained to His 
Majefty in the Brraghmab Language, firfk Lieut. Thomas Newton's 
Letter, and after the Treaty of Alliance; this done, The King 
then faid through the Interpreters, William Pladwell and Antonio, 
that he had fixed his Cheap to a Plate of Gold, with Rubies fet 
round it, as likewife to a Paper which were both fent by Mr. Dyer, 
I then defired the Interpreters to inform the X?#g, that I 
believed thofe His Majéfty was pleafed to fend by Mr. Dyer, 
were esters, and not of the fame kind with this Treaty of 
Friend/bip and Alliance, between His Royal Self and The Honour- 
able aft India Company; but Mr. Dyer had this Treaty with him, 
and I believed His Maje/ty had approved of it, and promifed 
His Royal Signet, or Chop, fhould be fixed thereto; and further 
that the Aagdjb were ftrongly attached to His Intereit; and if 
His Majefy would now be pleafed to confent to the fixing His 
Chop to the above, it would be a means of uniting the seo 
Nations together for ages to come. 


.The King then faid, that he had fent a Sloop fome Months 
ago to Madra/s, with Coods to purchale Powder, &c, and he 
wag 
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was informed by the Captain ci a “ho

Stool behind me, which I took, and fat on, this cawled ata if 
among the Great Men about me, the Kimg afked the reatuu, and 
was informed, on which he rofe up and came clofe to me, 
and laughed very heartily, and afked me what wis the tc fon 
that Exg//emea could not kneel? I told him we were not ac- 
cuflomed to it; on which he pointed to the Yard of the Beat, 


which was clofe*by, afi eI might fet there, I told “is 
Majefly 1 was not infenible SE ON Hd! oy bes sid me, he then 
pointed to the Prince of Per faim, att a 4 ‘bade yen him 


anew Name (Muiece Narataw) on account’ of "hist ae beha- 
viour, the Ag then afked me feveral Queftions, through the 
above Interpreters, viz. Does your King go to the Wais and 
expofe his Peifon as I do? Do you underftand the ufe of 
Ordnance, &c? Could you point a Gun to kill a Man at 4 
gteat diflance? Is there as much Raza in your Country as in 
this? What is the reafon- you wear that at your Shoulder, 
(my Shoulder Knot)? low much Money does The Company 
pay you # Month? Why don’t you black your Bodies and 
Thighs as we do (at the fame time tifing up, and fhewing me 
his’Thigh) ? Let me feel your Hand, feeling my Fingeis and 
Wrift, and faid we were like Women, becaufe we did not black 
as above. 


Is there Ice in your Country as in mine, fall Creeks froze 
over? I anfwered to all the above Queflions, which feemed to 


pleafe them, and to the lat Queftion I told him that I had 
feen 
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feen a River, as broad as this His Afajefly is now in (meaning 
London River) frozen over, and an Ox 10afled whole upon the 
Tce; to which the King, as likewife all the Greai Aa about him, 
laughed heagtily; the Krag afked me, what was the reafon we 
did not leave the Negrats, and come all to Perfum, and fettle 
there? I told him that the Negrais was a Key to that River, if 
we lofl it entirely, that the French, who I believe we were now 
al War with, would likely come there, but that we fthould 
come with a firm refolution to fettle at Perfaim, if His Majefty 
would indulge us in fettling the Tieaty, and leave a {mall Poice 
at the Negrais; The Kiag then faid if all the Powers in The 
World was to come, he could drive them out of His Covniry ; 
he then afked me, if we were afiaid of the Meuch; I told him 
that the Zvgh/h and Fremb had no gieat liking for each other, 
but there never was that Exglfhmaa born, that was afiaid of a 
Frenchinan; the King then told me, that he had taken great 
quantities of Guus, Bombs, &c. with all kind of Warhke Stores 
at Pepx, and that he was now going up triumphant (with 
the former King of Pegv, and his Daughter, the Uppa Rajab, 
and other Great Men, Pegvers, prifoners) to his great Cues, 
Proae, Ava, &c. and that he would put his Chop, to our Treaty 
of Alliance, and give us Liberty to trade in any part of his 
Kingdom; he then oidered me to follow him to the Mouth of 
the River, which leads to Ava, whete theie is a Houf2, as above- 
mentioned, for the Kiug’s reception, and I am informed, he intends 
to flay two or three days, and he would fend me Provifions and 
fettle the above; I defired the Interpreter to return His Majefly 
my hearty thanks for the Howour done me, and as His Barge 
was getting in readinefs to proceed, I was defied to take my 
Leave, which I did and came away; Ihave made Piefents to 
the Pizace of Perfaim, King’s Biother, Prine Minflery, and other 
fix Great Men, about the King’s Perfon, of the followmg 
things, viz. Siaht Chib 30 Yards, 2 Pieces Seerfuckers, 1 Piece 
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Pullicat Handkerchiefs, 1 Kittyfall, 1 Boitle Lavender Water, 
1 Ring, Briftol Stour, with a Brilliant Spark on each fide, 
1 Black Feather, from my Hat, 1 Piece of Silk Handkerchiefs; 
this I have done, hoping it may be a means of getting my 
bufinefs done, on The Company’s Account, the’ fooner ; the 
remainder part of this day we have been following the Xing to 
the Place abovementioned, the Fre/h in this River is exceffive 
rapid, and we could not come to the Place where the Xing was, 
at Night, I believe, at a moderate computation, there’s in Boats, 
on this Raver, on this Occafion, One hundied thoufand Men, 
Women, and Children, 


July 24th. This Day we have been making the beft of our 
way up the River, after the Kiag; At 5 this Evening, I faw the 
Prince of Perfaim and Anionio in their Boats, who informed me 
that the Kiag was a little way above us; and that we fhould ga 
to that Place, and ftay all night; At 7 we came to the Place 
where the King was, and lay by the Bank-flde of the River. 


July asth. This Day we have been following the King, as 
Yefterday, and at night we flopped as above; the Rams are 
exceflive fevere, and I cannot lye dry, which makes it exceflive 
difagreeable. 


July 26th. At 10 this Morning we came to the Place, where 
the Houfe, beforementioned, is built for the King’s reception ; the 
King’s Bate lay clofe to it, and numbers of other Goats all 
about it, thete being four foot Water, all round it; occafioned 
by the {welling of the River fince it was built ; at Noon Antonio 
came, and told me that the King wanted me, I drefled myfelf 
and went with him to the faid Huyé, or [fland, but found the 
Keng was gone into His Barge, on which the Priuce of Perfaim 
let him know I was came, his anfwer was I mutt follow him to ~ 
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Euazec, a Place much farther up the River, and the Kiag went 
away immediately. 


But now the Piomife made to Asfonio on the 20th inflant 
(as I expected) won’t do, he now tells me that Mr. Braoke, 
former Chief of the Negrais, promifed the Piince of Perfuim, 
thirty Pifs of Silver, and himelf twenty; if the King’s Chop was 
fixed to our Treaty; and that I mutt give them from under my 
Hand, inthe Name of The Company, that thofe Sums muft 
be paid, otherwife no Chop fhould be affixed to our Treaty; £ 
told them, The Company was at a great expence, and mufl be 
at a much greater, before they could bring the Negrais, and 
Perfaim, to any Perfection, and this was a very large Sum.

Now, I am certain that nothing can be done without the 
Tntereft of the above Men; this Affair has {ubfifted a long time, 
and is of the utmoft Confequence; there has been many 
Enbafies before, on this head, and attended with a great 
Expence to The Company; and if I don’t finith now, there 
mutt be another Embaffy (with a Prefent) on the fame Account, 
T therefore concluded, within myfelf, to make them an Offer, 
and put the finifhing {troke to this long Affair, which I did of 
Twenty Vif, which was not accepted, and on their going into 
their Boats I made them an Oiler of Tweuty-five, which was 
likewife refufed ; fo we parted: the remainder part of this Day 
we have been following the Kizg, but did not come up with 
him at Night. 


July 27th. This moining. At 3 o’clock, we came oppofite that 
narrow cntrarce which leads to Konghkong, I there faw the 
Prince of Perfaiit and Autano, and as Tam pofitive nothing can 


be done, but thtough thefe Men, neither can I get Audience 
ta. 
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to the King but by <Aztonio, who is my Interpreter, I have 
taken upon me to offer them Thirty Vifs, which they accepted, 
and promiled that they would get the King’s Ghop afnxcd to 
our Treaty, and be firmly allied to our intereft; this will, 1 hope, 
meet with the Approbation of The Howourable United Eafl- 
India Company, and Governor and Council of Fort St. George, &e. 
This day has been attended with a hard Storm of Wiad, and 
Ram, I have nothing to eat but Salt Beef, which has been on 
the Ifland Negrais four years; the Baraghnah Kiag has not 
been fo good as his Promife, in fending the Provifions; our 
Men put the Boat in a very difagreeable place this Afternoon, 
and would not proceed any- further, T belicve through fear of 
the inclemency of the weather, this gives me fome uneafinefs, 
as we could not fee the King’s Barge this night, but ds it is 
a conveyance found by the Country, and I could not {peak 
the Birvghnab Language, to the Men, to endeavour to make 
them goon, I was obliged to wait with patience. 


July 28th. We have been all this Day on out way for 
Lunzee, but have feen nothing of the King’s Barge, neither 
the Prince of Perfaim, or Antonio; at Sunfet we pafled a large 
Town, this River, all this Day, has been as wide as at the 
Negrais, and the Frefh very flrong againft us. 


» “agth, This Morning, At 9 o’clock, we came to Lunzce, 
“anil Foun the Xizg’s Barge here, and preparing to go away 5 
” Hhtohio caine to me, and told me that the Ayzg was jult going 

, away, and that the Kinp’s Chop was aihixed to our a and 
as the Prince of Perfaim was going with the King to Ava, 
he had left évery thing with him with regard to the Per/uim 

Ccuniry; and that he would deliver me the Treaty at Koughkong, 
but if 1 chofe to fee the King, he believed we fhoull have 
jutt time to fee him and no more; on which I went with him, 

and 
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and found the King was jufl going awzy, fo that I was with 
the King but a fhort time, the King told me, he would oider 
the Men in the Boat that I wasin, to be punithed for their 
neglect, in not coming up fooner; he likewife told me, that 
he had been informed, the Negrais had fupplied the {tragling 
Peguers with Rice, &c, which had hindreg them from being 
fubje&t to Elis Laws, and that I muft inform the Chief, that 
nothing of that kind muft be done for the future; and, as he 
was juft going away, he had left every thing, with regard to 
fettling the Treaty, with Axfonio; and his Chop was affixed thereto: 
and told me, we muft come to Perjuém and fettle; I defired 
Anlonio, in cafe the Ships at Dagon had Lesters, or Stores, fuc 
the Negrais, to afk the King for an Order, that they might 
have the liberty of fending thofe things, which the Kizg piomifed 
to grant; the fhort time I was with the Avg, he atked me 
feveral queftions, of the fame kind, as the laft time I was with 
him; he likewife told me, that he would go to Aéadra/s and. 
carry a large Cheft of rich Stones, with all forts of other 
Commodities, which his Cowatry afforded; he likewife told me 
if a wine pound Shot was to be fired out of a Gun, and come 
again{t his Body, it could not enter; with fome other things 
of the fame kind. As his Barge was juft going to put off, 
I afked the King if he had any Commands to the Chief of 
Negrais, he told me he had given Avtonio a Letter, which he 
would deliever to me; made me a Prefent of Lighteca Oranges, 
two dozen Leads of Indian Cora, and five Cucviibers; fo T took 
my leave of this Great Manarch, and came away ; and on our 
coming to the Boat, Astonio told me, that the Boat I came in, 
mufl go to Avu, with the Kip, and T mutt remove to 
another Boat, fhewing me a fimall inconvenient Boat, which 
was almofl finking; I was obliged to go into this Boat, or 
go to Ave with the Kivg; fo I agreed, as I could not help 
myfelf; but I advile any Gcntlemen that fhould cvime on 

Lill thefe 
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thefe occafions, before they leave the Negrais, to get a good 


Conveyance, for of all mankind, which I have fcen, the 
Bir aghmah promifes the moft and pe forms the leaf; At 3 o’clock. 
this Afternoon, we left Luwzee, and At 11 at Night, we got to 
that Brauch of the River which leads to Koughkong. 


Joly goth. All this Day we have been on our way to 
Koughkong, at Night we ftopped at a fmall Town, on the Bank 
of the River, for the men to reft; this Day has been attended 
with coufiant rain, my two Europeans, with one Lafcar, are fick, 
by being expofed to the inclemency of the Weather, Autonio 
is gone before.

July 31ft. This Day at Noon we came to Konghkong, 
Antonio fent his Writer to me, to let me know he had pro- 
vided a Houfe for me, and that he was much indifpofed 
with a Fevet, I went and looked at the Houfe, and found that 
there was about two foot Water underneath it, occafioned by 
it’s being built near the Creek, but as the top feemed as if it 
would keep the weather out, T preferred it to the Boat, and 
landed, I find myfelf much difordered ; the weather as yefterday ; 
the Boat I came in funk at night. 


Augut if. I am much indifpofed, as likewife my Men, 
Autosjo, 1 am informed is the fame, fo that we cannot have 
a Meetitte,

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tioned Note, in the Name of The Honourable Company, but dutonio 
defired that he might be called Checado in it, which is his 
Station in the Country.

Bailey, which was called Bellam by Autonio before; and that 
Capt. Bailey had brought a Prefent, from the Governor of Fort 
St. George, for the King of doa, &c viz.

The United Company do hereby, for themfelves and 
their Succeffors, promife and oblige themfelves to aid, afift 
and defend, the King of Ava and Peguz, and his Succeffors againtt 
all their Enemies by Sea and Land, and for that purpofe to 
Non furnifh, 
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furnifh fuch a number of Troops, with proper Warlike Storcs, 
as the Occafion may neceffarily require, and the faid Company 
can convenicntly {pare, from the Defence and Protection of 
their own Territories; upon confideration, neverthelefs, that the 
Kiag thal! defray the Wages, and af) Charges whatfoever, of 
fuch Troops, during the Time they thall be in his Service, and 
pay for all Warlke Stores that thall be expended, 


oth. The faid United Company do further for themfelves 
and their Succeflors, promife that in Cafe the King of Tevay, 
fhould, at any time hereafter, take up ms againfl the King of 
Ava, and Pegy they will not on any Account give him the leaft 
Aid or Affiftance ; but on the contrary they do oblige themfelves 
to protect and defend the King of Ava, and his Dominions and 


Subjefts, to the utmoft of their Power.

In your laft you mention the Intention you have of going 
to Arracan, I heartily with you fuecefs, and have here 
inclofed a Ls/t of what things will do, and the quantity; 
it is a very troublefome Place, but the Gains are very great; 
but the fum of money is fo fmall that you inveft, that at 
the moft you can inveft in five or fix months, will be fix 
or eight thoufand Rupees, unlefs there has not been a Ship 
there this two or threc ycais, in which cafe you will be able 
to inveft as much moie3 the Port Charges will be 12 or 
t4 hundred Rupees, what I mean is the Cufloiws, or Duties 
on Import and Export; if there is a great call for /Vax, in 
Calcutta, I would advife you to carry as much ready money 
as you can, for then you’ get away from there the fooner, 
and will not be troubled to fell your goods at retail; for 
there is not a Man there, that can take soo Rupees of things 
at once, without truft, and that you muft never do, not even 
the Great men; for by trufting them I have been detained 
iwo or three Months for my Money; you may venture to 
truft, the King, as you ‘can cut off fo much of his Dutys; 
don’t let your Invoice of thefe things excced 4900 Rupes, 
let the refl be in ready Cath; as your Rupees that you carry 
there, will be all vew cocved by the King, it will be belt to 
to carry Arco: Rupees, as they weigh the fame as Sveca, at 
leaft the difference is only 2 FY” Cent by this you will fave 
7 or 8 df Cent on 6 or 7 theufand Rupees; this is all 
that, T can think at prefent, will be of any fervice.”

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Some PARTICULARS relative to Tirro Suxravy, 
His Revenues, Eflablifhment of Troops, Sc. &e. 
Taken from the Information of one of Tzppo’s Officers. * 


Madjas, 1% Decem. 1790. 


He is about 43 Years of Age, his Conftitution is much 
impaired, he is fubje¢t to two diforders; the frequent returns 
of which, obliges him to take Medicine daily. 


He is from five feet eight to nine Inches high, is now 
rather inclining to Fat, although a few Years fince, he was 
very thin; his face is round, with large full Eyes, and there is 
much Animation and Fire in his Countenance; he wears 
Whitkers, but no Beard; he is very Active, and fometimes 


takes long Walks. 


He has Eleven Children, of whom only two ate in marriage ; 
the Elder, a Girl of 7 Years, the Younger, a Boy of 4 Years. 
The Eldeft of his natural Children, isa Girl of 17 Years, the 
Second, a Son of 15 Years, he is a great favourite, and accom~ 
panies his Father upon all occafions, his name is Gullawn Heyder + 
Another Son, Abdul Khauluk, is 10 years old. 


His difpofition is naturally Cruel, his Temper is paffionate, 
and Revengeful; and he is prone to be abufive, and his words 
are falfe and hypocritical, as fuit his purpofes. 


His Policy thus far differirig widely from his Father, has 
been ruinous to his Revenues, as well as hurtful to his Govern. 
ment. He profeffes himfelf Naib to one of the twelve Prophess, 


who, the Mahomedans believe, are yet to come; and he per- 
Ooo fecutes

His Perfonal Property, on 
his Father’s Death. 
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fecutes all other Cafts, forcing numbers to become Muflehnen. 
He is jealous of, and prejudiced againtt, his Father’s favow ices s 
mofl of whom he has removed from their Offices; giving to 
fome lefler Appointments: When compared to his Father, his 
Underflanding and Judgment is fuppofed to be inferior, he 
is efteemed, as good a Soldier, but a lefs fkilful General, and 
he is wanting in that great refource, which his Father fo 
eminently difplayed in all cafes of Danger. His Father difcri- 
minated Merit, rewarded it liberally, and punifhed Guilt with 
the utmoft rigour of a Defpot; he gives little encouragement, 
or reward, and he punifhes, more from the influence of Paffion 
and Prejudice, than from any Attention to Juftice; his Father 
was affiduous in gaining the Attachment of his Army, he is 
rather negligent of it, and being very parfimonious, He is led to 
impofe upon his Troops, whenever opportunitys offer; he 
fometimes retains their Pay, for feveral Months, and has his 
own Soucars to lend his Money at an enormous Intereft, which 
is {topped when the Pay is iffued. 


On Tippo’s return to Seiingapatam, after the Conclufion of the 
War with the Englifh, he took an Inventory of his Property, 
of every kind, which, in Treaftne and various other Articles, 
on valuation {tood at 20 Crores of Pagodas.* In the Treafiny, 
Babaudry Pagodas, 4 Rupees each, § Crores; the remaining 15 
Grores was in Fewels, valuable Clothes, &c. &c. &c. and in

The Treafme, and other valuable property, is now kept en- 
tiucly at Serizerpatam; formerly fome part of it was kept 
in Biddinore, and it is faid, that at the time of General Marherws’s 
taking it, there was a Treafire of 25 Lacks of Pagodas, befides 
4 Ciores of Pagodas value, in Gold, Silver, &c. &c. &c. 


The full colleions amounted to five Crores and Ninety-two 
Lacks of Cuntecry Pagodas, of three Rupees each, the expence 
af Sebundy, &c. one and a half Crore; Deficicucies in the 
Collections, fiom various Caufes, which lay over, 60 Lacks; for 
Building and repairing Forts, making Decks, and Building 
Ships, One Crore Eighiy-tewo Lacks; paid into the Treafury, Two 
Erorcs—Toal 6 Crores 92 Lacks. Since Vippo affumed the 
Government, the Revenues have diminifhed greatly, in Con- 
fequence of his having adopted a different policy, from his 
Father; he removed from the Hamaullaries, all the Branias, 
and others of the Aldoo Calt, who were well verfed in Country 
bufincfs, and put Muffelmen in their places; he forbid the Sale 
of Arrack and Gauaja throughout his Dominions, which had 
produced a very Confiderable Revenue to the Circar. He 
removed from the B& Mdinore and Soanda Countrys, about Seventy 
Thoufaud Chrifian Iubabirayts, who wexe the Cultivators of the 
Ground, by which the Revenues of thefe Countrys, fullained a 
Confiderable lofs The Biddinore Country alone yielded to 
Ayder a nett Revenue of 18 Lacks of Pagodas, it has fince 
fallen to ro Laks: fiom thefe, and other Caufes, arifing from 
bad Management, Tippo’s Revenues have been greatly dimi- 
nifhed; intamuch that his nett Revenue did not cxceed, after 

the 


Provifions thrown into the 
Forts, and the appoint- 
ments of Killedars, 
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the foregoing deduétions, the firft Year, Oue aid a half Crore, 
inftead of ¢wo, as in his Father’s time, and every fuccceding 
Year only One Crore. He has not thrown any Mowey into the 
flanding Treafuiy, fince his Government, and he has drawn from 
it Fifty Lacks of Pagodas. . 

Since the Conclufion of the late War, he has thrown into 
Seritgapatain, Provitions for roo,ooo Men for 12 Months; 
and into Baugalore, Provifions for 12,000 Men for 12 Months; 
and into his other Fes, Provifions in Proportion to their 
ftrensth and importance: and, as a precaution to prevent 
Treachery, he has appointed to fome of his principal Forrs, 
fix Killedars, to others iéree; to others twos and fuch as are 
not intended for defence have only ove. Although all thefe 
are commonly called Killedars, yet, properly {peaking, there is 
but one Killedar, the others go under the denomination of 
Muafbour (or Councellors). The wt is Buckfhy, or Commander 
of the Sepoys, the 2d, Buck/hy of the Peons, the 3d, Buck/by of 
the Commattys and Artificers, the 4th Darogha, in charge of the 
Works, the sth Darogha, for fuperintending the making of 
Bricks and Chunam. When Tippo writes he addreffes the Killedar 
and Munfhuraun, when they write to him it is in like manner 
from the Killedar and Munfhuraun, they have all their refpecive 
orders from the Circar, and cach is at liberty to deteét the other, 
if any thing is done contrary to order.

Tippo has made great Alterations in the Eflablifhment of 
his Troops; his Father was partial to his Cavalry, and kept

The manner of his paffing 
his Time in Camp, 
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up a much larger body than he does, he is partial to his 
Infantry, and has made great Augmentations to them; 5000 
of his own Stable Horfe, are formed and trained regularly, and 
2000 are as Mogul Horfe; and there are not above three Thoufand 
of the hired Horfe, that can be called good Cavalry, the reft 
are more of the plundering kind; he has adopted Perfian terms 
for the words of Command, which were heretofore given partly 
in Engh/p, patly in Preach; he has alfo altered the terms for the 
formation of the Troops. In the Cavalrya tioop (of 95 flong) 
is called a Yews; the Sudabdar, a Yewsdar; a Semidair, Surkele 3 
a Regiment (of 4 Yews) is called a Tub; the Commandant, 
Tubdar; a Mowkoub is compofed of 4 Tubs, the Commander, 
Mowkoubdar; the Troopers ae called Ofskur. In the Infantry, 
a Company (of 125 ftiong) is called a Fowk; the Subabdur, 
Fowkdar; a Femidar, Swkele; a Batallion of 4 YFowks is 
called a Riffulla; the Sepoys are called Fi A Centinel is 
called Zenddar; the Rounds, Kiwaun; the Parole, Nij/bane 3 
aGuard, Munkulla; each Tub has two Galloper-Guns, 3 Pounders, 
and each Riffalla has two 6 Pounders. A Koufboun, or Legion, 
is compofed of one Tub of Cavalry, 4 Riffallas of Infaniry, and 
two Eighteen Pounders: the Cavalry Gallopers are drawn by 
Mules, and all the Draught Cattle belong to the Circar. 
Each Kou/houn has an Elephant attached to it, which is harneffed 
like a Horfe, to affift the Guss through difficulties. The Caval y 
and Infautry are cloathed alike, in a ftiped Blue and White 
Cotton Stuff, of Country Manufatme: The drzillery have alfo 
a Cotton Stuff, white ground with large round blue Spots. 


He rifes fometimes at Seven o’Clock, but more comnionly 
at Eight, or nine in the Morning; on halting Days, wathes 
and takes Medicine, the Barber then begins to fhave him, 
during which the Head Aukbar Nevife, or News writer, comes 
in with the Letters, that have arrived by the Tappau/s, and 
relates the Nezws of the different Countrys, as he has received it. 
The Officer, commanding his Guard, then comes in, and males

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is report, after which the Adjutants of Corps, come and 
iake a report of their refpective Corps. About 12 o’Clock he 
oes to Dinner, which is over in about an hour, he then holds 
is Duibar, and tranfacts all bufinefs, Civil and Mulitary, until 
o’Clock, he then gives out the Parole, which he takes from 
re Planets, or Signs of the Zodiac, writing it himfelf in a Book, 
thich is depofited with his own Guard; where the Adjutant- 
jenerals (for each Cutchrie has an Adjfutant-General) come 
nd take it, after which he lays down, and fleeps about an — 
Tour, rifes and makes his fecond Meal; the Mounchys, or 
ecretarys, are then called in, they read the Letters, that have 
een received during the day, and he gives his orders for 
afweiing them; all this done, and the Letters prepared for 
ifpatch, about two or thiee in the Moining he goes to reft. 
in maiching days where there is no immediate Exigency, the 
urmy feldom moves before Eight o’Clock, after Tippo has 
vken his Bieakfaft; he goes in his Pal/anguin, on the March, 
nd if any thing particular oceus, he immediately mounts his 
Jo fe ; the order of March is varied according to Circumftances, 
luring his late War again{ft the Maratias, as they were greatly ’ 
upelior to him in Cavalry, his Infantry marched in four’ Columas

neamps ina Square; his Infantry and Guas occupying the four 
aces, the Gavalry within the Square; each face has an open /lreet, 
nits Ceater with a Buzzer. A Koufhoun forms the Picquet of 
the front face, and is advanced from twelve to fifteen hunched 
Paces, a Riffalla is advanced fiom it, about five hundred Paces; 
each of the other faces has a Riffalla, advanced from it 
about five Hundred paces, and on the March all thefe Picquets 
form the advarce and Rear Guaids, and flanking Guaids to the 
Colvimas. The Tafantiy are difencumbered of their baggage on the 
March, Bullocks being allowed by the Circar for ca:rying it.

diftance : During the late War in the Caraatic, Heyder marched, 
with a body of Horf?, from Oombly, near Tiitchinopoly, to 
Chillinbrun in 27 Flours; he moved off at 3 o’Clock in the 
Morning, and at 7 o’Clock the next Morning, he reached 
Chillinbrum, a diftance of about 7 Gow, or 28 Cofi, cqual to 
70 Miles; the third day, his Infantry and Guas came up: At 
the Commencement of Tppo’s late War, againft the Alabrattas, 
he lay with his Arty at Perowtr, in the Riadurg Country, 
marching at 3 o’Clock in the Morning, he arrived, at 7 o’Clock 
the next Morning, at Kuuchyapood, near to Adoni, and attacked 
a body of 4,000 Mabratta Plunderers. 


Fle kecps in his pay 300 Afarcarrabs, at 3 Pagodas a Month 
each, fuch as prove themfelves moft Active, and Clever, are 
employed for Intelligence ; befides thete, he flations News Writers 
in fuch principal places as hé thinks neceffary, and thefe aie 
inflrv€ed to write in the flile of Soars, and the Intelligence 
required is made applicable to the Cus, &c. treated of, fo 
that if a Letter is intercepted, no dilcovery is made, fhould 
there be any thing that cannot be fo introduced, it is given 
verbally to the bearer of the Letter. Zzppo feldom 1ewards 
with prefents, and when he does, they are very trifling, perhaps 
not more than § Rupecs.

There are three Pajfes leading from Tellicherry, into the 
Goorg Gountry; That upon the righr, is called the Muntuana 
Pafs: Heyder went through it, Eighteen or Nineteen Years ago, 
with his Army, as far as Cefas Guriy; as did Tippo, with a 
divifion of his Army, about four Years ago; That, in the 


Center, is called the Naull Nawr Pafs; That, onthe Lift, is 
called the Tel Cavery. 


Detachments of Tippo’s ‘Troops have gone through the two 
Jatter Pafles, but that of Muntunua is by far the beft.

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Some Account of Cocuin Cina, 
By Mr. Robert Kirfop, who was there in the Year, 1750, 


Cocutn-Cuina, called, by the Chinefe and Natwes, AyNam, 
including Cuampa, andthe Southern Province, now fubject 
to It, lyes in Latitude from 10? go’N to 19? 40’N. The 
only Port of Trade, is Faéfoe, in Lat. 16? N, ® fituated about 
ro miles from the Sea, on a River, navigable, formerly for 
the largeft Funks, but now only for Veflels of about 80 Tons ; 
the Fueks lye about a league from the Towz, in another 
River, that communicates with the former, where Veilels of 
180 or 200 Tons may very eafily enter. Before thefe Riverf, 
about 3 Icagues from the Main (which is low) lye the [ands 
of Champello, in Lat. 162 8’N 3 within the largeft [and, 
you have good 4 > ground, a mile or 2 from the fhoar, 
when the body bears fiom NE to ENE, whee you ought to 
4 >, till permiffion is had to trade, and, if your Veflel is 
fmall enough, to enter the River. To the NWeftwaid of 
Champello is a very high land, on the Maia, which appears 
like an Ifanud, round which, is the Bay of Tourov, capable to 
receive the latgeft Ships, where the Macao Sh'p lyes, or any 
large Funk, that draws too much water to enter into Faifoc 
River; but this is very inconvenient; Boats being frequently 
a week in making ove Zizp, on board,’from Farfoe. »

There is a perfon at 
Faifoe, in an Office fomething like that of Shabander, that will 
affift you, in your entrance; to whom it will be neceffary to 
make a {mall prefent; though I believe you will not be able 
to finith this bufincfs, till you are on the {pot where it is tranf- 
acted, which is always at (hey, where the King refides, two 
days journey from Fajfoe; for which place it will be befl to 
puth as foon as poffible, where you'll act with more certainty, 
and not rifque the being deceived by any inferior Officer, that 
may pretend to have it in his power to ferve you.? At Court 
the only Mandarine, that has power to difpatch yon is Ung 
chee mo; whom the King entrufts, and confults in every material 
cafe, relating to Commerce, and whom you mutt be fure to 
make your friend; He is a man of a very great Character, and 
wes in being in the year 1750. What dealings in Trade you have 
with the King, will be tranfacled by the fecond Eunuch, who is his 
Cafhier without the Palace, to whom fome fmall prefent will be

capable and intelligent fellow, was, with Thomas, when young 
carried by Monfieur Friel to Pondicherry, and there made Chriflians 
and taught to fpeak Portnpuefe ; Gregorio ferves the Macao people. 
Tf thefe three are employed, there are ¢wo more that may make 
a fhift to ferve you, Mavyico, and Monfieur Paulo; they all 
{peak the Portuguefe Language, except Paulo who profefies the 
French; if on your arrival at Faifoe you are greatly at a lofs 
for want of one, till you go to Court, you will likely find 
fomebody that may do for 2 or 3 days about the Portugue/e 
houfe, who generally at all times of the year have people at 
Faifoe; if not, it will be then proper to make application to 
the Governing Mandarine, there to fend for one of the above- 
mentioned from Court, Tis a very nice and material, point to keep 
him in your intereft; for on that your fuccefs greatly depends; 
but whoever aims at having an eafy and finooth fuccefsful Trade, 
with the Cochia-Chinefe, mutt as foon as poflible begin to learn 
their language, which may be eafily attained; though the Chinefe 
Charafters are ufed, to exprefs the fame meaning and things, 
yet the /peech is quite different, and, of a much cafier and plainer 
expreffion.

48’ N, fituated about 25 miles 
from the Sea, on a River, whofe mouth is NWbW from 
Champello and lyes in Lat. 169 gs/N, where they have a 
gieat Trade, from Kancao, and all parts of their own Coafts, 
by Veflels of 50 or 60 Tons, that ecafily go up to the City; 
but the Bar is ‘difficult, having on it only 4 foot at low 
water; The City is very extenfive, being populous and the 
houfes ftragling; the feveral Branches of the River, that meet 
here, make it very pleafant; and the conveyance, from: 
one part to another, moftly by water; for which purpofe, 
every fubftantial Family keeps a commodious covered Boat, 
and there are others for hire, that at any part may be had 
on call: The Streets, near the Palace, are regular, long and 
very wide: The Palace is an exatt Square, of about 500 
paces, walled and furrounded with Gas, without the walls, 
very iriegular and poorly mounted; mofily on ftocks; the 
Side next the River has 3 magnificent Gates, before which 
is a fmall Pa/ace on the River, erected upon pales with feveral 
neat apartments, and at a little diflance inclofed with pallifadoes, 
leaving within a fufficient {pace for fithing Boats, for the 
recreation of the King and his Women. 


The Zown of Faifoe is little more than one very long narrow 
Sucet, barely leaving room for a row of Houfes, on that fide 
next the River, the beft, built on purpofe to let to the 
Chinefe Traders, are on the oppofite fide, which will fetch 
fiom 200 to 500 Quaus a Seafon; * there are other f{maller, 
though commodious enough, that may be had for 8 or 12

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The Form of Government, is nearly the fame as in Cuina, 
as alfo the degrees and qualities of the Mandarines, many of 
whom are of the Chrnefe extraction, who took refuge there, 
about the time of the Tartar Conquefi; the Cochin-Chinefe, wear 
their hair tied up, retain ftill the fame full and becoming drefs 
that the Chinefe ufed, before they met with that difgrace ; 
Trey have a gieat fhare of Pride, though civil enough, ufing 
a good deal of ceicmony in their behaviour, and formality in 
their drefs; are fomewhat avaricious, but no fhurpers: are 
full as polite as the Chivefe, have a more favourable opinion 
of Strangers, whom the bef Mandarines will receive, and 
entertain very kindly, in theie Vifies,* The Women have 
a great deal of liberty, are very induftrious, and make no 
fcruple to converfe and deal with Strangers; and your houfehold 
affairs will never be rightly managed, ‘till under the care 
of one of them, who, among other neceffary Services, will be 
very faithful, in the tedious work of counting your Caf, but 
you moft never take one without being well recommerded.> 


The Country near the Sea, is moflly low, very fertile and

Le Poivre, who had 
been there formerly, was fent in the Character, of Commiffaire to 
the Kip of France, and Mont. Lanrens was Sypercargoe of the fhip, 
and appointed to flay there: At their anival Le Poivre hafted 
to Court in grand order with his Guards &c. and there made a 
very {plendid appearance: He had a Letter, from the King of 
Frame, foliciting the Frend/bip of the Kg of Cocuin Cua, 
and he prefented him with the French King’s Picture in armour, a 
pur of prr litle horfes, a pair of Large looking Gluffes, a Telefcope, 
and feveral other Bagatelles.

By this his complaifance, Le Po:vre was 
led on, to overlook and difiegard his Minifleis, which flired up 
theit refentment, as well as an attention what could be the 
drift of a People that gave a fufpicion, by their lofty 
appearance, to have fomething more in view, than barely to 
buy and f{l12* they firfk began to tamper with the Linguifl, 
becaufe they perceived Mont. Le Poture always carefled him, fo 
as nearly to make him his Companion, and by this method foon 
difcovered lzis whole defigns; before he thought it was time 
to bring theyaabout; I cannot pretend to lay open particularly 
what they were, though am ceitain the difcovery caufed an 
extraordianary furprize in the Mandarines, and flruck them with 
the terrible I@eas of Great Gus, Sigh walls, and hauted Boundaries 
hedged off from them, and poffefled by Strangers in the heart 
of their own Country: the Linguift was fiequently privately in- 
troduced to the King, and became greatly in favour with the 
Mandarines, vvhilk Le Poivre’s Secrets kept pouting in upon 
him: Ther ftill kept fair with one anodier; Le Pore 


* continued gay, always plying them with the-greatnefs of his 


King, and yhat confequence it would be of for his Majefy of 
Cocuin-Cuisy to have fuch a Friend; this behaviour, which 
the

“| Chinefe” ancl “ fiequent Audiences, expenfive, and caufe a difiegad to 
* Miniflers, whao on that account plot againft You,” 
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the King thought falfe, aggravated more his difcontent, and 
at laft he grew tired, and wifhed them gone; and then 
Le Poivre, being greatly difcouraged, made fhift to {queeze 
out fome faint propofals, for his Countrymen to occupy a bit 
of Ground, and the King dropt him as cool a denial: Iam 
not certain whether Mr. Laurens was denied Leave to flay in 
the Country, or whether he declined it, as unneceffary, after 
fuch other more material difappointments: they did not find 
out the falfity of the Lingujf, ‘till near the time of their going, 
and then they found, that he had tricked and deceived them, 
in almoft every thing that was entrufted to him; at their 
embarking, they got him on board, on fome pretence of 
clearing Accounts, and by force carried him away; they had, 
before this time, begun to behave in a very fluff, and furly 
manner to the Country people; but this laf AQion (as if they 
caied not what trouble it might involve their Neighbours into) fet 
the whole Country in an uproar; and forces were fent to all parts, 
to ftop the Ship, if the fhould put in any where,on their Coafts: 
Before this time the Cochin-Chincfe never knew the difference of 
Europeans; Tn the King’s Letter they were cautioned not to 
have any dealings with the Eaglj/> or* Dutch, * this helped to 
give the King a fufpicion of their fincerity, befides coming 
with the recommendation of Mr. Friel, who before had behaved 
very ill; for when he was there, the King, wanting to 
encourage him to come again to trade, which he engaged 
himfelf to do, promifed to furnifh him with Gold at rg0 Qs, 
an Ingot, gave him Commiffions for feveral Europe Curuofities, 
and a fuiliciency of Gold to purchafe them; likewife, at his 
own requeft, fent two Youths with him, to learn the Emopean 

Languages ;

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Languages; three years after that, the Lads came drooping 
back, moneylefs, by the way of Macao; and the King heard 
no more of Friel, nor his money, till lately he obliged the 
Miffionarys to pay it. 


The Afacao Ship arived in March 1450, which was about two 
Months after the Fremh weie gone, then all Letters, and 
whatever was diected for A4ffovarys, were {eized, and had 
fepaiate interptetactions of them by the Porsugnefe, whom they 
kept confined for that purpofe, but found nothing prejudicial, 
or touching the Government; though, to clear all doubts, 
they thought they could do nothing lefs, than fend all’ the 
Chriftian Priefts out of theCountry ; and accordingly they were all 
taken into Coftody, ‘till the Augult following, they went for Macaa 
in the Porfuguefe Ship, except one German, who profefling 
Phyfick, was kept to attend the King’s honfehold; moft 
of their Churches were razed to the Ground, “and their Books 
and Papers all deftroyed, the French Priefls were diftinguifhed 
hy a guard of Soldieis, that efcoited them to Fazfee, whilfi the 
yet came down, at their hbeity, with the Portyguefe Captain.

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An Accounr of Martwa. 


Miatw A is in length, two hundred and forty-five Cols, 
and in breadth, two hundred and thirty; It is bounded on the 
North by the Azmere Soudah, on the South by Buggellana, on 
the Eafl by parts of the Agra, and Aleabad Saubahs; on the 
Welt by Guzurat. The principal Rivers are the Sind and 
Narbadeb; but it is watered by many finalier Streams, at the 
diftance of three or four Cofs, the Land in general very feriile, 
and bigher than the reft of Aindooftan. 


The Patan Princes, of the Race of Khylleejee, conquered the 
Provin.e from the Hiadoos, and fixt their Seat of Government 
at Ma:do, which is now in a1uinous condition, but there are 
till Its remains, which points out Its former magnificence, 
particularly the Walls of the Forts, which are fome Cofs in 
circumference. From the Patan, Mauwa was totally wrefted 
by Akbar, who annexed It to his Empire, and It continued in 
the hands of his Succeffors, “till the conclufion of the Reign of 
Mahomed Shaw." 

| 

. pAt this Period, Jere as in other parts of the Empire, the 
Zemeendars, and new Adventurérs, divided the Province amongft 
them, and formed feveral petty States, throwing off all but a 
nominal Allepiance to the Throne: fo that nothing was left to 
the Imperial Sovbadar, but the Vicinity of whatever City he 
refided at. The Rajah of Chundely, defcended fiom the Axcient 
Princes of the Country, feized on the Noith Eafl Pais; the 
Keeches upon the South; the Zemeendars of Aauntwarra and 
Suadwaiia aflumed the file of Princes, and, in the center of 
the Province, flated up the little Nabobip of Bopaul, which 
will be mentioned more paiticulaly hereafter. While thefe 
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Rebels were bidding defiance to the Royal Authority, another 
Enemy entered the Province, deflroyed the hopes of thefe petty 
Sovereigns, and foon became Matters of the whole. 


When Kyllick Khan Nizulmul Muluck, celebrated in Hiftory as: 
the Zuviter of Nadir Shaw into Hindoofian, was intrufted by the 
Emperor with the Government of the Duckan; he fought to: 
make himfelf independant; and, therefoie, to employ the Royal 
Army, and prevent its being turned againfl himfelf, fuffered, 
if he did not peifuade, the Maharattas to invade the rich 
Province of Guzurart, after which they entered into Marwa,, 


overturned that Country, and penetrated as far as Biana and 
Azmere. 


Bajee Raow defeated the Soubadar of Marwa, Deah Bahadur, 
who had collected together a large Army, and prevailed on the: 
rebellious Zemeendars to join againft the common Enemy. 
After the Victory, the AMabaretias fertled themfelves in the 
Province, and obliged thofe who affumed independance, 10 pay 
a rribyte, and part with moft of the Lands they had ufurped; 
the Nabob of Bopaul, and fome Rajahs, they fuffered to keep a 
part of their Territories, and exercifed over them a princely 
power, but took care to weakca them fo much, as not to leave 
it in their option to part them on any future occafion, 


The Province was divided into three Shares, one of which was 
allotted to Bajerow, another to the Adaharatta Sircar, and the 
third to the Chief Mulbar Row; the Chief Sesndia poffeffes the 
fifi, which was conferred on his father by Bujeerow, but he 
has ufurped great part of that appropriated to the Stare, fo that 
his Revenue may amount to about one Crore of Rupees, his Capital 
‘is Ougene, a very large and aacieat City, on the Si ppree River, 

but badly defended, it being only furrounded by a decayed 


Wall, 
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Wall; He laft year began to erect a Mud Fort, of great extent, 
but which is but little advanced in the building. 


The dependencies of Ougene are very extenfive, comprehending 
all the Country from thence to Guzurar Weftward; and, befides, 
Scindia poflefled Belfha, a capital Town, with an extenfive Territory, 
which is governed by his Naib, Apajee Andoo Row. 


Tokajee Holkar, a near relation of the late Mulbar Row, 
inherits his fhare of Matwa, which is faid to produce nearly 
Eighty Lacks revenue, but this is clogged by a charge for the 
fupport of the Widow of his Predeceffor’s Son, which may 
amount to fifteeen Lacks; he refides at Indaur, about fifteen 
Cofs from Oxgene, a flourifhing Town of modern date. 


It is fuppofed Siindia can bring into the field forty thoufand 
Men, and the Chief Ho/car about half that number, but their 
late Campaign againll General Goddard has much weakened their 
reputation, and drained their Coffers, which they are in vain 
endeavouring to fill, by moft oppreflive exactions from the 
Subjects. 


' "That part of Manwa, in the hands of the Pefbwa, as 


Minifers of the Circar, are very triflmg, and comprehends 
only the Diftritts of Seppree, Ferri, Neia Surai, Scourab, Mugrt 
Scourab, Kutchnar, and Baffaudah Guaje; which are governed 
by the Chief Yirmuck Roy and his Deputies; He cannot raife 
more than five or fix thoufand Men. Shcoor and A/breh belong 
to Sewajee Hftall, Son of the late Chief Bhectal Row, and are 
worth about two Lacks 4’ Aanum. It is faid Sadia intends 
him to command an Army on the Enaftern Frontiers, in 
order to oppofe our Arms, while he himfelf remains at Ongene, 
to watch the motions of Geseral Godda) d. 
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About feventy-four Cofs from Nerwar, is the government 
of Bopaul, belonging to a Patan Tribe, of which the following 
is the Hiftorical Account. 


A Rohilla, of the Meer Yee Tribe, having committed a 
Kiurder in his own Country, fled into Matwa, and entered 
into the Service of the Bec: fah Zemeendar, as a common Soldier, 
being liked by his Mafter, he was foon promoted to the 
Command of ten or twelve Peous, and, having diflinguifhed 
himfelf greatly at the head of this little Body, obtained thoitly 
the charge of two hundred foot, and fifty Horfe; continuing 
to gain favour with his Employer, he had the Fort of Fugedees 
given him as an A/ylwm for his family, with the farm of the 
Purgunnah, in which it ftood, he changed the name of the 
Fort to Ufaamnagghuy which it now beats. 


Soon after this, being amibitious of raifing himfelf to great 
lionour, he left his family at [Maumnagehur, and, with about two 
hundred Horfe, went to putfh his fortune in the Duckas; from 
whence, after being very fuccefiful, and having acquired 
much wealth, he returned to Manwa, and brought with him 
many followers of his own Tribe, with whom he had formed 
the @rictelt friendfhip : It was now that he planned the defign 
of forming an independent Government, and he began by 
binding the Riots of his Purgunnab to his interell, by ads of 
generofity and ftri&t juflice. The Town of Bopazl, about three 
Cofs from Iflaamnagghur, was poflefled by an indepeulent Chief, 
whom he attacked, defeated and put to death; after which he 
feized upon his Stace. In the Town of Bipanl he built a Citadel, 
which he called Fatty Ghyr, and foon after quarrelling with his 


old Patron, put him to death, and obtained poffeflion of his 
Zemeendary, 
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Ele next, by bribery, procured the fioxe For of Kinuore, 
and plundered the Rajeds of Holta and Chiadely, whom he 
obliged to pay an annual tribute, he then carricd his Arms 
againfl Bhelfab, took it, and put the Killardar to death; By 
this Acquifition, and his former fucceffes, he had formed 4 
Teriitory of thirty Lacks of Rupees revenue, and was daily 
gathering new ftrength, when the od Nizam, who was re- 
turning from De/bi to the Duckan, took the route of Bopaut ; 
which had nearly proved fatal to his fortune. 


The Nizam demanded from him a Nuzzir of twenty Lacks 
of Rupees, which he refufed giving ; and retired to the Ivrr of 
Kennore for fhelter, in which he was befieged for fome time, 
when the Nadob* agieed to accept of the Bond for fiftcen 
Lacks, on condition that he would give up his E/def Son as an 
hoftage, this being done, he was confirmed by the Nizam in his 
Country, to which he foon after added many Diftris. 


Doaft Mahomed dying, and his Eldeft Son ® Zar Mahomed 
being in the Duckan, the Second, Su/tan Mabomed, was placed 
on the Mufnud» but the Nizam hearing of the Nabod’s death 
permitted Ear Mabomed to return to Bopaul, and difmiffed him 
with honour, and ftrong Affurances of his fupport, fhould he 
be oppofed in claiming his Birthright. 

On his arrival at Bopanl, the Government was furrendered to 
him by his Brother, to whom he allowed a handfome Stipend 
for the fupport of his Rank. Secured in the protection of the 
Nizam, to whom he always acknowledged Allegiance, his 

Government

» inthe MS he is in one place called Car Mahomed but in feveral ae, 
which IJ therefore conclude to be the name, 
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Government remained very flourifhing, and he collefled the 
Tribute, his Vather had laid on the neighbuuring Raji, “o that 
Bopaul was fucng, at home, and refpected abroad. Ear Valbomed 
entrufted the mar. igement of his Affairs to his Bepum, a H’oman 
of very creat abilitic., who is yet alive and refpected. 


Far Mebomed \4&t behind him four Sons, Fiz Mahomec, 
Vou Makoaed, Hyret Alehouedl, (the prefiat Nabsb) and 
Saad Malicined, 


Thefe Children being all very young, Sulfau Mahomed, their 
Uncle, formed a Party, and attempted the Mufaud, but the 
fuperior abilities of the Bega fruftrated his {[chemes, and Fiex 
Mabomed acceded to the Government; Suxliaa Mahomed raifed 
an Army, and befieged his Nephew at Bopaul; but was 
defeated, and obliged to fly to the Tort of Raaighur, in which 
he was clotcly blockaded by the Nabod. 


Finding at length tefiflance vain he gave up the place, 
which was reftored to him, with a penfion adequate to the 
tuppoit of his dignity. In the invafion of the Afz-arras, Flez 
Matomed was obliged to give up Belfab, and half his Country, 
to prevent the entire ruin of his family. After this, cither 
through guief at the lofs of his power, or from,a naturally 
cloomy tun of mind; he became a devotee to Religion, no 
longer engaged in public Adfairs, and but once appeared in the 
Du bar, at the requefl of the Begum, to pleafe his Subjects. 


Giving up every thing to her diction, he employed his 
time in icligious aufteiities, wore the drefs of a Frgvir, lived 
upon the coarfeft, and mo.t common diet, and would f{carce 


be prevailed upon to fpeak, butia prayers; the B pu governed 
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in his name, much to the fatisfadlion of all his Subjects, but 
at length a partiality fheun to a You: Maw of her family, 
roufed the jealouly of the Nubob’s Brothers, who, as he had no 
Childien, looked to the fucecffion. 


Imagining the Begua wifhed to make her favourite, Nabod ; 
they prevented it by a confpiracy to feize the Government; the 
Young man was put to death, and Yafeca Mahomed, the Second 
Son, took the reins of power into his hands, under the title of 
Naib, to his Brother; who, dying foon after, left him his 
Heir, but he did not long enjoy the new dignity, being taken 
ill, and dying twelve days after his acceffion. 


ITyant Mahomed Fibau faccceded to the Government, which 
he now holds, but this little State, furrounded by Enemies, is 
at piefent in a very weak condition, confifting only of the 
Diftricts of Bopaal, Beerfa, Sarvaffee and Sulwanee, which form 
a Trait, from Ambaricee South to Koranoo, of twenty Cofs in 
length, and only two, three and four in breadth; the Revenues 
are not more than twelve to fourteen Lacks, great pait of the 
Country, being hilly and but thinly inhabited; the MNabob 
keeps up but a {mall force for the collection of his Revenues, 
and the fervice of gariifoning his Forts, in which his frength 
confifts, The principal are Aopaul or Fattzebur, Raat’ Chur 
and [leamnaggur. 


Since General Goddurd’s March through Marwa, Sina? 
has been exceedingly jealous of the bop.x/ Welod, who gave 
every afliflance, his Countiy could afford, to the Eugh/h Aimy 3 
Since the fall of Graller, and the reports of our invading 
Matwa has prevailed, Ele has one time threatened to deprive 
him of his Country, at anuther to give him up part of his 
former poffeffions, if he will join heatily in affifling his Army, 

but 
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but the Nabob endeavours, by foothing and excufes, to keep 
clear of any engagements; and it is more than probable that 
he would, with proper encouragements, do every thing in his 
power to forward our Views ; though what force he could bring 
to our fupport in the field, fhould not be very great, yet the 
free admiffion into, and ufe of, his Country, would be of much 
fervice, as it abounds with provifions, exceedingly cheap, 
would be a fecure Station for the Sick, who doubtlefs will be 
many, whenever we arrive there; and in cafe the want of 
Ammunition, or other Caufes fhould make it neceflary to put off 
a fudden advance to Oxgene, would be a friendly Poft, to wait 
for Supplies at. 


The'Naéob has more than once expreffed his with to join in 
our Operations again{ft the Marattas, and from his former be- 
haviour to General Goddard, his natural hatred to the Enemy, 
and his dread of Sirdiah’s jealoufy, there is every caufe to 
believe him fincere ; but while furiounded with Enemies, and 
our Army near eighty Cofs diftance from his Country, it is 
impoffible he can publickly declare his intentions, without the 
greateft rifque of being ruined. ; 


In the Hills of Matwa are a people, Rajepoots of the 
Grafia Tribe, who often make defcents into the low Countries, 
and raife Contributions upon the Maratta Aumils, who buy off 
their plunders by a Sum of Money, They are all Horfe, and 
it is faid remarkably daring, but particularly fo againft the 
iMarattas, whom they have a mortal hatred to. 
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Description of Ucry, 
The Copital of AMabidagee Scisdia.

On the Subjection of Matwa, by the Afzhratias, about go 
Years ago, Ir was given in Faghire to Three Chieftains, Rauvie: 
Scindia, Malajee Hokar, and Efwa.bea Powar, Uern is th+ 
Capital of the Scindia Family, Ispor of the Hohers, and 
Duar of the Powars, : 


Ugen is fituated in 232 14’*. Onthe rith Inflane I went t> 
view the City and Exviroas, proceeding by the Banks of the 
River Sifera, on the Eaftern fide of which, the Cizy ftands, running 
nearly due North. At about the Diflance of two Miles on the 
Weflern Bank is Bebro Ghur, or Alabadow Gur; the former 
Neme is in compliment to the Idol of that Name, who has a 
Temple here, the /atter in compliment to Madowjee Sciudia, who 
ordered the Ghuwr, or Fort, to be undertaken at the Inflance of 
Fewram Faut, a Chief of that Tribe, who took Refuge with 
him about ten Years ago, to avoid the Troubles in his own 
Country, Ttisa Fort on an extenfive Plan, furrounded by a 
Ditch, of about 20 feet deep, meant to communicate with the 
River at each Extremity. The Walls of the Fort are of Stone 
and Mortar, and feem excellent Mafonry, but they are not yet 
raifed to the Commencement of the Parapet; within the Furr 
is another very handfome, fgware Tortification, meant for the 
Habitation of Scindia hhimfelf, each Face is50 Yards. This 
Building is in the fame unfinifhed State, with the former, and 
the Progvefs of both is flopped by the Ordcis of Sc india. 


About 
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About a Mile and a half further, on the fame fide of the 
River, is a very extraordinary large gloomy Edifice of peculiar 
Strength, and ftill in very good repair, ere&ted on an artificial 
Ifland, formed for the purpofe, by a diverfion of the Stream 
of the Siferz, and connected with the Weftern Bank by a Bridge 
of 16 Arches. In the Weftern Stream, which I conceive to 
be the artificial one, is a furprizing Multitude of various Apart- 
ments, conttruéted on a level with the Water, and in the 
midtt thereof, the Water being conveyed round them in various 
Channels into Refervoirs contrived for its reception, whence it 
is conveyed by proper Outlets to the Bed of the River, into 


which it is difcharged by little artificial Cafcades that have a 
very pleafing Effect. . 


The whole of thefe Bui/dings, in the Bed of the River, which 
muft have been conftruéted before the Bank was cut,, are over~ 
flowed in the Rains; but of fuch aftonifhing Strength is the 
Mafonry, as to remain {till in high Prefervation. 


The Apartments are admirably calculated for coolnefs, each 
Recefs being furnifhed with Rings, to which I conceive were 
fixed Cu tains of the Aromatic Root called Keefe, which being 
wetted gives a delicious Coolneis to the entering Air, 


On the Weftern fide of the River are two large 
of Stone Wall, one within the other, the lefler 
been a Garden, the other which is 3 or 4 Miles 
a Park, the Wall of which is now in Ruins.

I could get no intelligible Account of this extraordinary 
Work, from any of the Natives, who call it the abode of 
Ghosé Sta. The firft Princes of Mauwa, after the fubyerfion 
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of the Empire of DeLay, were of that Tribe, but the 
Government afterwards fell into the hands of Gilgees, and on 
confulting an authentic Hifory of ih.s Province, 1 fortunately 
found the following very clear and concife account of this 
extiaordinary Stru€lure (viz.) 


“© Sultaun Nafis ul Deen Gibgee, Son of Gheas ul Deen, 
** afcended the Throne of Mauwa, in the Year of the Hejea 
** 905, and reigned eleven Years and four Months. ‘This 
Prince who was cruel and oppreffive, built the #arer Works, 
at Kalleab De’ and Saadan Pore; for having contratted an 
intolerable Heat in his Habit, by eating fixed Quickfilver, he 
fpent his whole time in thefe Watry Abodes, and carried on 
the Bufinefs of his Government there.” 


By this Account thefe works are 300 Years old, and their 
Permanence through fo long a period, with fo conftant and 
fo great a force of Water on them, is certainly’ much to be 
admired.

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The Gity of Ucsw is very ancient, and faid to have been 
the Refidence of the great Prince, Broxer Mayitr, whofe Alia 
is now Curent among the Himdoos, this being the Year 1842. 
It is now as extenfive as Surat, but retains Marks of much 
pieater Extent, large bricks being conflantly dug up, three or 
four Miles round. The Towa is very irregular, particularly 
towards the Ricer, where the Ruggednefs of the Bank has 
prevented the fmalleft appeaiance of order. There are many 
fine Flights of Steps to the Water, and fome handfome Manfolerms 
and Pagedas, on the Banks, and in the Towa, particulaily the 
Repofitory of the Afhes of Ranajee Scindia, Father of Mahajee

The great Street is very ftraight, broad, regularly buile, and 
well paved. The Bazar is well fupplied with Gram, Rice, Goods, 
Greens, “Fruits, amongft which are Apples, Melons, Grapes, 
Paneranates, Oranges, &c. &e. 
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Account of BANDELCcUND. 


BANDELCUND is bounded on the North by the Ferna, 
on the South by the Rowa, on the Eaft by Burgur, and on 
the Weft by the Pergunnab of Kennar; It is properly comprifed 
in the IMiabad Soubab, and, when tributary to the Emperors, 
was governed by the Nabod of this Province; the prefent 
Pofleffors of this Country, are not the original Proprietors of 
Kt, their firft introduction being only fo late as the Reign of 


the Emperor Febenger, and of this the following is the Hit- 
torical Account given. 


A Rajepoot of the Bomdela Tribe, a Native of Beuaras, 
removed from thence with his family to the Fort of Kerrar, 
fituated in the Diftrict of Ozrcha, then goveined by a Raja of 
the Caf of Girkers, who received him into his Service, and 
him to Employments of Confidence and Profit. 


The Bondela had a Daughter“of exquifitive Beauty, whofe 
praifes coming to the Rajah’s hearing, he fell in love, and 
demanded the Lady of her Father in Matriage, the Bondela 
was afraid to refufe, but enraged at the Affiont offered him, 
by the Rajah, whom he efteemed inferior in family to himfelf, 
he communicated the requefl, and his own fenfe of it, to his 
Daughter, who formed a great, but bloody fcheme, to tid 
herfelf of her infolent Lover, and build, upon his Ruin, the 
Toitune of her Father. 


She defired him to pretend an acquiefcence to the requeft, 
and make preparations for the Nuptial Ceremony, at his own 
Houle, to invite the Rejah to perform it there, and briag 

, With him his whole family, and the Officers of his Court. 
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The Rajah accepted the Confent with joy, and waited 
impatiently for the Day, which, he expected, would afford him 
Beauty and Blifs; when it arrived, he, with his Relations and 
Friends, came in State to the Dwelling of his wifhed for 
Bride, where uncommon fplendor was difplayed in the 
preparations for the Marriage Feaft: An elegant Collation 
was fet before him, of which his principal Attendants were 
defired to paitake, and Mufick was called in, to add to the 
pleafure of Feflivity. 


The unfufpecting Rajah feafted to excefs on the fatal 
Banquet, into which Poifon had been infufed, by the Lady 
and her Father, dreadful Agonies foon fucceeded the Delights 
of the Palate; and the treacherous Bowdela now brought in the 
Sword to the affiftance of Poifon; while the Rajah and his 
Friends were writhing with Pain, he called in his Followers, 
who finifhed their Tortures by repeated wounds: The Bondela, 
after this cruel deed, attacked the remaining Officers in the 
Fort, {preading devaftation and faughter, around among thofe 
from whom he could have any thing to fear. ‘When all were 
removed of any Rank, he ieated himfelf upon the Afizund of 
the Rajah, and kept it peaceably to his death. He was 
fucceeded by his Son Beufing Deo; who, being of an enter- 
prifing difpofition, made war on the furrounding Zemeedars, 
whole Diftricts he added to his own Poffeffions; He made 
himfelf ferviceable to the Sombadar of Aleabad, in reducing 
feveral refractory Zemeendars, and was rewarded for it, by 
Grants from him of the Lands he had reftored to the Royal 
Subjection: Bea Sing Deo alfo committed many Robberies, on 
the Borders of Malwa, and the Nerwar Road, through ‘that 
Province, into the Dyckan,

It was by his Banditti that the celebrated Hiftortan Abool 
Fuzenl was affaffinated* on his way from Boorampoore, and it 
was fufpected, Beo Sing Deo did this at the requeft of Febangur, 
who was jealous of the influence that gicat Man had over his 
Father Aker. 


Thefe fufpicions were in part confirmed by the favour fhewn.. 
to Beo Sing Deo on Febangur’s Acceffion to the Throne, he 
was honoured by the Title of Maharaja: and intrufted with. 
the Government of Bandelcund, or Dunguch, then in pofleffion of 
the Goher Ca/f, of which Futieh Sing a Pizam Saw, is now the 
Head, but greatly reduced in power and confequence. Beo 
Sing Deo, exalted by the Royal Notice, foon performed the 
Commiffion he was entrufled with, and drove the Raja Bharat 
Saw, who had rebelled againft the Imperial Authority, from 
the Country he pofleffed, Northward as far as the River 
Chambal, Southward as far as Gurrah Mandel, Eaftward to the 


Fumna, and Weltward to Nerwar. ; 


He built, with the Wealth he acquired from the Conquered, 
fifty two flrong Forts, among which were Dhumouna, Faafe, 
Dutteah, Seronge; As he paid the fettled tribute to the 
Imperial Treafury at IWehabad, he was permitted*to enjoy his 
Conqueft unmolefted, and became one of the jfirff Hindoo 
Muffubdars at Court, where he was held in the greateft Efteem, _ 
during the whole Reign of Febangur; Beo Sing Deo did not 
long furvive his Royal Patron, and left behind him Eighr 
Sons, to each of whom he left Diftriéts; to one he gave Yaa/r, 
to another Duiteah, to another Scovnadah, to a fourth Patvowley, 
to his Brother’s Son, Chay put Roy, he gave Duugufh, now 
called Bandehund, his Eldeft Son Hyar Siag, he left his 

Succeffor 





* This Event having happened in tlic reign of AtJer, the fii acceffion 
of Beo Sing Deo’s Father, 1autt have been antecedent to the re.ga of Fehsngsr 3, 
though it may have happened in his tme. A) ‘ 
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Succeffor to the Owuncha Rajafbip; and gave him a fuperior 
power to his Relations, who were ordered to pay him Tribute, 
and efteem themfelves Vaffals to his Government. 


Flyar Sing, being difgufted with the treatment he received 
from Shaw Yebau, rebelled againft him, and refufed to pay 
the Royal Tribute; upon which a large Army entered his 
Country, undcr the Command of fome principal Omrahs; and 
the Emperor himfelf advanced as far as Gualier, with the 
Imperial Standard to be ready to fupport them. Ayar Siag 
feeing himfelf furrounded, and knowing oppofition would prove 


"his ruin, fued for pardon, which was granted on his paying up 


the Arrears of Tribute, and a confiderable Pefhcuth; his Eldeft 
Son, Bucher Majiet, was delivered up as an Hoftage to the 
Emperor, who fent him to the Duackan, to ferve in the Army 
of Aurengzebe. 


Hyhar Sing continued for fome Years a loyal Subject; but 
at length rebelled again, and Backer Majiet, efcaping from the 
Puckan, joined him in oppofing the Royal Authority; a very 
confiderable Force was fent againft them, and entered the 
Country in three Detatchments; Aybar Siug, driven from 
Fortrefs to Fortrefs, was at Jenoth taken, with his Son, at 
“Forag ur, and put to death with him; and many of his 
dependants: Above a Crore of Rupees, in plunder, fell to the 


 fhare of the Imperial Troops; A diftant Relation of the 
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Family, was placed upon the Mufimd of the Raaje: but Faa/e 
and other Forts given up, and garrifoned by the Imperial 
Troops. From this time the Will of Beo Sing Deo was 
forgotten, and the Tribute with-held from the Ourcha Raja, 
who, lofing all power in Dungnfb, where Chaniput Roy reigned 
independent, contracted his Views, as did alfo his Succeffors, 
to the Sovereignty over Ourcha, Dutteah, and Putirowley 5 
This was prefented* for fome time, but the Dutiea Prince 

gained 
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gained the fuperiority, which is {till maintained in that family ; 
the Ourcha Raja now poffeffing nothing but the Zows of that 
Name, and a fmall Diftri& not more than fifty thoufand 
Rupees # Annum: but he is ftillreckoned the Chief of the 
Bondelas, who pay him a nominal fubmifien, and receive 
from him Teekas of their Raaje. 


The Raja of Duitesh poffeties an Extent of Country, lying 
on the Southern Bank of the Sende, from near Cu/pee, as far 
almoft as Nerwar, valued almoft at twenty Lacks Yearly ; but 
of this Sum he pays nearly half to the Chief Scisdia; He is 
entirely governed by his Uncle Futteh Sing, who manages the 
Country, while the Raja leads a life of pleafure; He maintains 
about two thoufand Horfe, and about twice that number of 
Foot, which are entirely attached to Futieh Sing, who is very 
flrongly leagued to the MMaharattas. 


The Sumtbir Rajajbip, a, {mall Territory of between five 
and fix Lacks Revenue, has been wrefted from that of Dutreah, 
by Bifhenfing of the Goajer Tribe; he has long withftood the 
joint endeavours of the Raja Gougadehr and the I/eafi Sotbadar 
to reduce him to obedience; and maintains about fifteen 
hundred, or two Thoufand good Horfe, and more Foot; he , 
attended Soujabh Dowlahb, with the former, in the Robitiz 
Conquef, and was rewarded by him with a Grant of the 
Purgunnabs of Forlone, Kunche, Bundebr, Errick and Kanave, 
which border upon his Country, and are at prefent in the 
hands of Gowdaher and Roganavt Row. 


Tt was before mentioned that the Bavdels Principality of 
Dungufh, or Bandelcund, was given by Bso Sine Deo to his 
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This Prince increafed his Power, as did his Succeffors, 
whofe Names I cannot learn regularly, nor is it any importance 
to know; ou chicf knowledge to be acquired, being that of the 
prefent flate of the Country, and moft leading Circumftances 
to ic; When Mahomed Shaw ircigned at Delpi, Chutterfall fat 
on the Rawje of Bandeleund, bat his Government was difturbed 
by inteftne quatiels, and his power becoming very unftable, 
when a new fource of Wealth was opened to his exhautted 
Treafury, and gave his Raaje a Brilliancy unknown to his 
Predeceflors. A Fagwer who had lived retired in the Mills, 
difcovered the famous Diamond Mines, and difclofed the Valuable 
Treafure to the Rajah, who in gratitude to his Friend, whofe 
name was Pionavl?, called the Tows he founded, after him Piona, 
and fettled on his family a confiderable Faaghier, alfo a fhare of 
the produce of the Afines. . 


Chotterval fuengthened by this Acquifition of Wealth, 
eftablithed himfelf firmly in the Raaje; kept a confiderable army 
on foot; and, encouraged by the weaknefs of Mahomed Shaw's 
Government, refufed to pay the Imperial Tribute. Mahomed 
Khan Burgufh, Soubadar of Feitokabad, was fent againft him 
with a fine Army, the Rajah was defeated, and agreed to pay 
the ufual fums, but this was only to gain time, and amufe the 
Nabeb, while he was calling the Mabaraitas in, to his 


Aftiftance, 


Buaje Row was then in Malwa, and, being pleafed with the 
propofals of Chutterfanl, joined him with an Aimy of Eigh: 
thoufand Horfe, Mahomed was now in his turn dcfeacd; afer 
fuffering icpeated Loffes, took reluge in the Foit of eytpoore, 
which was clofely befieged, for fome Months, by the unite} 
Army: At the end of this period, the Garifon being reduced 


to live upon Hoife-fieth, and no fuccour coming from the 
Emperor, 
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Emperor, the Nabob agreed to give up the Fort, on 
condition of being fupplied by the Raja with Provifions to 
cay him to his own Country; and his Baggage and followers 
to depart unmolefted : Thefe Conditions being complied with, 
he evacuated the Place, and returned with his fhattered Aimy 
to 


Chutterfaul difmiffed Baaje Row with valuable Prefents, and a 
proper Confideration for the Service he had rendered him, and, 
fecured from all Enemies, affumed a total independence of the 
Empire; and from this time, the Soubah of Aleabad became 
reduced to the Country betweea the Rivers and Fenuudary of 
Beaaras. 


Chutterfarl dying, left his Country between his two fons; 
Hardee Shaw the Elder had the laigeft fhare, end the {malleft 
fell to Fert Roy. Eardee Shaw was fucceeded by his Son 
Sabba Sing, who, by large prefents, prevailed on the Imperial 
Killadar to give him up the Fort of Caligir, which his Father 
and Grandfather had often befieged, but without effect. 


On the Death of Hardee Shaw, Baaje Row led an Army into 
Bandelcund, to fapport a Claim he made to a fhae of the 
Country, he faid had been colle&ted * him by Chutierfaul, who 
had adopted him as his Sox, when he marched to his affiftance 
againft the Nabob Mabomed Khan Buagnfh The Boadelos 
oppofed the Maebaatte:s for three Years, but were at Jatt 
foiced to beg for Peace; and confent to the 1equiied divifions 
of the Countiy, alfo the Dsamoad Mies of Piunab, which 
allotment will be mentioned hereafter. 


Subab Sieg was fucceeded by his Eldeft Son Aivaa Size, who 
was depofed and put to death by his younger Brotha. The 
late

late Rejab Hindoput, who died but a few Years ago, leaving 
behind him three Sons named Serneet Sing, Arnood Sing, and. 
Dhokul Siag's 


There have been many Struggles between the Brothers for 
fuperiority, bue Fortune has decreed for rood Sing, who is 
a Boy of Thirteen Years, fupported by the Minifters of the 
late Raja; Serneet Sing is allowed a Revenue of Nine Lacks 
#f Annum on which he fupports a kind of dignity, and courfe of 
the moft vicious debauchery, The youngeft Brother is quite 
an Infant, and lives with his Brother Amrood Sing. 


Bewnay Kuzzaree, who has at prefent the charge of Amrood 
Sing’s Government, being difliked by Ximraje Choba, an Old 
Servant to the late Rajab, and who was intrufted by him with 
the Forts of Callingir, in which are depofited the Treafures, 
collected by himfelf and family, he has 1efufed to give up 
his truft, till the Rajah has arrived at Yeais of difcretion, and 
be able to manage bufinefs for himfelf; and pretends alfo 
that Hindooput, on his death bed, gave him pofitive Orders, 
not to deliver it, until one of his Sons, arrived at AanbooJ, 
fhould be in full poffeffion of the Rue. 


Tn confequence of his refufal, Bernay Kuazaree with the Chief 
Balladebr, and the Rajahs Komaun and Gomaun Sing, have long 
lain before Gallingir, in hopes of fharing the Tieafures It con- 
tains; but it is faid they will now iaife the Siege, and move 
towards Sayger, in order to obferve the motions of our Army, 
and form a junction with Gongadebr, to oppofe our progrefs 
into Matrwa. Serneet Sing, is of fo bad a Character, and fo 
mueh difliked by the Bowdelgs in general, that there is little 
hopes of his being able to bring over any party, fhould we at 

ay 
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any time chufe to enter the Country, and affift him in aflerting 
his Claims to the Raje, as the Eldeft Son of Hindooput. 


Fugout Roy, the fecond Son of Chutterfaul, had two Sons, 
Pabar Siag and Keerut Sing, the latter of whom died during the 
life of his Father, and left behind him two Sons, named Kowaun 
and Gomaun Sing. Fuggut Roy, in prejudice to his own Son, 
intended Komaun Sing for his own Heir, but died before he had 
taken meafures to fecure his Succeffion. Pahar Sing fucceeded 
his father, and would have put his two Nephews to death, but 
was prevented by their Friends, and obliged to allot fome Lands 
for their maintenance. 


Pahar Sing, dying, was fucceeded by his Son Gudje Sing,’ 
who was foon overpowered by his Coufins Kowaun and Gomaun 
Sing, who drove him from the Raje, leaving him nothing but 
the Fort of Feytpoore, where he refides, on a very pitiful and 
fhabby Income. 


Fuggut Roy had alfo one Daughter, who was married to a 
Rajecpoot of the Powan Tribe, by whom he had a Son, named 
Gomaun Sing, to whom was allotted, by his Uncle Pahar Sing, 
the Diftri& of Loonce, of which he was deprived by his Coufins 
Komaun and Gomaua, who except the Fort of Feytpoor, poflefs 
the whole Heritage of Fuggut Sing. 


The Revenue of the Countries, in poffeffion of the Sons of 
Hiindooput, and Heeret Roy, with the thare of the Maharattas, 
are eftimated at two Crores of Rupees; including the profits of 
the Diamond Mines of Pirnah. The fucceffors of Hindee SAW, 
have more than a fhird of this Sum: but I cannot learn exactly 
how much: The Share of the Maharattas, is the fame with that

The Diamond Mines are upon a range of Hills, fituated about 
forty-two Cofs SSW of Culpee, and aie called, by the Natives, 
Bund Achill; they extend about twelve Cofs in length, and 
about two and three in breadth; and are divided into twenty- 
one Diftritts, which are appropriated, as mentioned below.

The Rajabs have each the Charges of their own Afzaes, nor 
does one receive any fhare of the Diamouds, which are found 
in that of the other; each Proprietor has a Cutchery, the 
bufinefs of which is thus conducted. Over each Mie theie is 
a Superintendant, appointed by the Rajah, who is attended by a 

Comaftah, 
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Gomafiab, of the Maharattas, who has however no Command, 
and only regifers the Stones, as they come from the A@ine; from 
whench they are carried to the Cutchery, and inftantly prized by 
the Merchants, to whom they are immediately fold, if the Rajah 
and Mabarattas do not chufe to keep them. 


When valuation is made, and Money paid, the Raja receives 
two thirds, and the Maharattas one, after the deduction of the 
reward of the Mixers, which is in proportion to the fize of 
the Szoues; regularly fixe at fo much f Rutty; more, when 
they exceed a certain weight; fo that the people employed 
in working (which they do at their own expence) fome time 
make fortunes, and are after ruined. As the Mines are not 
farmed out, it is impoffible to calculate the Revenwes they 
produce, it depending intirely upon Chance, their finding 
the Stoxes, which of courfe muft vary every Year. 


The Boudelas have been fo long in Conneétion with the 
Mabarattas, and have agrced fo well together, that it is more 
than probable, that they will never be brought to join with 
us, willingly, againgt their State, which would be changing 
a certain for an uncertain Good, Serueet Sing indeed might prefer 
being raifed to the Raaje, on any conditions we would offer, 
to his prefent humble State, but he has no Money, and the 
Expence of the War muft be all our own. 


He did, 1 believe, make fome Propofals to Col. Lejlie, the 
remembrance of which has made the Bondelas and Balladebr fo 
jealous, that they would unite on the firft report of our Arms 
moving that way. The Congneft of Bandelcund might no 
doubt be effected by four Battalions.

As that part of it, to which the Funks go, is inhabited by 
Chinefe, they carry thither only the Product of Cuina, and 
bring back from thence Rice, Sugar, and Beetlenut.

There is no Frade by Funks, only cver-dand, and by Boars 
and fmall Coafters, the Chinefe carry thither, Drugs, a little 
erect Tea, and Nankeen Cloth, and the returns are Copper, and 
fe Cixnamon, worth 150 Dollars a Cattee.

GOHUD was about fifty years ago, a fimall Village, in the 
Purgunnah of Kiltowly and Ghuclab of Guautzr, which con- 
pofes the fouthern divifion of the Acra Saubafiup; the Ranah’s 
Anceflois were Zemeendars of this Village, and fome others ; 
but of no note, till within the laft thirty or forty years: 
they were Fauts of the Bumrowly Tribe; and Khas become 
a little more refpeétable, was only a nick name, which took 
its rife from one of the family who had the misfortune to be 
blind of one eye, which is fignified in the Aiacoo Language 
by the word Kavanah; there ae two accounts of the affixing 
this appellation, both which are equally ridiculous, but ferve 
as proofs that the title of Rava, is not an ancient honour in the 


Gohuid Wamily. 


One of the Rava’s anceftors, blind of one Eye, had the 
fidelity and courage to refcue his Mafter, a principal Rajah, 
trom the Claws of a Liox, which attacked him when hunting; 
the Rajah, among other praifes for fuch a fervice, obferved, 


‘that though a Kowsra, he was worthy to be a Rawat. 


The other account is, that the Kawaaah was ploughing his 
field, when one of the Emperors, then refident at Gvalier, on 
a hunting party, in the heat of the Chace outrode his attendants, 
and left them behind at a confiderable dittance; the Game 
taking away acrofs the Kauza’s ground, the Emperor followed, 
but was flopped by him, and abuled by him fo. injuring his 
property; the Emperor, amufed at the novelty of fuch 
boldnefs, flopped to talk with him, but the rough Yaut con~ 
tinued his abufe, till the Prince’s attendants came into fight, 
and even then was difrefpe€iful, for which they would have 
punifhed him, but were ordcied to defift by the Empera, 

401 wha 
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who praifed him for his boldnefs in defending his property, 
obferving that though 2 Kayanab he was worthy to be a 
Raub; fuch are the accounts of the origin of this title, in 
the family of the Gobud Zemeedars, 


Beem Sig, paternal Uncle to the prefent Razah, for fome 
crime agsinfl the flate, was deprived of his Lands, by the 
Imperial dual, the Rajah of Bhind; after which he entered, 
with his followers, into the fervice of Bajeeraow, the Marattah, 
and behaved fo galantly as to attract the notice of that Chief, 
who employed him, as beft acquainted with the Country, in 
plundering the frontiers of his old Enemy, the Rajah of 
Bhind. 


On this fervice, he gave fo much fatisfaction to Bajeeraw, 
that as a reward, he reftored him to his Zemeendary, to 
which he alfo added fome villages; Been: Sing’s firft care was 
to ftrengthen the Ghoes, and he accordingly fortified it as it 
now ftands; for fome years he continued a faithful Vaffal to 
the Maharaztes, but his acquifition of the Fort of Gualier, in 
oppofition to their attempts to gain it, loft him their friendthip, 
and occafioned an enmity, which ftill fubfifts between them and 
his fuccedfors. 


In the reign of dbmed Shaw, when the weaknefs of the 
Empire became univerfal, and each Chief afflumed independance, 
the lands round the Fort of Guaster, from the revenues of which 
the Garrifon was fupported, were feized upon by the Maratras 
and different Zemeendars, the Keladar, Kifbwer Ali Khan, 
dikreiled for Money to pay his Troops, and receiving no 
afiience from the Court, notwithflanding his frequently 
repested demands, found it vain to flarve behind walls, which 
in the end he mult be obliged to quit; the Marattas offered 

him 
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him a large fum, and an ample Jaguier, to give up the Fort, 
but thefe he refufed, from a {mall remaining principle of 


loyalty. 


He thought if the MMJarattas got Poffeffion, that they had 
power to keep it, againft any army the Emperor might 
fend to retake it, but that if he furrendered it to the Gobud 
Zemeendar, and the Empire fhould, at a furure period, be 
fomewhat fettled, he might at any time be forced to reftore 
it, by the Royal force, 


This Idea, with an offer from Been Sing, to fettle a firm in 
perpetuity upon his family, occafioned his giving up Gaulier 
to him, in preference to the M@arattas, who enraged at this 
important Fortre/s, being fnatched from their hands, by a 
Creature of their own raifing, vowed fevere vengeance againft 
him; Butull Raow led an army again{t it, and the Ranab 
Beem Sing, was Main in a fally, which he made upon the 


Enemies Camp. 


Biljoo Siag, his Brother, and Father to the Prefent Ranah, 
fucceeded to the Zemeendary; and fixed his refidence at 
Gualier, but imprudently left his family at Gobud, which 
occafioned the lofs of this important fortrefs. 


The Marattas, finding they could effeét nothing againtt 
Gualier, thought the fureft way of obtaining it, would be to 
befiege Gotued, and it was accordingly furrounded by a large 
army, but defended with great galantry for fix months; at 
the end of which period, feveral practicable breaches being 
made, the Marattas fent a meflage to Beljoo Sing, that if he 
did not immediately furrender Guatier, Ghoed thould be ftormed, 
and all the inhabitants, be put to the fword, not excepting 

bis 
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his Wife and Family; With thefe threats was alfo fent ai 
off. of peace, and a piomife, if Gualier was given up, to 
prote& him in his Zemeendaree, to which fhould be added 
One Hundied Villages; Beljoo Sing, alarmed for his family, 
accepted the terms, evacuated Gualier, of which the Marattas 
took poffeffion, but religionfly performed the promife they 
had made; Rana Biljoo Sing remained in quiet pofleffion of 
Gohud, and its dependencies, and dying, about four years after 
the Lofs of Guaer, was fucceeded by his eldefl fon, Portal Sing, 
who lived only one year afterwards, and was fucceedcd by his 
brother, Chuiter Sing, now on the Raajee. 


The decifive action of Puaniput, having fo much weakened 
the Marattas, as to prevent their fupplying their pofleffions, 
on this fide of India, properly with troops, many of the 
tributaties fhook off their allegiance, and among thefe the 
Ranah, Chutter Sing, was the moft forward and fuccefsfull : 
he drove their Zaanas from Places in the Nerwar and Bhind 
Territories, gieat pait of which he feized from thofe Rajahs, and 
affixed to his own, The Marafttas fent various Chiefs againtt 
him, fome of whom he defeated, biibed otheis to quit the 
Country without coming to aclion; and, in fhoit, he became 
fo formidable, that the Poouah Minifiry judged it advifable to 
fend againft him a large army, which might at once ciufh the 
power he had affumed, and fettle other parts of thcir 
dominions. 


Rogonaut Raow, in 14766, entered his Country, with an army 
of eighty thoufand Hoife, and the Rana, unable to appear 
in the Field, took fhelter in Gobud, which was furrounded 
foon after, by this vaft army; The Ravah made a very gallant 
defence, for near feven months, but all the Piovifions in the 
place being exhaufted, at the end of that Period, he was on 
the point of beging to capitulate, when, contraly to 
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expectations, Roganaut Row himfelf, offered, for a fum of 
three Lacks of Rupees, to raife the Siege, and leave him 
unmolefted in his Zemeendary ; the caufe of this extraordinary 
clemency, was intelligence, the Chief had received from Poonah, 
that his Enemies had ufurped his Authority at that place, 
and were plotting his deftruction, fo that he thought it neceflary 
to return immediately to the Dyckaw with his Army. 


The Ranab received this gracious, and unhoped for, offer, 
with joy, paid the money and vifited Rugenaut Row, who 
received him gracioufly, exchanged Turbands with him, a mak 
of friendfhip, and adopted him as his fon, after which he 
marched from Ghoed, and proceeded to the Diuckan: Chutter 
Sing, releafed from his long Blockade, and elated with Credit 
he had acquired by refifting fo principal a Chief as Roganout 
Raow, with fo capital an Aimy, immediately on the Enemics 
quitting the Country, put himfelf at the head of his Troops, 
and laid fiege to feveral of the fmaller Forts, in which Tannas 
Guard had been left, thofe foon fell into his hands, the 
Enemy being fo much alarmed’ at the fudden retreat of their 
Chief, that-they made but very little refiftance. 
ba Ne 

iyi, when the Emperor marched from AMleabad to Delhi, 

Sch miter Sing fent his Majelty a Naazer of a Lack of Rupees, 
and it is faid obtained the Royal Sunnuds fiom his conqueft, 

and an Aftmngab or free gift of his Zemeedary; foon after, by 

the interpofition of Nuzeeph Khan, he was honored with patents 

of Nobility, and the tittle of Maba Rajab Rana, Serree Sewa, 

Loke Inder Chutter Sing, Babadur Diller Fung; N ujecph Khas 

was at this time planning his defign to 10ot out the Fants, and 

withed, for the prefent, to make the Rauab his fiend, in hopes 


that he would affift his ambitious views, 
Gouup, 
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On the other hand the Faafs endeavoured to gain him over, 
and repiefented that his ruin mutt follow theirs; Chutter Sing 
promifed Nuzeeph Khan to ftand aeuter, but privately affifted 
the Favts with Troops, Nujeeph Khan hence became the Raxa’s 
fecret Enemy, but his hands were too full for him to find leifure 
to act againft him. 


In 1773, luckily for the Rawa, the Vizier drove the Marrattas 
from the Chacklah of Ettawa, and all their poffeffions North of 
the Fumnab; his fuccefs led him to entertain the Idea of puthing 
his conquefls as far as the Nurbadab, in profecuting which, he 
thought the Raza’ might be ferviceable; he invited him to an 
interview at Evtawa, where he diftinguifhed him by much 
favor and additional honours, among which was permiffion to 
ufe the fifh in his colows, and to ride in the fringed Paligueen : 
in fhort Swab ul Dow/ah omitted nothing to bind him to his 
intereft, and condefcended to adopt him for his Sos, gave 
him mufquets for two Batallions of Sepoys, and promifed to 
fecure him in his poffeffions. 


In return for all thefe favours, The Rasa gave the Nadod, 
a Nuzzir of one Lack and twenty thoufand Rupees, alfo a 
promife to aft him with his whole force, in extending his 
conquefts beyond the Nurbadab; a Plan of operations being 
fettled, they parted, mutually pleafed with each other, and 
Sujah ul Dowlab foon after fent Naun Khan to attack the Mar attas, 
on the South of the Fumna, and The Rana was defired to act 
in concert, but he only fent a finall paity of his troops, under 
pretence that his own territories were in danger. Naum Khan 
had no military abilities, and though at firtt he feized many 
places, yet he was defeated by the fuft troops fent againft him, 
he patched up a difgraceful peace, and retreated in confufiom 
acrofs the Fumna. 


This 
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This happened in June 1774, and, in the following year, 
Sujah ul Dowlab died, which put an end to further projects: 
the inroads of the Gounfains, being more on their own accounts 
than their mafteis, from this period, The Rana engaged in 
War with the Marattas mutt foon have fallen, had not 
Colonel Leflie’s detachment drawn off his Enemies, to attend 
to his Manoeuvres; He thought this a fit period to attempt 
the recovery 6f Gaalier, and accordingly marched from Goed 
with his Army aid encamped about a Cofs from the Place, 
which he endeavoured to cut off from receiving Supplies, 
but the Kelladar, a gallant young Man, made repeated fallies 
en his Camp, in which he was generally very unfuccefsful, 
fo that, during five Months, The Raya was able to effec 
nothing, he did indeed one night furprize the Town, but 
was obliged to retreat, a few hours after he had entered it: 
Prior to this Siege he had concluded a treaty with Nujeeph 
Khan, who agreed for an annual fubfidy, of five Lacks of 
Rupees, to put him in pofleffion of Gwaker, but only fent 
five hundred Horfe to his affiftance, and they after two 
Months, not regeiving the ftated pay, quitted his Camp and 
returned. to Ae - ah 






ed “into A againtt i but The Rana, having 
timely intelligence, returned fuddenly to Godud, and by confining 
the -heads of the Confpiracy, and imprifoning his Brother, 
put an end to the plot; at the end of five Months, the Rana 
patched up a treaty with the Maratias, and quitted his defign 
againtt Gualier, and this was the laft effort he was able to make 
againtt his Enemies. 


Tu 
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In the latter end 1778 an Army of Marattas, confitting of 
about twelve thoufand Horle, and two thoufand Nargas, or 
Facquiers, wnder the Chiefs Hindoo Raow Appa Phojedaar of Belfak 
Ambajee and Kumbut Row marched againft him; The Rana, 
whofe Troops, from being long in arrears, were grown 
mutinous and difaffected, fenfible of his inability to cope 
with the Enemy, viewed with terror his approaching ruin, 
but his Good Fortune once more affifted him, in pointing out 
a Path, by following which his affairs were retrieved, and 
acquired a {plendor unknown to him before. 


Meer Muzbir Ali, a fervant of The Rana, by his corre{pondance 
at Calcutta, obtained intelligence of the Goveruor’s wifh to unite 
the Forces of the different Rajas, with thofe of the Engli/, 
againft the Morattas, in the prefent war; He made known 
this information to his Mafter, advifed him to afk an alliance 
with the Englifh, and offered himfelf to go as Ambaffador, 
and negotiate a treaty at Calcutta: The Ranab gave him the 
neceflary credentials, as his Envoy, with power to conclude 
atreaty, on the beft terms he could obtain from Government. 


Meer Muzbir Ali, on his arrival at Calcutta, found the 
difpofition of Mr. Hajftings favourable to his hopes, and he loft 
no time in forwarding the bufinefs; he magnified the power 
and abilities of The Rava, reprefenting the long War, he 
had fupported againft the Marattas, in the moft favourable 
light, for his conduét and courage, and exagperated on 
the influence he had with The Rana of Odtpore, the 
Rajahs of Yodepoor, Yeypoor, and all whe Princes whom 
Mr. Haftings wifhed to unite in carrying on the War, 
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OF JAYPOOR. 


Tu E Frontier of this Rajahfhip, commences about thirty 
Cofs Weft from Agra, and extends about fixty Cofs, Eafl and 
‘Weft, and nearly as many North and South; it is bounded 
on the North by Sumber; on the South by Kozfab and Bandee 
on the Eaft by Nujeeph Khan’s Dominions; and on the Weft, 
by thofe of Fodepoore and Oxdepoor; the Feypoore Princes are 
of a Younger Branch of the Houle of Nerwar, and the 
Cutchewanl Tribe of Rajapoor, claiming their defcent from the 
God Rum, who reigned * at Adjodeab, now called Oxde. 


Of the founding of the Rajafbip of Feypoor, and line of 
Succéffién of the different Princes, I cannot obtain fatisfactory 
information. It is however fufficient to obferve, that about 
forty years ago, Rajah Feyfing acceeded to the Raajee, and by 
his great Abilities, raifed his Country to a moft flourifhing 
Pitch: He was the Poltician, the Soldier, and Man of Science, 

he 
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he forced all the petty Raews and Zemeendars, into abfolute 
fubjection, and obliged the Faxts to pay him Tribute. He 
built the City of Feypoore, after a regular plan, and it foon 
became the grand mart of Commerce between the South, 
North, and Eaftern provinces. He built an Odfervatory, and 
encouraged all ftudents in Afroaomy, in which Science he was 
a great proficient, he died in the year 1766, and was 
fucceeded by his Son, Pertie Rauje, to whom he left a 
moft flourifhing Territory, producing at leaft a Corore of 
Rupees Revenue. 


Pertie Raaje was attacked foon after his acceffion, by the 
Faut Chief, Fawabir Sing, whom he defeated, as relared 
in the Life of that Rajab;* but, not being ambitious, 
he did not follow his Victories by reprizal on his enemies ;, 
he died about three years ago, and having no Children was 
fucceeded by his firft Coufin, Portab Sing, a Minor, who is 
the prefent Rajab. 


The different Raows, and Ferdal Chiefs, now difputed among 
themfelves for the Regency of the Government, during his 
Nosage; and at length the old Dewan of the Rajah Fayjing, 
who was charged with the Care of the Young Prince, and 
beloved by the People, affumed the Title of Regent at 
Faypoore; but many of the difappointed Rows, immediately 

withdrew. 
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withdrew their allegiance from the Raab, and became 
independent, in their feveral Governments. 


The principal of thefe is Peraab Sing, the Raow of Macheree, 
who is now obliged to pay a tribute to Nujeeph Khan. ‘The 
Rajab of F-ypoor is fuppofed to poflefs great Wealth, heaped 
up by his Predeceffors, and the Old Dewes his Guardian; 
who died about fix Months ago, and it was on his deceafe 
that Nuzeeph Khan began to invade this Ragjafbip; Rajah 
Himmut Goufain was detached upon this fervice, and the 
Feypoore Prince took into his pay, Sheck Affaan, a confiderable 
Chief, who on fome difguft had quitted the Army of Nuzeeph, 
but he was flain in the firft engagement, with the Gou/ains, and 


his followers difperfed. 


Since this, Mubub Ali Khan, the Eunuch, formerly Aumil of 
Korah, has taken feyeral of the Rajah’s Purgunnabs; and 
many Weeks ago, Martesza Khan Bareich had a fevere 
Engagement with the Rajeepoots, at a place only fixteen Cofs 
from, Faypoor, in: which after lofing a great Number of his 
men, he was Victorious, he himfelf, with his Brother and Son, 


were wounded in the Action, 


The Rajah has requefted Peace, and a Ceffation of Holftilities 
has taken place for the prefent, while both paities are preparing 


for new Operations, the Rajah propofes paying the ufual tribute 


of

of his family to the Kiug, and Nuzeeph Khan, provided he is 
fupported in fubjecting his rebellious Vaffals, but as Ye)poore is 
a Country ftrong by Nature, and has many very capital forts, 
fuch as Rumtumbore, Kanone, Lutchimongur 8c. the Acquifition 
of which will add great Security to Nuzeeph Khan’s power, 
as well as his revenue, it is moft probably, no compofition 
will be accepted; but that he will profecute his Succefs with 
the utmoft Vigour, and which he has the faireft profpedls 
of making effe¢tual, as the only powers who can impede it, 
are now engaged in their own difputes, too much to attend 
to his proceedings; fhould Nuzeeph Khan conquer Faypoor, 
he will then be of real and dangerous confequence, as, fecure 
on the South Weft, he will then be at leafure to improve 
that clofe connection he has formed with the Rohillabs, 
cemented already by a Marriage with the Daughter of Zabtab 
Khan, Sow to the late Nuzeep al Dowlah. In fhort there is 
a power forming in the South Weft borders of our poffeffions, 
that if not clipped now, will foar to a height truly 
dangerous to our interefls, fhould Bengal be invaded by 
them. 


NB. Nazeeph Khan being dead, the apptehenfion of his 
power no longer exifls. 
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F ROM the Ghumbal, ‘about twenty Cofs South of Agra, 
Eaft to the Fumna, Welt to the Feypoor Rajafbip, and Northward 
to the Delhi Boundary, being about eighty Cofs in length, 
and from twenty to twenty-five in breadth, lye the tciritortes 
of Nuzeeph Khan, lately wiefled by him from the Javits, 
from, whom thefe Countries are called the Birge and Faurwai ee. 


The avis were of no note, as a People, untill the reign 
of the Emperor Ferokfere, but peaceable renters of finall 
Zemeendarys; during the reign of the Empéror, Aurungzebe, 
Churamana, a Fant of the Seneennee Tribe, put himfelf at the 
head of a Body of Banditti, and plundered fuch Travellers 
as paffed, near this Zemeéendaree ; Having by this means 
acquired,.<mmpney, and being’ generous to his followers, Idle 
Aglows: of no principle, flocked to be enlifted among them; 


eC that he became a Terror to the Country round, which, 


from the Emperor’s abfence in the Duckan, was but rather 
loofely governed; whenever he was hard puthed by the Troops 
of the Avmils, He took refuge in the Nerwar Hulls, flying 
from place to place, till the patience of his purfuers was tired 
out, or they were called away by other duty. 


In Aurungrebes laf. March towaids the Duckan, Churaman 
had the audacity to plunder the baggage, following the 
Amperial Army; by which he acquired much Wealth 3 with 

4. part 
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part, he bribed the Soubadar of Agra to connivance, and with 
the reft, built the fortrefs of Bhirtpoore, as an Afylum for 
his family. 
3 

On the death of Aurungzebe, in the difputes which happened 
concerning the fucceffion, Churaman, with his followers, hung 
on the rears of the contending Armys, plundering from 
both; at length the Nabob ooul Fucear al Dowlab, Prime 
Minifter to the Emperor, ehaudar Shaw, entertained him in 
his Service; and he behaved with great gallantry, in the 
Engagement between that Prince and his Rival Ferobkjere ; 
who, however, proving victorious, Churaman loft his Court- 
Patron, but retired with much plunder to Bhirtpoor; round 
which, to a confiderable diftance, he had eftablifhed his 
authority, which he enjoyed undifturbed to his Death; the 
Cabals of the Omrabs at Court, affording no time to retrieve 
the internal ceconomy of the Empire, which was now beginning, 
to totter on its bafe. 


Churaman was facceeded by his Son, Mahomed Sing, who at 
firft added to his poffeffions, but was in the end obliged to 
become tributary to Yeyfing, the founder of the City of 
Seypoore. Mobun Sing * was fueceeded by his Brother, Bodux 
Sing, who firft affumed the title of Rajah; and during 
the growing imbecility of Mabemed Shaw’s reign, {pread his 
Ravages to the very Walls of 4gra; He fecured his Country 
from the tribute impofed by the Feysoor Rajah, and left to his 
Son and Succeflor, Sowrage Mul, a very rich extenfive and, 
flourifhing Country. 


Soorage 
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Soorage Mui modelled his Government into a proper form, 
and procured titles from the weak Emperor Mahomed Shaw; 
who, now become a mere Pageant, was forced to accept of 
the nominal Submiffion, of thofe Rebels, who were preying 
on the very vitals of his Authority, and only courted honors 
from him, as a grace to their plunders)s Now become an 
Omrab, of confequence from the territories he poffeffed, fo 
near the Capital, Soorage Mul was much carefled by the various 
parties formed in it; He embraced that of Sufder Fung, the 
Vizier, and joined him on his rebellion againft Ahmed Shaw, 
who had degraded him from the Vizarat, for affaffinating his 
favourite the Nabob Bahadur. 


Sufder Fung being defeated in his treafons, by the fpirited 
conduct of the great, but wicked, Ghazwil Dien, and the 
gallant Robillab, Nuzeebul Dowlah, retired to his own 
government at Oude, leaving his friends to make Peace for 
themfelves; Soorage Mul, unable to keep the field, fled to 
his New fortrefs of Combere, and Akebuit Mahomed, the Tutor 
and Advifer of the Young Ghaze, ravaged his Country, with 
a powerful army ;, took Balengur, a ftrong fort, and at length 
fer down before Combere, againft which he was not able to 
effect any thing. 


Ghazeul Dien upon this took the field himfelf, and brought 
with him an additional army of fifty thoufand Marattas, under 
the Command of Mathar Row, and Rogosaut Row, whom he 
had taken into pay; Combere was reduced to the greareft 
extremities, when the Omrabs at Delhi, envious of the reputation 
of Ghazeud Dien, and countenanced by the Emperor, in whofe 
caufe he was engaged, confpired againft him; hearing of 
this he broke up the fiege, and haftened to Delbi, with his 
whole Army, which deftroyed the Plot intended againft him. 
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Soorage Mul now foon recovered what Country had been 
taken; and except the City of Agra, The Fort of Guaher, 
and a few other places, feized moft of the Diftrids of the 
Soubadaree; In Abmed Shaw Abdalie’s * fecond invafion 
of Hindofian, his Poffeffions were again overrun; but the 
numerous forts he had conftructed, preferved his power, and 
admitted only of predatory incurfions, from the Durannee Army, 
whofe only Aim was prefent Plunder. 


Soon after this, a vaft Army of Maratias, after plundering 
Molwar, Bunderabun, and Bhind, invaded Agra, and the Delhi 
Soubafoip; and it was thought had intentions of entirely 
fubverting the Mogul Empire, and placing on the Thione, 
Bifinas Row, of the Bofalee Family, whom they had brought 
from Sittarab, for that Purpofe, and to Mahavajee » 
of all Hindoftan. 


Seorajee Jul joined the JMaratta Chiefs, and was 
treated by them with great diftinétion, but on Ahmed 
Abdallie’s marching againft them, and their  fortifying 
themfelves in Lines at Panipat, he judged it more 
politic to take part with the Muahomedans; who forgetting 
all their animofities, had flocked in Crouds to <Addallie’s 
flandard, in order to oppofe their common Enemy; Soorage 
Mul \eft the Maatta Camp, under pretence of going to 
fecure them fupplies of grain, from his Country, «but 
no fooner had he gotten out of reach, than he wrote 


a petitior to the Emperor Abdallie, expreffing forrow 
for 
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for his paft Errors, and requefting leave to wath out 
the Stains of his Offences in the Blood of the Marattas, 
under his Standard. 


Ahmed Abdallie complied with the requeft, and Soorage Mul 
joined the allied army, which foon after defeated the 
Marattas, fo effectually that few of them efcaped from the 
field of Battle; and, fo decefive was the blow, that for the 
fucceeding ten years, the Marattas brought no Army into the 
Province of Agra, or Delhi, with a View of fubduing for 


themfelves, 


Soorage Mul was rewarded by Aédallie with a grant of 
the City and Soubadaree of Agra, forced from the impatient * 
Aullungeer Sani, who had been raifed to the nominal 
Poffeffion of the throne by Ghaziel Dien, when he depofed 
Abmed Shaw; on the Shab Abdailie’s departure from 
Hindoftan, Soorage Mul raifed a very confiderable Army, 
with a view to poffefs himfelf of De/bi, and difpoil the 
Aimy * of Nujal al Dowlab, who then acted as Capt. 
General to the Ruined Empire; being too Confident of 
Succefs, and defpifing his Competitor, He forgot his 
wfual political caution, which occafioned his Ruin; 
Havirig quitted his Camp, on a hunting party, with 
only three Hundred Attendants, He was attacked by 
nearly the fame number in the Courfe of his diverfion, 
under Afeul Khan, detached for the purpofe, by Nuzeebul 

Dowlah,

Dowlah, Soorage Mul was flain in the Skirmith, and; 
upon his death, his Army difpeifed. 


His Son Fowahber Sing, fucceeded him in the Rajie, 
and foon after acceffion, he with Ghazu:l Diem and 
Mulbar Row? the Marattas, led an Army againft Delhi, 
to revenge the Death of his Father, this City was 
reduced to the greateft extremities, when Nujzb ul Dowla, 
by bribing Adathar Row, prevailed upon him to draw off 
his Troops; after which Frwabire Sing thought proper 
to enter info a treaty. 


Nuzeeb al Dowlah evacuated Delhi, and retired unmolefted 
to his own FYaghier, upan which Ghaziel Dien Khan 
again took poffeffion of the City, and Charge of the 
Affais of the Shadow of a Monarch, whom he shortly 
after affaffinated, for treating privately with the Durannee. 
Shab. 


Fowahir Sing next led his Army againft the territories- 
of eypore, the Rajah of which, named Poriee Rajah, 
fent againft him one of his Chiefs with an inferior 
force, but of chofen Men, Fawabir Smg received a 
total defeat, and would have been taken prifoner, but 
dor the gallant behaviour of Swmroo, the Defeiter and 
his troops, who on this occafion fhewed a Valour 
becoming a much better caufe; the Fepore Rajah; 

looking, 
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fooking only to the fafety of his own territories, did not 
follow his Victory, fo that Yowaber Sing only fuffered 
the difgrace of a defeat, without lofing any part of 
his Country; He was foon after aflafinated by a Mogul, 
to whom he had offered fome injury. 


Fawabir Sing was fucceeded by his Brother, Rutrus 
Sing, who did not rule long, being flabed by a Fagquir 
whom he had faken into his Service to learn him the 
Secret of the Philofopher’s Srone, the murther was 
committed in a lone Room, into which no one was ever 
admitted, but the Rajah and his Tutor, fo that the 
affaffin efcaped unhurt, and the fact was not difcovered untik. 
fome hours afterwards. 


Kifferee Sing, his Son, an infant of one year, was 
placed upon the Mufnud, by the friend of his Father, 
but the other Chiefs difliking a Minority, acknowledged. 
the Authority of Naw Sing, third Son of Soorage Mul, 
who however took only the title of Regent for his. 


Nephew. ; ! 


Nujecph Khan had by this time made fome progrefs 
in, the invafion of the Country; and Newil Sing, though 
a ‘very able Prince, diftratted as It was by inteftine 
divifions, was unable to ftem the torrent of Ill-fortune;. 
After fuffering feveral defeats in the field, he took thelr 
in the fort of Deg, where he died of a  dropfy, 
brought on by grief, while Nuzeeph Khan was befieging, 
it in the Year 1773, of our Afra, 
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Ranjeet Sing, his brother, was raifed to the Rajie, but 
Daan Shaw, a difaffedted Chief of great power, ufurping, 
his Authority, he quitted Deeg, and retired with his 
followers to Comberee; the Government being thus 
divided, Nujeeph Khan foon conquered the Country 
drove Daan Shaw from Deeg, and ‘then marched to 
Comberee; after the Capture of which place the Faut 
Raaje was entirely fubyerted® and the Rajah Ranjeet Sug, 
reduced to the pofleffion of the fort of Bihirtpoor and a 
fmall diftict round Jt, of about Seven Lacks # Annum. 
Combere was alfo given up, with a trifling tetritory, 
by Nujecph Khan to the Widow of Yowaher Sing ; 
the only aut Chief now independant is the Rajah 
Ranah, Chutter Sing our Ally. 
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The PROVINCE of AGRA, 


‘Tue Province of Acra is bounded, on the North by 
the Ganges; on the South by the Chuadere Malwa; on the Eaft 
by Gomtimpore; and on the Weft by the Sovbah of Datu; 
the principal Rivers are the Fumna, Chambel and Cobaree, 
but fmaller Streams are very numerous; which after wateiing 
the Country, fall into one, or other, of thefe zbree Rivers, 


Agra, or Akberabad, is the Capital of the Province; and 
was long the Metropolis of this Great Empire; It fpreads 
on both Banks of the Fumua, and in the reign of Akber, 
was efteemed the largeft, and by much the richeft, City in 
the World; the Palace, ereéted here by the Emperor, 


‘€ontained five hundred apartments, finifhed with all the 


‘Elegance, India could afford: Thevenot, and other old Travellers, 
fpeak of it with admiration, as a moft compleat and imperial 
Refidence ; that part of it, now in repair, is the Palace of 
the Nabob Nuzeeph Khan. 


The greateft ornament to Agra, is the Taaje Mabal, or 
Maufoleum of the Begum, of the Emperor Shaw Feban; 
which was twelve years in building, and cofl fifty Lacks of 

4 N Rupees ; 
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Rupees ; the Hiftorian who writes the reign of that Emperor, 
gives the following Accounts of it, as juft finithed. 


From a broad and well built Street, having on each fide 
the Houfes of capital Merchants, you enter a Square 150 
dirrecks in ® length, and 100 in breadth, which is built 
about, with two Rows® of Shops, and two Serais; From 
this you pafs into another Quadrangle, 90 dirreks long, and 
30 broad, forming the Area of two Serais; This leads to a 
Terrace, 80 dirreks in length, and 34 in breadth, about which 
is convenient Stabling, and other Offices, 


From this Zerrace, through a very lofty fuperb Gateway, 
you enter a Garden, which is a perfect Square of 360. dirreks; 
ornamented with Baths, Fountains, terraced walks, Ponds, &c,&c, 
The Southern End looks upon the Fumna, and is taken up 
by a range of very magnificent Apartments; at the Eaftern 
end of the Garden, rifes a Terrace of Stone, in length 354 
in breadth 141, and 16 dirreks high from the ground; From. 
the center of this rifes another Terrace of White-Marble, 
being a Square of 120 dirreks, from this rifes the Maufoleum, 
an o¢tagonal Building, crowned with a Dome, and faced 
with White-Marble, infide and out; on the Top of the 
Dome, is a pinnacle® of Solid Gold, in the form of a Roj, 

eleven 
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eleven Guzin in height, and from the Zerrace to the Top 
of This, meafures 106 dirreks; In the Center of the Building, 
is the Tomb of White Marble, round which is a Mofaic Pavement, 
done in flowers, formed of fuch lively coloured Stone, as to 
equal the moft exaé: Drawing; this Pavement is furrounded 
by a Cage of Marble, perforated into the moft elegant Lace- 
work, the Doors of which are two tables of fine Fafper; at 
each Angle of the Marble Terrace is a Mivaret, fifty two Dir- 
reks high. 


Fronting the Mavfoleum, at the Welt end of the Garden, is 
a fine Mofque of red Stone, and a large Building for Purification; 
for the Support of the Servants, Attendants on the place, as 
Readers of the Koran, Gardeners, Sweepers, Lighters of the 
Lamps, &c. was allotted a revenue of two Lacks of Rupees, 
under the direction of a Darogah, who was an Omrah of Rank, 
and quitted the World for a religious retirement. 


The Golden Pinnack, the Fafper Gates, and richer Ornaments 
wofthe Buildings, were taken away by the ¥euts, who alfo, 
temipted by the Beauty of the Stones, tore up part of the 
Mofaic Pavement, but being difappointed in expectation of the 
value of them, They defifted from farther ravages, fo that 
the Zaaje Mabal yet remains a magnificent and curious mark of 
the {plendor of the Moguls. 


Two Cofs North from Agra, isa large Town named Bunktah, 
where the Hindoos have feveral Temples, which are held in 
great 
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great veneration; Twelve Cofs from Agra is Fattepodr ot 
Sichree, which Akeer addined with a finé Mo/gue, a Convent for 
Dervefbes, and fortified Palace; clofe to the Town is a very 
extenfive Lake, on the bank of which the above Emperor 
erected niany Pleafire-Hofes, and a large inclofure for fighting 
Elephants, playing at the Chompaum, throwing the Lance, and 
other exercifes; Here is alfo an inexhauftable quarry of red 
Stone, from which are dug tables, of any length or breadth 
required. 


Biana was formerly a large City, of which there are yet fome 
flately Remains, as Arches, Pillars, and fome very fine fub- 
terranéous apartments; the Indigo, which grows in great 
plenty near this, is much efleemed. Mufterab is a large town, 
famous for its Temples among the Hindoos, and is now ina very 
flourifhing ‘Condition, owing to the Refidence in It, of the 
families of the principal Moguls in Nuzeeph Khan’s fervice. 


Keanouge was formerly the Capital of the antient Hindoo 
Empire; and, 'Tradition fays, extended along the Banks of the 
Ganges to Futtegbur: of the truth of which, there is fome 
evidence in the vaft heaps of Biicks and Rubbifh, and the 
Rooms frequently difcovered under them; but Kinnouge is at 
ptefent only a {mall Town; and remarkable for nothing, but 
affording the fineft rofe water and Otter in Hindoflan, next to 
that brought from Caby/. * 
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Some HiusrorrcaL ANECDOTES 


of the 


BOUNSLA FAMILY, of Marhattahs, 
fince their fettling at Nagpoor, under Ruggajec. 
ECC 


RuGGo#EE BOUNSLAH, or Buacello, was one of thofe 
numerous Jagyrdars, who, in the Mahrattah Dominions, hold 
their Lands on Military tenures, He was born in a Country, 
called Gung Terree, near the River Gunga Gudawrife Guddavery, 
and was nearly related to Rajab Sabow, and to Zerah Bye 


his W1/fe. 


During a Courfe of Service, he had acquired both 
Reputation and Riches; and, from the Command of a 
tooo Horfe, was raifed to that of 10,000 by the Rajab, 
who prefented hirn with an honorary flandard like his own, 
with thé extlufive Priviledge of wearing it, and gave him a 
Stnmud*ro Conquer the Deogurs and Chandah Countries, for 
the Maintenance of his Troops. At this time Buckhi Bezllund 
was Rajah of Deogur and Negpoor, he was of the Caft of 
Gound, or Goanr, was a very poweiful Prince, and had always 
worn the Enfigns of Royalty. 


Alumgeer had formerly fent Nawab Dekel Khan againft him, 
who reduced him, and brought him to DeAly, when the 
King, on his tuning Muffelman, gave him back his Country, 
returned the Enfigns of Royalty and gave him the title of 
Shab, as an addition to his name. 
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Ruggojee, not being able to make a Conqueft of the Country; 
by open force, had made feveral predatory incurfions, carrying 
of their Cattle and Effects, for the pay of his Troops; fo. 
that the Country was almoft ruined, and the inhabitants would 
net fettle in their Villages, for fear of being annually 
plundered. 


Once he appeared with more than ordinary force, intending 
to carry every thing before him, and with 50,000 Horfe 
over-run the Countries of Deogue, Chandah Nagpoor while he 
was encamped at Kalowl, Backht Boilund, in defpair for the 
fuffering lofs of his Country, forced a March to furprize him, 
with 12,000 refolute men, who were animated with the fame 
feclings; he fet out, cautioning every man, who would not 
die with him, to return; came on them to 4 great Advantage, 
and after a very fierce attack, entirely defeated them; They 
were perfued fix Cofs to Kundalee, where Ruggojee narrowly 
efcaped being made prifoner. 


After this, they difcontinucd their attempts till the Death» 
of Buckt Boillund, who left a difputed fucceffion, between 
Akbur Shah, and Boorgn Shab, who fought many Battles with 
each, other, fo that Ruggofee made an eafy conquett. 


In the Fort of Deogur, the Rajah Booran Shab fell into 
his hands, and the Couutry of Nagpoor, being dependent on: 
it, came under fubjection. 


Though he took full poffeffion of the whole Rawge, yet 
he conducted all bufinefs in the Name of Booran Shab. 
He continued a fort of Prifoner, bur all his former ftate 
was preferved to him, his Colours remained in every place, 
and he even by him collected the Country, An agremecnt 
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was entered into between them, that Booran Shab fhould pay 
him Three-fourths of the Revenue, and detain the other 
Quarter, which ftipulation exifts to this Day, and is nominally 
put in practice. Booran Shab \ived in a ftate of Confinement, 
but, during Ruggojee’s life time, he regularly got his Quarter, 
Fanojee ufed to permit it too, but ufed now and then, when 
it accumulated, to afk it by way of Loan, which the other 
could not refufe. The fame farce is {till kept up, and he 
has even been permitted,.to go about a hunting and diverting 
himfelf, but not further than 10 or 12 Cofs. The fame 
re{pect and attention is fill paid him; but he feems fo prudent, 
or afraid, that he has declined many offers, from Nizamally, 
and from the Pa/hwa, who have each endeavomed to tamper 
with him. He is ftill in being, but very old, and has Sons 
and Grandfons who live at Ruftenpoor, but in great reftraints, 
After feveral years, when Ruggojee had fixed his Government 
fecretly, in Deogur, Chanab and Nagpoor, he fent Bofchar Badboo, 
who had the Chief Command in his Army, and Aly Bye to 
Bengal, by the Road of Chetefgur (Thirty-fiz Forts) or 
Ruttunpoor. ‘They plundered | the Colustry of Rutiunpoor, in 
their Road, and, paffed through the Diftriéts of Rundwan Bufter, 
Nebupers, Tekainasie Rid. Cattack, ‘plundering them alfo, till 
they came ‘nto ‘the Provinces; They practifed this almoft 


7 = ve es - - 
evety-‘year, and by their Depredations and Incurfions, the- 


Subab of Bengal was obliged to make overture of Peace; 
After an infideous Treaty, Bo/zhar, and feveral of the Sardars, 
wete invited to his Tent, and murdered; and the Troops were 
difperfed. 


Ruggojee afterwards fent his two Sons, Modajee and Fanojee. 
with a large force to plunder Bencau; and they carryed 
off a Booty, on their Return, he fent his Son, Snbajee, 
(fometimes called Nawajee) in the fame manner, to make 

Depredations, 
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Depredations, but none of thofe being able to eftablith 
themfelves, he next year marched himfelf, with about a Lack 
of Horfe, leaving his Son to take care of his own C ountry § 
and laid wafte the Country of Bunean, &c. taking a vatt 
deal of Plunder and levying large Contributions. 


Ruggojee by this time, on Account of fucceffes and his 
powe1, had drawn on himfelf the jealoufy of Pe/wa, who 
was now come to Bevares, with a large Army, to perform 
the Religious ceremonies of that place:  Ahverdy Khan, 
afraid left he fhould affift in compleating his ruin, immediately 
applied to him large Sums of Money, and reprefented the 
many Ravages of Rugeojee, that if any thing was to be 
paid, it ought to be to him, and not to the other, who 
was but a Servant. Baba Bajerow heaikened to this application, 
which was likely to make him of fo much Confequence, 
and joined his Troops with the Nadod’s, in expelling Rupgojee, 
from whom moft part of the plunder was retaken. He 
therefore fled to his own Country, through the Hills by 
way of Rewan Muckanpoor, The Rajah of which, <Adjeed 
Sing flopped the Paflages, and 1efufed admittance to him; 
however on pledging faith together, and his making 
Rugggyee his Son by adoption, he permitted him to go by 
Shagpoor, When he arrived at Ruttenpoor he attacked it, 
and it was defended by Swdar Sing, the Raja of the Country, 
whofe family was of the Hooboobunfey Caft of Rajepoots, 
and had poffeffed this Government from very remote 
Antiquity ; This Country, fo very convenient for his incurfions 
into Bencaz, he made it a particular point to reduce to 
his obedience; which afier much fighting, and fome lofs 
he effeéted; the Rajah fubmitted and Mobim Siag, Ruggojces 


adopied Sou, was left with the Government; who kept the 
Rajahs 
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Rajabs family in a State of Confinement, in which feveral 
of them exift at this Time, at Ruttenpoor; others have taken 
protection with the neighbouring Rajabs, who are either 
unable, or unwilling to fupport their pretenfions.  Ruggojee 
made fome other attacks on Aliverdy Khan’s Government, at the 
inftigation of Ahr Hubbuba, Servant of Surfraz Khan, who fled 
from Aliverdy, and who vowed revenge for the murder of his 
Mafter; in the Courfe of thefe incurfions the Chout was 
agreed upon, and afterwards the Cefion of Cattack in lieu 
of It: and Fanojee, for the Confideration of five Lacks, put 
Alyy Hubbub to Death. 


Ruggojee’s Death happened fome time after this; he left 
four Sons, who were born in the following Order. Modajee, 
Fanooje, Bimbajee and Sabajee. Modajee and Bumbajee were by 
the great Ranue, who was of the Poonah family, and Fanofee and 
Sabajee by another Wife, of not fo confiderable a Rank. 
Modajee’s mother being related to Sabaw Rajah, and to Tarra 
Bye, affumed much from her condition, and by her Pride 
difgufted Ruggojee; whereas the Mother of Fanoojee had made 
heifelf the moft beloved. Modgjee too, from the Same Circum- 
ftances, had given forme oppofition and difguft to his Father, 
fo that Fanoojee became the Favourite, and he wifhed to leave 
him his Heir. On his death he declared Fanoojee, Rajab, and, 
his Mother having poffeffion of all the Freafure, he by this 
mean$ got the Government. Modajee,’ during his Father’s Life, 
had the Charge of Chandab, and was abfent there; from hence 
he collected an Army to difpute the Rawge with Fenoojee, 
Notwithftanding the defection of Pelagee Nak, and many of the 
Si dars, who went over to Modajee, Fanogee obtained a victory 
by means of Mujeed Khan Rubillab, of Hufimbeg Ki an, and of his 
own Houfhold Troaps. Peace was afterwards concluded. 
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between them, and Chandeh was given to Modajee for Lite. 
Bimbajee during this, was at Sitrara, with the Rajah Sabow and 
Tarab Bye, with whom -he was nearly related by his Mother ; 
and was greatly favoured; arab Bye, at this Time, had his 
Marriage celebrated with her own Niece; and, on the news of 
Ruggojec's Death, he was invefted with the Rejafbip of 
Rutienpoor, which he claimed as his Share of his father’s 
inheritance. 


Mobun Sing, the adopted Son of Ruggojee, who was men- 
tioned above, had continued in the Charge of thofe Countries, 
ever fince their firft conqueft, and, fortunately for Bimbajoo, had 
died a few months before, fo that he eafily poffeffed himfelf 
of them. 


This perfon had during his Government made the Countries 
of Sumulpoor, Gangpoor, Fufpoor, Surgoojab , Ghutg,~ Nagpoor 
and fome other, tributary to him. Rimbajee therefore facceeded 
to thofe appendages as well as to Ruttunpoor about the 
Year 1768. 


Modajee, notwithfanding his agreement, ftill created troubles 
and gave difturbance to Yanojcee: fo that many difputes 
happened between them, Fanojee fent Mujeed Khan, who 
invefted Chandah, which furrendered ; and Modajee was forced to 
come in: a Peace was again concluded, Modjee acknowledged 
obedience to Fanojee, while he gave up Chandah to him for a 
Sabfiftance, and, having no iffue of his own, adopted Modjee’s 
Son (Ruggojee) as his Heir; Fanoojee, in order to fecure the 
Obedience of his Brother, kept Ruggojce always with himfelf, 
and, as his Succeffor, invefted him with a Drefs, fo that Modajce 
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reign. Bimbajee, though he did not interfere in the difpute, 
yet frequently gave difturbance to Yowajee’s Government, and 
plundered his Treafure, on the road from Castack, as his Country 
jay between that and Nagpoor. 


Sabajee, continued always with his Brother, was ftiled his 
Dwan, and was very Steady in hisIntereft; he had a Jaghier 
of soyooo Rupees a Year at Dunwah, from Nezam al Muth, 
by way of Penfion, with other allowances from Fanojee. 


During the Courfe of many years, Fanojee had feveral Wars, 
both with the Pefbwab, who were now very jealous of his 
power, and with Nizam al Muik, in which he had Management 
and Addrefs enough to keep his Brother Modajee either in his 
power, or attached to him; Bimbajee was with him in one 
action, and Modajee frequently accompanied him: in a War, 
which fubfifted between Mabdoorow and Nizam Ally, he joined 
the Latter, and they plundered Poouah: on their return 
Fanoojee joined his Forces with Mabdoorow’s and plundered the 
Nabob in paffing a River called near Poona. ‘TI'wo 
years after this the Pefbwab and Nizam both attacked Sanojee’s 
Govititeys wand laid it waite, burning Nagpoor itfelf, to the 
igtgittid » Fanofee was not able to ‘face them in the field, and 
in order to rid himfelf of fuch troublefome Neighbours, 
marched, with all the force he could collect, through Hid, 
Sungles, and the moft difficult Roads, plundering’ every where 
he went, towards the Capital, Poonab, where all their families 
were depofited, and was now defencelefs, in order to retaliate 
on I, the difgrace his Capital had fuffered; This obliged 
Madharow immediately to march to its Affiftance, and to get 
between Fanoojee and Poonab, when he was but three marches 
from It; Fanojee therefore returned through the Nizam’s 
Country, plundering and burning every thing that came in 
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his way, he was followed by the Peiwah, and a peace was 
concluded : Fanojee giving the Pefbwah fome money, profeffing 
his dependance on him, and promifing his Ruj/ten of Troops 
when the Government tequired it; little regaid was paid to 
this Tieaty, for the Psf>wab was no fooner gone, than Fanojee 
difpoffefled his People of the Fort of Aunnier, near to Katowl, 
which he had taken dining the war, and the Pe/bwab did not 
chufe to take any further notice of it. ‘Fasojee, till his 
Death, had no other Wars with the Pifowab, he verbally 
acknowledged a Dependance; but when he went to Cout, 
it was with his Army, to prevent any treachery. 


He raifed Contributions from the Neighbouring Countries, 
both in Perfon, and by his Sirdars. From Brrag (the Capital 
of which is Elichpoor) the Nabob paid him the Chout of its 
Revenue, which is 52 Lacks, and it is fixed fo till this Day. 


Yaanojce died in the year 1772, he had marched from Nagpoor, 
to raife moncy ftom the Country of Fuzgteriy, with Derria Bye 
his Wife, who always went into the field with him, and rode 
on Horfleback; Modajee, Sabajee, and Ruggojee, his Nephew 
and adopted Son, alfo accompanied him, on heating that 
Ahr Moofa Khan, Rookem al Dowlab, and Ibrabin Khan Dowh.b 
Zalit Fung were come there, with a force to collect the Country, 
on the part of the Nica, he kept Deiria Bye, Sabajee and 
Rugeajee in the Fort of Akoat, and marched to oppofe thems 
When the two Armies weie very near each other, a Peace 
was concluded ; Yawoojee foon after was fuddenly taken ill, and 
cied in two days ficknefs, as fome fay by poifon, 


He delivered all the papers, Ticafure and Effects, which were 
with him, to Modajee; who, being fufpicious of the other 
Army, fent Gul Mirza Khan to Zalit Fung, with the particulars 
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of Fangjee’s Death, and his own profeflion of frienafhip: Fle 
in retuun, condoled with him, and gave him affurances that he 
might in fafety perform the funeral Ceremonies of his Biother, 
which, with the Aindeos, requires 12 Days: feveral of his 
Women burned themfelves on this oceafion: and amongft the 
reft a Dancing Girh; byt what ‘piakes it naoie extiaordinay, a 
Mujfulmaa; She, ’tis tad,’ with {ome of the others, did it for 
fear of Derria Bye, who was of a very violent Difpofition, and 
had vowed to fhave their Heads, and otherwife difhonowu: them, 
if they fell within her power; after 12 days, he maiched to 
Akoat, to confole the Family; whi. Derr.g Rie, by her inttajuc’, 
in the mean time; had gained over the Aimy, and got 
pofleffion of the Treafure, telling them a3 they loved /usjee, 
to (land by her, and fhe would pay them all their Ancirs; on 
this they all attached themlelves to he: Intereft, and the whole 
marched to Nagpoor. Were Modajee got leave for Rupgojec, 
on pretence of feeing his Mother, to accompany him to 
Chandahb, under a promife of returning; they remained at 
Chandab all the Rains, and entertaincd Troops; but Asodajee 
did not declare whether it was to affert the Raage for himfelf, 
or his Son. 

Derria Bye, in the mean time, was not idle, -and her 
People, feeing the Danger, advifed her to give the Terka to 
Sabsyee, as her Hufbands Brother, and a Perfen who.would act 
according to her adyjce and inclination, which was not to be 
expected fiom Modae, or his Soa, which eyer of them 


-fucceeded. She approving of this, wrote to Alad/oorow, the 


Peifowab, and to Seekaram Baboo, his Dewan, in favour of 
Sabaye, and fent Teeps* for 12 Lacks of Rupees, to back 
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her Application: Letters, of the fame Nature, were fent to the 
Nizam, with Seven Lacks of Suunuds, In confequence of which, 
Kiuiluts were fent from each of thofe, and Sabujee regularly 
invefted with the Rajafbip; on this Madajee marched to 
Am: awtee, where Sabajce, accompanied by Derriab Bye, met him, 
they had each about 12,000 Men, but Sadajee had drtillery, and 
his troops were better; after difputing the field almoft che 
whole Day, Modaee was defeated, and retreated 12 Cofs; 
Sabajee was now fettled in the Rawge, but, being foon impatient 
of the vaft power and infolent behaviour of Derria Bye, was 
very defirous of curbing it, and fetting himfelf free from the 
influence which fhe had in the Country, and over the Troops: 
Her loofe behayiour alfo, {candalized him exceedingly, and 
when he remonftrated to her on it, or attempted to deprive 
her of the Company of her Gallants, the moft violent Quatrels 
and abufive language paffed. 


On feemg an Image, fet with Fewels, Cwhich Fanojee ufedi 
to wear) on the Neck of one of her Favourites, a violent 
Quarrel arofe; and She made a Shift to efcape with her 
Jewels to Modajee; Indeed her influence in the Army was fo 
great, that, it is faid, fhe did, or might have done it, in 
defiance of him, and that he was, therefore, obliged to wink 
at the retreat; This defection had like to have been the Ruin 
of Sabajee, for by her intrigues fhe had nearly carried off his 
whole Army, and he was obliged to divide a great part of his 
treafure among them, even to hts Elephants, Horfes, Arms 
and Cloaths, to fecure their Allegiance to him. 


The Country having an high Veneration for Yanojee, his 
adoption, the dying declaration, faid to be made in favour of 
Rugrojee 
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Rurgojee, had a great Effet on their minds, Whilft the 
inveitirure of Sebayee, by the Peifywa, and the Nizam, had alfo 
its weight, and nearly balanced them: Such therefore, whofe 
Interefts or Inclinations led them, favoured one Side or the 
other; but moft remained fufpended, till they fthould fee 
which Side got the better; Sabaajee, on this occafion, wrote 
to the Peifowa, and to the Nizam, offering them very hand- 
fome terms for their affiftance,« he reprefented to the Latter, 
that they wanted to fieze his perfon, and begged him to 
march to him immediately, for which he promifed to give 
up the Chout of Berar; Ibrahim Khan Doufsha was at Nernmb, 
8 Days from thence, on the part of Nizam Ally Khan; he 
marched immediately, and in 15 Days arrived at Koraujab, 
within 12 Cofs, with a large Army, he was joined, foon after 
the Arrival of ‘brahim Khan, by Attaliab, with 7 or 800 
Mabrattas, on the part of the Pe/owab Madhoot ow. 


Modajee, in the mean time, was not idle; for he got over 
unto his Intereft [/pmael Khan, who was the Nadod’s Deputy in the 
Province of Berar, at Eiichpoor, who though he fent him part 
evenues, yet he paid Fonofee the Chout, and there was 





of the 
Such @ Connéxion berween them, that the Nabod dared not 
difplage him, though he was much inclined to it; The 


Nisan. hud long wifhed to reduce him, by dividing him from 
the ‘Mabaratta Intereft, whilft I/bmael was apprehenfive left 
Sabajee; being put up by the Nizam, he fhould be an immediate 
Sacrifice. Immediately on the news of Lérahim Khan’s Funktion, 
Madojee marched, with Derriah Bye, towards Nagpoor, in 
order to fecure part of Fanojee’s Tieafure, which was depofited 
in different Forts: but the principal was in Gur Gowal (a Fort 


on the Hills within 7 Cofs of Elichpoor) under care of Fauni 
Siang 
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Sing Hazzaree, who, as well as the others, refufed to deliver 
up his Charge, till the difpute was determined, who fhould be 
Rajah; on the Road they were joined by Ismael Khaa, and 
though they were purfued clofely by Sabajee, and the Nabod’s 
forces, they carried off the Treafire, which was at Nagpoor, 
to Mazich Durg, an inacceffible Fort on a Hill, three Cofs from 
Chaadah, where depofiting it, they marched on, to the Southward, 
to the fort of Mafore, which was under [/fmael Khan, Where 
finding themfelves purfued, they retreated to Elichpoor. Here 
finding they could not face Saébajee in the field, it was deter- 
mined that Ifhmacl Khan fhould defend Ejichpoor, whiltt 
Modajee fhould diftrefs them, as much as he could, in carrying 
on the Siege. There being a great Antipathy between [/bmael 
Khan and Ibrahim Khan, .Meer Moofa Khan Rookenal Dowlahhy 
the Newab’s Duan, perfuaded his Mafter to fend him to accom- 
modate Matters, and bring [/bmael in, on this Omrah’s arrival, 
L/pmael immediately applied to him, and he himfelf went into 
the Ke//ab, where Terms were immediately agreed on, that he 
fhould abandon Modajces intereft, and fhould pay a large Sum 
to the Nizam, but continue in poffeflion of the Country. 
Before they marched off from this Place, intelligence came of 
Madhoorow’s Death, which was in November 1772, and of his 
Brother, Narrain Row’s, acceflion to the Office of Pefhwab ; 
Modajee therefore, finding other refources fail, went off with 
his Son Ruggejee, and Derriah Bye, to Court, where he met with 
very little encouragement from Narrain Row; Sabajee jbeing 
afraid that this Change might make fome difference in his 
Intereft at Court, kept clofely conneéted with the Nadob, and, 
accompanied by his Troops, went to vifit him, whilft the 
Partizans of each fide carried on hoftilities againft each other, 
both in Nagpoor and Chandab, During his Refidence with the 
Nizam, which was for feven months, Narrain Row was cut 


off 
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off, by his Uncle Raugobaw, by means of Summer Sing and Tfoof, 
Ally Gardee, and he was declared Pe/hwab by many of the 
Chiefs of the Country. I fhall omit mentioning the detail of 
the TranfaGtions at Moonah, as, during the late political difputes, 
they muft be very fufficiently treated of ; the principal events, 
fo far as they concern this Narration, fhall only be mentioned ; 
For many years there had been a ftrong friendihip between 
Ragoba and Modajee, the latter therefore attached himfelf to 
him, and fupported his Intereft, as much as he could, 
in hopes of his reinftating him in Nagpoor, when he was 
fecured in the Government. Ragobaw, foon after his acceffion, 
gave Ragojee the Ticha (mode of making him Rujwh) of 
Nagpoor, declaring that ic was his right, in confequence of 
Fanojee’s will. 


He fummoned all the Sardars and was joined by Tirmuk 
Mama, with 50,000 Men, alfo by Hurry Furkiab, Attoliah and 
others, but Hulear and Seiadiab, with fome more, did not join, 
on pretence of the diflance. An Alliance was alfo concluded 
between Ragobaw and Nizam al Dowlab, to Attack Hydre Ally, 
and he marched from Poowah, and joined his Army with the 
Nabob’s, at Biddowr, he was accompanied by Modgjee, and it 
was an extraordinary circumftance, that Modajee, Derriab Bye 
and Ruggojee, here met with their Competitor Sabajee, who 
had accompanied the Naboh, fo that the izo Rivals refided in 
the fame Camp together for fometime. Ragobaw was no fooner 
from the Capital, than Gopha Bye, the Mother of Budboorow 
and Narrain Row, begun with her intrigues to bring about his 
fall This Woman from her fhamelefs mode of life, had 
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become difagreeable.to her Son, AMudboorow and having come 
to pay her devotions at Allahabad and Benaras, She fixed her 
Refidence at the latter Place, either through conftraint, or in 
order to indulge her inclinations more freely. 


The A©arhattab Women expofe themfelyes more than the 
Women of the other parts of India, and the greateft of them 
are frequently on horfeback nay fome are faid to lead Armies 
and mix in Battle; They are alfo very prone to intrigues, and 
not very ceremonious about the Scandal attending it; they 
pretend great Veneration for Gyab*&c, and often come on a 
Pilgrimage there, efpecially Widows; they hold it neceflary 
for the entire remiffion of their Sins, to have their Heads 
fhaved at thefe Places, a prattife I don’t recollect to have 
feen related in any of the Accounts of Inp1a, though it is 
no lefs true; This practife is more neceffary to thofe 
Women, who have indulged themfelves in gallantiies, and 
they then fuppefe themfelves fully purged; but it is done 
under the cloak of general Trefpaffes, and not avowedly far: 
this Crime. 


Gapha Bye went through the ceremony of fliaving of her- 
hair, at Adababad, and after vifiting Gyab, fhe continued at 
Benaras, either more fully to indulge her inclinations, or by 
the pofitive orders of her fon, Madhoorow, who was much 
diffarisfied at her Conduét, and the Factions the was continually 
fomenting, On Narrain Row’s getting the Pefhwabfbip, the 
returned, being certain of having great influence, from his 
pliancy of Temper and eafinefs of difpofition, the had, beer 
the principal caufe of the mifunderftanding between Ragobaw,, 
and Nerrain Row, and was now violently incenfed againft 
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the former, for the murder of her favourite fon, with her 
own lofs of power in confequence thereof. 


Narain Row’s Wife was, about this time, brought to Bed 
of a Pofihumous Son, and fhe wrote to all the Sardars, exhorting 
their abhorrence againft Ragobaw, for the murder of his Nephew; 
a Crime more heinous, as ‘they were both: of the facred Caf 
of Bramiys’s: and? imploritig their Proteétion for the fafety and 
rights of - his dntsot Son. 


Tn all cafes a Nature, there will be Parties, and Perfons 
Gifaffeted to Government; Seekaram Pundit, the Puruacies, 
who had been Duaz, and a very old, and confidential Servant, 
both to Madboorow and Narrain Row, joined his endeavours 
with her. He accompanied Ragobaw, in his Campaign to the 
Southward, and while Gapba Bye folicired the affiftance of the 
Nizam, by her Letters and advantageous offers, he was not 
idle in forwarding her views, Sadajee, it may be fuppofed too, 
ufed all his endeavours to ruin the Parez of his Rival Brother: 
the Fort of Dowlabad, being within 3 Cofs of Aurungabad, the 
ancient Seat of the Subahs of the Deckan, was now in the hands 
of the Marbatraks, but though the Capital was the Nabob’s yet 
this Fort being in the very * Suburbs, he would not refide 
there; This was offered, and, with a large fum of Money, 
was given him for abandoning Ruggojee's Intereft.  Tirmuck. 
Mama, the Chief Sirdar, was alfo privy to it; and it was 
determined to feize Ragobaw, but he fled in the night, with 
his own family Troops, and with thofe of Modajee, Sumer Sing, 
and Ifoof Ally Gandee, with a few others; It was agreed that 
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the Nubob fhould have a Lack of Rupees, for every marching 
day, and, 50,000 for every halting day, for Sabundy; he 
therefore marched often flowly, with his Artillery, whillt 
Trrmuck purfued him, with his Marbattabs; he {oon overtook 
him, but was killed himfelf in the Confli€, after which Ragobaw 
followed rout to Burhampoor, or Brampoor; here too, 
being purfued, AModyee fled to Ehchpoor, to his ancient fiiend 
Ltinael Khan; and Rogabaw to the Northward, to folicit the 
protection and affiftance of the powers of Hindoftan; on their 
flight from Biddour, Derriab Bye, afraid of loofing her valuable 
by plunder, * took with her the boy Ruggejee, and her own 
Troops, confifting of 4 or 8000 Men, and threw himfelf* into 
the protection of the Nawab, and marched with him after 
Ragobaw, as far as the Nurbudda, and from thence back to 
Brampoor. 


Derriah Bye ufed to encamp between the Nizam’s Army and 
that of the Adarhattahs, which, fince the Death of Turmuck 
Mamma, was commanded by Hurry Pundit Furkia. At this 
place Sabae and Lbrabim Khan reprefented to the Nabob, 
that Derria Bye was the Canfe of all the Family difputes, 
which never would be at an end, untill fhe was delivered up, 
with her treafure to Sabajee. The Nabod objected, that as fhe 
was the Rauee of Fanojee, and had taken his protection, it 
would appear infamous to fend to attack and fieze her by force, 
in her own camp; where befides, fhe might be joined by 
the Marhattah Army; but gave his confent to get hold of 
Her by fome contrivance or other: Jbrahim Khan therefore 
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commenced a Negociation with Her, to make up all matters 
between Her and Sabajees; a day was fixed for their both 
coming to vifit Her; They came witha large Body of Gardees 
(Sepoys, difciplined in our manner) and as foon as they were 
got within the Camp, either through miftake, or in confequence 
of a difcovery of their defign, they began firing on her People, 
who were unprepared for fuch a falutation: On the firft alarm 
fhe and Ruggojee mounted the Horfes ef the Guards, who 
always ftands ready faddled before their Tents, and efcaped 
to the Lines of Hurry Pundit; while Ibrabim fulfilled liis own, 
and the Nizam’s Views, in fecuring the Treafure and Valuables: 
The Camp too was plundered by the Soldiers, but little fell 
to Sabajee’s fhae, except fome Horfes, Tents, and Elephants. 
After the plunder, they advanced towards the Furkiab’s 
Encampment, who got ready his Troops, refufed to give up 
Derriah Bye, and forbad their further approach ; Hurry Pundit 
did this merely from a point of honour, for he was afraid of 
Gapha Bye, and knew he could not protect perfons, fo nearly 
connected with her enemy; he therefore advifed Derriah Bye 
to put herfelf, with Ragojee, into the hands of Sabajee, who in 
return promifed them fafety and kindnefs. 


The Rains now coming on, the Army was broke up, the 
Nizam marching to his own Country, the Furkzab to Poonab; 
and Sabajee, with Derriah Bye and Roggojee to Nagpoor; on 
the Road he befieged Akowlab, and raifed confiderable 
Contributions from Kurunkare and Calapoor, Forts belonging 
to I/smael Khan, on account of the Chent, and becaute of the 
plotection he offered to Moduajee. 


Modajee 
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Modajee remained all this time at Elichpoor, where he war 
drove to great diftrefs, and was much relieved by the 
Hofpitality of Z/bmael Khan; his People even flopped him 
one day in the Buzar for Pay, and on his abufing them, 
three Pataus, who had followed his fortunes without any return, 
fell on him, wounded him feverely in the back, cut off his 
Thumb, and killed his Son in Law, at the expence of their 
own Lives, 


Ffomael affifted him during his Illnefs, and promifed him 
his utmoft fupport, when the Seafon for commencing the 
Campaign began; Ragovat Row was now in the northern parts, 
and received but a cool reception, from Siadiab and Hulkar, 
the two principal Sardars in thofe Diftriéts, but hearing of 
Modajees misfortunes, he difpatched I/off Ally with his Gardees, 
and fuch others as he could pick up in the way, to affifi 
him in the recovery of Nagpoor. 


Lfoff Ally was reckoned a brave, and excellent Officer, and 
Modajee was under the greateft obligations to him, on This, 
and on many former occafions; he had diftinguifhed himfelf 
by his bravery with Ragonaut Row, and now by this Zeal in 
Modajee’s caufe, on which he was fent, at his own inftigation, 
not only from a view of reinflating Modajee, but for bringing 
the profpects of his Mafter, into a better fituation, by the 
acceffion of fo confiderable a Country, as Nagpoor, to his Interalt. 
His Activity in preparing every thing was fuch, that Modajee 
often faid, that if he ever got the Razye it would be owing to 
him, and fwore to him, that he would divide it with him; 
Libmaet Khan too exerted all his power to fend him into the 
field, in the moft refpeétable manner, thereby incurring the 
difpleafure of his Mafter, the Nizam, who was known to 
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patronize the Intereft of Sabajee. After the Rains, they marched 
to Belah, 6 Cols from Nagpoor, where they were met by Sabajee, 
and a very compleat Victory gained by the latter; s or 
6,000 * of the Enemy being killed; it was fo compleat, that 
many paid him the Compliments on the occafion, and they 
were purfuing the Enemy, who were difperfed on all fides. 
Sabajee himfelf happened to be with the party which furrounded 
his Brother, who was attended only by about an hundred 
followers, and, knowing Madojee by his long beard, called 
out to fpare his Life; as he advanced up, waving his hand 
to fave him; when his Elephant came almoft up to Modajee, 
the latter levelled his piece at him, and fhot him dead on 
the Spot. ‘Its faid the only excufe given for Madojee on this 
occafion, is, that fomebody called out: what, do you intend 
to wear your Brother’s Chains? 


The Sardars after the purfuit, coming to pay their con- 
gratulations, found their Mafter dead, and his Brother with 
Ruggojee (who accompanied Sabajee in the Action) in his 
room. Some were for revenging Sabajee’s Death, the 
Circumftance of which infpired pity for him, and deteftation 
for his Brother; till faege Khan, the Brother of Modajee Khan, 
a perfon of great influence, advifed them to fettle all differences, 
by making Modajee, or his Son, Rajab. Sabajee’s body was 
fent to Nagpoor, where his Wife, another Niece of Zarah Bye, 
mounted the funeral Pile along with it. The brave [fof Ally 


was found defperately wounded, among heaps of flain, when 
he 
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he had defended Modajee, and was with difficulty 1ecovered. 
Sabajee’s Death happened in December 1774, or January 1775; 
His difpofition was extremely gentle and eafy. 


Ruggojee was now proclaimed Rajab, and his father tranfacted 
all Bufinefs in his Name, He has another Son named Chimnajee ; 
and Sabajee has a Son, feven or eight years old, who remained 
at Nagpoor, with Dertiab Bye, in a flate of Confinement ; 
Modajee was now employed, in 1 eftoring Order to the Government, 
and eftablifhing his authoricy, as far as was in his power; 
but moft Places ftood out, till he fhould get the full Confirmation 
of the Nabob and Pefhwal. 


Bimbajae was inclined towards Modajee’s party, but {eeing 
that it * was continually in Sedajec’s favour, he remained quiet 
at Ruttanpoor. If he did 1ender him any affiftance, it was done 
as privately as poffible, to keep it from the knowledge of the 
other; after Afodajee’s acceflion, he came to Nagpoor, in 
April or May, 1775, both to congratulate him, and in hopes 
the Raage was only between the two Brothers, a large portion 
of it might be granted to him. In the latter part of his 
Errand, he did not find Modajee fo attentive as he withed, 
but he ftill gave him fome hopes. While Bimbajee refided 
with his brother, another ftortm threatened the latter. Both 
the Nizam and Regency at Poonah were highly incenfed at the 
Death of Sabajee, the manner of which was related in fnuch 
more aggravating Terms than is mentioned above. The 
Nizam in particular, had a perfonal regard for him, and was 
highly offended, at feeing his rebellious Servant, [/bmael Khan, 
have fo great ahand in difpofing of the Rajah/bip of Nagpoor : 
He therefore marched againft Modajee, and on his approach 


the Latter retired from Nagpoor. 
The 








s So in the MS. 
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The Court of Poovah too iffued their thunders on the 
occafion, but they had employment elfewhere for thei Troops. 
The Nabob gave it out, that his motive for invading the 
Country was to expell Modajee utterly; and to fet up the 
Son of Sabaee, as the perfon approved of, by the Pefhwab; 
but his real defign was to raife fome money from Modajee, and. 
to crufh the power of Z/bmael. Modajee retreated to Katowl, 
and Amore; and was followed by the Nabob, where, rather 
than rifque a Battle, he fent his Duan, Dewagur, or Dewejee 
Pundit Churgeriah, to negociate a peace. It was agreed that 
a very confiderable Sum, fhould be paid to the Nizam; 
that Modajee fhould abandon the Intereft of [/pmael, whiltt 
the Naboh fhould reduce hiin; and that he fhould deliver 
up the ftrong Fortrefs, of Ghur Gaweab, near Elliepoor to the 
Nawab, after his marching out of his Country. Thefe terms 
being agreed on, he vifited the Ndwab, by the mediation of 
Ibrahim Khan, and continued with him fome time,  Jérahim 
Khan had been in the Englith Service, and rofe to the Rank 
of Commandant, or Subadar, but by what means he quitted 
it, or entered into the Nabobs, my information does not 
reach. 


He commanded a large body of Troops, difciplined in the 
European manner, and he had 7 or 800 Abiffyaian Slaves, 
whjch he had purchafed from Swrat, and trained as a body 
of Horfe; this perfon had rofe by degrecs in the Nadod’s 
Service, by means of the Dwan, Myr Moofab Khan Rookun 
all Dowlah, but fince the latter perfon had officiated in faving 
his Enemy, Ijbmacl Khan, at Elichpoor from the DeftruGion 
which he had planned for him, as related above, he bore 
him a mofl inveterate cnmity; in confequence of his [il 
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Offices with the Nabob, Myr Moofs Khan declined much in 
favour, fo that a plan was laid for cutting him off, which 
was now executed at a private audience. 


Ibvabin Khan having now got all power into his own hands, 
and being rid of the only perfon who had patronized I/bmael 
Khan, he ftimulated the Nawab againft him, and engaged 
him to take this opportunity of crufhing him; on this 
occafion Ifoof Khan veprefented to Modajee the fituation of his 
Friend, and the Dilemma which perhaps his attachment to him, 
had helped to bring on him, offering at the fame time to 
go to his Affiftance, which Modgjee refufed, for fear of offending 
the Nadob. Ifvmael, being now abandoned by the only perfon 
whom he had hopes from, or who was able to fupport him, 
again{t the force of Ibrahim Khan, determined to throw himfelf 
on the Nadod’s clemency; on his arrival in Camp he was 
refufed audience, unlefs by the mediation of Ibrabim Khair, 
which he efteeming a difgrace to perfons of his Rank and 
Family, refufed with fome indignation, faying he would not 
be introduced by that Gardee ; his fall was before determined, 
fo this perhaps only haftened his Fate, his encampment was 
of about 1600 Men, the reft being left at Elichpoor, thefe 
were in the night furrounded by the Nadod’s troops, and the 
Artillery began to play on them; all but a very few run off 
and this Patax, with about 70 of his Country-men, fallied forth 
to find Ibrabim Khan, and died at the fect of his Elephant. 
On this the Nawad proceeded to Evichpoor, which he tool 
poffeftion of, with the treafure and family of the unfortunate 
Lfbniael; whillt Modajee was a tame {pcctator of thefe trafaQions. 
The Nabobd having gained all his ends, now marched back ; 

and. 
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and Bimbajee proceeded with Méodajee as far as Nagpoor, where 
he took his leave about the begining of the Rains of 1775. 


The Fort of Goweab, according to agreement, was to have 
been delivered over to the Nezam, on his Marching out of 
the Country; but Modajee, well knowing that it was an 
Affair of too little Confequence to bring his Army back, at 
fuch an immence expence, declined it; nor has he yet fatisfied 
him in this refpect. 


The Nabob taking leave of Adodajee, he advifed him to 
gain the favour of Court, by the difmiffion of Tujiph Alhy, as 
Gapha Bye had frequently wrote to him to fend her his Head, 
Modujee had alfo Applications to the fame purpofe from this 
enraged Woman, and was told it was the only ftep to his 
being confirmed from Court; He reprefented the infamy 
fuch a ftep would bring on his name, but, promifed to difmifs 
Yufuph Khan, from his Service and Country; and privately 
agreed that Hurry Pundit might attack him, as foon as he left 
his frontiers, on his way to join Rapobaw; of which he 
engaged to give proper intelligence ; on fettling Accounts 
there was fome difputes about the Arrears and Service of 
Yufiph, feveral Lacks were due to him, a fmall part of which 
was paid, and Bonds were given for the Reft, his Uncle Woiley 
Mabomud remaining behind for its Receipt. 


On this rout he was Attacked by Ferkiah, and obliged to 
retreat back to Modajee’s Country, where he was afterwards 
feized at an Entertainment, by Modajee’s Orders, his whole 
treafure plundered, and he, with his Uncle, delivered to Gapha 
Bye, who blew them both from a Gun; Whether this was to 

conciliate

conciliate the favour of the Poonah Court, or to get rid of the 
Debts due to this Officer, and to feize his treafure, it mutt 
be acknowledged to be a moft ungenerous, ungrateful and 
bafe tranfaction, confidering his great Attachment, and eminent 
Service, with the obligations he laid under to him; confidering 
the yaft dependence Ragoéaw had on him, he immediately 
after this bufinefs received the Teekah from the Pefbwab, as the 
Reward of this Service, and was 1eceived into great favor, 
but can never be reconciled to Ragonut Row for having fo 
effectually difappointed the Hopes which he had formed in 
placing him on the Rawge, and who, after he had exeited 
every Share of the fmalleft remains of his power to put him 
up in his Country, in order that ic might prove an Afylum to 
himfelf, or a Step to his further grandeur, thus fhamefully 
abandoned his Intereft, and went over to that of his Enemy. 
Above all, how can Ragenat be reconciled to the treatment of 
Fufiph Ally, a Man attached and tied to him by their mutual 
Intereft, and whofe abilitics and Courage he had the greateft 
dependence on, a Perfon whom he had fent to his affiftance, 
whom he had intrufted to his care, and who had juft fo eminently 
diftinguifhed himfelf in his Caufe; and might be faid to have 
put him on the Rawge, thus tamely to fell him into the hands 
of his implaccable Enemies, meiely to gain their favour, at a 
time when he was under no apprehenfions from them, and 
when his fears of the Nizam were fo far eafed, and he was 
fo little ftudious of keeping on terms with him, that he refiifed 
giving up the Fort of Gazweab according to the treaty. 


“ 


In the latter end of 1775 Bimbajce again went on a Vifit to 
his Brother, at the celebration of the Marriage of Ruggojee, 


who was then about his 17th Year. During his flay there, 
which 
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which was many months, he had continually folicited his 
difmiffion, and was fo often put off with frivolous excufes, that he 
had apprehenfions about his liberty. (odajee’s behaviour and 
propofals alfo gave hini fome alarm, he obliged him to give 
him five Guns, which he had in Ruttumpoor, and afked him 
to adopt Chimnagee, his Second Son, as his Heir, in prejudice 
to his ow Son, who was by a Woman of another Caft; he 
alfo feveral times, between jeft and earneft, propofed to him 
to give up Ruttunpoor Sc. to Chimunagee, and to come and refide 
at Chandab, which he would give him in exchange; well 
knowing that Place being fo long his, he fhould have him 
compleatly in his power, while thofe remote and independent 
Diftrids would be fecured to him by his Son; all thefe made 
Bimbagee very wneafy in his prefent fituation, and ’tis even faid 
he came away without leave, and got out of Modajee’s power, 
before he could prevent him, Modajee has not fince received any 
moleftation, either from abroad, or at home, but his paffionate 
and fanguinary Temper, makes him generally difliked in the 
Country, and his deceitful behaviour has caufed him to be lefs 
trufted by his Neighbours. In his family the feeds of difcontent 


remain. 


Derriah Bye, impatient of the circumfcribed power which 
fhe now is confined to, has been intriguing with the Nizam, 
(who profefles himfelf her Patron;) with Poovah; with his 
own Son Ruggogee; and with many of the Chiefs of the 
Country, who, venerating the Memory of Favojee, are much 
at her devotion; and with to fee her better provided for : 
She is now very narrowly watched, as well as Sabajee’s Son, 
whom fhe has taken to live with her, and all her Letters and 
Correfpondence carefully examined. 
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She has attached herfelf much to Young Rupgogee, whom: 
fhe calls her Son, and there does not feem much cordiality 
between him and the Father. He little brooks the aufterity of 
Modagee, who on feveral occafions has thwarted him in his 
inclinations, with fuch Petulance as gave him difguft. Once 
when he gave part of his Drefs to a favourite, the Father 
ordered it to be returned, faying that it was taking on himfelf 
the State of Rajah to give Khillats. Many of the Chiefs think 
he has the abfolute right to the Raage, but the Father conti- 
nually afferts that he conquered It, and that it is his, by the 
right of his fword. 


Bimbagee, from the nature of his laft departure and treatment 
while at Nagpoor, not fuppofing that he had much to expect 
from Madojee’s friendfhip, has endeavoured to fupport himfelf 
as much as poffible againft his Attempts; he therefore fent one 
Raiban, a very confidential Servant of his, to negociate for 
him at Poorah; and did not fcruple to fay, that he ought to 
have the half of the Reage with Madojee; this perfon was dif- 
covered by Rugeojee and Dezwajee Duan (who were both then 
there) to have feveral private converfations with fome of the 
principal people, which, being communicated to Modejee, in- 
flamed his Sufpicions much againft his Brother. He, fince that, 
has feveral times been invited to go to Nagpoor, but as often 
declined it; and their mifunderftanding proceeded to fuch a 
length, that Aodajee, on pretence of going to worlhipf at 
Bamtigin, May 1777, marched fuddenly to the frontiers of 
Rutinnpoor. Purwal Sing, the Rajab of Dumdah, immediately 
collected his People, and fent off his effe€ls towards our 
Countries ; Madojee, inftead of proceeding further, fent Nurreffee 
Fackuk, to perfuade him to come, telling him he only came to 


BounsEa Famity. meet him, as he had expedted him,, and that they would go: 
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together againft Muadlah, at the fame time endeavouring to 
bully him into his Views.  Bimbagee had Fackuk delayed on 
the Road, by the Dumdah Rajah, he alfo deferred giving him 
Audience for many Days, while he collected the forces of this 
Country, put his Place in a pofture of defence, and made 
ready to fend off his Effets; this was intended to gain time, 
and alfo to fhew the Ambaffador that he was prepared for him. 
Fackuk returned without effect, and Gel Mizza Khaz and Shab- 
Mabanud Khan came and had no better fuccefs, in bringing 
about an Interview; as Bimbajee was diffuaded from it by 
Derriah Bye, by Dewagur, the Deuan, and by feveral of the 
principal people about Modajee, fome fay by Ruggojee himfelf. 
During all this my people were with Bimbagee, and care was 
taken to boaft of the Connections and Fiiendfhip which he had 
with the Eyglifb, threatening to bring them even to Nagpoor. 
Modagee feeing thefe preparations, and fearing to bring himfelf 
into further trouble, as the Rains were now coming on, 
thought proper to go back again; however he fill continues 
his injunctions, and invitations to Bimbajee to come to him ; 
which the other is: determined never to- comply with, but to 
evade, on one pretence or other. It was juft before the departure 
of my people from Ruttunpoor, that Bimbajee had {ent on his 
Tent, and had Encamped out of the Town, to march to 


Bifl, in order to afford an excufe for his non-attendance, 


and to be further out of the way of Modajee, fhould he 
pay him a vifit, as was expected. At parting he told them 
that if Modagee attacked him, he would fend people to me 
immediately, and his retreat, if he was prefféd, fhould be 
towards us. 


The 
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The foregoing Auecdotes wete collected from many different per- 
fons (during a long refidence on their frontiers) moft of them fent 
at the Writer’s Expence, exprefily for the purpofe, he therefore 
cannot vouch for the truth of them, but can only anfwer, that 
he has taken as much pains, as his Situation afforded him, of 
comparing the various relations, and feparating the many 
fables, which Travellers take the priviledge of mixing with their 
accounts of diftant Countries. The little knowledge, which 
he has obferved, that Europeans in general have of the 
political State, or the Aiflory of thofe Inland Countries, and 
particularly of Nagpoor; and above all the prefent Crifis of 
our affairs, touching the Marhattah Government, has made him 
venture to throw together thofe Materials; feveral of the Cir- 
cumftances may be wiong, but they are faithfully related by 
him, as far as he could learn. If, on fome future Opportunity, 
he fhould receive better Lights, he will make no {cruple to 
retrench and correct them, 
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ACCOUNT of the Lof of NEGRAIS, 
nner EEL Ee TaN EIT 

It will be neceflary, by way of Introduétion, to mention that 
it having been determined to withdraw the Set¢lement at Negrats, 
except 3 or 4 people to take care of the Teak Timbers that had 
been colleéted there, and to fecure the right of poffeffion, in 
cafe it might afterwards be thought proper to refettle at that 
Place. Capt. Neceton proceeded accordingly to Bezgal, where 
he arrived 14th of May 1759, with 35 Ewmopeans, and 
40 Black People. 


On 30th of July 1759. The adminiftration at Beapa/ thought 
proper to accept of Captain William Henry Souibky’s offer to go to 
Negrais, to také*carc’ of the Teak Timbers, and accordingly 
difpatched the Viftoria Snow, Capt. Walter Alves, to carry Mr. 
Southby to the Negrais. 


Capt. Alves returned to Bengal. in November, and gave the 
following = i 


« Acsgunt of the Settlement at NecRais, being cut of. 


» € On our paflage to Negrais, on the 22d. September, in the 
Latitude of 13? 30'N, about 30 leagues from the Coaft of 
Cheromandel, in a violent gale of wind from the SW, we weie 
obliged, for the prefervation of our Lives, and fafety of the 
Honourable Company’s Veffel, to cut away our Main Maft, 
main yard, with the fail to it, the Maintopmafi, and our lee 
anchor; we had got down both Topfail yards, and the fpritfail 
yad, on deck; but when the main maft fell over the fide, 
fome 1opes got foul of the Topfail and fpritfail yards, in fuch 
a@ manner, that not being able to clear them, and the mafl

thumping along fide, for fear of bilging on it, we were 
obliged to throw them all overboard; at that time the fea 
broke all over us, and, when fhe got before it, we were 
pooped by a very large Sea, which drove in the dead lights in 
the Cabin window, and fhipt a great deal of water in the 
Cabin; all which run down into the hold, and muft have 
done a great deal of damage to the cargo there, we had feveral 
other Seas that broke on us; One in particular that filled the 
Deck, fore and aft, and unbung one of the Cabin Doors, 
which were fhut, and a great quantity of water run into the 
Cabin and fo down into the Hold; when we had made Cape 
Negrais, our fore yard, which was the only yard we had left, 
broke in a fquall, in a Place where it was bad; and the 
morning of the ar1ft of September, in the beginning of the 
Gale of Wind, our boat, which we were obliged to tow aftern, 
as we were fo crank we could not hoift her in, filled with a 
Sea, fo were obliged to cut it away: On the 4th Odtober we 
got into Negrais Harbour where we found the Shaftsbury, Europe 
Ship, Capt. Inglis. In the Evening Mr.Southdy went athoar, and 
on the sth, and on the 6th in the morning, fent for every thing 
belonging to him afhoar, By the Shaftfbury’s Long Boat; only 
8 leaguers of Arrack. 


“¢ ‘The day of his arrival at the Negrais, there came one Antonio, 
the Buraghman Governor of Perfaim, there alfo, with a letter 
from the Buraghmab King to the Refident, which was delivered 
in form the next day, and Antonio dined with Mr. Souzhéy 


afterwards, 


*t Next morning, véz. on the 6th, between g and 10 o’Clock, 
under pretence of afking for an anfwer to the Letter he had 
brought from the Buraghmab King, Antonio went again to the 


Fort Houfe to Mr. Sonthby, and was to have dined again with 
him 3, 
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him; but juft as the fervants were bringing up the dinner, on 
fignal given by Antonio, each of the Buraghmahes having 
fingled out his man before, they flabbed Mefits. Southdy, 
Robertfon, Hope and Briggs, who were all above flairs; At the 
fame time, and on the fame fignal, on pretence of buying 
fomething from the Europeans below, ftabbed every man of 
them, only a Mid/bipman that belonged to the Shaftsdury, 
the Weapon glancing on his ribs made his efcape to the 
water fide, and hailed the Shaffsbury, telling them that the 
Buraghmabus Tad murdered all the Europeans in the Fort. 
Capt. Inglis immediately fent his pinnace armed, and took 
him on board, and as many of the black people, that belonged 
to the Settlement, as had efcaped; as we did alfo a country 
boat that we had from the fhoar, for the Buraghmabus murdered 
man, woman and child that fell into their hands; juft before 
the Midthipman came to the water fide, we faw a great number 
of People run to the Shaft/bury’s Long Boat (which had carried 
a loading of Mr. Southby’s things afhoar from us and landed 
them) and fhe put off from the fhoar, with the Union of her 
Enfign down, this was the firft Notice we had of what was 
done on fhoar; there was killed of Europeans, befides thofe 
4 already mentioned by name,* a Serjeant, a Corporal, a Matrofs, 
and 3 private Men, which were all that belonged to the 
Settlement; alfo a fick man that belonged to the Shaft/bury, 
who was fo ill he could not rife, him they ftabbed on his 
cott, As foon as the Buraghmabus had got quiet pofleffion of 
the Fort, they brought all the Guns there, which were 9 in 
number, and fired at the Shaft/bury (they fired 25 Chefts of 
Powder of Mr. Southby’s that had been landed from us in the 
morning among other things) they did not fire at us; but, as 
we lay further up the River than the Shaftfbury, for fear in 
the night, when the Tide of Flood made, of their making. 
an attempt on us by Boats, which if it happened, the Shafz/bury 
could be of very little fervice in protecting us, and as we were 


of 
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of no force ourfelves capable of oppofing a number of Boats 
and Men on fuch a defign, we weighed and diopt without 
the Shafisbury, when we >. Afterwards fome more of the 
Black people that belonged to the Settlement got on board us, 
one of them was much bruifed, by Blows with a ftick, and 
another was wounded with a Lance, in fix different places, 
they gave us an account, that though the Buraghmabus only 
brought about 60 men, in all the three Boats we faw, yet 
they had landed a great number of men, at a part of the 
Yiand we could not fee, and marched them through the Woods ; 
which come within half a mufquet fhot of the Forr, in the 
edge of which they lay concealed, till, on the fignal given, 
they rufhed into the Fort, by a Gate that could not be feen 
by the Ships, and affifted in the execution of the murdering 
fcheme, and firing at the Shaftsbury. 


** In the evening 1 went on board Capt, Inglis, to fee what 
he intended to do, and to afk his affiftance for Mafts and Yards, 
as there was little probability of getting them any where elfe; 
He told me, that as all the Eyropeans afhoar were killed, 
and nothing of The Company’s of value fufficient, that he 
could carry away, to excufe him if his Ship fhould be much 
weakened by landing his men, efpecially as he knew not the 
numbers againft them; he thought it beit to leave the Plaue, 
and refolved to do fo as foon as poffiblee As to my 
requeft for Mafts and Yards, he told me he would let, me 
have what he could fpate, and at the fame time faid, that as 
he was in want of Rice, and could get none to buy, before 
this melancholy affair happened, fo now with the additional 
number of people he had taken on board from Negrais, he 
had not fufficient for his Paflage to Madra/s, therefore requefled 
me to let him have too Bags of The Honowmable Company’s 
Rice on board us, for which he would be accountable to 
George Pigot, Ffq. at Madrefs; which I agieed to, on his 
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giving mea Receit, the Price referred to be fettled at Madrafs; 
while I was on board the Shaftsbury, the Buraghmahus kept 
firing at her, and the at the Fort, A fhot from the Fort 
killed Mr. Burroughs the 2d Mate, another Man, and wounded 
the Gunner much in the afm, they alfo lodged feveral thot 
in her between wind and water, and fhot away a good deal of 
her rigging. 1 faw one French Mau with the Buraghmabus the 
day before they cut off the Settlement, who was an Officer 
under .the Buraghmab King, and dined with Mr. Southby once, 
whether or not there were any more Esropeaus with them I 
can’t tell, but think there was by their levelling and pointing 
their Guns fo well, for from fit to laft they lodyed g thot 
between wind and water, and great numbers fiiuck her Hull 
aloft, but luckily killed nobody, but what I mentiuned before; 
The Buraghmabus continued to fire all night at the Shaftsiury ; 
this Evening we faw a fail in the Offing, There elcaped on 
board the Shaftsbury 47 men and 2 women, and on board us 
13 men, 2 women and 1 child from the Negrais. 


*¢ On the sth the Buraghmabns continued te fire ac the Shaftsdury 
all the forenoon, whem fhe, having unmoored, weighed and 
dropped down the Harbour with the Ebb; when abreaft of 
us Capt, Figlis hailed, and told me he intended to drop out 
of the Harbour that tide, and if we would follow him he 
would give us all the affiftance: on which we weighed and 
followed him out, and 4 about 6 miles without the Harbour, 
near the Shaftsbury; here we got what Mafts, é&c. he could 
{pare us, and for them figned a receit, in which was mentioned 
the Prices of what I had received from him, and wrote to 
the Honourable George Pigot, Efqg, to whom I referred him 
for payment, at Madrafs; alfo there I delivered him the 100 Bags 
of the Honourable Company’s Rice, and took his receit for ir, 
of which I alfo wrote to the Honourable George Pioor, and 
to fettle the Price, as I did not agree with him on that there. 
On the roth, The Shaftsbury failed, and the Ship, we faw 
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in the Offing fome days before, fent her boat on board; 
fhe proved to be a Moor-/hip, from Madrafs, bound for Mergui, 
in great want of provifions. They had firft been on board 
the Shaftsbury, and brought with them a Pafs, figned by 
Mr. Hodges at Tellicherry; and Money to pay for Rice; they 
only wanted what would ferve on their paflage to Mergui, 
and as I fhewed them our Rire was damaged, they took 
18 bags of ir, at 3 Rs. # bag, and 2 bags of Wheat at 6 


ae bag. 


“On the r4th, the wind coming fair, we run to Diamond 
Ifand to get Water and Ballaft, ss we were too light, and 
had only one cafk of water left; for the time was fo fhore 
that we were at Negrats before the Settlement was cut off, 
that we had got no fupplys of any thing from thence. While 
We lay at Diamond [fand, On the 16th, we faw a Snow under 
Englifo Colours, that came from the Northward, working to 
get into the Negrais, we weighed and endeavoured to fpeak her, 
and made alfo fignals for that purpofe, as I imagined it might 
be dangerous, after what I faw, for a fmall Veffel to go in, 
but they, not fufpecting what had happened, run into the 
Harbour and 4 there: we could not get neater, as the 
wind and tide was, than within 3 miles of Pagoda Point, 
however I fent in a Canoe, we had, and found her to be the 
Heien Snow, Capt. Miller, from Bengal, to the Strait of Malaca, 
who had run in to get his Water filled; the Snow o- in the 
evening; and, inthe night, and next morning, the Buraghmabas 
fet fire to the Place, it kept burning all night. In the morning 
they fent a fmall boat off to him, which would not come on 
board, but called to him to moor, and he fhould have whatever 
he wanted: he afked them to come along fide, bur they faid 
they would go afhoar, and afk for orders to do fo; foon 
afterwards they brought all the Boats they had there, ancl 
rowed up the River, as faft as poffible, a fhort time aftor 
that happened, I got aboard the Snow, in our Canoe, for 

when 
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when I faw the place in flames, the night before, I imagined 
the Buraghmabns might be going away, therefore intended to 
run in with the Veffel, as foon as opportunity ferved, in order 
to recover any thing of The Company’s that might have 
efcaped the fire, if pofible; but the wind continuing to the 
Northward, 1 went into the Harbour in the Canoe in the 
morning, and found Capt. Miller’s boat going afhoar to fill 
their empty Water-Cafks. I alfo went afhoar in ours, to fee 
if we could not make a raft of The Honourable Company’s 
Timbers and tow down to the Veffel. 


** On going afhoar I faw one of the moft thocking fights I 
ever beheld, viz. the Bodies of all the Europeans, and a great 
number of Black People (by their drefs I knew them, as they 
had not been ftript, for they were all putrified) lying fcattered 
up and down, fome ina wet Ditch, that was round the Fort; 
others by the Water fide, and about 13 or 14 on a Plain, 
about 20 yards without the Fort, to the SE, among which 
were the Remains of Meffis, Southby's, Hope’s and Brigg’s 
bodies, the others were the Ewvropeans that belonged to the 
Settlement, and Black People; they had been all pinioned, for 
the Ropes, that had been ufed for that purpofe, were ftill 
vifible about their arms. The Buraghmahus had fet fire to every 
[thirig,] that would burn that they left behind, viz. All the 
Houfes in general were durant down, the Company’s Schooner and 
Longboat, that lay in the Creek to be repaired; they had 
endeawoured to burn the Teak Timbers alfo, but they lying in 
a fwampy Place, would not take fire, the Remains of the 
Gua Carriages (for they had burnt them for the fake of the 
fron) lay on the Beach, the Guns they carried away, they had 
funk an 8 oar Pinnace of The Company’s, at low water mark, 
which, as fhe had lain fome days, was full of Sand, the weighs 
of which had fplit her to picces; I found a Yard and the 

AVA ond PEGU, Main Boom belonging to the Schooner, that was burnt, and 
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which were amongft it, as there was a heap of It lay thrown 
together not carried away, as the Canoe would carry; I tied 
to get fome of the Timbers into the Water, but had not People 
enough te do it, as they were about so yards above High 
Water mark, fo I went to Capt. Mier, to afk him for fome 
People to make a Raff, as our own Veffel was fo far off, the 
Canoe could not have returned from her before night. Juft 
after I had got on board there, we faw about 15 or 20 large 
Boats, that rowed from 20 to 30 oars each, coming down the 
River, towaids us as faft as poffible: this immediately determined 
Capt. Miller to weigh, and run out of the Harbour; jutt after 
he had got up his +9, they landed at the Fort, I believe 
there might be sa0 men that we faw come out of them on 
the Beach. I went on board our owa Veffel again, and as 
I faw no probability of getting any thing from Negrais, 
weighed and run to Diamond Ifand, to get our Water filled, 
and our Maits and Yards refitted as well as poffible, alfo 
Ballaft, we were very crank; Capt. Miler went alfo along 
with us; and as he faid he was in want of Rice, I let him 
have, 30 Bags of The Honourable Company’s that was on 
board, here, and took a Receic for it, fpecifying that he had 
received it for the ufe of the Helex Suow, and defiring his 
Owners to pay for it, the Price to be fettled by the Gentlemen 


at Bengal. 


*€ We continued at Diamond Ifand till the 23d of Odtober; 
when having filled our Warer, got fome Balla and® fitted 
every thing in the beft manner we could, we failed for Bengal, 
and arrived in Batlafore Road the toth November. We left 
Capt. Adiler ready to fail, from Diamond Ifland, the firft fair 
wind, he had tried to get to the SE, but the wind and 
current being againft him, he was obliged to +) again.”

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Capt. Alves was fent back the enfuing Year; and, on his 
return to Benga/, tran{mitted to Governor Pigot, at Madrafi, the 
following Diary of his P;oceedings. 


*¢ On the roth of May, 1760, I failed from Madrafs, and 
refolved to touch at the Nicobars, in order to meet with a 
Dutch Ship, which I was informed was to fail from Negapatam, 
for the Nicobars and Pegs, about the time we failed from 
Madrafs; on her I intended to fend notice to Gregory, the 
Armenian, at Dagon, that the Buraghmab King might the fooner 
get Notice of our being fent to Negraife; with Letters and 
Prefents for Him, as I had reafon to apprehend that the 
people about Negraife would be very thy of ftrangeis (after 
what had happened there to the Englifh) only thofe who 
might have a bad Defign, and from them were not flrong 
enough to be without apprehenfions of Danger; for this 
reafon I thought it beft to touch at the Car-Nicobars, as it 
was nothing out of our way, at this Seafon of the year. 
Accordingly on the 23d of May I arrived at the Car-Nicobars, 
and 4 there, and on the 23th, the Dutch Ship that I expected 
+ > there alfo, the haying failed from Negapatam, on the 12th 


_ of May. +I went on board her, and found one Coja Pocas, 


an Armenian, who had been to the Coaf, and was on his 
return to Dagon again; he undertook to deliver a Letter for 
me to Coja Gregory, who he told me was Sea-Cuflomer at 
Dagon, and had alfo fome other Office under the Buraghmab 
King; but at the fame time hinted to me, that if was a 
particular cuflom at Pegu, that if any Perfon defires another 
to do the leaft thing for him, to give a prefent of fome hind, 
before the other can poffibly underfland him; as the Buraghmab 
King paid no Salary to his Officers, and what they got that 
way, was what they principally lived on, and that as there 
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of that, with fome Crrdiais, and a Cafe of Kmves and Forks, 
he thought would be moft acceptable to Gregory, and engage 
him to ufe his Intereft with the King of the Buraghmabns 
(which Mr. Whitehill and Capt. Dawfon both told me was 
very confiderable) to forward as much as poflible any Bufinefs 
that was to be tranfa€ted, and the icleafe of the unfortunate 
Enghfomen, that were detained in Slavery by the Bui aghmah King ; 
On thefe confideiations, and for fear if He (Gregory) thould 
altogether be denied a Prefent, he fhould oppofe what I was 
fent for, I complied in part with Pocas’s icquefl, and fent 
him fome Madeira, fome Cordials, and other little things ; 
thefe with the Letter to Gregory I delivered to Coja Pocas, 
and the Dutch Ship failed on the 28th of May for Pegz; 
and on the agth we failed for Diamond [fland, after having 
taken in /Wazer, and as much provifions as poffible, as perhaps 
we might not be able to procure any at Negra/e for fome 
time.” 


Here follows a Copy of the Letter fent to Gregory. 


SIR, 


“ T take this Opportunity by Cyja Pocas to acquaint you, 
that I am going to Diamond [fland, or Negrai/e, immediately, 
having on board Letters and Prefents, for His Aae/jly the 
King of the Buraghmabns from the Honourable Yoh Zephaniah 
Holwell, Efg. Governor of Fort Wilkam in Bengal, and from 
the Honourable George Pigot, E{q. Governor of Fort St. George, 
which I am ordered to deliver ta whomfoever his Majejly 
thinks proper to appoint to receive them, at Negraifes; The 
Prefiat from Bengal is as follows, Filty Mufquets, Twenty 
Brafs Barreled Blunderbuffes, One Hundred Piflols, Five Pieces 
Superfine Scarlet Broad Cloth, One Picce Europe Crimfon 
Velvet, Five Pieces fine Broad ftriped Dmeas, Five Pieces 

Narrow 
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Narrow ftriped D?; and the piefent from Madra/i, is Superfine 
Broad Cloth, cone fide Red, the other Yellow, Twelve Yards; 
D?° the one Side Red the other Green, Twelve Yards; Superfine 
Morecs Ten Pieces, D? Betelhas, Three Cubits broad, five 
Pieces. 


‘¢ There is alfo a Letter for the Vizier, and another for You, 
both fiom the Honourable George Pigot, Efq. which with thofe 
for his Majefty, I will deliver to whoever is appointed to 
come for his; You will pleafe to acquaint whoever may 
be fent to Negraife, to receive the Letteis and Prefents, that 
I thall lay at Dramond ffland, and when the Boats auive at 
Negraife, tell the People to make, if it isin the Night, Thice 
different Fires, that can be feen from Diamond Tfland, and 
if in the Day, let them alfo make three different Fires, and 
fhew a White Flag, as large as poffible, that We may fee 
it the better; on feeing either of thefe Signals, I will come 
off from the Harbom’s Mouth, in the Veffel, and fend the 
Boat in, to fee what is to be done; I fend you alfo by 
Coja Pocas, Three Dozen of Madeira, with fome Cordials, 
and fome other things; which I hope you will accept of, 
and fhall efteem any favour you do for any of the Eygliflmen, 
who ae at Dagon, as done for me, and if you can poflibly 
forward the Buraghmab King’s good Intentions to releafe them, 
that they may go to Bengal with me, it will be gratefully 
acknowledged by them, and will be efteemed a favour by every 
Enghjbman, who hereafter may have the Pleafure of knowing 
you, I fhall flay at Diamond land, waiting his Majefty’s 
Anfwers till the beginning of September, but longer I cannot 
poffibly flay. Dated at Car-Nicobar, 26th May, 1760. 


« J failed fiom the Nisobars, as I have faid before, on the 
2goth May, and on June sth, arrived at Diamond [lands 
where 
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where I intended to have lain with the Veffel, ‘till I faw 
the Signal, on Zitle Negraife, that I fent to Gregory, or got 
fome Information by our own Boat, which I intended to fend 
into the Harbour the firft opportunity of fair Weather; but 
the Wind coming to blow very ftrong from the Southward, 
and a very large Sea tumbling in, which made the Veffel 
ride fo hard, and occafioned her to make fo much Water, as 
that if we had laid there, from appeatances we had reafon 
to fear the lofs of our 43, and alfo endangering The Honourable 
Company’s Veffel, fo on the 13th June, finding We could 
not ride any longer, for the aforefaid reafons, I weighed 
and tun within Papoda Point, which is about Three Miles 
without the Harbour of Negraife, where there was a little 
more fhelter, for I did not care to go into the Harbour of 
the Negraife, till I knew the temper of the Buraghmahus in 
regard to us. On the rq4th I went into the Hardaxr with 
the Boat, and met with fome people belonging to 4 Chowkhy, 
a little way up Pet/aim River, who were come to gather Fruit 
and Limes in the Garde on Negraife, I {poke with them as 
well as I could, but not being able to underftand one another 
fully, for want of a Liagu/t, I fent one of our People with 
the BuraghmaLns up to the Chowky, where there was a Moorman, 
they told me, and they left one of their People in his room, 
and to go aboard and fee the Veflel. In the morning of the 
1gth they returned from the Chowky, and hoifted a flag on 


Little Negraife, on which 1 went into the Harbour in the Boar, 


and found the Headman of the Chowky had come, and brought 
our Lafcar again, alfo the Moorman with him for an Iuterpreter, 
I told him We had brought Letters, and Prefents from Bengal 
and Madrafs for the Buraghmah King and afked him to furnifh 
me with a Boat, to fend up to acquaint datony (who he told 
me was {till Governor of Perfaim) of our Arrival, This he 
faid he would do, if I would fend a Man up with her, fo 
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I left him and went aboard to write a Letter to Auteay, which 
I gave to Mr. Dryfdale, who offered to carry it, fo having 
fent him into the Harbour, He went up the River with the 
Chowky People to Perfaim.” 


Here follows a Copy of what I wrote to dutony. 


SIR, 


“ By my Chief Mare, I fend this to acquaint you of our 
Arrival at Negraife, having Letters and Prefents on board from 
The Honourable the Governors of Bengal and Madrafs, for his 
Majefty the King of the Buraghmabus (then I wrote a Lift of 
the Prefents as I did to Gregory) 1 fhould be glad you would 
forward this Advice to Goa Gregory at Dagon, for whom I 
have a Letter, and another for his Majefty’s Vizier, I have 
already wrote to Gregory, by a Dutch Ship, that I faw at 
the Nicobars, which by this time, if no Accident has happened 
to her, fhould be arrived at Dagon, to convince you of the 
truth of what J wrote you, I have fent the Chief Mate with 
this, who will fatisfy you in any thing you want to know 
concernigg,, swage jhave fent you alfo a few Dares, and fome 
lictle things, ‘which pleafe to accept of, and I thall efteem 
your forwarding Notice of our Arrival to his Majefty a favour, 
in, safe’ the Dutch Ship I fent to Dagoa by, fhould nor be 
arrived, Dated 15th June, 1760. 

* Onthe 2gd of June, Mr. Dry/dale returned, and told me 
he delivered the Letter to Antony, and explained it to him, 
for he underftands Porsuguefe, He feemed to be very glad of 
our Arrival, and very kind to Mr. Dry/dale in his way; He 
came down the length of the Chowéy to {peak with me, and 
fent a Chit, that as it was very blowing Weather, He durft

“Door. was not » immediately opened, they. would force it, 
and murder every body they found. there;/. on which the. 


Door was opened, and the Buraghmabns: took Mefirs. Robertfon 
and Briggs, with the three Soldiers, and pinioned them, and. 
about Sunfett they were ordered through the Woods to Antony's 
Boat; in going down the Ladder, Briggs, not going faft got 
a Blow from one of the Buraghmabus, which knocked him off 
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he got upon his Knees, and endeavoured to rife, but one of 
Buraghmabus ran his Lancet through him; Robertfon, and the 
others, when they got to the Boat, which was about Dufk, 
were immediately loofed, though in that fhort time, they were 
tyed, their Arms were all {welled and cut with the cords, 
they were bound with, Axtony ordered them to be toofed 
when they were put into his Charge, and they themfelves fay, 
he ufed them better at that time, than they expected; The 
Boat was fent away with them that very tide to Dagon, where 
the Buraghmah King was. ‘This, as far as Antony knew of it, 
was the Subftance of what he faid, but he interlarded his 
Account, with many Proteflations of Sorrow for what had 
happened, and Encomiums on his ¢wn Humanity, and Dif 
intereftednefs in the whole affair; no Plunder had he touched; 
which, when I faw Mr. Robert/oa afterwards, I found to be falfe, 
for he took many things, and amongft the reft his Silver Buckles; 
under pretence of taking care of them for him, but, to this 
Day, he has never mentioned returning them, however thefe 
things at that time I know not of, I afked what Reafons alfo 
the Buraghmab King, affigned for cutting off Neeraife; after a 
great many Encomiums on the Buraghmab King, and Iavettives 
againft the Chiefs of Negraifes he told me, that Mr. Alpe 
had given four or five Mufquets, with fome Powder and Short, 
alfo Provifions to the Peguers; and that Gregory, the Armenian, 
had teprefented this to the Buraghmah King, as if it had been 
400 or 500 Muflers that had been given, inflead of four or five; 
and faid that the Eaghjb were a very dangerous People, and 
if not prevented in time, he would find, would act in the 
fame manner, as they had done in Bengal, and on the Coaft; 
where the fir Settlements were made in the fame manner as 
at Negratfe, but that, by degrees, they had fortified themfelves, 
and brought Men, and all manner of Military flores, in, under 
various Pretences, till they thought they were ftrong enough, 


then they pulled off the Mafk, and made Kings whom they 
pleafed, 
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pleafed, and levied all the Revenues of the Country at Difcretion 5 
This he faid was the principal Reafon, though there weie 
others, which the Governors of Negrae, had given rife to, 
by hindering Merchant Veffels from going to Perfeer; by which 
the Buraghmah King loft his Duties; However every thing that 
could in the leaft be made to ferve as an argument againft 
the Englifh, was always aggravated and put in the worlt 
light poffible, by Gregory, to the Buraghmah King 3 for then, 
Adtony faid, that the Settlement at Negraife always underfold 
the Armenians, and {poiled ‘their Markets, both in buying and 
felling; which he imagined was the Reafon of Gregory’s acting 
as he did; for there never was any quarrel between the 
Armenians, and any Inhabitants of Negras, that ever he heard 
of; on the contrary It had ferved as an Afilum, to feveral 
of them, in the late troubles; and to himfelf alfo; when 
they could be fafe no where elfe; but He told alfo, that 
the Buraghmab King was very forrow for whiat he had done, and 
had given orders to him, to invite all Englifh Ships, that 
fhould touch at Negraifeé, to come and trade on the fame 
footing as before; and that, in particular, he would be very 
lad of our Arrival, in order to make friendfhip again with 
the Englifh; but at the fame time told me, as we had not 
come on the Score of Trade, but as an Embaffy to fettle a 
Friendfhip ; that unlefs We came up to Perfeen, the Buraghmah 
King would be fufpicious of our Intentions; and he was fure 
the Armenians would take all opportunities of fomenting the 
Quarrel, and reprefenting us as Spys; and that unlefs we 
came into the River to Perfeen, he fo. his own fake, dunt 
have no communications with us; as it would be faid he 
was carrying on fome Plot with us; and as for the Lettets, 
and Piefents, he could not receive them, till he had Orders 
from the Buraghmah King, which would at the fhorteft time, 
be fix Weeks before they could arrive: As he was at Muxabooe 
3B then, 
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then, and as he muft write, if we refufed to come in, he 
knew not, how it might be taken; and that as the SW 
Monfoon was now fetting in, we mutt come into Negrai/e 
Harbour, he faid, for thelter, and that if any ill was intended 
us, it could as eafily be done there as at Perfeea: On this 
Ttold him, I would confider of what he faid, and left him, 
in order to go on board; but as it blew exceffive hard at 
South, I was 24 hours in getting to the Veffel; though not 
above three in coming from her: when I had got on board, 
T found the Veffel rode very hard, and made Water, as there 
was a large Sea from the Southward; and that on heaving 
in the Slack of the fmall Bower-Cable, it was found ftranded; 
on this, as it was not poffible to lay where we were in Safety, 
and as we were obliged to go into Negraife Harbour, and had 
nothing on board which could induce or tempt the Buraghmahus 
to feize us, I thought it befL to run up to Perfeen at once, 
as T was well convinced, that if the Buraghmabus had a Defign 
to {cize us, they could do it at Negraifi as eafily as at Perfeen; 
So on June 26th in the Morning, We weighed and run up 
the River, and on the 28th arrived at Perfeex, where we 
moored, by this time there was a Letter come from Afcergui 
Norrataw, the Prince at Dagon, for Antony, in which he 
informed him of our being to arrive at Negreife; and dcfired 
him as foon as he had Notice of our Ariival there, to go 
down and bring the Veflel to Perféew; and alfo he gave 
him a very ftrict order to take care that nobody molefted jus 
in the leaft, and to let us have every thing we wanted. 
T had not the leaft Notice from Gregory about any thing, 
but that he was gone up in great hafte to the Buraghmab King, 
T hewd from the People that brought the Prince’s Letter to 
Antony; who fent an anfwer to the Prince, advifing him of our 
Anival, at Perfen, 1 immediatcly fet about getting a Bank/hall 


built, to put our Scores, and Provifions in, while we hawled 
a-fhoou 
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a-fhoar to ftop our Leaks, on the 7th of July I received 
a Letter from the Prince at Dagon, defiting me to come 
along with Avzfony to him; and bring the Letters, and Prefents 
with me, which he would forward to the Buraghmab King, to 
this, I fent an immediate Anfwer, that as foon as I could 
procure Boats, I would wait on him, as he defired; and 
bring the Letters and Prefents with me. On the 13th I went 
up to Keowk Kiow (which is the principal place here abouts, 
fince the burning of Perfeexz, and where Antony lives) in order 
to get a Boat to go to Dagon; Antony told me, there was 
only one Boat, fit to put the Prefents in, at Kiowk Kiow, which 
he wanted for himfelf; but that he would fend and hire one, 
at fome neighbouring place, for me, after flaying two days 
to no purpofe, I came down again to Perfeen, without a Boat; 
for nobody durft hire me a Boat, without Autony’s Order ; 
which he told me he had given, though on putting it to 
the Trial, I found, he had not. 


«© When I was at Kiowk Kiow, Uheard a Report of the Bu- 
raghmah King being dead, and of his Eide? Son having taken the 
Government of the Kixedom on him, and that he had fent 
for all the Great Mex in his Kingdom, to come to Muxabaoe, 
his Capital, and {wear Allegiance to him; on enquiring of 
Antony le told me he believed it to be true, for that the 
Buraghmah King, on his Expedition to Siam, which Place he 
had Veen before, fome time, was obliged to raife the Siege 
on account of a fever, and Flux he had himfelf, as likewife 
one half of his Forces; and return home: but he had no 
other authority for aay thing he faid, than common Report. 


On my retuin to Peiffer I got the Vell hawled afhoar, 
to fee to flop fome of her Leaks, and on the 28th July 
another Boat arrived from the Pisce at Dagox, with a Leteer 
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fo. me, defiring me to come with the Letters and Prcfents to 
him, as foon as poffible, and the people that bought it, 
went on board, and took all the Arms for the Buraghmab King 
by force, for I had refufed to deliver them to them, as I 
was obliged to go to Dagon myfelf; efpecially as the Prine 
had not mentioned it in his Letter to me neither; then 
they went to Kiuwh Kiozww to Antony, for whom alfo they had 
a Letter, and the next day Autoay, and the people that biought 
the Prince’s Letter, came down to Perfecz again, and bought 
a Boat for me, and the reft of the King’s Prefents, to go in: 
Antony alfo told me to carry a Piefent for the Prine, and 
two or three others, that were his Affiftants, in the Goveinment 
of the Province; who very probably weuld give me the 
Engiifomen that were at Dagoa, without waiting for any other 
order, as the Country was all in Confufion, which was the 
Reafon he did not go with me; Fle then told me that the 
late Kine died in his retuun fiom Sram, about the middle 
of May, and that his Second Sox, who was then with the 
Army, after his J’ather’s Demh, wanted to get himfelf 
acknowledged Kize, by the Generals and /eading Men, but 
being oppofed in his defigns by them, who all declared for 
the Hider Brother, he feparated himfelf, with what People 
would follow him, from the reft of the Army, and went to 
Tonghoe, a Province bordering on the King of Siam’s Conuéry, 
where he proclaimed himfelf King; however the Generals that 
kept with the Main Body of the Army, kept the King’s Death 
private as long as poflible, and fent Notice of his Death to 
his Eide Son, whom they proclaimed King, and fent, his 
Father's Body, with gteat Pomp, to Musabooe, where it was 
burned; they alfo fent him word of his Broshey?#"Behaviour, 
who, by this time, not finding that People joined him, as 
he had expeéted, had alfo fent to his Elder Brother, and, 
by the Interceffion of his Moiber, was pardoned on laying 
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down his Arms; the New Buraghmah King, now thinking he 
had nothing to fear, under fome Pretence or other, fent for 
two of the Generals fiom the Army, who had difobliged him 
in his Farber’s life time; they not fufpecting any Danger, 
after their late Behaviour, went accordingly to him; but 
without admitting them to an Audience, he made them be 
put to death; This proceeding of the Buraghmab King, was 
refented by the reft of the Army, in fuch a manner, by 
the management of one of the moft popular of the Gewerals, 
who was with the Army, and apprehended the fame fate 
with the Officers who had been killed, that they immediately 
proclaimed him Kizg, on this he took Poffeffion of Ava, with 
about 12,000 of the beft Troops in the Aimy, and commenced 
Hoftilities againft the late King’s Son, he alfo fent circular 
Letters to all the Great Men in the Cowatry, inviting them to 
join him, and acknowledge him King. 


** As yet there was no knowing what turn affairs would take ; 
however it would be a fufficient excufe for me, which ever 
Party prevailed, that the Prizce at Dagon had taken the 
Prefents from me by force; it would be of no fignification 
to rifque+the difobliging him by refufals, and putting thofe 
things uhder his Care, might perhaps get the Englifbmen at 
Dagon, releafed without farther trouble, fo I determined to 
go with a good gtace to him, as I found there was no 
avoiding it; and accordingly on the goth of July, I fet out 
for Dagon, in company with the Boat that brought the Prince’s 
Letter to me, and on the 5th of Auguft arrived at Dagon, 
and delivered the King’s Prefents to Mungui Narrataw, the 
Prince; and took a Receipt from him, for the Particulais ; 
I alfo offered him the Letters, but he would not receive them ; 
but told me I muft go to the Buraghmah King, with them, 
and deliver them to him in Perfon, and that he would fend 
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the Prefents along with me, under care of one of his Officers, 
I told him, I had not brought Neceflarys with me for fo 
Jong a journey, and that it would be a great Inconvenience 
to me to go as I was: I faid this, in order if poffible to 
get off going, for in the prefent Situation of Affairs in the 
Country, I did not by any means like it; but he would 
not be put off, but told me, he would fend the Prefents to 
a Place called Ledgich (which is fituated on the great River 
of Ava, and near the Mouth of that Branch that runs down 
to Perfeen) while I went another way, with one of his Officers, 
to the Veffel, to get what Neceflaries I. wanted, and: leave 
Orders with the Officers of the Veffel, for their behaviour in my 
Abfence; and that afterwards I fhould go and join the Boat, 
with the Prefents, at ‘Eedgick, and proceed wp ta the Buraghmah 
King: he defired me alfo to provide myfelf with an dnterpreter, , 
before I left Dagon; otherways I probably would not get 
one, when 1 wanted him up in the Country; which, as it, 
was abfolutely neceffary, I did, though I was obliged to pay 
dear for one; I then afked what Advices he had received’ 
about the Aedellion up in the Country; and whether or not 
he could not releafe the Hngh/hmea to me then? he told me, that 
he had, that very day, received a Letter fiom Musabooe, in which 
he had an Account of the Geveral’s forces being defeated by the 
Buraghmab King’s, and that he had fhut himfelf up in Ava, in 
which Place he was befieged by the Buraghmab King’s Forces, and 
that, as there was no great Guns in the Place, he expected every 
day an Account of his being taken: This, as I heard from 
every body elfe, was true; and, he faid, as to releafing the- 
Engljhmea then, though he had not the leaft doubt of their 
being {ct at Liberty, by the Buraghmah King, yet he could not 
prefume fo far on his favour (though the King was his Nephew) 
as to releafe them without an order, ai Court, for that- 


purpofe; and, fays he, as thee is only thofe common, Men, 
here, , 
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here, and the Negraife Writer, meaning Mr. Rodertfon, you 
had better let it alone till the others arrive from Mergui, 
in the Ships we expect daily. 


** 7 then begged him to let Mr. Robertfon go with me to 
Perfeen, to flay there till my return from the Kizg, when I 
fhould be certain whether or not he would be releafed; This. 
he confented to; and faid, that as he had coinmitted no fault, 
either againft the King, or any body elft, if it had been in 
his Power, he would have releafed him Jong ago; that he 
had ever fince his Acquaintance with the Exglifh, which 
commenced in Mr. Nevw+on’s time, when he was made Governor 
of all the Country below Prowe, he had always lived in 
friendfhip with them, and never found reafon to do otherwife ; 
but that Mr. Hope had given fome Arms and Provifions to 
the Peguers, which was reprefented to the late King, by Gregory, 
the Armenian with many aggravating Circumftances, on which 
he himfelf was fent fome time before Negraife was cut off, 
to do it, though much againfl his Inclination, he was obliged 
to undertake it; that on his Arrival at Negraife he found fo 
friendly an Entertainment from Mr. Hope and Captain Inglis, 
that he went back to the Biraghmab King with a Prefent, which 
Mr. Hope fent by him, and endeavoured to reconcile matters 
again; but Gregory, who had been fent to Negraife with him, 
did all he could to hinder the Buraghmabh King, from dropping 
the Defign of cutting off that Set¢lement; and at the fame time 
reprefented him, as Confederate with the Exglifb, in the Defigns 
they had, to bring the Country under Subjection; as they had 
already done, the Coaf and Bengal; both which infinuations. 
the Buraghmab King took fo much Notice of, that he ordered 
Lavene the Frenchman, with a Party of Men, to cut off 
Negrae: and him to be put in Irons, and confined with 
other Criminals, and, for feveral Days, he was ftietched at full: 
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Length on his Back, in the heat of the Sun, before the Pua ~ 
Gate in Dagon, with three Timbers laid acrofs his body, viz. une 
on his Throat, one on his Stomach, and another on his Thighs; 
till by the Entreaties of his Sifer, who was the King’s Head Iife, 
he was releafed, but, to this day, he has not recovered the 
Shock it gave him; alfo every Man that was with him at 
Negraife, except Gregory, was Bamboed; I alfo heard when 
T was at Dagon, that as foon as Gregory had received the 
Letter, I fent him from the Nicobars, he immediately took 
Boat and went up to the Buraghmab King, in order to be the 
firft, that carried him the News of our Arrival, and to take 
the Oath of Allegiance, 


*€ After having got an Interpreter, and a Boat, I fet out 
on the oth Auguft, in the Morning, from Dagon, and on 
the 18th arrived ar Perféen, where I found every thing as 
I left it; and on the 7th was going to fet out in 
Company with Mungni Narrataw’s Officer, and Antony, for 
Musabooe; when there arrived one of the Buraghmah King’s 
Officers, who was fent from Court, in Company with Gregory, 
and anothet Officer, who had a Letter for me from the Buraghmah 
King, and told me I had beft ftay at Perfeen, till I received 
it; this I determined to do, as there might be fomething in 
it, which might hinder me from going up to the Buraghinab 
King, ‘and poffibly an Order for me to finifh what I came 
for, where I was; by which a great deal of Trouble and 
Expence would be faved. 


On this Mungui Narrataw’s Officer, without faying any 
thing to me, the very next Tide, went away up the River 
by himfelf; On the 18th, Gregory arrived alfo from the 
Buraghmab King; and fent to tell me,, he had brought a Letter 
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Boat, to receive it; To fhew all poffible refpect for the Buragh- 
mah King 1 went accordingly, and he told me he had delivered 
the Original to a Buraghmab Officer, who, he faid, would 
arrive in a Day or two; but he delivered me a Copy, in 
Englifh, which, he faid, was a true Tranflation of the 
Buraghmah King’s Letter, it was as follows. 


* I the moft High and mighty King ofall Kings, the moft 
*€ fortunate, and above all good fortune, of all thefe my Domi- 
* nions, Mafter of the three Pegu Kingdoms, with all its 
«© Provinces, Mafter of the Mines of Gold, Silver, Diamond, Rubies, 
«© Amber-beads, and all manner of precious Stones, in thele my 
** Dominions, now at the Golden City, in a Golden Palace, and 
“© Silver Canopy, Father of all good Fortune, and with a cheerfull 
«© Countenance, and free Heart, together with a Good-will, 
** towards the Governors of Bengal and Madrafi. . 


«¢ This to Captain Wolter Alves. 


“* My Shabander advifed me, of your being at the 

“© Diamond Ifiand, with Letters and Prefents for me; as Negrais 
“ and Pérfaim are Sea-Port Towns, You may freely enter and 
“ Jand at any of thefe Ports, and Trade after paying the ufual 
** Cuftoms; as I am fenfible, as well as informed, of Your 
** coming in behalf of The Company, to make friendfhip with 
“ the great King, my Father, who is now dead, He being 
** informed of the Mifbehaviour of Captain Hope, the Chief of 
<¢ Negraife, who had corre{pondence with the Peguers, built feveral 
** Fortifications, and did not advife his Majefty then of his being 
“* there, neither came to pay a Vifit, nor fulfill the promifes 
** and agreements made by The Company, his Majefly has alfo 
* been particularly informed of the Fortifications that has been 
* built there, and upon occafion to fight againft him, fent 
5 D People 
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.** People to demolith that place, and took away their Ammu- 


<¢ nition, ftores, &c. Now as you are come to trade, you have 
* Negraife and Perfaim (and after having paid your due Cuftoms) 
«¢ You have free Liberty to trade, not only in thofe two Places, 
*¢ butin all my Dominions, and I will trade with you, and 
«* give you Merchandize, or any thing which you fhall want, 
<¢ more than the Great King my Father has given the Englith 
«© Nation, formerly, with a good will and a free heart; that 
«© my Country and your Country may be one in a Golden Path; 
‘¢ Tf the Company at Negraifé, then had done no * that both 
© Negraife and Perfaim would have been theirs, long before now, 
© but now as Perfaim is Inhabited + you may freely come and 
“ live at Negrai/e, till Per/aim is reinhabited, for which purpofe 
* Thad made my Shabandar, Prince of that Place, and gave 
“ hins Power to act as he thinks proper, for the Benefit of 
“¢ The Company’s Intereft, fhould there be any hereafter, as alfo: 
“‘ to prevent mifunderftandings between me, and the Englifh 
«« Nation for the future, I defire you will come up yourfelf 
‘© with the Letters and Prefents from the Gentlemen of Bengal’ 
“ and Madrafs ; T have ordered my Shabaadar to conduc you 
‘ here, for Ihave fomewhat of Importance to communicate to 
“ you; and fhall have whatever your heart fhall with for. 
« Ho has alfo begged leave of me for the Relcale of an Enp/i/p- 
«+ man, one Roberifon, formerly a Writer at Negraife, which I 
“ granted him; I defire you alfo to bring up all the Goods 
“ you have brought with you.” ° 


“When I had read this, and came out of his Boat again, 
the Buraghmab Officer, that arrived before him, atked Antony 
the Contents of the Copy, (to Aim I had explained it in 

Portuguefe) 
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Portugvefe) when he had heard them, he told me there were 
feveral things in that Copy, which he was certain were not in 
the Original, and that the Original never had been in Gregory's Care, 
Tt was true he had folicited for it, very ftrongly, to be delivered 
to him, but was refufed, for which reafons, he bid me take 
care he did not lead me into a Scrape, and thete leave me; 
and that I had better flay till I received the Original, before: 
I fet out for Muxabooe, and not go immediately with Eregory, 
as he would have me, I thanked him for his Advice, and 
refolved with myfelf not to go from Perfeen, till I faw the 
Original Letter, which with what I have feen, would be fomething 
of a guide to me, in regard to whom I could moft rely on 
for the future; whether Gregory, or tlde others fent from the 
Buraghmah King; avd the improbable ftories, and extravagant 
Promifes of Gregory, helped to confirm me in that Refolution, 
after I had talked with him fome time; Accordingly on the 
ait the Officer who had the Buraghmab King’s Letter anived, 
which he delivered me, and read publickly on the 22d with: 
much Ceremony, and as nearly as I could underftand it, was 
as follows. The Buraghmah King’s Titles, were the fame as 
in Gregory’s Copy, which for brevity fake I leave out. 


* In the Reign of the Great King, my Father, (who being 
s¢ wearied of this. World is now gone to Govern a better) Captain 
** Hope, who was then Governor of Negraife, did not fhew the 
** Cuftomary Refpects, nor perform the promifes made by 

, © The Company to my Father, the Greet King, but did juft as 
* he thought fir, built Fortifications where he pleafed, and 
* alfo held a correfpondence with the Prpyers, whom he 
** fupply’d with Arms, Ammunition, Provifions, 8c. which 
** being told to the Great King, my Father, he accordingly fent 
* a Party of Men to Negraife, and Seized all the Stores, Arms, 
** Ammunitions, &c. Now, as J am informed of your Arrival at 
“* Diamond Land, with Letters, and Prefents for me, and if the 
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fo) 


<¢ Governors of Aladra/s or Bengal want to fettle at Negic if’ o 
‘© Pe feen, they have free Liberty to do fo, and ‘Hrad:, Wer 
* paying the ufual Cu/foms, or if you have any Merchandize, you 
«‘ may fieely enter and trade either at Negraife or Perfaim (after 
“ you have paid the ufual Cu/toms) but as Perfeen is now unin- 
«* habited, you may ftay at Negrai/é, till it is repeopled. In the 
«* mean time, I defire you will come in Perfeen, and bing the 
“* Letters, and Prefents you have brought fiom the Governors of 
«© Bengal and Madra/s, as alfo every thing of your own, you have 
“¢ to fell, that your Country and my Country may be onc, and 
*€ you fhall have whatever you defire.” 


When I had got this explained to me, I found Gregory’s 
Word was not to be depended on; however I took no Notice 
to him, but refolved to have no communications with him; but 
what I could not avoid, for the future; I was defired by 
the Buraghwab Officers to take all my Orders from Bengal and 
Madrafs with me, alfo the Copy that Gregory had given me, 
for the Translation of the Buraghmab King’s Letter; for that 
Gregory had told the Buraghwab King, I was come with orders 
to Settle Neeraifz again, and had brought three Ships, and great 
Quantitics of Goods, and Stores for that Purpofe; and that it 
would be neceflary in order to contute Gregory's Story, to thew 
my Original Orders to the King, as alfo the Copy; for they 
were certain that the Kiag, on feeing nothing of what Gregory 
had made him expect, would afk for what I came; and what 
Orders Thad, from Bengal and Madafs; As there was nothing 
in either of the Orders that could be taken the Icaft amifs by 
the Buraghmab King, Y told them I would do fo; they alfo, 
faid, that Gregory told the Buraghmab King, that Me. Pigot 
had wiote to him, to tranfad affairs for The Company, with him, 
and they alfo, defied me if I had not already delivered to him 
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Mr. Pigot’s Letter, not to do it, till the Buraghmab King had 
given me leave to do fo; they alfo faid the Reafon of the 
Buraghmah King giving Mr. Rodertfoa his freedom, was not 
becaufe Gregory afk’d it of him, but becaufe the late King, his 
Father, had promifed to do fo, the firft Opportunity that offer’d 
of his getting to the Coaft; which now offering by our Arrival, 
he gave him leave to go accordingly. 


* On the 22d. Auguft, in the Evening, having finifhed any 
bufinefs I could do, I fet out from Perfeen, in Company with 


. the two Buraghmah Officers, Aatony and Gregory, for Muxabooe, 


where the Buraghmabh King ufually refides; Two or three Days 
after I had left Peifeen, I heard of the Arrival of fome Slips 
from Mergui, in which I expecied there was fome Engli/b Officers, 
Nothing remaikable on our Paffage up the River, but at feveral 
Places, viz. Meam, Prone, Meloone, Yangoo, and fome other 
Chokeys my Boat was fearched, and People changed, which 
always coft me a good deal of Trouble, and a. Prefent, before 
I got frefh People, for all that came from the Buraghmah King, 
not one flayed with me, a3 my Boat rowed heavy; but Aztony 
ftaid clofe by me, and I believe faved me fome trouble, in 
changing my Boats Crew fo often; he alfo was fearched, 
and ferved in the fame manner, on Account of the 
Rebellion inthe Country, only thofe, who came dire@ly from 
the Byraghmab King, were exempted from Search; not 
one of whom ftaid by me, but took what things I had for 
Safe out of my Boat, under pretence fhe was too deep, and to 
make her row better, and made what hafte they could to the 
Buraghmah King with them; as I found Mungui Nariataw’s 
Officer had alfo done with the Prefents, when I paffed by 
Ledguke On my way up the River, I found the Country 
People, in general, by their Difcourfe, which was interpreted 
to me, both by Aurony and my Linguift, were difaffected to the 
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prefent Government, and always feemed pleafed, when ever they 
heard of a Repu/fe, that the Buraghmab King’s Forces met with 
before 4va, which wete frequent; and in every attempt they 
made to enter the Place (though there was no Cannon in it) 
were always worfted; in one of which Attacks Laveene, the 
Frenchman that commanded the Party that cut off Negraif, 
was killed; I have already mentioned that one of the late 
King’s Generals had fhut himfelf up in Ava, with fome of the 
beft Troops of the Kingdom, for fear of being aflaffinated, 
as two others were, before they were admitted to fee the 
Buiaghmah King; they alfo talked publickly, that the General, 
in Ava, had fent to Siam, for the Son of the Jaf King of 
Ava, whom the Pegwers dethroned and killed, about Ten Years 
ago, to come to Ava, and he would put him in poffeffion of 
the Kingdom; and by their difcourfe, and manner of telling 
thefe things, they all of them with’d it might turn out fo; and 
every thing in the Country feemed to be in gréat Confufion ; 
After a very tedious Journey in the Boat 


«On the 22d. of September, I arrived at Siggeyn, a Place 
directly oppofite to Ava, on the other Side of the River, and 
where the Buraghmab King had been fometimc, in order to 
forward the Redultion of Ava, which he had befieged, then for 
two Months with 100,c0o0° Men, as T was told, and whofe 
Batteries were within fifty Yards of the Wadls, and though there 
was no Cannon in the Cily, nor a Ditch about it, yet the Befigged 
kept them off with Aduflecry; and when they endeavoured to 
feale the Walls, the Befieged plyed them fo with boiking Dummer, 
mixed with Oz, that they always fled with Precipitation; fome 
Poor Greatures, that were miferably {calded in thele Attacks, I faw 
in Hutts on this fide of the River. 


On 
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“On the 23d, in the morning, I was fent for to the 
Buraghmah King, but, before I could get admittance, I was 
obliged to fend a Prefent befoie me (as Mungus Nai-ataw's 
Officer had cairied thofe I brought from Bengal and Madrafs 
to the Buraghnab King, and delivered them fome Days before 
I arrived, and was gone to Dagon again;) after making Obeifance 
to the Kmg, in the Buraghmah manner, I delivered him the 
Letters, he broke the Seals, opened them and fent me to his 
Secretarys to get them tranflated; but before they would fet 
about it, I was obliged to give a Prefent, to a man that 
could read the Perfiaz Language for his Trouble, I found this 
was very zeceffary, or he would perhaps have tranflated them, 
in fuch a manner, as that 1 fhould have been no Gainer by 
faving it: There was a Copy of the Madra/s Letter to the 
Buraghmab King in Portuguefe,y which they made me read, 
and had it tranflated and compared with what the Perflan 
tranflated, and being found to agree, when the otheis were 
done alfo, I was fent for to the Buraghwah King to hear them 
read, He faid he was furptifed to think how the Goversor of 
Madrafi, as he faid in his Letter, could have the face to 
demand any Satisfaction, which he would not give; for that 
he looked on all that were killed ar Negrafé, whether guilty 
or innocent, as born to die there, and in that manner; and 
that he never would give simfelf any trouble to enquire 
farther about the affair; lis Soldiers were not obliged to 
know who were guilty, or who were not, neither did he expect 
they Would enquire, but, in fuch cafes, generally killed Men, 
Women, or Child as they pleafed; for inftance fays he, as 
foon as ever they get into 4va, I have given them Orders 
to fpare nothing, thar has Zife; and to burn, kill and deftroy 
every thing in it; though I knew that Néttoon (meaning the 
General) and the Soldieis are to blame; as for thefe People, 
that were not killed, you may take them with you to the 
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Coaft; the Timbers, you may alfo have, but as your Governors 

at Negraje, and the Mafters of Ships, that were feized, wor 

the Offenders, they muft ftland to the lofs; for Reflitution, 

I will make none: I then afked him what Crimes the 

Governors of Negraife had committed, for which the King, his 

Father, had been fo much offended? He faid, that Captain 
Hope, while Chiof at Negiaife, had fupplied the Peguers, who 
were his Enemies, with Aims, Ammunition, and Provifions; 
and was in Contraé. with them, for when they took any 
Buraghmah Boats, the Plunder they carucd to Negra, and 
Captain Hope took one half, and let them keep the other; 
and that not till after many repeated meflages to him to defifl fiom 
fuch Practifes, the Kiag his Father, had ordered Negruife 
to be deftroyed; I anfwered, if that could be brought to 
proof, the Laws of England would punith him with Death, 
if his Father, had left his Punithment tothe Engiifh; Ithen 
afked him what Crime the New Gowernor, that: arrived the 
Day before, or any of his People had done, for there was 
no difference in their Punifhment; He faid, he was born 
to die there ;” and laughed; ‘foi, I fuppofe you have feen, 
« that, in this Country, in the wet Seafon, thete grows fo much 
** long ufelefs Grafs and Weeds, in the Fields, that in the dry 
“6 Seafon, we ate foiced to buin them, to cleat the Giound; 
“© fometimes it happens, there is fome y/efu/ Herbs among thefe 
“ Weeds and Grafs, which as they cannot be diflinguifhed 
“ eafily, aie burned along with them; fo it happened to be 
“ the new Goversor’s lot:” then the King afked me, fvhat T 
came to his Country for? I told him I was fent by the 
Honourable the Goverwors of Bengal and Madrafi, with Prefents 
to His Majefly, and Letters in which were mentioned every 

thing defired by their Honoms; which, if it was his Pleafure 

to grant, I was ordeied to ietuin as foon as poflible, with 

his Majefty’s Anfwer; but had no Authority to afk for any 
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thing, befides what was mentioned, in the Letters to his 
Majefty; he told me, that if the English wanted a Settlement, 
for trade, in his Coustry, notwithftanding they had behaved 
fo ill, he would yet allow them to tiade where they pleafed ; 
but that the Priacipal Settlement, mutt be at Perfeea, and not at 
Negrasfe; for when at that Place, as We were at War with 
the French, they might come and plunder the Isdend, before 
He could hear of their being there, or fend us any Afliftance; 
which could not be done, if at Perfeen; fays he, “ the 
“ Governor of Bengal requires Satisfaction fo. what The Company 
Jott at Negraie, and for Mr. Wbisehzi/’s Vellel, but that I 
** will never give; as the Goveraors of Nepiaife, and Mr. Hbitcbill 
*¢ himfelf, were the Offenders; let him look to them for the 
¢ J offes fuftained ; Indeed there isa good many of the Company’s 
“© Timbers at Perfeen and Negra:fe, them you may take freely ; 
“¢ but, fays he, “* you mufl leave fomebody to look after them ; 
“¢ to whom I will give you an O/o, or a Permiffion in writing, 
“‘ to buy, fell, or do any kind of Merchandize at Perfeen,” 
(after paying the proper Dutzes) and as He knew, that it 
was for The Company’s Intereft, that they fhould have a 
Settlement in his Dominions, he would give them as much 
Ground about Perfeen as they wanted, and I muft have fome- 
body there to hoift Colours, or elfe he would think that the 
Governor’s expreffions of Friendfhip, were only wrote to amufe 
him; and me fent to his Country with fome other Defign 
than was avowed; the fuccefs of which, it was his BufinefS - 
to prtvent; I told him, I could not poffibly flay mayfelf, 
neither was it in my power, to give any other Perfons Authority 
to act for the Company, but as his Majefty infifted fo ftrongly, 
that fomebody fhould flay at Perfeen, if he would be pleafed 
to ieleafe the Eug//bmen in his Dominions, J would leave zo 
of them as a token of Friendfhip, and to Jook after the 
Timbers, as he defied, wll the Honomable the Governors 
of Bengal and Madrafs fignified thei: Pleafuue: This I was 
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obliged to fay, well knowing, that if I had not complied, 
it would have ferved as a foundation for them to have quarrelled, 
and might be attended with the lofs of my Liberty, at leaft, 
by what the diftant threat of the Buraghmab King Seemed to 
infnuate; The Buraghmab King faid that he wanted Arms, 
Ammunition of all Sorts, Meu, and Implements, to make Gunpowder, 
and to caft Iron Shot; alfo he wanted a Horfe and Mare, 
each four Cubits high, and a Male and Female Camel, for to 
breed; that if the Governors of Bengal and Madrafi would 
fupply him with thofe things, he would give them, in return, 
the full Value, in any Commodities they pleafed, that his 
Country produced; I told him, I did not doubt but the 
Honourable the Governors of Bengal and Madrafi would fupply 
‘him with thofe things, if in their Power; but at prefent, 
as there was a War with the French, Arms and all kinds of 
Ammunition, were fo {carce that they could not be got, or 
they would perhaps have fent him,:a larger Quantity of them ; 
and as for a Man to caft Iron Shot, there was none made, 
only in Zurope; Thofe they have at Bengal and Madrafs being 
brought from thence ready made, and as there was nobody, 
there, knew how to make Jroz Shot, it would take at leaft 
three or four Years, before a Man could be brought from 
Europe for that Purpofe; then he afked me, if I could 
engage, in the Name of The Company, to furnifh him with 
thofe things, viz. rms, Ammunition, &c. and he would give 
them as much Ground, or any thing elfe they wanted, in 
his Dominions, I faid, that I could [not] enter into Engagements 
on the Part of The Honourable Company; and, as I had 
no Authority, if I did, they would not be valid; but that 
I would inform The Honourable the Governors of Bengal and. 
Madrafs, of what He faid, and defired he would give Orders, 
to his Secretary, to mention in his Letter to them, any 
thing he wanted; he faid he would fo, and then defired 
again, that as I was obliged myfelf to go away, I would 

leave 
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leave two of the moft Senfible Men among the Enelifbmen, at 
Perfeen, inthe Name of The Company, ’till the Governor of 
Madrafs fhould fend a proper Governor, otherwife, fays One 
of his Counfellors, ‘© We fhall imagine you are come asa Spy, 
“© and [not] to renew friendfhip ;” on which I anfwered, that 
Spys came always privately, but that I had always faid, and 
done every thing, in pudlick; which might convince His 
Majefty, that I had no private Orders, or any thing to 
execute, but what was openly profeffed; and told the Buraghmab 
King I would do as he defired, and he faid He would give 
Orders for Ofios to be made out for the delivering of what Eagdi/2- 
men were in his Kingdom to me, as alfo an Olio, fignifying it was 
his Pleafure, that the Engli/ob who refided at Perfeen, fhould 
(after paying the proper Cufloms) have free Liberty to trade; 
and that no Perfon whatever fhould moleft them: and that if any 
Englith Ships arrived at Negraife, they fhould have Liberty 
to trade on the fame terms; I was then ordered to withdraw, 
and told, that, when I had any Bufinefs, I might again wait 
on the Buraghmab King; and if he wanted me, he would fend 
for me: This Day Gregory was Ma/ffer of the Ceremonies, 
and helped to interpret, what I faid to the King, but the 
Letter to him, and the other to the Vizier was not read in 


my hearing. 


“On the 24th, inthe morning early, the Buraghmab King 
fent me word, that he wanted the Boat, I came up. in, 
itimediately, and that he would order me another; I was 
obliged immediately to land every thing I had, on the Beach, 
and make a Tent for the Prefenc; but afterwards as I faw 
no likelihood of a Boat for fome time, I was obliged to build 
a Bamboo Houfe, to fhelter me from the Weather, ’till I 
could get a Boat, from a Man that had the Care of all 
the King’s; and as I could not hire one there, before I did 
get one from him, it coft me more Trouble and Expence, 
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than if I had hired one any where elfe, for all the Buraphmab 
King gave Orders, in my hearing, to get me one the {ame 
day he took the other from me; on the forenoon of the fame 
day, viz the 24th, I was fent for to the Palace, to fee, 
what things I brought for Sale, opened before the Buraghmah 
King, 1 went accordingly, and though I told them, I could 
not poffibly fell the whole, but mu keep fome for Prefents, 
it fignified nothing; for Gregory, as Cuftom Mafler, took 
one Tenth of the whole Quantity, 1 had given an Account of, 
at my Arrival at Perfeea (but as I had given away as Prefents, 
fome of the Goods, before I fet our for Muaabooe, was obliged 
to give a particular Account, to whom I had given them, 
for, fays Gregory, ‘* We muft take care, that thefe Strangers do 
* not, under pretence of Prefents, fell Goods, and fo defraud 
“ the Buraghenah King of his duties)” then he took for the Chop, 
Godown-hire, &c. at the rate of five #f’ Cent more, He would 
not except thefe very things, which I had given as aPrefent 
to the Buraghmah King, but took duties for them, the fame 
asif I had fold them; there was fome white Cloth, damaged 
in the Buraghmab Bouts, after they had taken it out of mine; 
for that Gregory took Cuftoms, &c. out of the Good, which 
when 1 objected to, as I could nor fell it, was filenced, 
by being told in a very peremptory manner, that the 
Buraghmab King had occafion for more than the whole; and 
ftood to no loffes. Afterwards what things the Buraghmab 
King wanted were picked out, and then the Minifleis took 
what they liked beft. When I afked what price, they wotild 
give me, was anfwered, that on that Head, I had beft fay 
nothing; for the Buraghmah King was not to be dealt with 
as a Merchant, but always gave what Price he pleafed, which 
I found, afterwards, was not half, what I could have got from 
other People, and the Mivniflers took care to, follow his 
Example in that, and every thing elfe they got any thing 
by; I faw it was in vain to complain, fo told them I iclied 
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on his Majefty’s Pleafure, in that, and every thing elfe: at 
which the Buraghmah King feemed pleafed, and told me that 
next time I came, I fhould bring more Goods, for that the 
Duties of thefe, weie {carce worth taking the trouble of counting 
them for; and faid I might take away the Remainder of the 
Goods, and fell them to whom I pleafed; on this I went 
away to my Tent. 


“On the asth, early in morning, the Buraghmab King fent 
for me, and defired me to thew him, my Original Orders from 
Madrafs and Bengal; which, when I did, after a great many 
Queftions, which were afked to fee if they could touch me 
in any Contradictions, I was ordered to read them, and when 
they were explained to the Buraghmab King, he called to 
Gregory, in a furly manner, that there was no mention of 
fettling Negraie, either in his Letters, or my Orders, and afked 
him where the shree Ships, and great Quantities of Goods 
were, that he told him of; Gregory made no Anfwer, and 
the King afked me, where the Letter, Gregory had given me 
at Perfeem, as a Copy of his, was; I had got it tranflated 
into the Buraghmah Tongue, im coming up the River, and 
gave it to Him, he ordered one of his Secretarys to fend it, 
when he had heard it read, he afked me, if I was certain, 
that this was a true Zranflation, on which I appealed to the 
Buraghmab Officer, and Antony, to both of whom Gregory had 
explained it, in the fame manner on his Arrival at Perfeenz, 
who both affirmed the truth of the Tranflation; on which he 
faid to Gregory, that he had once defigned to make him 
Sea-Cuftomer at Perfeem, according to his Defire; but as he 
was fo expert of making himfelf a Prince, and an Agent for 
The Company, that to-morrow, or next day, he expected to 
hear him give himfelf the name of a King; and told him to 
go with his Comrade, on the other fide the River, (meaning 
the Geveral in Ava) on which Gregory pleaded his Letter 
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from Mr. Pigot, as fomething to countenance what he had 
faid, about The Company (having appointed him to tranfact 
affairs on their Part, and the Buraghmab King) then the King 
afked me, if Mr. Pigot, or the Governor of Bengal had told 
me to apply to Gregory for any Affiftancc, I anfwered, 
they had not; on which Gregory was ordered out of the 
Palace that Inftant; and he, feeming a little tardy, was 
dragged out in the Street: after this the Buraghmab Kiug 
would never fuffer an i menfau, to interpret any thing to him, 
but always called for Aptony, who, to do him Juilice, was 
of great Service to me, by telling me whofe Interelt with 
the Buraghmab King was ftrongefl, and the manner of 
infinuating into fome of the Guicat Men's favour, whofe 
difpofition he knew; alfo to whom, and the manner, to apply 
for the fooneft difpatch of my Bufinefs, But notwithftanding 
all I could do, I could [nor] get my Difpatch till the oth 
of October, for though I made all the Minifters Prefents, 
through whofe hands Bufinefs paffed, on my firfl Arrival, as 
T was told, by every body, 1 would be much fooner difpatched 
for it; yet always when I went to afk, when the Letters 
would be ready, and when I fhould go away, L was put off 
with Delays, and evafive anfwers; there was fome things of 
greater Confequence, which would take up fo long a time, 
and muft be difpatched firft, but that the Letters and Difpatches 
for me, fhould be the fit Bufinefs, they would do afterwards ; 
T was put off in this manner for Ten, or Twelve Days, when 
one Evening, one of the Secretary’s Servants, that ufed to 
come to my houle, and to whom I was complaining of the 
Delays, that 1 was almoft every day put off with, told me 
that it was done on purpofe, and that without T gave all the 
Minifters, a confiderable Prefent, each, I might be fix months 
before | got away; for, fays he, the Letters want only to 
be fair-copied, and the Olios to be made out, all may be done 


in half a day, if they pleafed ta difpatch You. 
I told 
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T told him that was an Impofition, and I would complain of 
it to the Buraghmab King, but replied he, ‘* what Linguift dare, 
** or will, carry a Complaint to the Buraghmab King, againft the 
“¢ Vizier, Secretarys, &c. or if they did tell him what you defire, 
© he would only laugh at it, and fay that it was what every body 
** elfe did; and why not a Stranger; for the Prefents the 
“ Minifters get, in that manner, are what they live by; The 
*« Buraghmab King pays them nothing, for which Reafon he will 
“* give no heed to a Complaint of that Kind; However if you 
“* pleafe, you may try the Experiment, but take my word you'll 
“* with you had let it alone; for to tell you a Seciet, the 
“ Buraghmab King, in the prefent pofture of his Affairs, will not 
*¢ quarrel with them for a Trifle; as they are all leading Men in 
“¢ the Country, and can be of great Seivice, or Prejudice, to his 
‘¢ Intereft at this time; but fays he if you do give any thing, 
*° the fooner you do fo, the better, and the more eafily they will 
‘ be fatisfied; it will not be above three hundred Tekals to 
“* each of them; and there is eight in Number; befides, if you 
«© have made any remarks on the Prefent Situation of Affuirs here, 
<¢ or have any Papers you would not have feen, you had beft 
«€ deftroy them, for I have heard that there is a Defign to fearch 
“* your Houfe, to look for Papers, in order to difcover, if poffible, 
«¢ whether or not you have any Defigns, but thofe you publickly 
« profels; but take no Notice to any body of what I have told 
* you, or it may coft me my Life,” I thanked him for his Advice 
and tald him I would confider of what he had faid, and would 
fee him next Day. This was the 7th of October, and that 
Night I deftroyed the Diary, I had kept fince my Arrival at 
Perfeem, though there was nothing in it, if rightly underftood, 
that could be of Piejudice to me; but as I found that every 
frivolous pretence, ferved to {queeze money from People in 
this Place, [thought it moft prudent to deftroy it, and run 
no rifque. Next Morning I heard that there were two 
leading Men, in the Army, imprifoned, for holding a 
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Corefpondence with the Gereral in Ava, and that there was a 
Letter taken fiom one of their Servants, from the General to 
them, telling them, that he had ceitain Advices fiom the late 
King of Ava’s Son, at SrAM, being on his Match to Ava, at the 
head of an Army of Siamefe, to come and take on him, the 
Title of Kmg of dia; which he was born to; whom, as foon. 
as near enough, he did not doubt to fight his way to, through 
all oppofition, that the prefent Kize would be able to make; 
I had alfo heaid of a Confpilacy, to placc the picfent King’s 
younger Brother on the Throne, which it was faid was tipe for 
Execution, the firft opportunity; thefe things, and what the 
Secretary's Servant told me, in regard to Complaints againft the 
Minifters, (which I found to be true for I asked my own 
Linguift and Aatony both, but not one of them would utter a 
woid of Complaint againft the Minifters) obliged me to 
comply with their exhoibitant expectations, alfo I found very 
true what he told, with regard to fearching my Papers; for 
the Day afterwaids, Two of the King’s Servants came, and 
brought a Moor with them, for an Interpreter, and under 
Pretence of looking for Nick-Knacks, which they faid the 
King’s Women had defired them to afk me for, made me open 
[every] lock I had, and every bit of Paper, that any thing 
was wrote on, afked me what it was, and under pretence of 
fhewing the King’s Homen, the Emopean westimg, catticd away 
feveral Papers, for there was a Datchman, that undeaftood a 
little of Engl/b, and could read fome words (that they had 
taken with Mr. Bornean) to him, I heard aftcrwaids, they fhewed 
them, in order to find out, whether or not I had told them 
truth, with regard to what was wrote on them; but his Story 
and mine agieeing, they weie ictuined to me, the Papers wete 
my failing Orders fiom Bengal and Madrafi, alfo a Europe Letter 
from a Relation, and the other happened to be a Copy of the 
Letter, I fent to Gregory from the Nicobarss; I was told, 
that when either the Goverwor of Madrafs or Bengal wrote again 
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to the Kivg, he defired that the Letters might be wrote in 
Enghfh, for as neither I nor the Brraghwabs underflood the 
Perfian Language, the People that did, and were employed to 
read the Letters, had it in their Power to keep the Governors of 
Bengal and Madafs from being rightly underftood by his 
Majefty, whereas if they were wrote in Exgh/h, as moft of them 
underftood Portuguese, as alfo many of his Subjects, it would 
not be in the Power of thefe People to make mifunderftandings 
fo eafily. 


“* On the oth of October, in the Mouning, I caniied Prefents 
to all the Minifters, in proportion to their Stations (that if 
poffible I might get away before any new Difturbances happened, 
which might probably effectually hinder me getting away at 
all) I was then told, that my Olds for the releafe of the 
Englifomen, Chokeys, &c. as alfo the King’s Letters would be 
ready the next day, and they defied me to carry a Prefent 
on the moriow forenoon to the Buwaghnah King, when I 
would get his Letters, &c. but was told that I muft pay 
for writing and gilding the King’s Letters, and alfo for their 
Cafes, likewife forty Tikals, a head for the Engl:/bmen’s Olios, 
or that,. as this was a Perquifite of the Undei-Secretary’s, 
that they could not poffibly be finifhed without, as I was 
well convinced of the truth of what the Principal Secretary 
told me, with regaid to the delays that would be occafioned, 
by not complying with thefe Demands, I thought it belt to 
make no hefitation; but immediately paid the money, and 
next day in the forenoon, viz. roth Odtober, I went to the 
Palace with a Prefent to the Buraghmah King, and ieceived 
his Letters, got all the O/ior, and took leave of him alfo, 
and in the Evening fet out for Perfeem in Company with 
Antony, who was included in this Paffport I had for the 
Chokeys. had forgot to mention, that on my way up the 
River, when I was at Prone, 1 faw the Nogveda of the Tame, 
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that was feized at Dagon about two years ago, he told me 
the Byraghmab King had alfo given him his Liberty, on the 
news of our Arrival, and a Letter from the Engli/h Chief at 
Surat, which he fhewed me, but on my way down the River, 
I heard, on my Arrival at Prone, that he died a few Days 
after I had feen him, and that every thing that belonged to 
him was feized for the Buraghmab King; this his Servant 
told me, who had alfo obtained his Liberty, at the fame 
time his mafter did, and came from Prone to Bengal with me. 
When at Siggeyn, two days after the feaft of the Candles, 
which was about the 27th of September, it is cuftomary for 
every body to carry a prefemt and congratulate the Buraghmah 
King as in England at the néw year; I alfo went according 
to the Cuftom, at which the King feemed much pleafed, and 
told me, he would make me a prefent of any thing I ated 
him for, whether an Elephant, a Horfe, ox what elfe I liked 
belt: I had feen at Dagon, when there, (which I had forgot 
to mention) three Duichmen that were Slaves, one a Surgeon, 
and rwo Soldiers, that belonged to a Settlement the Dutch had 
at Siam, and which the Buraghmabs took and plundered 
(in the fame manner they had done Negraife) in their late 
Expedition, there were in it ¢hiteen Europeans in all, which 
were killed, only thefe rhree, who weie at Dagon in a veiy 
miferable fituation; When I faw the Buraghmah King wanted 
I fhould afk fomething of him, I begged that he would 
releafe thefe three Men, and let them go with me to Beggal, 
from whence they could go to their own countrymen again; 
this the Kmg without Hefitation confented to, and gave Orders 
that an Ol/o, for their Releafe, fhould be made out, and given 
to me with thofe for the Releafe of the Huph/bmen,: but a 
Dutchman, who was formerly Captain Suther/and’s mate, and 
run away from him, on being detected embezzling his Effects, 
AVA and PEGU. and has been with the Buraghmabs ever fince, what his Reafons 
were I know not, but he went to one of the Geveza/) and 
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told him, that thofe Dutchmen, the King was giving their 
Liberty to, could be of more Service to him, than all the 
Europeans in the Kingdom, for they underftood making of 
Gunpowder; this the Geaeral went immediately, and told the 
King of, who afterwards fent for me, and faid that he was 
in great Want of Guzpowder, and had nobody that could 
make any good, for which reafon he could not be fo good 
as his Word, in releafing the ‘three Dutchmen, as he was 
told that they could make Gunpowder, better than any 
body he had in his Kingdom; and then immediately 
ordered them to be fent for, from Dagon, this Meflage and 
order the Dutchman begged leave to execute, and was 
accordingly fent away to Dagon for them; but on my going 
to Dagon, for what Eaglifomen were there, I heard that two of 
them, the Surgeon and one of the Soldiers, weie dead, and 
that the Priace of Dagon had put the other on board a Ship, 
he was fitting out to fend to the Nicobars. All the Enghi/bmen 
I could hear of in the Country, which were only five, [ got 
an order for their Releafe, by name they were; Mr. Rodert/on, 
and one Lewis, who belonged to the train, of the Negrai/e 
People, Mr. Heélafs, the chief mate, and Richard Lee, a 
Quartermafter of the Fume, and one Richard Battle, that 
belonged to Mr. Wbitebill’s Veffel, all the reft died, in the 
late Expedition with the Buraghmabs to Siam, at leaft none 
of thofe mentioned, nor any body elfe I faw, know to the 
contrary; and according to the Buraghmab King’s earneft requeft, 
I pitched on Mefirs. Robertfon and Helafs to flay at Perfeem, 
till the Honourable the Governors of Bengal or Madrafs fignified 
their Pleafure to the contrary; and gor an Olio for them, 
by Name, for that purpofe; fignifying that it was his Majefty’s 
pleafure, that nobody fhould in the leaft moleft them, while 
they conformed to the Cuftoms of the Country; alfo that 
they might take any of the Honourable Company’s Timbers, 
wherever they found them, in order to have them in readinefs, 
if the Honourable the Governors of Bengal and Madrafs fhould 
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think proper to fend for them, and continue in Fiiendfhip 
with his Majefty. 


* On the 13th OAober, I arrived at Yaugoe, on my way 
down the River, where J met with two of the Engh/hmen, 
viz. Lewts, and Lee, who were on their way to the Buraghmah 
Kig, being fent by the Przace at Dagox, in order to afifl at 
the Swge of Ava, I thewed the Buraghmah King’s Order for 
their Releafe, to the man in whofe charge they wee, but he 
could not deliver them to me, he faid, as the orda was 
directed to the Pritce at Dagon, who had not feen it, and 
had given him a flict order, to carry them to the Buraghmah 
King, fo finding I could make nothing of this fellow, I 
determined to fend up my Liapuy? again to Siegeyz, to procure 
an Order for this man to deliver them to me, accordingly 
on the r4th I hired a boat, and wrote tice J.etters, one to 
the principal Secretary, one to the Vizic1, and another to a 
relation of the Buraghmah King, letting them know the reafon 
of my troubling them again, and begging they would procure 
an Order for this man’s delivering the ‘wo Eaplifhmen to me, 
if he fhould not be arrived at Sigeeye when my Linonift left 
it; with thefe three Letters, 1 was obliged to fend a prefent 
with each, as, by Experience, I knew, that nothing could be 
done without; and on the 1gth the Lungnif fet out accordingly 
for Siggeyn, As my Interpreter was gone up, I dropt down 
the River with the Stream, in order to give him time to 
oveitake me again, before T pafled Prom, having refolved to 
go to Dagon firft, rather than Pafeem, in order to get the 
Englifhmen that were there, for fear they fhould be fent up 
to Ava, as Lewis and Lev were, which would put it out of 
my power to get them rcleafed ar prefent, and to fend a Boat 
with a Letter from Prone, to Perfeem, to advife my Officers 
of my coming, and to defire them to take in as many of 
the Honourable Company’s Timers, as the Veffel would 
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*¢ On the 2oth. of OSobei, I atrived at Prowe, and on the 23d. 
the Languift, with Lewis and Lee, arived; he having got an 
Order, and taken them out of the boat from Dagon, before fhe 
arrived at Siggeya, however 1 was obliged to ftay at Prone, till 
the 25th. on account of Autony’s being fick, who was included 
in the paffpoit for the Chokey’s with me, and which he took 
care to keep, for fear I fhould leave him; Antony being a little 
better, on the 26th, in the morning, I prevailed on him to fet 
out, and about 5 inthe Evening, of the fame day, were much 
furprifed to fee a large town called Meam, all in Flames, anda 
Crowd of People on the Shoar at a Village, about 5 Mules above 
it, calling to us to come afhoar; we went accordingly, and 
they told us, that the Governor of Meam, who was at Siggeyn 
when I left it, and who had affifted my Liagut to procure an 
order for the two Englishmen I fent him back for, had fled 
fiom Court with three others, one of whom was a General 
and had arrived at Meam the night before, to which they 
immediately fet fire, and fled into the woods, what their 
intentions were they knew not, but they had fpread a Report, that 
one of the Buraghmah King’s Brothers had rebelled at Siggeyn, 
whether true or falfe they could not tell, but they called to us, 
to advifé us of the Danger, this information made me lay afide 
my Defign of going to Dagon firft, and proceed for Perfeem, as 
faft as poffible, not knowing what might follow the burning of 
Meam, fo I gave the boat people extraordinary pay, and made 
them row Night and Day, till [ arrived at Perfeem, which was 
off the 28th at Night. Hlaving given oideis to rigg the Veffel, 
and get her ready to drop down as faft as poffible, the next 
Day I went up to Kiowk Kiow, to procure rice and provifions for 
our paffage, and finding by the report of every body, that thofe 
who had burnt Mea, had not in the leaft molefted any body elfe, 
but concealed themfelves in the Woods, I hired a Boat to go to 
Dagon, for the other evo Engh/bmen that were there, as I 
knew I could be back before the Veffel would be loaded, and 
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Provifions procured, which might be done in my Abfence s 
and fet out from Perfeem on the 3r1ft. Oétober, and on the 4th. 
November arrived at Dagox; the fame Day I delivered the 
Buraghmahs King’s Order for the releafe of the Englifbmen to the 
Priace, which he immediately complied with, and defired me 
to flay a Day, or two, for fome Letters, that he would write 
to the Governors of Beagaland Madrafs; he then afked me to 
give a Pa/s for the Ship that was fitting out for the Nicobars, I 
told him I had no authority to give a Pafé; and that if Y took 
upon me to do fo, it could not be of the leafl {civice to them, 
but rather hurt; and befides, a Thing of that kind would be 
of great prejudice to me, as I had not the leat authority for 
it; then fays he you muft give a Certificue, that the 
Buraghmah King has releafed all the Huglfhmen in his Kiigdonr, 
and wants to live in friendfhip with the Huglifb, tor in all 
probability they may meet with fome Knglifh Ship, who may 
take them to the Coaf, and detain them till the News from 
you arrive, by whith means, we fhall at leaft lofe a Fayage to 
the Nicobars, before the dry Seafon is done; as this could nor 
well be icfufed, I accordingly gave him a Certificate as he 
defired, and he got a Maflefe chat undeflands Haph/b to tell 
him what Thad wrote init; When at Dagar Twas informed 
that there was a Portugvefe Man who had put into Alege (when 
the Buraghmabs weie there, ina Afulaye Prow, he had no Pas, 
but faid he came from Padang) on the [ef-Couf! of Sumatra, 
and on his paffage into the Straits of Malacca he fell in with 
fome Mataye Prows, who attacked him, and his Stern taking 
ffire] in the Engagement, occafioned the lofs of all his papers; 
he had on boaid a very handfome fert of Silver handled Knives 
and forks, with table and tea fpoons, marked with a crefl of a 
Hart’s head, about 4000 Dallars in Specic, allo fome Gold, 
feveral fuits of laced Cloaths, with Linnen &c. in proportion, 
feveral Enlifh Mufyuets and other things, the Shirts were muked 
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which was wrote the names Rick/by, and on others, Charles Mears, 
1759, none of which he could read, nor any body elfe he had 
on board, he had alfo a Hadley’s Quadrant, and a fet of French 
Charis, the ufes of which he knew not; the Buraghmahs had 
not troubled him with many Enquiries, but fiezed him and his 
Veffel, and brought them to Dagon with them; where he now 
was, the Effects were fent up to the Buraghmab King, before 
my Arrival there, on hearing this I went to the Priace, and 
defired he would be fo good as to fend for this man, and let 
me examine him before him, as I had reafon to think from the 
above account, (which I told him) he had robbed fome Englifh 
Fefel, where he got thofe things, and poffibly had alfo 
murdered the Owners; he was accoidingly fent for, and the 
Prince defired me to make what enquiries I thought proper, 
he told me his name was Jufeph de Cruz, but that he generally 
went by the Name of Yani; and, after a good many 
contradictory Storys, he confeffed that he was in an Luglifh 
Sloop, on the Weft-Coaj? of Sumatra, and failed from Negapatam 
the Jaft Place fhe left on the Cog, fometime in 1759, and the 
Captain’s Name was Ford or fomething like it, they had been 
at Tappanooly, and had carried Mr. Hall, who was Chief there, 
down to Natali; Mr. Hail and the Captain went afhoar 
immediately on their arrival there, and in the Evening 
three European Soldiers came off, with an order to the 
officer otf board, informing him that there was Four 
French Ships on the Coaft, which they hourly expeéted, and 
ordering him to weigh as foon as poffible and proceed to 
fome place on Pulo Nias, and there lay for further orders, this 
was immediately complied with ; and at that Place, the Lafcars, 
that were on board, took an Opportunity to murder the Officer © 
and two of the So/diers, the other was a Frenchman whom they 
fpared, then this Fellow carried the Sloop along fhoar to fome of 


the IAauds off Achin Head, where they took fome Malaye Prows, 
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and divided the Effeéts, that were on board the Sloop, (which 
they funk or burnt) into three Parts, viz. one for this fellow, 
who was Guuner, one for the Serang, and another for the Tindal, 
each of whom put their Plunder into a Prow, and went where 
their Inclinations led them; this Fellow intended for Funkfelon, 
but fell into Mergui, in April laft; where the others went to 
he faid he knew not; the Soldier they had not murdered, and 
who came with this fellow, was {ent up to 47a, on his anival 
at Dagon, I did not fee him or I would have enquired of him 
alfo about this Affair; thefe were all the Citcumftances I could 
get from this fellow. When he had done his Story, and it was 
explained to the Prince, I defired, as this fellow had, by his own 
Confeffion, murdered the Commander of an EngHi/b Vellcl, and 
ran away with her, that he would be pleafed to deliver him to 
me, to carry to Bengal, that he might be tryed by the Hneljh 
Laws, and punifhed accordingly; the Prince faid he could not 
comply with my requefl, without firfl acquainting the Buraebmub 
King, which would take up much time before he could get an 
anfwer, but that he would detain him Prifoner, till he acquainted 
the Buraghmab King, and till he heard from the Governor of 
Bengal or Madrafs, to whom he would wiite about it. 


“ On the gth November, Giegory arrived at Dayo from 
Siggeya, with a Letter from the Buraghmah Kine, informing, 
the Prince, that he had appointed him to a under the 
Sea-Cuftomer, when he fhould be made at Perfiem, and to 
let him have one hundred Families from Dagon, to clea 
away and rebuild Perfeew; but the Prince did not give the 
leaft Notice to it, and told Gregory, that he might go again 
and tell the Buraghmab King, he would not let him [have | 
one Man from Dagon; neither would he fuffler him to cany 
any of his Effeéts out of the Towx, ashe expecled the Peguers 
would be coming that way foon, as it would difcourage thofs 
that flaid behind; this he did to thwart Gregory, I believe, 
for on my falling fick there, and applying to him for a more 
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convenient boat, he immediately fent one of his people to 
hire one for me, and gave orders that I might have as 


many People as I wanted. 


«*On the oth November, having got the Priuce’s Letters, 


* for the Honourable the Governors of Bengal and Madrafs, 1 


fet out for Perfeem, with Mr. Helafs and Richard Battle in 
Company with me, in the boat, I came from Perfeem in, 
when I arrived on the rath, I found that as yer there was 
not Rice enough provided for a two months paflage, which 
we might probably meet with, at this Seafon of the year, to 
Bengal, fo having procured that and every [thing] elfe proper 
that we could get, we left Perfeem on the 22d, and having 
got fafe down the River, we failed, from Negraifeé, on the 
goth November, and as, at this Seafon of the Year, we 
mutt be obliged to work up in o ground, could not hoift 
the boat in, fhe being leaky I was obliged to keep swo people 
in her, to throw the water out, and on the 3d of December 
in the night, an unexpected gale of wind coming on from 
the SE, and increafing with great Violence, fo that at 8 in 
the morning, not thinking the People fafe in the boat, tryed 
to hawl her up to take them out, but at that time, an 
exceffive hard {quall coming on, and a Sea breaking on the 
boat, filled her and wafhed the two People out of her, and 
as we durft not bring the Veffel to them, and could not 
hawlthe boat up, was obliged to cut her away: nothing 
elfe remarkable happened on the Paflage from Negraife. 


**On the 7th December, we met with the Calcurta Snow, 
Captain Baillie, from Madrafi, who kept us Company into 
Ballafore Road, where we o> on the roth December. I left 
at Perfeem Mefirs. Fames Robertfon and Fobn Helafs, to flay 
there till the Honourable the Governors of Bengal or Madra/s, 
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or either of them, fhauld give Orders to the Contrary, for I 
could not poffbly avoid leaving them, as it was urged in fuch a 
manner to me, that I thought I had reafon to apprehend bad 
confequences if I refufed it, and if not approved off by their 
Honours, any Veffel paffing that way, by only 45 off 
Negraifé, may very eafily and without trouble bring them away; 
as they will always be prepared for going at a Minute’s 
Warning, and will be fure to be on board any Veffel that 
> near that place, as the Buraghmahs will defire them to 
go, in order to bring Ships to Perfeem 


*¢ With regard to difturbances in the Country, as there is 
nothing to be gained by molefting them, and all Parties 
want affiftance, they will certainly be full as fafe, if not fafer, 
than I was in going up to the Buraghmab King, when I was 
fent for; at that time all the common people withed earneftly, 
that there was an European Settlement that was able to protect 
them from the prefent Oppreffions they fuffer in the Country; 
and if I may judge from appearances, every Body of Figure, 
I bad any Converfation with, and has no Dependance on the 
prefent reigning Family, would be glad of a change of Government; 
and for that Reafon, as they imagine that the Engli/h has it 
more in their Power to be of Service, or Prejudice, to them 
than any other Nation, as there is no profit to be got, they 
will not openly hurt them, and privately none but the Armenians 
will, whofe Intereft in that Country is very low at prefent.. 
What Inftructions I left with Mefirs. Robertfon and Hela/s 
are as follows. 


To Mefirs. Fames Robertfow and Fohn Hes 


GENTLEMEN. 

* The Honourable the Governors of Bengal and Madrafs 
having thought proper to fend me in the Viftoria Snow, to this 
Place, with Letters, and prefents for his Majefty the Kiag of 
the Buraghmabns, in order to obtain your Liberty, with that * 
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the other Exgli/bmen, held in Slavery, by his Majefty ; alfo to 
obtain Security for the Honomable Company’s Effects, feized 
at Negraife in October 1759, the Buraghmab King, on Receipt 
of the Letters and prefents, releafed all the Eugi/hmen in his 
Dominions ; alfo gave leave to take away what Timbers were at 
Negraife and Perfeem, belonging to the Honourable Company ; 
this was all could be obtained of him; and the fame time he 
infifted I fhould leave two People at Perfeen, to look after the 
Timbers; and to refide there, in the name of the Honourable 
Company, till a proper Govermor is fent from Madrafi or 
Bengal; with which requeft, I have complied, and do hereby 
defire that both of you, the above named, will remain here 
till the Governor of Bengal or Madrafs’s Pleafure is known; 
taking care to do every thing that you think may be of any 
Service to the Honourable Company’s Affairs, 
Iam, Gentlemen, 
Perfeem, 22d Nov. 1760. Your moft humble Servant. 


*€ With this I give your Honours a Tranflation, of the Kiag 
of the Byraghmahn’s Letter, which I had tranflated at Siggeys 
into Englifo, as probably there might be fome difficulty of 
getting it tranflated in Bengal. 


“© As I was obliged to deftroy my Diary, and kept none after- 
wards, till I arrived at Perfeem from Dagon, there may probably 
bé fome things I heard, and faid, left out; but nothing of any 
confequence was faid, or done, in which 1 was any way con- 
cerned, but what I have mentioned.

*«* Ithe moft high and mighty King of all Kings, the beloved 
Son of good fortune, and the moft fortunate Matter of all 
thefe my Dominions; Sole and Supreme Loid of the three 
Pegu Kingdoms, with all their Provinces; alfo Mafter of the 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Diamonds, Rubies, Sapphirs, Emeralds, 
Amber, and all manner of precious Stones, in thefe my Dominions ; 
now at the Golden City, in a Golden Palace, under a Silver 
Canopy ; Mafter of all good fortune, with a cheerful Counte- 
nance, and a free Heart, together with a good Will, towards 
the Governor of Madrafs.

«© That Captain Hope, when Chief at the Negrais, did not 
behave agreeable to the Contract and Promifes, made on the 
part of the Company, to the King, my Father, who gave 
Negraife and Perfeem to The Company, to trade and merchandize 
there, on condition, that they paid the cuftomary duties, &c. 
to the King, my Father; and alfo affift him if required; but 
the Governors of the Negrais did not only trade, without paying 
any duties themfelves, but hindered Merchant Veffels, that 
came to trade, and would have paid them, from entering the 
Port of Perfeem, to my Father’s lofs and prejudice; alfo Cape. 
Hope kept a Correfpondence with the Peguers, ‘my Father’s 
Enemies, and fupplied them with Provifions, Arms and Ammb- 
nition; with which they killed his Slaves, and robbed and 
deftroyed his Country, whereat my Father being angry, ordered 
his Slaves to feize and deftroy the Faétory at the Negrais. The 
King, my Father, fometime fince, being wearied of this World, 
went to Govern in a beticr ; and 1, his eldeft Son, am now feated 
on his Throne ; But I am far from believing, either the Governor 
of Madra/s knew of, confented to, or approved of thefe ations 
of the Governors of Negrais, and as for the New Governor, that 
arrived 
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arrived the day before the Negrais was deftroyed, it was his ill 
fortune to be amongft thofe who were guilty, and his lot to 
be killed there; as when you put a piece of Wood in the fire, 
in which is a Worm you know not of, It is, for want of being 
diftinguithed, burnt in the Wood, fo it happened to the New 
Governor.

muft go to the Negrats, asa Linguifter, and if by any means 
his Defign difcovered, he would look on me as the Author of 
the Difcovery, and my Wife and every Man, Woman, and Child 
who had any dependence on, or connexion with, me, he 
would immediately put to death, to avenge himfelf of me. But 
that I have always had a very great regard for the Engh/b, as L 
am in Duty bound, and as Actions are always preferable to 
Words, I fhallfay nothing in my own juftification; but refer 
myfelf fir to Mr Roberifon, who faw how far I was concerned 
in the cutting off Negrais; and next to Capt. Alves, who well 
knows what pains I have taken to affift him, in Tranfacting the 
Bufinefs he was charged with, on Account of the Honourable 
Company; and efpecially as he has had the good fortune to 
fucceed, in renewing the Friendfhip, which formerly fubfited.

“* By Order and Oath of the poweifull Lord, the Lord and 
Head of all Kings of the Eaftera parts of the /Forld, and above 
all Crowns, Lord of the White and Speckled’ Elephants, Eord of the 
Mines of the Rubys, Topas, Gold, Silver, Iron, and Lead, 8c. King- 
of Kings, and Lord of all Pravinces of the Ea; whofe Oath Ihave 
taken with a true heart, and by him appointed Prince of all the 
Lower Countrys of this Place, that belonged to three Places of 
Pegue, and Sea-port Town, Slaves of his Majefty, the inhabitants. 
thereof are like the Children of my Breaft, whom I take care to 
Judge as they behave, who am Mangee Norata, with five hundred 
and twenty-eight Loves, I fend my Service to the Honourable 
Governor of Madrafi, George Pigot, E{q. whofe Country and ours 
was in Ancient Times as united together as a Fadip-flower in the 
middle of a Tank, fo was alfo our friendfhip then s and I take it 
to be fo now: between Strangers and my Nation, and hepe it 
will laft long; and you will pleafe to come to Trade as formerly. 
The Chief of Negrais interfered himfelf with the Peguers, who 
were Rogues, Rusagadoes, Oath-breakers, and being againft us, 
hid themfelves in the Woods, and robbing our Fowns and Fillages, 
as Opportunity offered them; thefe People did the Cdjef of Negrais 
harboured, we was informed of, and have put a ftop to ir, that 
The Company fhould not harbour them for the future, but could 
not keep them under, for which reafon The Company being found 
guilty, for acting im the manner which was not right, therefore 
mifchief had befallen them, which you were informed of ; and now 
what is paft, is gaff; now your Honour has been pleafed to fend, 
and advifed us by Letters of your intent, and piefents to the King 
by Capt. Walter Alves, which is come to us now, with a clear 
confcience Capt. Alves, did in behalf of the King of England and 
the Honourable Governor of Madras, George Pigot, Ef{q; begged; 
which was accepted by the King, and has granted the Refiding Place 
of Perfaim, and the Pland of Negrais, as before; but with this 
Condition, that all Ships that comes there to Trade, both 
Company’s and Merchant Ships, fhould pay their due Cuftoms as 
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before; at which time they will have free Liberty to fell and buy 
their Merchandize, without any moleftation: “This is the King’s 
orders, and according to this order, you will pleafe to Comply ; 
and whoever you will pleafe to fend over as Chief, let him be a 
man of Confidence, and aman of great Senfe, if you will fend. 
fach a Perfon here, you fhall not want whatever you fhall defire ; 
and recommend him to me, that I will affift him whatever lyes in 
my power to beg of the King. There is a man here whom 
Capt. Alves informed me, he believed was a man that has done 
fomething that was not right, on the Coa/t of Sumatra; which he 
defired me, I might call him to my houfe, and be examined, 
he being very well informed by feveral perfons here, that this man 
had killed fome Englifh Commander, upon the man’s coming to 
my houfe, he equivated, * but at laft confeffed, that he was in 
the fame Veffel, where the People killed the Conimander of the 
Veffel and three Soldiers; this man our Wariours took up at 
Merguy, in a {mall Veffell, at the time our People being there ; 
and brought him here, in cafe your Honour will find this 
ftory upon this man to be true, pleafe to fend me advice, and 
I will execute Juftice upon him. I now fend your Honour by 
Capt. Alves one hundred Vit of Wax, which you will be kind to 
receive as a prefent from me.

Capt. Alves in his Letter from Calcutta, dated 28th Dec. 17605 
tranfmitting thefe Papers to Governor Pigot, fays, “I left at 
** Dagon a Dutch Ship, belonging to the Governor of Negapatam, 
‘f which, from the prefent fituation of affairs in that Country, 
“I know not. whether or no they will be able to get away, for 
‘* the principal part of their Cargo was carried up to Ava, to the 
“ Buraghmah King,-by the Malabar Supercargo, and for what goods 
‘¢he had fold there, he could not get in the money; and at Dagon 
‘© they took a new Cable out of the Ship by force, for the ufe 
“ofa Ship they have fent to the Nicobars.” 
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Some Accounr of Quepan (pronounced Kuddab.) 


By Michael Topping Efq. chiefly from the information of 
Francis Light Elq.

‘Tus Country of Quedah extends from Trang in Lat. 7? 30’N. 
to Creanin Lat. 5218'N, In length about 1g0 miles, in breadth 
from 20 to 35 miles: But the exiivaied Lands no where 
exceed 20 miles from the Sea-fhoar. From Trang to Purlis, the 
Sea-Coaft is fheltered by many Iflands, and a flat Bak lies 
between them and the Marn, navigable for /mall Peffels ouly, 
the diftance between Zrang and Pvrlis being about 24 leagues. 
The Sea-Coaft itfelf is low and covered with Wood. Juland are 
many Mountains, fome of which as you approach Purlis, project 
into the Sea: The Country abounds in Rice, Cattle, and Timber. 
Eleven Rivers empty themfelves into the Sea, navigable for 
Prows only, on account of the Shallows without; the principal 
of which are Lingoo and Siztoul, where thofe Veffels are built : 
Purlis has a deep narrow River, at the Entrance of which is 
a finall fandy Ifland, on which ftands a jifbing Village, which 
is protected by a few pieces of Cannon. The Bar of the 
River is very long, with only’ ten feet water upon it, at {pring 
tides. The Town is fituated four or five miles from this 
Entrance, in a Valley of a mile and a half in circumference, 
enicompaffed with fleep Hills. The old King, in his latter days 
chofe this Place for his Refidence, which occafioned many 
Veffels and People to refort here: Since his death, it has 
funk into its former obfcurity, notwithftanding he bequeathed 
it to his fecond Son Toouka Mooda, who ftill refides here. 
Pogil is a fmall Province of Paltany, bordering upon Pur lis. 
The Iflands Laacavy, or Ladda, and Trocklon, lye Welt of 
This Port, about five leagues. The Great Lada is inhabited 
by a race of Malays, who are, in general, ZAieves, andc ommit 
frequent atts of Piracy: Thefe Iflands are dependant on the 
Luxamana of Queda, who governs here abfolutely: They are 
mountainous, have little pafture, and do not yield Rice fufficient 
for the Inhabitants. There is exceeding good 45 ground on 
the Eaftern fide of them, of fufficient capacity for the largeil 
Fleet, with a plentiful fupply of Wood and Water at hand. 
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On the SW fide is a fmall Harbor of fufficient depth; but 
its fhoars are Coral. In a former: War, the French refitted 
and mafted here, : after an Engagement with (I believe) 
Commodore Barnet. The Land from Purlis to the Mountain 
Ferry (a Coaft of twenty leagues in extent) is low, and 
level towards the Sea, covered with Jungle, which extends 
between Purlis and Qyeda one mile from the fhoar. To the 
Southward of Queda, the Woods grow much broader, and 
the Country is ftill lefs cultivated, The principal Sea-Port, 
called Queda by Strangers, and Qyalla Batrang by the Natives, 
lies in 62 o N. Latitude. The River is navigable for Veffels 
of 300 tons, but its Hztrance is choaked up by a flat mud 
bank, two and a half miles in length, with Gnly nine feet 
water on {pring tides, Large fhips lying im five and fix 
fathoms, are four miles from the River's Mouth. At the 
Mouth of the River is a fimall brick Fortrefs, built by a 
Gentoo, with a few {mall Guns, ill mounted: The greater 
part of the Fort is in ruins, fo that the Spring-Tides flow 
into it. The River is about 300 yards wide; both thoars are 
muddy, and have fwampy places, which are covered with 
Jungle. This continues for three miles up the River. Half 
a mile within the Jungle, the Paddy Grounds commence. 


Seven miles, on the River, from the Qualla is Alleftar, 
where the King refides. All Veffels that pafs the Bar can 
go to Alleflar; The River is narrow, but deep; the Country 
level, but clear and cultivated, having a fine rich Soil. A litte 
above Allefar the Ground rifes, the River becomes more rapid, 
and, at length, unfit for any kind of navigation, except that of 
{mall Prows: The Channel on the Eaftern fide of the Ifland,, 
is very narrow being not go feet acrofs. 


The King’s refidence, at Allefar, is in a very {mall drick Fort 
built by his Merchant Yomal/, atout four years ago. The Inha- 
bitants, near him, are compofed of Chuliars, Chinefe, and Malays. 


This Place was plundered, and burnt, in 1770 by the Buggeffes, 


“ aided by fome of the King’s own Relations; ince which it has 


continued in a very poor ftate; the only Trade left it, is with.

Limboon, on the Bank of the River, is about four miles from 
Allifiar: This Town is inhabited chiefly by Chuliars; the Soil 
is exceedingly fertile (Clay and Sand), produces great abundance 
of fruit and Vegetables. The Country rifes in a gradual afcent : 
The River is very rapid, with Shallows and Overfalis, fo that 
Prows only can navigate i. A very little above Limdoon, the’ 
Profpec& opens into an extenfive Plain, on which are many miles 
of Paddy Grounds: The River is here contracted into a very 
uarrow Ghande/, being, in fome places, not more than ten feet 
acrofs, and is befides fo very crooked, and its Current {0 rapid, that 
only {mall light Prows can make their way up it. During the 
rainy Seafon this Plain is overflowed, which greatly enriches it. 

At the commencement of this Plain, the King is enclofing 
a Place for the purpofe of erecling a Fo,?, to defend his Country 
againtt the Siamefee On its Eaftern Boundary, The Country 
is covered with Forrefts, fome fmall Villages, with their 
cultivated Lands, lying {cattered here and there, 

The next place of any note is Apabookit, which is About fix miles 
SE of Aliflar, ona branch of the fame River. ‘Fhis Place is 
chiefly inhabited by Chair fatniliés; the Soil is more Sandy 
and light, than that ef Léwboor, but produces abundance of 
Grain, Formerly the Courfe of the River, from Qyalla Batrang 
to Aliifar, Was twelve miles in length; but the Father of the 
reigning Prince, cut through a narrow [fhmus; in order to 
fhorten the diftance five miles, and by degrees the old Channel 
filled wo: This work has however been of fingular difadvantage 
to the neighbourhood, as it has leffened the quantity of fre/h 
water in the Country, by giving it an eafier communication 
with the Sea: Sea-water is now admitted up to d//iflar, in the 
dry Seafon, the Bar at the River’s mouth is likewife encreafed, 
not having a fuficient weight (or perhaps continuance) of 
Current to carry off the mud, the Inhabitants of Alflar are 
obliged to fetch fre/s water in Boats, during the Months of 
March and April, for though Well-water is good, they do not, 
in general, ufe it, At the Qyalla, they arc fupplied with 
Srefh water, entirely by boats, for eight months in the Year. In 
Auguft, September, October and November, the River is 


free, to its entrance, at low water. 
Cli 
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Clofe to the Fort runs a Creek, which communicates with 
the River above Limboon: , This’ has been purpofely ftopped, 
by an artificial mound: Were it opened, Veffels might again 
water at the River’s mouth, in all Seafons of the Year. 

The Entire Country. of Queda is exceedingly well-watered 
and fertile. Twenty-three Rivers, all navigable for Prows, and 
fome of them for larger Veffels, empty themfelves into the 
Sea, between Trang and Creang; The Country to the South- 
ward of ‘Queda River, as far as Qualla Mooda (about ten 
leagues) is lefs cultivated than that more Northward. At 
Haug they have the beft fruits; The principal Natives have 
Gardens at this Place, to which they frequently refort (an 
excurfion of fix or feven leagues) to feaft on Dorians and 
Mangoftins, which ripen‘here in the greatett perfection. 

Ruaila Moorba is a large River, deep and rapid. The Water 
is here always fie/b to the Sea; The land is high, and the 
back fandy: The heavy Surge which breaks upon this fhoar ; 
during the South-weft Monfoon, has, by oppofing the Current 
from the River, formed a dangerous Sazd-bank; extending 
three miles out to Sea, and on which there is only one fathom 
water: This Bank reaches almoft as far as Qualla Mooda. Qualla 
Mooda is a fhallow and rapid River, but convenient On account 
of its*communication with the Tix-Mines: The annual produce 
here is about a thoufand Peculs; This fall quantity is not 
however owing to the [carcity of ore, but to the want of hands, 
and to the few people, employed, being badly paid. The Rrwver 
Prie lies next to Qyalla Mooda, and oppofite Praaug. This 
place produces a little Tix, ic has however very few Inhabitants, 
and thofe are of very fufpicious Chara@ter. Crean produces 
Rattans and Canes; This is the Southern extremity of Quedah, 
and hence begins Perack. Great numbers of Paltaxy people 
have emigrated, and come down to Qyalla Mooda (it is fuppofed 
neatly fifteen thoufand) If thefe people fettle there, they will 
greatly encreafe the cultivation, and enefis Pinang. It is 
needlels to add, that the King of Quedah has been advifed of the 
advantages he would experience, by having the Country oppofite 
Pisang well cultivated; the Soil of which is of the richeft 
quality. 
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TRANSLATION of an Atcounr, of the Morarras, 


From the Reigz of Shaw Feban, to the Beginning of that of 
Shaw Allum, 


From a Perfian MS. obtained at ALLAHABAD, January 1769. 
S4 HAF I, a Rgpoot, who originally came from Chittour, 
and Oudoupoor, of the SeCt of Rana, lived and had a Zemindary 
at Perngla, in the Subab of Doul:tabad, a Proviace of the Decay, 
he fir ferved under the King of Bejapore, but afterwards under 
Shah Feban, with the rank of Commander of three thoufand, 
agreeable to the Cuflom of the Drcan. His Son Seiwaje, 
of remarkable ftrength and prowefs, afked him one day to 
give him an Elephant; but he defired him to go and ferve 
his King, and he would gain many an Elephant. Seiwa, 


. being much affronted, at his Fathers refufing to grant him 


this requeft, fled, and having taken poffeffion of a high mountain, 
he began to .plunder and savage the Kiay’s Country. Szbaji, 
on hearing; this, wrote to the King, to inform him, that he 
had no more power over his Son. About this time the war 
between Syltan Aurungaebe, Dar Shekowa, Shujab, and Murad 
Bebjh, Shab Fehan’s four Sons, broke out. Shah Feban himfelf 
was imprifoned by Aurungzebe (who now affumed the Title 
of Alumgheer) Dar Shekowa, having been defeated in feveral 
Battles, was taken prifoner, and put to death. Shujab, having 
been unfuccefsful in the war he waged with his Biother, had 
fled towards the Kingdom of Aracan. And Murad Behfh was 
alfo, by Alumgheer’s deceit, taken piifoner. Thefe difturbances, 
having lafted abour three Years, Seiwaje employed himfelf, 
during that time, in building the Fort of Setara-Ghor, on the 
top of his Mowataia, and encreafed his Troops daily. When 


MORATTAS, Abimgheer got potleffion of the Throne, he appointed Area 
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Rijah Feyfing, at that time Zemindar:of Amur, Nazim of the 
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Decan, and fent him, with a numerous Army, to reduce 
Seiwaje. Mirza and Delier Chan, (a Chief of the Afekans,) 
carried on a war with Seiwaje, for a confiderable time, but 
to no purpofe; till at laft Rajah Feyfing fent two of his 
adopted Sons, who were famous for their addrefs and dexterity 
in ftealing, to bring him Seiwaje’s Turban, whilf he was 
afleep: when they brought it to him, he fent it back to 
Seiwaje, and told him, ‘* He had got fuch people in 
* his army, who could fteal his Turban, and bring it to him, 
““and who could, with the fame eafe, bring to him his 
“ head, if he chofe to order them.” ‘* Befides,” fays he, 
‘‘ the Troops, I command, belong to the King, and I can every 
“ day receive frefh reinforcements ;” and afking, ** how he could 
*‘ then pretend to oppofe him? advifing him therefore to 
‘¢ fubmit, and be a faithful Subje&t to the King; and that he 
“‘ would then enjoy the fame eafe, profperity and plenty as 
“he did.” Se:waje, as he looked upon Rajah Feyfing to be 
one of the truftieft Chiefs of the Rajpoors, believed what he 
told him; and accordingly came out of his Fort, and held 
a Conference with him: Rajah Feyfing then advifed him, if he 
had any regard to his own fafety, to fubmit to, and prefent 
himfelf to the King, that he might be fully affured of his 
loyalty, might make him one of his Confidents, and Minifters, 
and give him Employments of the greateft truft in Inposran, 
Seizeaji immediately confented to this alfo, and Rajah Feyfing 
accordingly acquainted the King with it, at the famé time 
informed him, that Seiwaje expected his Majefty’s Son fhould 
come and conduét him into his Royal Prefenee, and that he 
fhould there-take rank of all the Nod/es of his Court, that 
his Title fhould be greater than theirs, that the Country 
around the place where he then lived, in the Sudab 
of Doulitabad, fhould be given him for his ows, his Son’s 
and: bis People’s Yagheers ; and that in private he fhould be 
allowed to fit down in his Majefty’s prefence. 

_ The 
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The King gracioufly complied with all thefe requefis, and 
fent a Phirmaund to Seiwaje, defiring him to come into the 
prefence. Seiwaje, and his eldeft Son, Sindha, accordingly fet 
out for Shab Feharabad (Delby) and, when they came near, 
the King fent Guajevir Ramfing, Rajah Feyfine’s Son, out ta 
meet them, when Seiwaje arrived in the Prefence, he took 
his place next to Remfing, and both be, and dis Son had 
Apartments allotted them in the Kei/ah They were then 
afked to change their Religion, and turn Mabometans, and 
were acquainted, if they did, that they would receive the 
completion of all the Articles of the Treaty; and the King 
would look upon them, as his own Children. Seiwaje defired 
to be informed of the Principles of the Mobamedan Religion, 
before he would give his Confent, and the Kixg, in confequence, 
ordered feveral Prieffs, and learned men, to attend him: 
Seiwa, and his Son, were detained prifoners by umgheer for 
fix Months, and at laft made their efcape out of the Kelsh, 
concealed ina Mangoe Bafhet. The King fufpected that Ramfing, 
Feyfing’s Son, was privy to this Efcape. 


When Seiwaje, and his Sen Sindba, arrived at Setara Ghor, 
they betook themfelves to their old trade of ravaging the 
Country. At the time Seiwaye had the Conference with Feyfing, 
before he went into the King’s prefence, he got the Title of 
Seiwa Rajah, and died a few Years afterwards. His Son 
Sindba Rajab* facceeded him, and his fecond Son was put in 
poffeffion of the Fort of Gingze. Sometime after, when 
Alumgheer marched into the Decan, and held his Cowr at 
Auvengabad, in the neighbourhood of Dowhtabad, Sheich Nizam, 
ene of the Chiefs of that Country, who lived at Bejapore, 
invited Si:adha, and Sabares, one of his people, with a few 
attendants, to come and fee ove of his Temples; and when he 

got 





* There feems to be a miftake here, for Seiwaje was fucceeded by his 
ad Son, Sambajce, and not by Siadba, who died before his Father, 9) 
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got him in his pofleflion, he confined him, his Wives and 
Children, and brought them all before Alumgheer, in reward for 
which, he was honored with the Title of Chan Allum. Sindha, 
having {poke in a difrefpectful manner to Shab Alluigheer, was, 
by his Order, put to death. His Wife and Sox were pvt under 
Charge of Zulfekar Chan, Vizier Afid Cawn’s Son, and kept in 
Captivity for nine Years. When Alumphecr died, they were fet 
at liberty, and the Son, whofe name was Sabon, upon his 
arrival at Setara Ghor, affumed the Title of Rajah, and managed 
the helm of Government. 


Bajerow, the Son of Befhenaut Pendit, a Moratta, now began 
to diftinguifh himfelf in the Empire, for having crofled the 
Narbudda, during the time of Mohamed Shaw’s feeble Government, 
he committed many ravages in the Swbz of Matwa; 
Mulbar Houlkar, Ranugee Sindba, and Nula Fadoun, were his 
Generals; and he, having overcome Rajah Girdber Bebadur, 
the Nabob of Matwa, in battle, he put him to death; 
He was afterwards invited by Seter Saal Boundela; to come 
and affift him againft Mohamed Chan Bengifb, the Nabob 
of Allababad, who had defeated him in Beadelkind; and 
Bajarow, having joined his forces with Sefer Saal’s, they 
reduced Mohamed Chan Bengifo to great diftrefs, and kept 
him clofe blocked up in the Fort of Cbittour, for three Months 
and an half. No reinforcements arriving from the King, during 
all that time, the A%oratias drew frefh courage, and penetrated 
as far as Agra. During the three enfuing years, the Vizier 
Kummeradin Chan, Chandaraan, the Head Backjhi, and his Brother 
Muafefir Chan, marched from Dehli, aganft the Morattas, with 
large Armies, and a train of Attillery, and came as far as 
Berour, Bekiudera and Serounge. Whenever thefe Generals 
appeared, the Morarras fled to the Southward, and when they 
returned to Debii, they came back; and began anew to ravage 
the Suiah of Manwa, as far as AGRra, and penetrated one 


time as far as Dehli, 
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Burbanul Mulick once gave them a compleat overthrow : 
Rajah Feyfing Sewai, the Nazim of Acra and Marwa, 
made a private peace with them, and, as a token of his 
fiiendthip, exchanged his Zurdan with Bajarow. 


Some time after, Mohamed Shaw having called Nizam ul 
Muluck from the Decan to Dehli, he granted Sunnuds for the 
two Subabs of Acra and Marwa, (which originally belonged 
to the Subab/hip of the Dican) to Chazodia Chan Ferouz Fig, 
Nizam ul Muluck’s Son; and the Kiug having ordered 
Nizam ul Muluck to proceed againft the Morattas, he gave 
him the Command of an Army of Eighty-thoufand Horfe ; 
and Efier Jing, Rajah Feyfing’s Son, the Rajahs of Keutadeundi, 
of Undicha, Dinau, and Berour, Heidi Saal and Fupgut Saal, 
the Sons of Seter Saal, and the Rajah of Bebdour, accompanied 
him on this Expedition. When Nizem ul Muiluck arrived at 
Boubtatal, in the Subah of Matwa, Bajarow advanced towards 
him, at the head of a large Army, cut off his foragers, and 
plundered part of his Camp. Nizam ul Muluck having thrown 
himfelf into the Fort of Boubiatal, was much diftreffed, on 
account of the fcarcity of provifions, and want of water. 


Nadir Shaw’s Invafion happened about this time, and 
Chandaraan Buckfi, having procured the Suaauds, of the Subabs 
of Marwa and Acra, for Siwai Feyfing, Nizam ul Muluck 
was recalled into the prefence. 


The Hittory, of Nadir Shaw’s tranfactions in Inpostan, is 
well known, and therefore does not need to be recorded in 
this Account: After he returned to his own Country, Mohamed 
Shaw was at peace with the Morattas; and their Dominions 
extended as far as Bedawir within twelve Cofs of AcRa. 
Upon the death of Feyfing, Dukul Sing, and Railour, the 
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Zemindar of Matwar, they levied an annual Clout from the 
Rajpoots, and in feveral of the Subabs, they had large Countries 
allotted to them inftead of it. 


Soon after this Mohamed Shab died; and his eldeft Son, 
Abmud Shab, having fucceeded him, in the Throne of Inpostan, 
he appointed Svefder Fine Abwil Menfour Chaa, his Vizier. 
Kaim Chan, the Son of Mohamed Chaa Bengifh, being killed in 
a Battle with the Rhobillas, the Kiug marched from Delby to 
take poffeffion of his Country and Effects; and Sefder Fing, 
having marched on before to Ferouckabad, he took poffeffion 
of the Country, and, on the part of the Kizg, appointed 
Rajah Noul Rai, Governor of it; and afterwards returned to 
Delby. The Afghans upon this affembled their Troops, and 
putting themfelves under the Command of dhwud Chan, the 
Son of Kai Chan, they marched to attack Noul Rai. Both 
he, and Attawil Allah Chan, being killed in a Battle, which 
they fought with the dfphaas, Sefder Fing marched from Delhi 
to revenge their deaths; but was wounded, and obliged to 
return; And the Afghans and Rbobillas accordingly took 
poffeffion of the Subabs of Oupz and AtLanaABan.  Sefder 
Fing, finding it impoffible to get the better of them with 
his own troops, he enlifted, into his Service, Malhar Houlkir 
and Yeagi Appa, the Son of Razonje Scidta, who, at that 
time, commanded an Army of about forty thoufand men, 
in the Country of the Rajpoots; and, with their affiféance, 
he gave Abmud Chan, Saad Allah Chan, Chafix Rebmit Chan, 
and Doundi Chan, the Chiefs of the Rhobillas, a compleat 
overthrow 3 and, in reward for the Morai/a’s Services, he 
gave them the half of Abmud Chan's Country, which confifted 
of Kesnauge, &c. 


Eajavow 
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Rajavow died, during the reign of Mohamed Shah, and left 
three Sons, culled Balajerow, Raganaut Rau, and 
Molcmed Shab appointed Balajerow, who is commonly known 
by the name of Babagee, Subabdar of Matwa; and gave 
Latha Hovlker and Feagu Appa, his Generals, Titles and 
Jaghee:s, as he had done in Bajarow’s time. 


Rajah Sabow died in Abmud Shab’s time, and left no Children 
behind him, Tarabai, Sindba Rajal’s Wife, and Sabou’s 
Stepmother, fent for her Grandfon Ram Rajah, from Peruala, 
and fet him upon the Throne at Setara Ghor. Sabou Rajah’s 
Brother, Tarabai’s own Son, was a foolifh, indolent man; 
he was however put in poffeffion of Pernala, the abode of 
his Anceftors, and had two Sons called Ram Rajah and 
Sahau Rajah, he himfelf remained at Pernala, and his eldeft 
Son Ram Rajab, in the manner above defcribed, got the 
Command of Serara Ghor. 


In the Subah of Guzerat, where Moumin Chan was Nazim, 
Damanjie Gaikwar, one of Sahau Rajah’s Generals, having 
taken poffeffion of the Country, he only gave the Province of 
Gahpout to the proper Nazim. 


Nizam-ul-muluck, the Nazim of the Decan, died about this 
time; and was fucceeded by his favourite Son, Nafer Fiug, 
but he did not live long to enjoy that honour; for he was 
foon after treacheroufly aflaffinated by the Afghans. Chazodin 
Chan, Nizam-ul-muluck’s eldeft fon, immediately upon this, 
marched towards the Decan, and died a natural death, at 
Aurengabad, foon after his arrival; Auébar Rau, who had left 
Sefder Sing after the war with the Rfobillas, and returned 
to Delhy, attended Chaz-o-din Chan on his Expedition to the 
Decan. , 
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Selabit Fiag, another of Nizam-ul-muluck’s Sons, fucceeded 
his brother, in the Nazimate of the Decan. The firft objec 
that attracted his attention was the making himfelf Mafter of 
Pouna, Balajerow’s Capital; which he effected, but the Morattas, 
having affembled their forces, they prefled him fo much, that 
after fhutting him up in his Capital of Aurengabad, they made 
him fign articles, giving up to them the forts of Bedir, and 
Afier; the Subah of Burbaapore, and even the Subab ot 
Aurungebad, 


When the quarrel happened, between Abmnd Shab and his 
Vizier Sefder Fing, in confequence of which he had returned. 
to his own Sabah of Ovpe; Entizamud Dowlad was appointed 
Vizier, and Elmad-ul-muluwk, commonly known by the name 
of Ghaz-o-den Chan, Nizam-ul-muluck’s Grandfon, was appointed 
Mur Bachfbi. The King, at this time, having called Mulbar 
Rau, up to Delhy, he fence him againft Sourijmaal Faat, who 
was a Partizan of Sefder Fing’s; he attacked his Fort, but 
was repulfed, and loft his Son on the firft onfet. 


Ghaf-0-dia Chan’s Ambition leading him to have an eye to 
the Vizerate, it gave rife to an enmity between him and 
Entizamud Dowlah, whom he regarded as the great Obftacle 
to the Accomplithment of his defires: Abmmd Shab, and his 
Mother, favoring the party of Entizamud Dowlah, he crofled 
the Fwnna, with all his Begums, Fewels and Effects, and weht 
along with him to Sekenderabad. 


Ghaz-o-den Chan brought the Morattas to his Affiftance, 
and obliged the King, and Hutizamud Dowlab, to fly to Debby, 
all the Kwwg’s Fewels, &c. fell a prey to the Moratias; 
Melka Semane and Sabiba Muhel, the Wives of Motamed Shab, 
and feveral other Begums were taken prifoners by the Morartas, 
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and the Yewels, and other goods, that fell into their 
hands, amounted to many Crores of Rupees. They then, in 
conjunétion with Ghaz-o-din Chan, laid fiege to the Kellub of 
Delbi, and Abmud Shab was obliged to fign whatever Articles 
Ghaz-o-din Chae was pleafed to prefcribe to him. Sumfamud 
Dowlah, Eblifaam Chan, the Son of Chandouran, who at that 
time commanded the Artillery, and was Governor of the Fort 
of Delhi, having made an alliance with Ghaz-o-din Chan, he 
feized pon Abmud Shab, and his Mother, and bafely put 
out their eyes. 


Afizodin, the fon of Kummerodia Fehandar Shab, the Son of 
Shah Allum Behadur, the Son of Allumgheer, was then taken 
out of confinement, and fet onthe Throne; with the name of 
Allumgheer: Ghaz-o-den Chan was appointed Vizier, and Ebtufhaam 
Chan, Mur Bachfbi. 


The Morattas had the Countries of Etawa, Boubwind, and 
Guara, fc. ceded to them by treary; and Asta Manickfr 
was appointed Foufdar of the Country round Delby: Rajab 
MMatox Rau Peudit, Balajerow’s Vackeel, who was alfo his 
Confident, and prime Minifter, rented the Pergunnah of Marib, 
and the reft of the Country between the Ganges and Fumna. 
The Morattas alfo took poffeffion of feveral places, in the 
Subab of Dutuy, and Raganant Rau, Balajerow’s Biother, and 
Mutbar Rau, foon after returned to their own Country. 


Ghaz-o-din Chan was dependent of the Morattas, and alfo 
kept dlumgheer, a {tate prifoner, leaving him only the bare 
name of King, About this time Main-ul-muluck, Kummerodin 
Chan's fecond Son, and Szbahdar of Lanourn died; and 
Abdallah immediately took poffeflion of his Country, and 
afterwards marched towards Delhby. Najebud Dowlab, who was 
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along with Ghaz-o-din Chan, fecretly favoured the party of 
Abdallah. Entizamud Dowlah, and Ghaz-o-din Chan, were taken 
prifoners by Abdallah, and their effets feized; Allumg heer, 
having had a Conference with Abdallah, he gave his Daughter 
in mariage to his Sox, Timur ; and the Moratzas, in confequence, 
retreated. Abdallah one time marched as far as Agra and 
Matron, and after teftoring to Allumgheer, the Regal Authority, 
and making Najebud Dowlab, Mur Bachfbi, he returned to his 
own Country. Ghaz-o-din Chan gave Abdallah a promiflary 
note for a Crore of Rupees which he gave in charge, to Murarib 
Behfh and Mirza Baber. Chaz-o-din Chan had carried the 
Nephew of <Alumgheer to Ferouchabad, and was alfo on bad 
terms with Shujah Dowlab, but finding that he was not able 
to ftand his own ground, he called in Raganaut Raw and 
Mulbar Raw to his affiftance; and in conjunction with dbmud 
Chan, and the young Prence, he befieged Allumgheer and Najebud 
Dowlab, in Delby; and a peace was afterwards concluded 
with Mudbarrow.  Najebud Dowlab then returned to his 
Foufdarry at Shabarpore, and Raganaut Raw and Mulbar Raw 
marched to attack Timur Shab, and Feban Chan, whom Abdallah 
had left Governors of the Sircar of Srrnninp, the Subahs of 
Lanour, Munray, and Krsumir, when they were ceded ta 
him by Allumgheer. Simd Chan, who was at Sererbiud, after 
being defeated, was taken prifoner, by the Moratras. Timur 
Shab and Jehan Chan, not being able to oppofe the Morattas, 
fled from Latour, and both ir and Serhind, were immediately 
taken poffeffion of, by them ; and leaving a part of their troops 
there, under the Command of Adbiadbeg Chan, they returned 
toatheir own Country. 


In the ycar following, engourau and Della Piti/, the Son 
and Brother of Yeaji Appa, being appointed Balajerow’s Generals, 
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them and Najebud Dowlab: We having built a Fortief at 
Sekerpaal, on the banks of the Gauges, he fought a battle 
with Sengon Della, and was juft on the point of being 
compleatly overthrown, when Suja) Dowlad came to his 
Affiftance. Abdallab again marched into Innostan, and 
defeated Sahiba Pitt at Lauour; immediately after which, 
Sahiba Petil, having fled by the way of Serhind, joined the 
Morattas under the Command of Fengovjn and Detia Petil, 
who had raifed the Siege of Sekerpaal, and were marching 
towards Lanovr, againft Abdallah When he arrived at 
Sabarpore, at the bottom of the Sills of Bouria, having marched 
by the way of Shadboura, &c. he heard that the Moratta army 
had reached Panzputt, Korual and Tanifir, on their march to 
attack him, immediately upon this he fent a party, of four 
or five thoufand of his horfe againfl them; and an egagement 
enfued at the Village of Audre near to Tanifir, fixty Cofs to the 
Noithwekt of Delby; the Shah’s troops having come of 
victorious, the Moratta Generals, Fengouje and Ditta Pitt, fled 
to Delby. Chaz-o-din Chan, Bebadur Chan Beloueh, and others 
of the Owrabs, who were along with the Moraizas, after 
murdering their King, Adumgbeer, feized upon the few Jewels, 
and other effeéts that he had by him: And they then pur 
Suitan Chan Behjh, the Grandfon of Shab Kaambehfb, the youngeft 
Son of the Great Aurungzebe Allumgheer, on the Throne, and 
gave him the name of Shab Feban; and having concluded a 
treaty of peace with the Morattas, at Sekerpaal, they were 
wholly devoted to their Intereft. 


Chazodin Chan, having joined his troops with the Morartas, 
who were encamped at Teta Mlujuout and Deftirabad, on the 
banks of the Fvmuaa, he pitched his tents before Delby, having 
the Artulery of the Ke/lah, in his train, and keeping his troops 
ready for Action. Shab Abdallah was arrived at Saberiupore, 
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Shujab ul Dowlab Behadur, Najebud Dowlab, Saad Ulla Chan, 
and Fuz Alln Ghan, the Sons of Mabomed Allu Chan, Chafez 
Rebmout Chan and Doundi Chan and Serdar Chan Buxey, were at 
Sekertaal. Shujah ul Dewlah, after the Morattas retreated, had 
returned to his own Subab, Najebud Dowlah, and the Rbobillas, 
went to Abdallah, and advifed him to march, through the 
Country between the Ganges and Fumna, to Delby. Abdallah 
having accordingly arrived at Loune, on this fide the River 
Fuma, he put his troops in readinefs to attack the Moratias. 
But, as the River Fumua was between them, he ordered 
Najebud Dowlah to crofs if, and begin the ‘attack: In 
confequence of thefe orders, Najebud Dowlab, and Semfamud 
Dowlah, crofled the Jumna, and found the Morattas, under the 
command of Ditta Petil and Fengou Rau drawn out to engage, 
Detta Petit was killed in the battle, that enfued; and Najebud 
Dowlah cut off his head and fent it to the Shab. Fengourau 
was wounded and fled; Chazeden Chan alfo, after leaving Shab 
Yeban in the Kellah of Delhi, deferted it. 


After the battle, Shab Abdallah made his Troops crofs the 
River, and fent them in purfuit of the M@ratras, many of whom 
were either killed or taken prifoners; Abdallah afieiwards 
marched to Delhi; and, for fifteen days, gave the City up to 
plunder, both he, and his people, committing murdeis, and 
robberies and imprifonments without remorfe, all that the Vézzer 
Walichan, Chafiz Rebmut Chan and the other Robillas could fay to 
prevent it, being without effect; and the miferies the 
Inhabitants were then fubjected to, are inexpredflible. 

% 

Abdallah then marched as far as Yexpore, Rajah Madhow Sing’s 
Country, in pefuit of the Morattas, there heaid that they had 
again under the Command of Mubar Rau and Sembachi Kereira 
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marched to Deby, between the two Rivers, by the way of 
Koul; immediately upon this, he returned from Bara Moutik 
and attacked Mulbar Raw, &c. Mulbar Rai efcaped, and 
Sembachi Kereira was killed in the battle; and the Morettas 
afterwards returned to the Drcean. 


Abdallah afterwards marched towards Koul, when he befieged, 
and took Sourymaal Faat’s Fort, and afterwards encamped near 
Anoup-foebir, on the banks of the Ganges, forty Cofs to the 
Eaftward of Delhi. He there received the perfonal fubjection 
of Abmud Chan Bengifh, he there allo fent Najebud Dowlab 
to bring Shujabh Dowlab, who having had a conference with 
him at Kesnauge, brought him along with him into the Shab’s 
prefence. 


About this time the Rainy Seafon fet in, and Seda/biou, 
known by the name of Bauhjee, the Nephew of Ba/ajerow, 
and Bifwafs Raw, the oldeft Son of Balajerow, Mulbar Raw, 
Fengon Rau, Ibrabim Ghan Gardi, Damabji Gaikwar, the 
Governor of Guzurar, Shumfheir Bebadur, the Brother of 
Balaje, by a dancing Girl, Manubfir and Fefeoint Raw Penwar 
and other Moratta Chiefs, marched from the Decay, at the 
head of a hundred thoufand men, againft Shab Abdallah, 
and having joined their troops with Sourymal Faats, they fat 
down before De/by; which, at that time, was commanded by 
Fakoub Alle Chan, a Governor put in by Abdallah. 


Shujah-ul-Dowlab, and Najebud Dowlab, marched with all 
poffible expedition, from Anoup-Shebir, at the head of a part 
of Abdallah’s Army, to the Defence of the City; but being 
prevented from crofling the Fumna, when they arrived upon 
its banks, by reafon of its being much fwelled with the Rains, 
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and the difficulty of getting boats; Fakoub Allu Chan was 
obliged to capitulate, and give up the City to the Movattas, 
who feized upon every thing they could lay hold of, and 


- carried away the roof of the Durbar, which was made of 


folid Silver, and valued at twelve Laacks of Rupees. Shah 
Abdallah encamped at Shatira, on the oppofite fide of the 
River, from Delby: A Correfpondence and propofals for 
peace paffed between Shujab Dowlah and the Morattas, but 
without effect; Sourymaal however made peace and returned 
to his own Country. 


The Morattas afterwards left a Garrifon in Delhy, and 
marched to attack: Gezypour, a City belonging to Nejabit a 
Rhohillab, where Abdulfemid Chan, and other of Abdallah’s 
Generals were, and having taken Nejabiz and Abdulfemid Chaa, 
prifoners, they put them to death, with the moft cruel tortures, 
and plundered Gingpour. 


‘When the Rains broke up, bdalab marched from Chawni, 
and croffing the Fumna, at the Gaunt of Bapapaut, he marched 
againft the Méorattas, they having entrenched themfelves under 
the walls of the City of Paneput; Abdallah, Shujab Dowlab and. 
the Rhobillas encamped about three Cofs from them, and there 
was daily Skirmifhes fought between the advanced Guards ot 
each Army: At laftthe Morattas, being drove to great ftraits 
for want of provifions, they were forced to come out of thei 
Trenches, and draw up their Aimy in order of battle, their 
line extending four Cofs, and their Artillery and Infantry were 
drawn up in the front. The Shab alfo drew up his Army, 
Shab Walle Ghan commanding the right wing, Ahmed Chan 
Bengifh and Chafez Rehmout Chan, Doundu Chan and Feizx Alln 
Gkay commanding the left. Shyeb ul Dewlab and Nujebud 
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Dowlah, were ftationed inthe Rear; and the Shab Abdallah’, 
own troops weie ftationed about half a Cofs diftant from them ; 
B:fwafs Raw, and Balebju commanded the center of the Moratta 
Aimy, Mulbar Rau and Feagouran commanded the right wing 
Damahjee Gaikwar, Shumfheer Bebadur, and Manulfr com- 
manded the left: Ibrahim Chan Gardi, who was ftationed in 7 
the center of the Moratta Army before Balehjee, over againtt 
the Rhobillas, begun the Engagement about nine o'clock in 
in the Morning; ‘which lafted till the Evening; when the 
Rhobillas were hard pufhed, and ready to give way: Abdallah 
on feeing this, fent Haju Alla: Chaa, at the head of 3000 
horfe, to their Affiftance; who, joined with Haju made the 
attack in one quarter, while Shwjah ul Dowiloh did it on the 
other. Ibrabim Chan Gardi and his troops were cut to 
pieces; as alfo Befwa/s Rau, Bauhjee, Fengoujee, Shumfbeir 
Behadur and Fefwint Rau Pinwar. Mulhar Rau was wounded 
and Damabjee, and the other Morattas fled, the carnage 
that was made among the Moratras is inconceivable; and 
many were killed in the purfuit, ten or twelve thoufand 
came over to Shujah ul Dowlah and got protection in his 
army. There was alfo a great many Elephants, and Guns, 
taken from the Morattas. 


Shah Abdallah, after he had gained this complete Victory, 
returned to Delby; and, as many of his people were very 
unwilling to remain any longer in Inpostan, he returned 
to his own Country: and the feveral Chiefs returned to 
their own Subabs. ‘The Country that lays between the /wa 
rivers (the Ganges and Fvmna) which was formerly fubject 
to the Mo atras, was now divided in the following 
manner; between the feveral Chiefs, the provinces of Kora, 
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Kea and Bebour, fell to Shujah ul Dowlab; Kennauge and 
the reft of Kain Chan's Country to Abmud Chan Bengifb; 
Etawa Behound, Paigaan and Boungaan to Chafez Rebmut 
Chan; Shekhouabad to Dounde Chan; Murint Soukpit Paniput 
and Chafe Hefaar, &c. to Najebud Dowlah. 


Skujah ul Dowlab afterwards went to Benares, and having 
brought Shab Allum, Shab Allumgheer’s eldeft fon, from 
Allahabad, he there fet him on the Throne. He foon after 
marched to Korg, and having brought his Troops fiom acrofs 
the Fumna, to Bendelkind; he defeated Sembbaki/s and the 
other Moratras, who were at, and about, Calpee; and conquered 
all the Countries of Fabfi, Rendecha, Dona, Berour, Gualiar, 
Kalabab, Ebrtck, Calpee and Bedawer, and the Morattas wee 
all expelled and obliged to retreat to Mazwa. 


When Shab ul Dowlab was, fometime after, defeated by 
Bagfir, the Maraitas retuned, and took poffeffion of Calpee, 
and the Country round; but they could never again conquer 
the Country to the Eaftward of the Fumna. 
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The Latirypes and Lonerrupses of Pracss, 
fituated between Masunteatram and CaLcutra;

The Latitudes were all taken with an excellent Iufrument, 
on the Hadleyan Principle, made and graduated by Stauchffe, 
and an Artificial Horizon, on the new Conftruction, by Dollond, 
as were the Altitudes for correction of the Chronometer. 


“The Chronometer, made ule of, was a fmall one by draold, 
that had before been under trial on a Voyage from England to 
the Coaft; and afterwards at Madrafs; duiing an interval of 
twelve months. The account, which follows, of the Method 
obferved to afcertain its Rate, on the Road, will fhew how 
fatisfactorily it performed on this Occafion 


A Telefope of Mr. Doélona’s, magnifying Pawer about forty- 
feven times, was made ufe of, for the Hekpfes of Fuprter’s 
Satellites. Several Eclipfes were obferved, that are not tegiftered 
in this Account, which contains fuch only, as were found moft 
corrrefpondent and proper for determining the rate of the 
Chronometer.

In computing the Latiides, not only the proportional parts 
of the Dechzations, are {crupuloufly taken to feconds; but the 
Sua's Refraétioa and Parallax are likewife made ufe of, with 
the fame regard to exadtnefs; Every care has been taken, 
in making the neceflary allowanccs, in the other Calculations, 
and they have all undergone a fedulous revifal. 
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The rate of the Chronometer’s Gomg, was determined by 
Objervations on the Satellites of Fupiter, made at four principal 
Statins, and fixing their Longitudes: In this important point, 
the Eclipfes of the firfi Satellite were alone trufted to, as by far 
the moft exact, although it were to be wifhed, that corre|pondent 
Odfervaiious had been made of them, as well as of the Eclip/es 
of the other Sarellizes, at Madrafs, or fome known Meridiaa in 
India; which would not only have rendered the Eclipfes of that 
Saze/lize more correct, but thofe of the fecond and third of equal 
value. The four flationary Points were Mafulipatam, Vizagapatam, 
Ganjam and Calcutta. 


In the Table of Latitudes and Longitudes, the 1ft Column 
fhews the name of the Place, the 2d. its Latitude, by Obfervation; 
the gd its Longitude by the Chronometer, corrected according to 
the rate found between the Stations; and the 4th fuch Od/ér- 
vations of the Satellites of Fupiter, as were confided in, for fixing 
the Longitudes of thofe Stations. The 5th Column contains the 
day of the Adonth, on which the Altitudes, which follow, were 
taken for the Loagitudes 4’ Chronometer; the 6th the Altirudes 
themfelves, clear of Refiaction and Semi-diameter, the 7th the 
Times fhewn by the Chronometer, at the inftant thofe Alsiudes 
were taken, and the 8th the quantity, by which they gave 
the Chronometer, too flow for mean time on the Spot. The 
Chronometer being kept to Greenwich Time, as nearly as it would 
go: The oth Column thews the Difference of Longitude, betwgen 
the Places where the Altitudes were taken, and the Station laft 
quitted; as given by the Chrovometer, with its fubfequent 
corrections; and the laft Column contains the true Meridional 
Zenith Diftances of the Sun, from which the Latitudes, in the ad 
Column, were immediately deduced. 
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T have chofen this mode of regiftering thefe refults, and the 
data, on which they depend, from a defire I felt of putting it 
in the power of any perfon, converfant in thefe matters, at a 
future period, to re-examine them, and to point ont miftakes 
cif any) in the Calculations: Care however has been faken to 
make them as correct as poffible, fo as to render fubfequent 
{crutiny, itis hoped, unneceffary. 


But there arifes another advantage from this Method of 
arranging the Obfervations; which is, that if, at any future 
time, a ftill more exact method be found, of afcertaining the 
Longitudes of the four Stationary Points, a new rate may thence 
be formed, and the intermediate Longitedes be brought out, ftill 
more accurately, without the trouble of going over the ground 
again. 


The Stations however it is believed, efpecially the three 
Northernmoft ones, are very well determined; at leaft as to their 
relative Loagitudes ; which alone can poffibly effect the rate of 
the Chronometer, as determined by them,

The,mean rate of the Chronometer, when ftationary at 
Mafilipatam, was, for 26 days together only 20%,4 gain q day.

Between Caffioporam and Fagganaickporam, are three Rivers; 
all which muft be paffed in Boats, or on Rafts; and at 
Fagganackporam, is another of the fame Defcription. The darger 
branches of thefe Rivers are navigable from the Sea up the 
Country, many Miles for fmall Veffels. 


Fagganaickporam, is a Dutch Settlement, where there is a 
Chief, and about half a dozen European Families: The Dutch 
Company’s Wareboufés, were deftroyed, at the commencement 
of the late War with Holland, by order of Government. 


From Fageanaickporam all the way to Pentacottab, there are xo 
Rivers, except one fordable inlet, juft beyond Upparah, and 
another near Pentacottab. The Road between thefe places is 
moftly on the deach of the Sia, which in feveial places is rocky. 
At Pentacotiah, the Hills approach the Sea, for the fift time 
from the Southward. 


From Pentacottah to F¥attara, the road is on the Sea-beach ; 
five miles from Pentacottab is a fordable inlet; and, juft before 
you arrive at Wattara, you crofs the Harbour in a Boat. 


Watiara isa {mall Village, “furrounded with Hills that project 
into the Sea, agd between which thete is a /afe Harbour for 


GEOGRAPHY jmall Feffels. esentrance may be known by a rocky Lill clofe 
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by, to the Southwaid of it, on the Swmaut of which, ftands a 
fnall Pagoda. Onthe Noith fide is a fandy Beach, projecting 


fiom 
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from the bafe of asother Hill, which rifes about half a mile 
from the former, and at the foot of the Northernmoft Hill is 
fituated the Village. 


Veffels, of between 200 and 300 Tons burthen, are built here, 
and launched into the Harbour, which reaches four or five miles 
up the Country. 


The firft part of the Road to Semp-rapillee, is rough and 
fandy, and the whole is over honzcntal ground, between 
detached His, fmall portions only of the adjacent lands feem 
cultivated: The Country wears much the fame face all the 
way to Vizagapatam. 


Before you enter Vizagapatam, you crofs the Harbour, which 
is capable of admitting Veffels of 300 or 400 Tons burthen. 
Its entrance is better known than I have, at prefent, the means 
of defcribing it. 


The Fortifications at Vizagapatam (for they do not amount to 
a Fort) are, at prefent, in fo bad a ftate, as to be untenable, 
unlefs defended by a force fuperior to that of an Enemy who 
might attack them. They are alfo but badly fituated, being 
commanded by one or two of the neighbouring Hills. 

Ffém Vizagapatam to Chicacole, the Country is pleafant, and 
pretty well cultivated. Between Bimlipatam and Conara, we 
forded three Waters, and between Cottapollan. and Chicacole, 
feveral Channels, worn by the rains from the Aid/s, that in 
the wet feafon muft be difficult to pafs; we alfo forded a broad 
River, jutt before we reached Chicacole. 


5 2 At 
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At Calingpatam, about five Cofs beyond Chicacole, Veffels, 
of confiderable burthen, are built and repaired. Here too is a 
River, which we however were juft able to ford; and a little 
beyond it another, though neither deep nor broad; and 
afterwards a deepifh Channel. ‘There is a great deal of Jungle 
(wild Trees and Shrubs) between this Place and Pooady, and 
at intervals many fields of grain, Yunelo and Paddy. The Hills 
hereabouts range within ten or twelve Miles of the Sea-Coaf, 
and fome of them (thofe fartheft back) are very high, lofing 
their fummits in the Clouds. 


At Poondy is a River, which admits Veffels of a fmall 
draught of Water. 


A little tq the Southward of Burawa, there is a River, 


fordable at times, where {mall Veffels enter, and others are 
built. 


The Road, between Poowdy and Burawa, lyes on the beach of 
the Sea, a great pait of which, though /andy, is firewed with 
vaft flones, which would make landing in a Boat hazardous, 
unlefs conduéted by fome peifon well acquainted with the Coa/t ; 
The beft rule for a ftranger, would be, to obferve where the 
Fifhing Boats are hauled wp, for they lye at the cleareft place,

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From Gayjam to Metacoon, about 30 Miles, the road is fandy 
and Jad, being along the Bask, that feparates the Chilca Lake 
from the Sea. At Metacoon is a very good Choultry, a welcome 
retreat in this dreary Wafte, where there is plenty of frefh water. 
Juft before you get to Manickpatam, about ten miles farther, 
you crofs, in a Boat, the arm of water that communicates the 
Lake with the Sea, There isa good Chguitry, on the S? fide 
of this Channel, oppofite Manickpatam. 


At Manickpatam is a {mall Mud Fort, with round Baftions; 
The Banks of the Lake are here pretty high.

Between the laf 
mentioned Places there are two dcep NuWahs, and a River, to 
crofs, one of the Nudabs, however, has a little bridge over 
it. 


From Buddrick to Surrong, the Country is partly in a ftate 
of Nature, and part cultivated. You pals two Bridges over 
water-couifes, before you get to Swrrong, which is a large and 
populous Village; The Soi of the Country here abouts, is 
a whitifh Clay, of a chalky appearance: About three miles 
Northerly of Surrong, the Hills, which are high, approach to 
within about two Miles of the Road. Bigoniah is a fmall 
Village in a Fungde. 


From hence to Balafore, the Road is very uneven, and the 
Country, till mear that place, but indifferently cultivated ; 
There are three Nullabs to crofs on this fide Surroug, all 
fordable. 


The Caltac Comsry, in general, has a pleafant and fertile 
appearance; It is well watered, and the foil, as far as I have 
{cen of it, is every where good, moftly a rich clay: The Land 
in many places, is very well cultivated, but might be fill 
greatly improved, as every part of it feems capable of 
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fcattered, except in one or two places, and the people feeny 
poor and ditty. Grain is very cheap here, my fervants told 
me, they bought for ove Pue, aSeer of the fixe? Rice, which 
at Madrafi, would coft two fanams, ov eight times as much. 
A fecond fort (very good) they got a Seer and a half, for a 
Jingle Pice.  Cowries pats current in this Country, 100 to 
the Pice. 


Incredible numbers of Byragges, a fort of 1eligious Mendicants, 
are continually paffing and repaffing this Dittrict, to and from 
Fageernant Pagoda; and it is not unufual to fee feveral of 
thefe poor wretches, lying dead, in the Roads, through the 
preffure of hunger and fatigue; for many of them travel 
hither, on foot, from the remoteft parts of Hindoftan, trufting 
folely to Providence for fubfiftance in their Pilgrimage: The 
Revenues, of this famous Pagoda, muft be very confiderable, 
for the Bramins there, take money from all who vifit it. 


Travellers frequently meet with obftructions in pafling through 
the Cattac Country, at the Chokeys, or Offices, eftablifhed, at 
different Places, for the purpofe of levying a zo// on all Paffengers ; 
Europeans however who have proper Paffés, are fuppofed to be 
exempt from this impofition; and yet, even though you 
fhew them their Nabod’s Pafi, the People at thefe Chokeys 
are yery importunate for money, thinking perhaps by their 
numbers and appearance (for they are all armed) to awe you 
into compliance: The only proper conduct towads them, is 
a cool, uniform, and refolute refufal, 


After 
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After crofling Ba/afore River (in which there is a con- 
fiderable rife and fall in the Tide) you traverfe Paddy Fields, 
for fome diftance, and afterwards make your way through 
Fungles, and wildeft Scenes, of uncultrvated Nature, almoft any 
where to be met with; Here and there, however, a flraggling 
Village is to be feen; Befides Balafore River, there are 
four Nullabs, and a River, to crofs, all fordable in the dry 
feafon, before you come to Fellefore River: Fellefore is the 
Englith fiouter Town, and from thence to Calcutta, the 
Country is fo well known, as to render any account, in my 
power to give of it, needlefs and unimportant.

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Some FurTHER Account of the CuLrrvarion of Pepper 
in the Crrcars. 


Having received, from Dr. Roxburgh, farther information 
concerning his affiduous efforts in the Publick Service; I 
think it incumbent to make fome addition to the Recital 
given at the beginning of this Work: and in the firft Place, I 
muft take notice, that the Report of the Committee of Circuit, 
referred to in the Note P. 2, was, I am poffitively affured, made 
on the information of Dr. Roxburgh, to the Committee 
of Circuits; ‘that Pepper was the produce of Rampah;” fo 
that the Report of The Committee, obvioufly referred to, by 
way of depreciating Dr. Rowdurgh, in fact 1edounds to his 
credit. 


Hee follows Dr. Rowburgh’s additional information. 


“© In 1787 when the rains fet in, which was with the dreadful 
Storm and Inundatin, on the 20th May, very few of the 
Pepper Plants; procured in the former year, were alive, and the 
Storm deftroyed almoft the whole of the few that were alive 
when it came on, 


*¢ This year, in July, I got two Ail People engaged to procuie 
me fupplies of Plants fiom the Ayls; which they did: The 
Slips were always fickly when they anived, having been fome 
days, Sut of the Ground, on the road; they weie therefore 
planted in Nurferies; uncer the fhade of Fack or Mango Trees ;

rotted before they had time to take i1oot; fo very replete 
with water, was every pait: During the year, 694 Inches 
of Rain fell, by my rain-gauge, which is more by feveral Inches 
than I ever knew fall in one year before. 


** As foon as the raias were over, and the ground a little 
drained; I replaced from the Nurferies thofe vines that had 


’ perifhed during the raius: but the Seafon being late, moft of 


them peiifhed: from July ’till the end of Auguft is the proper 
time for tranfplanting; if later, they do not acquire fufficient 
ftrength, to refift the enfuing hot feafon. 


«* 1989, In January I left Semuicotah, to go to the Southward 
by Sea for the benefit of my health, which had fuffered much 
from Sicknefs. The Plantations were left under the cate of 
my own Hlead-Gardener, an European Invalid, two Peons, 
and a Conycoply, with Orders to compleat the new Plantations, 
with Prop-Trees, as faft as poflible, and to take care t@ keep 
the Young Vines clean and moill. 


* On my return to Samulcotah, in June following, I found moft 


part of the laft mentioned two Plantations, under the Village of 
Irwada, 
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Jywada, and the other, near Sainrf-otah, compleated with Py o- 
Trees: thefe, with the additional Plantation, under the Village 
of Mangatoor, form by far the moft extenfive pat of the 
work; and unfortunately the Soil of the two firft, and laft, of 
thefe does not prove fo favourable for this Culture, as the dark 
iich foil of Mallam Plantation, which, as before obferved, is but 
{mall, containing only rooo Prop-Zrees, or 2000 Vines. 


“In July, when the rains had fet in fairly, the earth well 
moiftened, and the Air cooled, I began tranfplanting out the 
Young Vines, from their Nurferies, to the forementioned 
Plantations; by the end of the Year the whole was compleated. 
The additional Plantation, under the Village of Mangatoor, 
contained 5390 Prop-Trees, the two under the Village of 
Irwada'g810, and that of Samulcotah 4680; two Vines were 
always planted to each Prop-Tree, not becaufe I thought one 
would not be fuffiicient, when grown up, to occupy fully the 
whole Prop-Tiee, but becaufe they are fubjeét to perifh, and it 
is eafier taking away than adding, 


* On the rftof May, 1790, reprefented to the Board, that 
many of the Vines had perifhed on the bad Soil, on account of 
the Soil itlelf, as well as the long continuance of dry weather ; 
and, on June 16th, having received liberty fiom Government, 
rejected moft of the Plantation between fiwa and F wada, the 
Sotla poor redifh binding fand and clay, this foil I find the 
moft unfavoutable for the Pepper Vine, and unfortunately a 
large proportion were fuch, this is a work I was obliged now 
to learn from experience, of courfe the moe fubject to enor; 
the pait tuned out contained 3600 Prop-Trees, which occupicd 
four Viffums of Land (which I had valucd at § Pagodas 4 
Viffam) It was at the clofe of lal Year, after the Ciop was cut 
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and cartied away, that I got poffeffion of that ground; fo 


then, only one Year’s Rent can be due for it, as it was reftored, 
to the Zemindar, fome weeks before the ufual period of 
Cultivation begins up here. 


*¢ In November, I alfo rejected, from the Samulcotah Plantation, 
as much of the wo1ft of it, as contained 1680 Prop Trecs, which 
occupied about 13 Viffums, and was alfo valued at 5 # Viffum, 
alfo about two thirds, fay 1 Viffym 16% Countas, of the bad 
unplanted part of the fame Plantation, which I had valued 
at 2 Pagodas # Viffum, 1 got poffeffion of thefe, at the 
end of 1788, after that Year’s crop had been cut, fo that the 
Zemindar lofes the ufe of this land for near two Years. 


*‘ December 1790, This Year has been remarkably dry and 
hot; The whole of the raia, that fell during the Seafon, being 
only 16% Inches, whereas there ufually falls from 55 to 70 
Inches in the 12 Months, in thefe parts of the Circars; 
notwithfianding, mofl of the Pepper Vines have continued to 
thrive pictty well; fome upon the higheft and moft barren 
{pots have perifhed, perhaps a fixth pait of the whole. The 
foil they thrive beft in, is a aich Loam, however they do 
pretty well in moft foils, the forementioned barien binding red 
Clay und Sand excepted. 


« About the chd of lafl, and beginning of this Year forticd 
another Plantation, to make up for thole rejected on account 
of their foil, in a Mago Garden near Sanmleotah, which 
never yielded the Zemindar any revenue, being, fince the 
Cisca.s were fubje to the Company, the perquifite of the 
Commanding Officer of Suavhotab. 


About 
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« About the clofe of this Year, I obferved a difference in the 
fize and appearance of the Aments (Catki s) of different Praes 
now in Flower, upon examination with a Lens, the one proved 
to be Male, or beaing Mule Flowe,s, and the other Female, 
the Male Catkias, as might be expedied, fell foon after the 
Flowers had difcharged their duft, the Female Catkins, of the 
eldefl Vines, now began to ftand abundantly, which gave me 
hopes of a fpeedy crop of Pepper. 


“On making the above difcovciy, I was, as may be well 
imagined, much aftonifhed to find that hitheito this valuable 
Vine, had been fo very ill-defcribed, or rather its Botanic 
Hiflory fo little known, a Defeription and Drawing of each, 
(the Male and Female) were made out, and fent home to the 
Comt of Directors, through the Governor in Council of Foit 
St, George. 


“* "Phis difcovery gives me room to hope, that I fhall now 
fucceed better in the Culture, than formerly, by planting to 
each Prop-Tree, one Male and one Female Vine; on the South 
fide, from whence the moft prevailing wind blows, the Male 
Fine I conceive muft be put, and the Female on the North 
fide; The Arabians, from time immemorial, knew it was 
neceflary to promote the action of the Male Date Tree, on the 
Female, to render the latter prolific; which they do, if the 
Trees {tand at a diflance, by carrying a branch of the Male 
when in Flowers, and fufpending it-over the Female Tiee, 
while its bloffoms are open, hence it was the practice of an 
Unemy, in time of war, in thofe parts where the Date is 
cultivated, to cut down all the Male Trees, which effectually 
prevents the Female Palus from bearing, a famine was often 
the confequence, The Cultivators of the Fig (although 

trioecious,, 
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trioecious, Mz/e on one, Fema on another, and Hermapbrodite 
on a third) in the Archipelago, are obliged to follow the fame 
plactice, to enfure a good crop, Other fimilar facts might be 
brought to further corroboiate what Ihave related, but thefe, 
I imagine muft be fully fufficient. . 
“ April r791, The ufual time of the Pepper ripening, up 
amongft the Hills, is March, and this prefent Month: Yet 
although I have, chiefly in one of the Plantations, a number of 
Fines very compleatly loaded, with remarkable large bunches of 
Pepper, which is full grown, yet none of it ripens properly, 
but drops immature; this circumftance furprifed me much, 
and made me more inquifitive than ever, to difcover the caufe 
of what feems to me fo extraordinary a circumftance, at aft I 
found two or three Vines, which bore a third fort of Aments, 
viz. with Liermapbrodite Floweis or with Hermapbrodite and 
Female mixcd; and, amongft thefe, found a few bunches of good 
red ripe Pepper; in no other iefpect could the Vines be 
diftinguithed from one another; I now conclude, that this Plant 
is of the Cla(s Polyganuca, and ordet Troecia, according to the 
Linnean (Sexual) Syflew of Botany, and forms, fo far as we 
yet know, only a thiid inftance of Yisorcious Pohgamy. The 
Fig, and Carob, or St. Fobu’s Bread Tree, are the othe two. 
It now feems, that itis this Hermaphrodite Tree, that yields the 
beft Pepper, and I fufpect the only one cultivated. Yer ir is 
probable, and analogy feems to confirm, that the Pepper “of the 
Female Vine, will alfo be good, under particular circumftances., 


** The fot of Fig, cultivated in the Archipelago, is Female, or 
bears only Female Flowers, fo is the fort found in our Gardens 
here in Juda, at leaft all mine ae fo; and, though the Fruit 
often comes, feemingly, to matuity (ate finall and taftelels 
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compared to Figs in the Leveat) Y<t the feeds never ripen, for 
want of the Second Tree, called Cuprijiews, Male, or wild Fig 
Tree; The fort cultivated in Eagland, has Hermapinodtte 
Flowers, or Male and Female within the fame Fruit, which 
conftitutes the third Tree, to compleat this Genus; here, on 
this Coaft, I never could difcover a fingle Mule, or Hermapbrodite 
Flower in all the Figs I have examined, and they are many; 
We may therefore conclude, that our fort, here in India, has been 
brought from the Weffera parts of Afia, and that they were 
originally from the very domeftic fort, cultivated in the Greek 
Dflands; could we procure the Male Tree, 1 doubt not but 
this moft delicate Fruit, might be cultivated to as much 
advantage, on many Parts of this Coaf, as they are in the 
Archipelago; There, the Male braaches, at a particular period, 
are carefully hung, by the Cultivators, upon the Female or 
common Tig, Infects making their efcape from the frff, traverfe 
or enter the Jatier, by which the Pollen, or Male duft, is 
carried, by the Infects, to the Female, or domeftic fort, which 
without it, would drop, or produce a poor fort of Fruit; But 
this account is not fo perfectly philofophical; the operation 
may be better accounted for, by faying, there is a natural 
opening at the top of the Male Fig, which becomes the under 
part when the branch is fufpended, the furiva falls naturally 
from thence upon the young Female Fruit, This is what the 
Antients termed Caprification, and is found accurately 
defcribed by Theophraftus, Pliny, &c. and fince confirmed, in 
every particular, by Tournefort, Pontidera, and others. 


** In confequence of the above, feemingly unfoitunate and 
unexpected, difcovery, I have fent out feveial people, amonpft 
the Mountains, to procure me Plants of this laft fort, of which 
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Thad but few; but to procure fuch large fupplies as I could 
with, will require time, as the Hi/7 People do not like to pait 
with zhis fort, however, I doubt not but perfeverance will foon 
effect it, for I have already got a confiderable number ~ in 
addition to what I had. 


** Tris now evident, that the Natives of thefe Mountains, that 
fupplied me with P/anis, in 1787 and 1788, we1e more cunning 
than I was aware of, foi they muft have known perfectly, that 
(the Male) the fort they chiefly gave me, were of no ufe, at 
Jeaft when by themfelves, and that even the Female was not 
fo good as this laft difcovered; (the Hermaphrodite) 
confequently made the moft, of what was the leaft ule to 
themfelves; this fraud I could not poffibly detcét, ‘till the 
Vines flowered, for all the wild Vines that I had fecn in 
flower, were of the beft fort, and the very Hi/) People, that 
brought me the Plants, alfo at times brought me {mall 
branches of the beft fort in Ffower and in Fruit, many of thefe 
bianches [have now by me preferved; of courfe I could not 
poffibly fufpect, what has happened, for in every refpect, the three 
forts are exadtly alike, the pats of fiuclification excepted, and I 
never met with any defeription of this Hine, that could lead me 
to think that it was improperly clafled by Lawneus; he, and 
thofe who have attempted a defcription, had only met with 
this Jaf fort, which is alfo erroneoufly reprefented, for there 
are many Female Flowers mixed on the fame Amente with 
the Hermaphrodite, the circumflance has been exceeding 
unfortunate, in having ietaded, fo much, a fpecies of culture 


which piomifed, and flill promifes much. It has led to what 
I think

* Some thoufands in a flowifhing flate, viz. at the end of June, two 
months alte, the annesed Account was wiote, W. R, 
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{think a pretty compleat Defcription of the Black Pepper Pines s 
this is fome {mall Satisfaction to me, and will be to every 
Botanift; Yet I fear not fo much fo to the Company, for the 
Money that has been laid out in the undertaking, however I 
have now more .eafon than ever to believe this culture will 
fucceed exceeding well hereabouts, from the great luxuriance 
of the Male and Female Vines, I have every reafon to think 
the thd fort will thrive equally well, but as I have already 
obferved, it will 1equire fome time, to procure a fufficient 
numbet of them to compleat all the Plantations. 


* The Prop Ties are now of a large fize, and fhade well the 
new Vizes, which will forward their growth much; The 
expence will be lefs monthly, than it has been thefe two Years 
paft: I will therefore take the liberty to recommend a 
continuance of the Prefent Plantatious, or at leaft the beft of 
them, for the foil of fome is but very poor, in which neither 
the Vises nor Prop Trees thrive, thefe I would recommend to 
have rejected, and when more of the beft Vimes is procured, 
than is wanted to compleat the beft of the Plantations, more, 
if Government conceive it neceffary, can be begun in a better 


Soil. 


«© The Plantations contain befides the Pepper Vines, feveral 
young Coffee Trees, and Plaats, fome very fine Ceylon 
Cinnémon Plants, fome young Bread-Frmt Trees, fome 
thoufands Seppan Wood young Trees and Plants, a great 
number young Trees of Ayvnota, and fome thoufand Af/berry 
Trees; For as early as the Jatter part of Lord Mircariney’s 
Government, 1 recommended to his Lordfhip, the intioduction 
of the Sik Worm up in the Czcars, where the Seafons are 
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reckoned more favourable, than even in Bengal, in confequence 
I then began to cultivate the Mulberry Tree, which, with 
little, or no trouble, I have done toa confiderable extent. The 
Pepper Vine I tried to train up to the Mulberry Tree, but my 
Experiments do not yet promife fuccefs, as the thade of that 
Tree, feems to them unfavourable; it is not fo with the 
Sappan Wood Tice, fo by having Sappan Wood Prop Trees, 
a double portion of gain may be expected, as the Colouring 
part of this Tree will have acquired Size and quality by the 
time the Pepper Vines have done bearing, and may then be 
cut down, and fold for greatly more than the whole Rent of 
the Land, during the time it has been occupied, probably

“ Suppofe an Acre of Land to contain about s00 Prop, or 
Suppan Hood Trees, its Rent for zo Years, the ufual period 
of the life of the Pepper Fine, at, fay even, the fum of three 
Pagodas 7’ Annum, is €o Pagodas; The Sappan Wood Trees 
will have acquired, during that time, fize and colour fuperior 
to what is generally to be found at Market: I will fay each 
Tree fhall only yield 25ibs of good Merchantable Wood, 
which makes the whole equal to 25 Candy, I have before 
obferved to the Honble Court of Directors, that this Wood 
from Siam, and the Malay Iflands, fells on an average on this 
Coaft at 60 Rupees, or 15 Pagodas 4’ Candy, howéver I 
will for the prefent value it, at only 10 Pagodas, equal to 250 
Pagodas, which is more than four times the rent of the Land. 
The whole Banks of the Ehyjeram River, on both fides, from 
Pettapore, to where it comes out from amongft the Mountains, 
with its turnings, include a tract of not Jefs than 20 or 25 


Miles, 
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Miles, fees as if by Nacure intended for the growth of the 
Mulberry, Teak, Szppan Trees, Pepper-Vines, 8c. valuable 
vegetable productions, and at prefent there is only here and 
thee a Bafb of no value, I mean literally the Baaks of this 
River and its Subdivifions, and no part of the Land beyond 
them, thefe would in time produce a Revenue; the Sik worm, 
alone, would employ and maintain thoufands of poor helplef 
{tarving Creatures, with which thefe Parts abound, their 
mifery, during fuch times as the prefent, is beyond my powers 
to defcribe, many having been driven to the laft refource, to 
fapport a miferable life; viz. Selling their Children; even 
the Pepper Plantations have already faved, during this and 
laft Year, many a life, and many a poor Child fiom being fold 
by their wretched Parents; thefe are Objects too melancholy 
to dwell upon; and what is more extraordinary, the Country, 
abovementioned, is one of the moft beautiful; moft fertile, 
beft cultivated, and beft watered Countries on the whole Coaft, 
I may fay on the face of the Earth: I have been here io 
Years, and, during that period, this River, up where I mention, 
has never been once dry; Its fource is fatd to be from a 
Jarge Lake, far in amonpft the Mountains, which communicates 
with the Godavery River, its having a conftant, and a large 
tun of water in it, during the longeft period of dry weather, 
renders the above Account of its fource probable; the 
Pandarum Caft are the only people that haye ever, fo far as I 
can learn, penetrated in that direction, through this immenfe 
Chain of unhealthy, unknown Mountains, and from them, the 
alove account of its fevrce is taken.

* Thefe two remarkable hot dry feafons, fe oldeft men 
here do not recollect the like) have been exceedingly 
unfavourable to my Pepper Plantations; yet they thrive 
better, than I could poffibly have expeéted ; which convinces 
me it is a hardy Plant. I have been fo lucky as to procure 
a fufficient number of Plants and Slips, of the bef fort, to 
compleat aif my Plantations with that kind; They are full 
in Nurferies on account of the great Drought. I mean to 
difperfe of the three forts of vines, throughout the Plantations, 
in fuch a manner as will, when they are all of them of the 
ufual age to be productive, determine whether or not the 
one fort has any influence on the other, as with the Piftacia, 
Date, Fig, &c. Trees. I conceive this is a point of much 
confequence; as it may tend much to improve the culture 
of that Commodity, and throw fome light on’ the Sexual 
Syftem of Botany.” 
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In a Letter dated 3d Auguft 1791, received by the Phoenix 
34 June 1792, Dr. Roxburgh fays, “ I have lately found that

This place is the Refidence of Rajah Chiter Sing, a 
young Boy, about ten Years of age: Rajah Ramchrm, 
the Father of this Boy, was a Chief, of high Rank, 
under the Nizam, from whom he had a Jagheer of 52 
Lacks a Year; but having behaved with inattention to 
Rookea-ul-Doulah, the Nizam’s Dewan, he was foon after 


GEOGRAPHY. imptifoned, 
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imprifoned, fent to the Fort of Colcouda? and accufed of 
Treafonable Coriefpondence with the Majatias. No 
fufficient proofs being brought to confirm this Charge, 
it was imagined his Mafter (who had a fincere regard 
for him) would foon reftore him to his Liberty and 
Favour. This alarmed the Dewan fo much, that he did 
every thing he could think of, to prevent ic; and at 
laft feeing no profpe&t of Succefs, and knowing the 
dangerous Confequence of fuffering his Enemy to get 
into favour again, he found means to prevail upon one 
of the Rajah’s Servants to give him Poifon, of which he 
died immediately. The Nizam, on hearing of his Death, 
fuffered much uneafinefs. The Dewaa was not fatisfied 
with the Death of the Father, but thought it necefiay 
to reduce the power of the Son, in which he fuccecded 
by perfuading the Nzzam to reduce his Jagheer to three 
Pureunnahs, amounting to three Lacks and feventy- 
thoufand Rupees a year. ‘The Purgunnahs belonging to 
the Rajah are Nitore, Moorg, and Balkee. The Dewan 
being dead, it is fuppofed the Nizam will raife the Family 
to higher honours than what they enjoy at piefent.

It is reckoned 
unlucky by the Country People, to pafs this Well, 
without drinking of the Water. 


The City of Beeder was the Refidence of the Sultans 
of Bamanias it was then in its utmoft Splendour, of 
which there is but a few ruined remains to be feen at 
prefent. 


The City is fortified all round with a ftrong ftone wall, 
with many round Baftions, and furrounded with a dry 


Ditch about three fathoms and a half deep, and pretty 
broad. 

The Wall of this Fort refembles greatly that of 
Monghier, and is about three Caufs in Circumference, 
with about 150 Guns, large and fmall, mounted, the 
Wall is cracked in feveral places, and does not appear 
to have been repaired for many years, 


This place ftands upon an open plain, except the 
Eaft fide, which is upon a rifing ground, or rather a 
Fill, about roo Yards high, and the only road for 
Guns, which appears up to the Fort on this fide, is 
under the SE; but Infantry can eafily afcend all parts of 
the Eminence. 

The Earth which was thrown out of the Ditch forms 
a kind of Glacis to the South, the Weft, and Noith 
fides of the Fort, which covers a great part of the 


Wall . 
There 
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There were formerly many good Buildings within this 
City or Fort. The remains of fome are flill to be 
feen, particularly the Palace of the Sultan Abmood, 
and a very pretty Mofque; the latter painted like China 
ware. 


There are two dry ditches round the Palace, and 
another handfome Mofque juft without the Ditch, alfo 
a large College, which was built by Sudder Fehan, where 
young people are fent from all Quarters to be inftructed 
in the Sciences; The whole in Ruins. 


The Town is fupplied with good Water from a Tank 
about 100 yards fquare, juft without the Palace Ditch. 


The South and Weft Gates of the Fort, are open, 
the Eaft Gate built up with bricks, and the North Gate 
opens to the Palace only, and from that to the City, 


Beeder is reckoned famous for Tootanaig inlaid with 
Silver.

Bhaugnagur, (now Hyderabad) ftands on the South Bank 
of Mifah River. The Courfe of this River is fiom 
Weft to Eaft, and runs very iapid in the rains, at 
FEOGRAPHY. 6 I prefent 
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prefent it has no more than two feet Water. This 
City was a confiderable Place time out of mind, but 
did not arrive at its full extent, or Splendour, till the 
Reign of Hyder Shaw, who gave it the Name of 
Hyderabad. t is furrounded by a high Stone Wall, 
which was begun by bdoolah Shaw, and finifhed by 
Nizam-u-Mulk, the Father of the prefent Nizam. There 
are a few {mall Guns mounted. 


The Wall is no defence againft Artillery, but does 
very well againft Cavalry. Some remains of the Palaces 
of the antient Kings, or Sultans, are ftill to be feen. 


The Charmebel, or four Palaces, of which there are 
only two ftanding, were formerly Royal Refidence, very 
large and Magnificent, but now in Ruins, and part of 
the giound, on which the reft of thefe Buildings flood, is 
at prefent covered with Corn. The above Ruins are in 
the Northweft fide of the City. 


In the Center of the City, is a Dome, with four Spires, 
which are pretty high, and perceptable, at a confiderable 
diftance from the City; under this Dome (which is 
fupported by four Arches) there formerly was a fountain, 
near which the Kings ufed to pafs much of their time, 
in the heat of the day, and even now, though partly in 
ruins, people retiie to this Place to enjoy the cool Air, 
which they ftland much in need of, in the hot Weather. 


The next Relick of the antient Grandeur of this City 
to be feen, is the Gate, and part of the Wall of Daad 
Mehel, or Palace of Juftice. In the Reigns of <Abdoolah 
Shaw, and Tanah Shaw, a large Chain hung down at 
this Gate, the upper end of which was faftened in an 
Appartment where the Kings, as well as fome of their 
Predeceffors, ufed to give Audience, for certain hours 
every day, and any perfon of whatever Rank, who thought 
himfelf injmed, by fhaking the Chain of Juftice, (as it 

was 
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was called) was immediately called into the Piefence to 
reprefent his Grievances. - 

There are feveral Mofques in the City, but thofe moft 
deferving notice, are the Mecca Mofque, and the Bigham’s 
Mofque, which are in good Repair, 


The City in general is on the decline, except the 
Choukee, or Grand Buzar, which is full with very good 
Shops and Houfes, thete are fixteen other Buzats, or 
Markets, in the City, and it is faid that there were fifty-two, 
in the Reign of Tanab Shaw. 


The City has four Principal Gates, the Weft, commonly 
called the Taak Gate, at the outfide of which, there is a 
Stone Bridge, over the Mufah River. Vhe Eaft, or Buadry 
Gate; the South, or Heerapore Gate; the North, or 


Delhi Gate. 


Goufoa Mebil, or corner Palei, is to the Northward of 
the City, about half a mile from the De/bi Gate. 


It is as fpacious and lofty Houfe, fic for the Refidence 
ofa Prince. The foundation of this Magnificent Palace, 
was laid by Abdoolah Shaw, and finifhed by Tanah Shaw, 
his Son in Law, and Succeffor, in the Year 1096 Hyjiree 5 
There is a lage Pucca Tank, in the Front of the Houfe, 
about g00 Yaids fquare, and the compound, or Wall, 
which inclofes the Palace and Tank, about 1rooo Yards 


f{quare. 


Nizam-ul-Mulk had his Palace in good repair, and was 
ufed to hold his Durbar, and pafs much of his time 
heie; but fince, it has been but little attended to, except 
when Monfieur Buffy went to Hjderabad, it then had 
fome repairs for his Refidence, and now and then the 
roof is mended, to prevent its falling. 


The Nizam has a Palace at Ayderabad, and another at 


Amingabad, with Officeis of the Houfehold, &c. at each. 
He 
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He would from Choice refide at the latter, on account 
of the Water, Air and Situation, but its Vicinity to the 
Mabratta Dominions, makesit rather troublefome; he there- 
fore tefides in general at Hyderabad. Another Motive for his 
Refidence there, is its being more in the Center of his 
Dominions, and more convenient for fending Troops, to 
keep off his moft reftlefs and troublefome neighbour, 
fhder Naig. 

We had no opportunity of feeing the Fort of Colconda, 
which ftands on a Hill, about three Caufs Weft North Weft, 
of the City, but it is faid to be very ftrong, with a great 
Number of Guns mounted. The principal Inhabitants, 
and Bankers, of Hyderabad, ate permitted to have Houfes 
in this Fort, to which they retire with their Money, &c. 
on any Alarm. 


It is faid that Avringzebe befieged this Fort for 12 Years, 
and at laft got poffeffion of it, by the Treachery of Mua 
Kawn, who opened the Gate at night, and admitted the 
King with his Army. 


Yanab Shaw was at this time amufing himfelf at a Dance, 
in the Citadel, or upper Fort; on being informed that the 
King of Delhi, was in poffeflion of the Fort, he defired 
he might he fhewn to the Palace. When 4uriagzebe 
arrived at the Door, Tanah Shaw went to meet him, and 
after faluting him, in the moft friendly manner, he took 
the King by the hand, and led him to the Throne, and 
with a {mile faid ‘* I have had” my time, it is now your 
‘© Majefty’s turn, I beg you will fit upon the Throne, as 
*« more deferving it, and we will then amufe ourfelves at 
‘the Dance.” 

The King of De/bi was eafily perfuaded, but the 
infortunate Tanah Shaw had litte Amufement afterwards, 
xcept in Prifon. 

The City of Hyderabad, within the Wall, is about two 
Caufs in length, one and a half broad, and five round.

** and of This Kingdom, by an Eftablifament at BALAMBANGAN,” 
8? 1769; and in a Paper, publithed with the “ TZrau/lation

This laft making a compleat 
Chapter, of the intended Account of Sooroe, and having 
been alfo printed jeperately, I think it inexpedient to reprint 
it in this Collection; but the repetition, in fubflance, of part 
of the other could not be omitted, without leaving a deficiency 
in the part, I have thought proper here to print.

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PREFACE 
April 1763. 


I T may be a proper Introduction to this Work, to take 
a General View of its Subje&, from which will be obtained 
an Idea of its Importance: But antecedent to this, a few words 
may be neceffary in regard to the Work itfelf. 


A compleat Defcription of Sootoo is very far from 
being here intended; fuch a work muft be the refult of 
careful Obfervation during a long period: but, I conceive, 
it will be inftromental toward this End, to prefent a Sketch, 
not only as a Stimulation to Enquiry, but as fome Guide to 
Obfervation: I do not mean to affume the province of a 
Naturalift, I acknowledge my incapacity and regret it; the 
few circumftances, therefore, mentioned in regard to the Natural 
Productions of this Country, where they do not relate to fonre 
other confideration, demand apology; and are merely taken 
notice of, as Objects of Curiofity: At the fame time, I venture 
to promife the Naturalift an ample Field for his refearches. 


It may be afked, why this Plan was chofen? rather than 
inferting the Occurrences in a Journal; as that would have 
allowed the recital of many Incidents now excluded: I mutt, 
in defence of the Plan adopted, obferve, the neceffity a 
Journal expofes the Writer to talk in the firft Perfon; and 
the Reflexion, how difficult. it is to do this with Propriety, 
deters me from the Attempt. 


The Point on which J moft value myfelf, is the Ectairciflement 
of the Geography, and Hydrography of this Quarter; as IT 
cannot but confider it as an Object of the utmoft Importance : 
and although I do not pretend to have executed it with the 
utmoft Precifion, I prefume’ it will be, on Comparifon with 
former Treatifes and Maps, allowed a confiderable Portion of 
Merit: In treating this Point, I have confulted great variety 
of Printed and MSS Charts, but have had fo little fatisfaGion 
from any, that I think it unneceffary to refer to them. 
However, I muft except fuch as were obtained from the 


Natives, 


SooLooa, 
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Natives, (and perhaps one or two others, which I obtained 
from private Perfons) as I am under the neceffity in many 
Places to rely on thefe Informations, from the want of Perfonal 
Experience: Amongft the Authorities of this kind, I cannot 
omit mentioning a very extraordinary Chart, of the Sootoa 
Iftes, and Northern part of Bornzo; It was formed by the 
Defcription of Bahatol, a Native of Sootoo, from the 
reflected Experience of almoft a Century: Particular Obfervation 
was made fome ufe of, in limiting the Hlands adjacent to Soooo, 
and Mittakes, in thefe, were the Source of fome Confufion: 
But, though it cannot be fuppofed a Draught, made from 
Memory, and delineated by the hands of another, fhould be 
free from very material Errors and Omiffions; I need not be 
afraid of exceeding, in my Applaufes of fo remarkable a Work 
of Natural Genius! when I confider alfo, that his Defcriptions were 
conveyed through means of an Interpreter, and in a few days, 
which Period did not admit a recélleétion of thofe Inaccuracies, 
which are found in Works executed by the Rules of Science : 
To confirm my fentiments of this Perfon’s Genius, I lave 
prefented a faithful Copy of part of his Performance, even 
without his latter Corrections: I need not be afraid to fay, 
that, had this Old Man been inftruéted in the Principles of 
Hydrography, his Defcriptions would have merited the utmoft 
Confidence; but, Iam almoft afraid to add, he was fo ignorant 
of thefe Principles, as to have not the leaft Idea of any Scale: 
of Diftance, and probably as little, of ever having his Obfervations 
examined: From his Youth he delighted in vifiting Foreign 
Parts, from which Difpofition indulged, he attained great 
Knowledge, at the fame time that he was ever a Model of 
Meeknefs and Modefly. An Old Man, good humoured and 
active, thirfling after Knowledge, and communicative of that, 
which Expeiience has fhowered on his Silver Locks, prefents 
the moft affecting Picture of Human Nature, whatever be the 
Complexion; and I aminclined to imagine, this one Inftance, 
(without mentioning others) will be thought ample Proof,,

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that Colour does not, in any meafure, difqualify a Perfon from 
attaining a Proficiency, in, at leaft the Practice of, Hydrography; 
and, on this Prefumption, cannot omit hinting the advantage 
which a little condefcenfion, in giving Inftiuétion to the 
Bugguefes, Chinefe, &c. might produce, by obtaining Particular 
Defcriptions of Places, vifited only by them, 


It is neceffary here to recite the Plan, I propofe to follow, 
and at the fame time, to prefent a Table of Contents.

Seafous, Climate, Weather and Winds. 


The Tropical Regions, in general, have no other DiftinGion 
of Seafons, than Rainy and Fair Weaiber. But there arifes 
fome Variety from the Situation of Places, and from the Soil : 
The Ocean, which So/omon calls the Fountain of Rain, 
regulates in great meafure their Seafons; more perhaps even 
than the Sun, which is commonly reckoned the Caufe of this 
Viciffitude. 


Sootoo is variable in its Climate, two Years differing 
very much, though a dry Seafon is generally fucceeded by a 
wet, one, and this again followed by its oppofite: If, from 
the Experience of two Seafons, I may be allowed to judge, 
it feems the dry is the leaft warm: Perhaps from the Influence 
the Salt-Petre, which is abundant on the Ifland, has in cooling 
the Atmofphere in the dry Seafon, when the Exhalation: «re 
the ftrongeft, and it is poffible the Saline Particles, being 
diluted by the Rains, have a lefs fenfible effect; however, 
this Conjecture is only propofed for future Obfervation, 


As the different Parts of this Empire are very different in 
point of Situation, They of confequence vary in Climate and 
Seafons: When I mention Soozroo, I mean the Iflasd 


, oly; and here I may repeat, that the Seafons being variable, 


fome canfcace obtain an adequate encomium, whilft others 
ae not fuperiour to what is common in the fame Latitude: 
However, their Rains are not, as the Monfoon Weather in 
India, inceflant for days, but are hard Showers, generally 
attended with violent Blafts of Wind of fhort continuance. 

6 P The 
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The Air is, in general, at other times clear, the Tops of the 
Hills being remarkably free from Vapours,* and the Nights 
commonly cool. The Rains are chiefly from June to the 
end of October, though in the two firft Months the Showers 
are lefs frequent, and in the laft moft common, the latter 
part of Auguft, and beginning of September feem to be moft 
liable to {qualls. The North Winds bring fair Weather and 
Sunfhine. At the termination of them are frequent Calms ; 
which is the Seafon for fifhing Pearls. 


The Seafons, along the Weft Coafts, of Keeuey-Balloo, and 
Palawan, are confonant to Soonoo; Rains attending the 
Wefterly Winds, and fair Weather the NE. But the Eaft 
Coafts of Bornzo, from Paitan to Tiroon, are direétly the 
Reverfe. The NE bringing rainy, and the SW fair Weather. - 
Thefe Circumftances, fo contradictory to the Solar Syftem of 
Seafons, ate entirely confonant to the true Origin of the Tropical 
Rains; which are caufed by the Wind blowing conftantly over 
a large Surface of Fluid, and bearing with it Clouds of 
Exhalation, which diffipate in heavy Rains. 


In all Places within the Tropicks, the Land feems to have 
an Influence in directing the Winds, but not with that Unifor- 
rity which Syftematicks pretend, however, in general, there is 
a Breeze from the Land in the Night, and from the Sea in 
the Day; The Night Breeze is commonly a cold penetrating 
elaftick Air, and that from the Sea a cool humid one. The 
Sea is little different any where, but the Land communicates, 
by its Exhalations, its Nature to the Breeze: Mangeedara, 
for example, is a very cold Country, difagreeable in the 
higheft degree to the Conftitutionaiof the Soozoos; This 
Frigidity is aferibed to the Gold Mines, which are in

this Country equally abundant and pure: The Natives, indeed, 
to the fame Caufe refer all remarkable Coldnefs in Rivers or 


Fountains, with how much Juftice I leave to be determined 
by the Natmalift. 


Thunder and Lightning are common here, asgin other 
* 7 4 
Countries, but not remarkably frequent or exceffive; indeed 
I have not heard of any Accident from them. . 


In moft Places of the Eaft-Indies, they have ftorms in a 
certain degree at the Change of the Monfoons, and, it frequently 
happens, Thefe are very violent. Although the intermediate 
Seafons are generally exempt from Tempefts, they fometimes, 
though very rarely, happen at other times than the Change 
of the Monfoon, The China Seas, and all other Places adjacent 
to the invariable Trade-Winds, are liable to Hurricanes, or 
Tuffoons, which arife from the ftruggle between thefe Trade- 
Winds and the Monfoon, chiefly at the Springs. 


At Sooroo, there aré no Storms at the fhifting of the 
Winds, and very feldom at any other time. The end of 
the Monfoon is attended with a frefh Wefterly Wind, for 
fome days, which they foretell by the fituation of a Conftellation, 
called by them, from a fuppofed refemblance, The Coco Tree: 
This generally occafions a Storm amongft the Northern Philipiaas, 
which the Spaniards term Bag-ia, and fome years ago it was 
felt at Sooroo, though not violently, as at Bafilan, where it 
was very fevere: This, and one more, are the only Storms 
the oldeft Perfons recollect at Sootoo, the other happened 
about the termination of the NE Winds, and was exceflively 
violent: many days it rained without Intermiffion, and not 
one Coco-Nut-Tree was left flandng on the whole Ifland. 


The 
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The Hills were fwept clear of their Woods: one Ifland 
overwhelmed entirely, and much Devaftution made in many 
Places. It feems to have been attended with an Earthquake, 
as Temontangis is reported to have trembled. 


Although Sovroe itfelf be exempt from Storms, in 
common, it 1s net to be fuppofed all parts of the Empire 
are: Thofe Places, open to the Sea, have little difference, in 
this refpect, from others in parallel ficuations: SooLoo and 
the adjacent Iflands, fituated between Bornzo and the 
Archipelago of the Philipinas, derive from this Situation, the 
Benefit of an exemption from Tempefts, and have from 
thence alfo another Circumftance, attended with Conveniences, 
though with concominant Difadvantages: ‘This is, that The 
Winds are not fo fixed and fteady, as in Places where there 
is an open Sea: But, though this facilitates the Paflage ane 
way, it retards it the other; as the Confequence of this Situation 
is, that Calms and Light Winds are very frequent: Though, 
as the Banks are of great Extent, and the Tides very rapid, 
upon the whole it appears to me, that Sootoo has a Benefit 
in thefe refpects, above moft other Places between the 
Tropicks. 


It is common, to have conflant Land and Sea Breezes in 
the fair Seafon, but during the Rains they are in few Places 
fo frequent; I have howeyer been affured, that the Coafls 
of Bornezo, from Uxfang towards Paitau, have conftantly near 
fhoar a Northerly Wind in the day, and a Southerly one in 
the Night, at all Seafons. 

Perhaps the Conclufion of this Chapter, which are Signs of 


Weather and Land, communicated by Bahatel, the O14 So0100, 
may 
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may expofe me to ridicule, However, few are fo ignorant 
of Human Nature, as not to know that Experience exceeds 
the deepeft Reafoning, and that an illiterate Fifheiman fhall 
often be found, better acquainted with the Signs which indicate 
Changes of the Weather, than the moft acute Philofopher 
with his Barometer. Bzbatol informed me, that thefe Signs 
have pafled down from Father to Son, through many fucceffions, 
and that his long Experience has warranted their Veracity: 
However, I only prefent them, to be confirmed, or refuted, 
by Obfervation and Experience, 


Thefe Signs are chiefly taken fiom Lightning. 

When Lightning explodes upwards, it fhews there will 
foon be Wind, though it does not denote a Storm. 

A Storm is predicted, by a woo-ing Sound in the Water. 

Tremulous Lightning very high, is a Sign of Rain. 


The fame not fo high, indicates a Hill. 

When the Lightning is red and fiery, it fhews the Hill 
to be rocky. 

When Yellow, it is a Sign the Hill is Earth. 


Low Flafhes upon the Surface of the Water, denote a Shoal 
under Water. 


A fhoal above Water, has an Atmofphere hanging over it, 
which appears like an Ifland. 


Low long Lightning, upon the Surface, fhews an Ifland 
with Tiees; And when an Ifland, or Hill, is high at 
one End, and low at the other, the Lightning will be in an 
inclining Line like the Hill.

Thad almoft forgot to take Notice of a Phoenomenon, well 
worthy a Philofophical Difquifition ; I prefume not to determine, 
whether it arifes from a refraction in the Air? from the Tide? 
or from what other Canfe? it is, that whilft at +3 near bai, 
the fame Lands were fometimes vifible from Deck, which 
could, at other times, only be feen from the Main Top, 
elevated about 40 feet from the Surface: This Circumftance, 
which evinces the vifible Horizon to change its Diftance, 
makes all Obfervations of Latitude, taken by means thereof, 
uncertain; and perhaps, if it be owing to a_ refractive 
Power in the Air, Land Obfervations may be confiderably 
affected thereby. Though I mention this one Inftance only,,

There are, perhaps, few Places in the World more agreeable 
than SooLoo, particularly in the arrangement and figure of 
the Hills, fome whereof are covered with ftately Woods, 
others with clear Grafs Land, delightfully verdant, except in 
Spots, where it has been burnt for Cultivation, and which, from 
the Variety it affords, conveys more the Idea of Pleafure than of 
Barrennefs: Many of the Hills are cultivated almoft to their 
fummits, and thefe Fields, furrounded with Clumps of Wood- 


‘Land, afford a delightful Profpec&t to the Eye, which only wants 


Country-Seats, Churches, and fuch Decorations of a civilized 
People, to form a compleat Landfkip, as the Huts which 
appear {cattered over the Country, are but a poor fubftitute for 
the want of better Habitations: The Coaft is generally woody, 
fo that it is no fmall Pleafure to the Eye, as it were, to fteal 
through this Barrier into the cultivated Scenes. 


Temontanpis, the moft remarkable of the Hills, is a fingle 
Mountain, peaked at top, it is fituated to the SW of the 
Fort, and is detached from all the other Hills: To the 
Southward of it is the Mountain Zooky, lefs in Altitude, but 
more beautiful in appearance, being chiefly cleared and extremely 
verdant, it has a remarkable Peak near the Summft, detached 
and apparently fleep on every fide, intended, as it were, by 
Nature for an Obfervatoiy; it is faid the top of the Mountain 
forms itfelf into a hollow Plain, with a gentle declivity inwards 
to a Pitt, which has lately fallen in, and is without Bottom ; 
here the Natives have built a Town, and, indeed, it appears, 
few more agreeable fituations are to be found. 


To 
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To the Weftward, between Tooky and Temoutaugis, there is 
a peaked Hummock named Heegang-dn, not high, though 


woody. 


To the Eaftward of Tooky there are feveral Hills; the 
moft remarkable is Yaleepow, which in beauty of appearance 
furpaffes all the others; It is of a good height, though not 
equal to many others on the IMand, but the Southern fide of 
it is half Wood Land, with Savannahs, and the other half 
cleared, with a ftreak of Wood, running down in a ferpentine 
Line, from top to bottom: This is now almoft the only 
Place on the Ifland where there are Elephants, the Deftrudion 
they make in the Plantations, having induced the Natives to 
kill all they can meet with, and for this Purpofe they have 
inftituted a Grand-Hunting-Match, when their Harvelt is 


over. 


Dahow, isa pretty high round Hill, almoft in the Center of the 
Weftera Peninfula; on the Top of it is a large Plain, where 
a Town is built, and the Mountain being flteep, there are 
fteps cut for the facility of afcending it; this fituation very 
naturally influences the Inhabitants to Theft, as they have a 
fecure retreat, in their Mountain, for the Cattle they plunder 
from their more open, not more honeft, Neighbours, 


Between Dabow and Teimontangis, though nearer the Fort, 
are feveral Hills, very remarkable in the Piofpe& they form, 
as expieffed in the View from the Bay; one of the two flat 
ones, named Dato, was the Retreat of the Chief Soonoos 
during the Spani/fo Invafion, when they eftrblithed fome Forts 
on the Iland. The View alfo repifents the other Hills to 
Seenomaaa better, than many Words could defcribe them. 


6R Dakole 
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Dakéla is a fmall Woody Hill, detached from all others, and 
fituated near the Bottom of Booal Buy. Uroot, Tandoo, and 
the Chain between them to the Southward, are chiefly 
remarkable for the Beauty and Diverfity of Profpedct. 


The Country fituated between the various Hills, is not a 
flead Flat; but waved Plains, cultivated in many Places, 
verdant in all; well watered with Streams, which difembogue 
themfelves on every fide, and well adapted for the Produce of 
Sugar-Canes, Grain, &c. The Soil is in general a {tiff loomy 
black, or red, Mould, though from the Fort to Temontangis it 
is very fhallow, and fcarcely ftrewed over the Iron Stones, 
though even this part yields good Pafture, and Woods of 
Teak, though generally {tinted in their growth, by burning 
the Land, which is done here to entice the Deer, by the 
young herbage that fhoots up from the Afhes. There are 
befides many Reeds, which would form excellent Thatch for 
Houles. 


The Hufbandry of Sootoo is very far from being adequate 
to the natural Advantages; for want of a little Affiftance to 
Nature, it often happens that their Crops fail them, in a dry 
Seafon ; whereas, were they to ufe the leaft degree of Induftry, 
to colle& and preferve their Water, they would never be in 
danger of Famine, but in wet Seafons would have Crops 
fuperiour to now, and as good in dry ones, whereas now it 
fometimes happens a Field is not worth reaping. 


The aptnefs of the Soil to run into Grafs, is alfo another 
inconvenience they have to ftruggle with, for if they cultivate 
the fame Ground, two or three Years following, the Grafs 
choaks the Paddy. This prevents them from grubbing up the 
Roots of the Trees, and the Land having been burnt, the 

Branches. 
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Branches are left bare without Leaves, which has the appearance 
of Barrennefs at a diftance. 


There are many Towns on the Sea-fhoar, thongh inland 
they are chiefly in ftragling Huts: To the Eaftward of 
Sootoo, on the North Coalt, Parecude,* Heegaffen and Tagleebee; 
on Booal-Bay, Boonboou, Soo-ok, and fome other Towns, Boaal, 
Sapang, Karang-Karqug; On the SE Tandoo; on Saang-Bay, 
Pateboolan; Maymboom on the South; Parang, &c. on the 
Weft: and on the NW, Senogaaz, Kan-jea, Bato-bato, and 
Matanda. 


1.  Nofa Salé is a fmall low Woody Iland, clofe to the 
Point of Parang Bay,

* Patekool is the name of a Hill, The name of the Town is Kow-nyeite 
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at prefent inhabited, but formerly it was, and had then many 
Cattle, Coconut, and other Fruit Trees, which were deftroyed 
by the Spaniards, in their laft Expedition againft SooLoo. 


The Woods are not in general large towards the Shoar; 
they are of various kinds, and many of them good Timber; 
The Alexandrian Laurel is common enough, and by much the 
largeft I have feen; one of them, growing on the Shoar, 
being above two fathom in circumference: There are feveral 
Poot Trees on the Ifland: the Leaves are dark green, pretty 
large and high ribbed; the Dammer is in general as white 
as Milk; and has the confiftency, and fomewhat of the {mell, 
of Turpentine, it feems to oufe entirely from the Bark. 


The Shoar is, in fome Places, fo fteep that a large Ship 
may careen by it, but the Ifland is but ill fupplied with 
Water: The Bay is very commodious and fecure for a few 
Ships. 


72 Boolekeotin, which forms, with part of Sootgo, a Harbour 
for fmall Veffels, is a low woody Ifland without Water. 


8.  Kapooal is inhabited, and produces confiderable quantities of 
Paddy; it is pretty high Land, with Woods of very large 
fine Timber, and has plenty of Deer.

o Beeteenan is not fo high as Kapooal, but little different 
from it otherwife. 


10. Saang are feveral fmall rocky Keys, which form a Cove 
with the South Coaft of Soozao, but whether there be Depth 
within, or any Paflage through them, is uncertain.

Dong-dong is a long low woody Ifland, at the SE end 
are feveral Rocks above Water. 


12. Zamboolean is a {mall low woody Ifland, which feems to 
have a Riff all round it.

It has a 
good Stock of Cattle, and, it is faid, one very old Elephant: 
There are 3 Pitts of very white Salt-Petre Earth, which 
yields 4 of Petre.

inhabited, by Slaves and Vaflals of the Sutan, Oranky Mallick, &c.. 


The chief Town, named Maglocob, is fituated on the Eaft fide, 

Soozoe. alittle in from the Shoar, though there are fome houfes near 
' . the Beach. There are feveral White Coral and Sand Banks 
ee of 
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off this part of the Ifland, with fmall Channels through them, 
which, at high water, admit large Boars into the thallow Lagunes, 
formed by thefe Banks and the Shoar, which are fecure from 
all weather. The Ifland is an entire Bed of Coral-Rock, 
with fcarce any appearance of Soil upon it, and every where 
fo fhallow, that the People who die here are removed to fome 
of the other Iflands to be interred. However, although there 
be fo little Soil, there are plenty of fine Timber Trees, which 
are in general very lofty, and have many Doves and other 
Birds on them. The Ifland abounds with Coconut Tiees, 
which are very tall and fruitful, this is an infinite benefit to 
the Inhabitants, as the Ifland is deftitute of good Frefh Water: 
In the diy Seafon it is very falt, and is not to be drank by 
any but themfelves, though they, it is pretended, like it better 
than other Water; but, in the rainy Seafon it is only brackith. 
Notwithftanding this deficiency of Water, and want of Soil, 
this Ifland has plenty of Cattle, which, though fmall, are 
very fat; they have alfo many fine Goats, and plenty of Fowls. 
The Chief Perfon of Maglocob’s Houfe was built, according 
to the Eaftern Stile, on Pofts, but for this puipofe, inftead of 
finking them in the Ground, which the Nature of the 
Country rendered difficult and unflable, he had made choice 
of a Spot, where four Trees grew at the Diftance required, 
and, having lopped off their Heads, upon them his Palace was 
built, and perhaps fomething of this kind may have given rile 
to the Reports, of People living in Trees. 


A little to the Southward of Maglocob is Bayt-bayt, 
confifting only of two or three Houfes, the moft remarkable 
thing here, is a Coconut growing within a large Tree, 
the Trunk being entirely concealed, ‘till the Branches of the

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36.  Oobeean is the largeft of the Iflands, on the South fide of the 
Strait, which divides them from Pangootaran; it is reported 
to be divided by feveral Creeks, and about the middle has 
one Tree, diftinguifhably higher than the reft.

The Peelas Iflands comprehend Peelas, with feveral low 
woody Iflands adjacent to it, Ballook-ballook, The Great and 
Little Sangboy, or Hare’s-Ears, Teyng-a, Kalublvb, and Dafzan, 
with the Sadlecoolakit, and Peelas Rocks. All theIflands are woody 
and without fixed Inhabitants, being, in general, deflitute of Water.

The Tawzetawes Jflands are very numerous, and may be 
diftinguifhed into two Clafles, Taweetawee and Sikooto, fome 
(particularly Taweetawee itfelf) of confiderable extent; fome 
of them high, many low, and not a few mere Rocks. 


Their Number, Names, and Situation, are not well enough 
defcribed to permit a minute Detail, thofe mentioned to me, 
are:

Tankelalooaa, Tandoo Batto, Balleeoougan, Tato, Batotapak, 
Naikaan, Gooleemaan, Powmaban, Kaigtecpysn, Tambagaan, Sighoye 
Kakataaa, Parangaa, Tapaan, Muagloomba Manincolat, Babawan, 
and Bubuau. 


The Cucumflances, reported to me of thefe Iflands, are to 
follow. 


In the interior part of Tazeeetawee, there is a Lake, named 
Lantin Toorg-ang, with an Ifland in the middle, which in one 
Place approaches fo near the Main, that the roots of a large 
Tree there, hangs over the Ifland, and affords a paflage to 
fugitive Slaves, who have fixed themfelves on the Ifland. 
The Lake is full of Crocodiles. 


There is another Lake, on the Ifland, of more Confequence ; 
it is named Doongon, and was for fome time the Refidence 
of Sultan Badarodin, (from thence commonly called Sultan 
Doongon) two Rivers fall into the Lake, and the Coaft between 

them 
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them is fteep rocky Cliffs, the Lake is frefh, at low Water, 
and has 8 fathoms. The River, leading from it to the Sca, 
has 5, 6, and 7 fathoms. But on the Bar, which is of 
black Sand, only 13 at low Water, and about 4 at the 
height of Springs. 


Towfin Doolangdoclang adjacent to Doozgou, has very many 
large Pearl Oyfters. 


The Chain of Tflands on the SE fide of Taweetawee are all 
low, with an infinite number of Shoals between them and 
Taweetawee, through which the Channels have 6,7, and 8 fathoms, 
but are extremely intricate and fo narrow, that the Chinefe Funks 
ufed, in fome Places, to be pufhed on, with Poles. Thefe Gutts 
are the moft valuable Pearl Fifhery, as acceffible at all times, 
and Fifth of various kinds are amazingly plentiful, and of 
great fize. 


The Hfland Taweetatwee, has but few People, but abounds 
with excellent Timber, t 


Samampoot as many Alligators. 


Noofa Pababag is low and uninhabited, it is rocky in the,. 
middle, and deftitute of Water, 


Simonor has plenty of Manatee. 
Tankalalooan, is fo called from the number of Oyfters. 


Tagao, Head Ifland, from a fuppofed fimilitude to a Man's 
Head. 


The Names of feveral of the Iflands are fo immodeft, that 
it would be improper to fhew their Nakednefs by a Tranflation : 
The moft obfcene parts of the Human Frame, give Name to 
fome, from a real or fuppofed Refemblance, and others derive 
their Appellation from Accidents the moft indecent.

Tambagaan, which is fituated between it and Tawcetawee, is 
not very high, but has good water. 


Kangteepyan are two {mall Ilands, lefs than Sooladdee, lying 
Eaft and Weft, parallel to each other; the Southern has a 
ledge of Rocks on the Southfide, making a Harbour for 
{mall Veffels. - 


Bubuan has in the middle a Lake, and the River which 
leads to it is on the NW fide; the Ifland is about the fize 
of Tapool. 


Kekataan, about the fize of Minis, is a low woody Island, 
fo infefted with Mufquitoes, that the Soonoo’s aie affraid 
to go near it. 


Magloomba, is a {mall Island which produces Birds Nefts ; 
There is an Entrance at top, but too {mall to admit. Man, 
the People who go to gather the Nefts, therefore, dive under 
Water, and pafs under the Cliffs, where there is a Paflage 
into the Cave. 


Although the greateft part of PaLaw an be under the Sootoo 
Dominion, yet I cannot enter into a minute Defcription: 
The Country, in general, is defcribed to be plain and flat ro 
the bottom of the Hills, and no country in this Quarter abounds 
more in valuable Produétions: The Canes are efteemed the fineft 
in the World, Cowries are very plenty, Wax, Tortoife-thell, 
Baat, or Sea-flug, 8cc. arein abundance. Moft of the Idaaa live 
on the Faft-fide, for which reafon it is beft frequented, but as 
there are few Bajows, the utmoft Benefit is not derived from the 
28 innumerable 
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innumerable Banks there. There has been lately found the 
Tenjoo, which is the Gum, or Refin, of a very large Tree, 
it much refembles Amber, and 40 or so Pecul may be had of 
it yearly. * There is much Ebony and Laka, and it is faid there 
are Hot Springs and Mines of Gold. The Weit fide is chiefly 
inhabited by a favage People, who feldom frequent the Coaft. 

The Sootoo Dominions on Borwro are diftinguifhed into 
Four Diftricts; Tiroon, Mangeedara, Malloodoo and Keeney- 
Balloo or Pappal. 

The firft extends from Kanneoongan to Sibocoo, which is the 
Jaft River of Tiroon. 

Mang-eedara extends from Sibocoo Northward to Towfan 
Duyon. 

Malloodoo, comprehends the North end of the Ifland, and 


Pappal, the Diftricts adjacent to Bornzo Proper. However, 
the Limits of each are not very definite. : 

Befides, thefe Diftricts on the Main, there are many Islands 
adjacent to almoft every part of it, which I propofe to mention 
in fucceffion to the Diftriét they are neareft. 


TIROON. 

The Coaft is all low Mangrovy Land, the Mountains, very 
diftant in-fhoar, are inhabited by Idaan; All the Country is 
covered with the Sago Trees, which, being the chief Suftenance 
of the Natives, they plant in great Numbers every Year, to 
prevent any deficiency, as they are long in growing. The 
Rivers are many, very large and navigable. The Produce 
of the Country is chiefly Sago, and Birds Nefts, both which 
are in great perfeétion and abundance: It alfo yields Wax, 
Canes, Rattans, Matts, Honey, and fome parts of it Gold, 
Goolega, and Baat or Sea-Slog: And it is affirmed there is 


great plenty of Salt-Petre. And many Capis. 
The 


ote 








* Tlenjoo, is little different from Gum Copal, 
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The firlt River of Zircon is Tapeandurian, or Tapeduriat, 
chiefly remaikable for the bad difpofition of its Inhabitants. 


The next is a fmall River named Samontay, and to the 
Northward of it 


Dumaring, which is a confiderable Place. A little farther is 


Talifian, to the Northward whereof is a Point with a Hill 
towards the Shoar. There are feveral Banks along the Coaft, 
where they collect Baaz. 


The next River is a very large’ one, fometimes called 
Barow, and fometimes Curan, from different places near it; the 
Firft is an Independant State, in Alliance with Soonoo, the 
other is fubject to Sooroo: The River has 3 fathoms at the 
Mouth, but there are feveral Shoals which require a Pilot. 
There is a confiderable Trade, in Coeonuts, carried on from 
Tucllee on Celebes, to Barow, which they call Barong ; according 
to their Accounts, the River is very deep within, and the 
Country yields much Birds Nefts, and other valuable Commodities : 
But, though the Sootoos agree in the magnitude of the River, 
they deny that the Country is of much Confequence with refpec: 
to its Produce. This River is in the bottom of a deep Bay, 
the Land running from thence to the Eaftward, teiminating 
in a Point of Red Land, called on that account, Tauia Miia, 
off which are many Islands. The Northern pars of this 
Point is called Sabasnoong, from whence the Lands 1uns as 
much to the Weftward to a large River named Baroongan, or 
Booloongan, which is a confiderable Place, formerly under Pafir, 
and, befides the common Produce of Zireoa, yields much Gold ; 
a very rich Mine having been lately difcovered. It alfo yields 
Earth-Oul. 


Adjacent to this is Sicatark or Lalawang, it is reprefented 
to be a fine Bay, into which the fmall River of Tolangang 
falls 
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falls on the Southfide, and that of Mautabuliag on the North: 
The Productions of this Place are too Pecul Black Bird’s Nefts, 
befides a little White, and the other Tiroox Commodities. 


There are many Islands, clofe to this part of the Coaft, 
where the River of Leeleedong difembogues itfelf into the Sea; 
one of thefe named Tarakkan, yields 20 or 30 Jars of Earth-Oil 
Annum. This River is capable of receiving the largeft 
Ships. and is very populous, * it is fometimes named Leo, 
and Leedong, from different Places fituated on it: Inland it 
produces much Rice, which they fell, living on Sago as in 
other parts of Tzroon. 


Theie is, adjacent to this Place, another Red Land, called 
alfo Tania Mera. 


Samba.oong, which, according to the Switan’s Account, yields 
above 20 Peculs of Bird’s Nefts. It is alfo a large River, 
though Lefs than Leo, but it has fome Shoals at the Entrance, 
and feveral Islands divided by Creeks, and covered with Neepa 
Trees. The outermoft of the Islands, which terminates in a 
fharp Point, is named Pedadda, it forms, on the South, Sibocao 
Bay, in which the River difembogues. 


Sibhocoo River, ~~ is larger than Sambaroong, but is faid to 
have fome Shoals at the Entrance: The Curent is very 
rapid, fo that the Tide never runs up, the Flood only flackening 
the Stream. All thefe Rivers afe very deep within. Of this 

River’s 





* (Bautlan) 10,000 People, 25 Peculs Bird’s Nett, Wax, Sago and 
Boory Matts. 


+ S:bocao has moie than 30 Towns inlind, produces 40 Peculs of 
Bids Neft, according to Aiinodm, 50 Pecul by Banizlan’s Account, 100 
Peculs Wax, Canes, Rattans, very fine Sago, Honey, and Toory Mute, 
and 1000 People. 
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River’s Mouth are fituated two pretty large Iflands, named 
Samangkarroo, ov Samakadoo, and Seebattick, the laft is high, and 
yields much Dammer. 


The Maratua Ifands are fix in Number, Maratva, Kakabban, 
Saug-alakee, ‘Seemamak, Dalewan, ot Darawan, P? Panjang, 
and Raboo-raboo. 


Muratua is moderately high, without Hills, and has fome 
Wells of frefh Water, made by the Soozoos, who go thither to 
collect Sea-Slug, which is in great plenty on the Banks near it ; 
it produces alfo great plenty of Coolit-Lawang, or Clove-bark, 
there being f{carce any other Trees on it; there are alfo very curious 
Corallines found there, plenty of Keema, and fome Teepy. 


Adjacent to Tapeandurian, there are fome fmall Islands, and 
an infinite number of Shoals, on which they find great plenty 
of Baat. 


There are alfo feveral Islands and Banks near Kanaeoougan, 
but that part of the Coaft not being inhabited, they are little 
frequented. 


IMANG-EEDARA. 


The Diftri&t of Mangeedasa is the mot Eaftern of Bornzo, 
extending itfelf towards the Sootoo Archipelago, jn a long 
narrow Point, called Unjaug; This Diftiict produces Bird’s 
Nefts, Wax, Lacka-Wood, Dammer, and plenty of very fine 
Gold, which is foft like Wax; the moft remarkable Place 
for this is Talaffam, within Geeoag, but the River difembogues 
into the North Sea, between Tambecfan and Sandakan. 


The Firft River in Mangeedara is Tawao, oppofite to the 
Island Seebattick, to the Eaftward of this is a Point with a high 
Land named Birang, and adjacent to it a River called Pallaft, 

at 
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at which Place are many Cattle. 4 The Land from thence to 
Geeong Bay, is divided by Creeks into feveral Islands, the 
Southeinmoft and largeft is called Cooly Babang, the Northern- 
moft anna Baloo, the Southern Point of it, is named Tanjong 
Timban Matta. 


Geeong Bay is very large, and has many Iflands, and 


‘fome Shoals: There aré feveral Hills around it, the firtt 


called Madai, has a Birds-Neft cave; the next, on the Weft 
fide, a high one, named Bood Seelam; towards the NW part 
of the Bay, is the River of Geeoag, whee there is much 
Birds-Neft, but blackifh, There is another Rive: beyond 
this, named Ling-gane; beyond it, thee is a pretty large 
River, and to the Eaflward a low Mangiovy Point, which 
rerminates the Bay of Geeoug. 


The South Coaft of Unjang, from hence to the Eaftern 
Extremity of Bornro, has many Bays and Rivers. 


Salooroong is a {mall Bay, with .two Reefs at the Points, 
extending a confiderable way off. > 


Babatoo is a fmall River, where is plenty of wild Cattle, 
Malaboong is another River adjacent to it. 


Tooncoo is the next, and 
Seebais the laft. 


Off this part of Mangeedard ate many Islands and Shoals, 
which yield Baat, the moft remarkable of the Islands aie, 
P? Gaya, which has many Deer; and Secparran, plenty of 
Green Turtle.

* At Coopang, Thoufands of Cattle, fome Horfes and Liffang mixed: 
They have made a int about a fathom deep, fo that they may be caught 
in any number by ftopping it up. When the Eloifes appear it is a hgn 
the Cattle follow.  Oranky Mfailick. 
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Unfatg terminates Eaftward in a Bluff Point, at the NE 
part whereof is a fmall Island, named TYambeefoa, forming a 
Harbour capable of admitting Ships of confiderable fize. 
The Main adjacent yields plenty of fine Timber, particulaily 
Alexandrian Laurel, fome Trees of which ae 2 to 3 fathoms 
in Circumference, 


The North Coaft of Unfang has many Bays, but none which 
afford fhelter in the Northerly Winds. There are on this Coatt 
many large Rivers, 30 in number from Zambeefan to Sandakan, 
all (except Maroak) Branches of the Kinabatangan River, 
which comes from the Lake of Keeney Balloo. The 4. Weftern 
Branches are the moft confiderable, and of all, the laft Tow/an Abai; 
the Bar is very fhallow, but within, it is faid, to have Depth 
enough for any Ship, and perhaps, were the Country well 
peopled, this might be brought through the Harbour of 
Mamuyorg, which would probably open the Bar. 


The Eaftern part of Unfaag abounds with wild Elephants, 
which have not reached the other patts of Borneo, and 
Mangeedara, in general, with Cattle, left there by the Spaniards, 
who about a Century ago had got footing here, but relinquifhed 
it, by Treaty with the Soozoos. 


Oppofite to Tow/an Dujon, which is faid to unite the Harbours 
of Sandakan and Mamuyong, is the Island Lahalatohs ; on the 
interior fide of the Island, it is faid, a Ship may careen, clofe 
to the Shoar, in 8 or 10 fathoms, and that there is a Stream of 
excellent Water falling into the Sea over the Cliffs.* 


Sandakan is deferibed to be an Affemblage of many Harbours, 
with Soundings, fit for any Ship, and good Water: It 
abounds

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abounds with Baat, and juft without it, there is abundance 
of Agal-Agal. 


Doubling a Point, to the North Weftward, is a large Bay, 
named Labook, it has feveral Banks in it, and, farther to the 
North, difembogues the River of Soogoot, which (it is faid) comes 
from the Lake of Keeney Balloo. 


Oppofite to Sandakan and Labook, there is an Affemblage 
of Islands, the Eafternmoft, named Baguan, is remarkable for 
the great plenty of green Turtle, found there in the Southerly 
Winds. This [land and Seeparran, on the Coaft of Mangeedara, 
are the only Places where the Poonoo, or Green Turtle, are in 
plenty. The Payookan, or Tortoife-fhell {pecies, is remarkably 
plenty, in all the Mal/oodoo Islands in particular. Baguan alfo, 
has plenty of the Palo-Maria or Alexandiian Laurel. The 
other Islands in this Clufter are, Taganac, Great and Little 
Baacoongan, Langaan, Leebeeman, Bo-aan, Papattangal, which is 
a Bank with a Tree, Seelingaan, Gooleffan, and Leebarran. 


Almoft midway, between Baguan and Cagayan Sooloo, is 
Mambahenawan, and between them and the Paitan Iflauds, is 


Lankayaa. 


Paitayn is a Bay and River on Borwzo, remarkable for the 
abundance of Camphir; it alfo yields Clove-Bark, and has 
plenty of Ljflang; it is very full of Shoals, and the Coaft 
on both fides extremely foul. The Islands to the Southward are 
named Billebilléan, Great and Little Tagypeel, and Cuya Cuyahan ; 
on the North are Leoaaa and Kalangaan. There is a Creek 
from Paztaa, leading into a large Bay, between it, and Mallvadoo 
Pay, off which are many Islands, but the Bay, as well as the Islands, 
extremcly encumbered with Shoals, the largeft of the Mlands is 
Mallawallé, which is high, and forms an agreeable Profpect ; 
the otheis are Bidalla, Kookooboou, Teegaboo, Seepeerdoong , Teebakhan, 


Techeengan, Mandeedaia, Parenka Porenka, Marantabvan, and 
fnowfal + 
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Tnowfal: between thefe and Baaguey, there ae alfo many 
Shoals, leaving however a navigable Paffage, and indeed, as 
thefe are detached Banks, with deep Water and good Soundings 
between them, was this Place minutely examined, there is 
no doubt many other Paffages might be found. 


Off the Eaft Coafl of Baaguey, there are many Islands, but 
little confideiable, except for the plenty of Turtle. 


Cageyan-Sooloo is a Clufter of Islands, not vifible from 
Baagney; The Chief only, of thefe Islands, is conftantly inhabited ; 
there is a very good Bay, on the Weft fide, and there are 
Soundings, between many Shoals, to Banguey. 


Malloodo is, in many refpeéts, one of the moft valuable 
Diftriéts on Borneo, Few Places equal it, in the abundance 
of Provifions, nor is it deftitute of valuable Articles of 
Commerce. 


There are many Rivers, of frefh Water, which fall into the 
Bay of Malloodoo, which is reported to have good Soundings 
to the very bottom, On the Eaft fide there is a Jaige Shoal, 
which, by Report, forms a fine Harbour at Bazkoka, where 
is a very good Landing Place, and very fine Coolit-Lawang, 
or Clove-Bark, is produced here. 


The oppofite, or Weft fide, is remarkable for the, Pearl Banks, 
which are, chiefly, found near Soagy Bajar. 


The whole Diftri&t of Malloadoo abounds with Roane of 
which, to or 20 feet long, two or three Ship’s-load might 
be had: It alfo abounds in Grain, and inland is very populous, 
The Country, to the Eaftward of “Keeney Balloo as far as 
Sandakan, is low and plain, with a few Hillocks, but no Hieh 
Land, except a Ridge to the Southward of Bankoka, which 
feems to run nealy Eaft and Weft towards Paitan, leaving 


a Gap 
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a Gap of Low Land. At the Bottom of Malloodoo Bay, between 
this Ridge, and that which runs fiom the Tampaffook Mountains 
towards Sampanmangio; through which, fiom Banguey and 
Malloodoo Bays, the High Mountain of Keeney Balloo is feen to 
great advantage, rifing abruptly on the Welt to a flupendous 
Height, and falling down on the Eaft with a gentle declivity 
towards the low Land of Sasdakan. This Country cannot fail 
of being one of the moft fruitful in the World, if well cultivated 
and inhabited by a Civilized People; weie this the Cafe, there 
would be an eafy Land Carriage, of 49 or go miles, to the 
Lake of Keexey Ballo, which is reprefented to exceed in 
magnitude the Lake of Manila, and to have many [ands in 
it. It is faid, to be 5 or 6 fathoms deep in fome places, aud 
to be the Source of all the confiderable Rivers in Borneo, 
above 100 in number; the Water is not limpid, but whith: 
Around its Margin are innumerable Towns of Idaaa, they have 
a Sovereign here, but in other Places only Chiefs o: Orankys. 
This Tribe is extremely numerous, but from their want of 
foreign Communication, and from fome remarkable Cuftoins, 
they are lefs addicted to Commerce, than the Value of their 
Country would make it imagined. They have however an 
Intercourfe inland with Bexjar, and ate well enough inclined 
to Commerce and Hufbandry, except whee their Prejudices 
lead them into War. 


The Islands oppofite to this part of Borneo, and indeed 
the Céaft, from Sempanmangio to near Paitan, do not properly 
come under the Denomination of the Sootoo Dominions, 
as ceded to the Englifh Company, and require a particular 
Difcuffion in another Place, as the moft eligible of all Situations 
for the Capital of the Orienial Polynefia. 


The laft Difti&t of Borneo, is Pappal, the Limits Sampanmangio 
on the North, and Acemannees River in 59EN Latitude, which, 
6 Z by 
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by Treaty, is the Limit Southward, with the Kinedom of 
BorneEo-PROPER. 


The Productions of this Coaft, in general, are Sago, Rice, 
Beetle-Nut, Coconut-oil, Camphir, Wax, fome Pepper, and 
Cinnamon; particularly the laft in fome quantity at Keemauuees. 
The Country is very populous, the inland particularly, which 
is inhabited by Idsan, as are fome Places on the Coaft: 
Tt is extremely well adapted for the Cultivation of Pepper 
and Cinnamon, and in a few Years large quantities might be 
had; it is very well watered, and has the Conveniency of 
many Rivers, navigable by Boats, and fome even by larger 
Veflels; the River of Tawarray leads to the Lake of Keeney 
Balloo, from whence it is about 10° or 15' diflant, and is 
acceffible for Boats; that of Tampaffook is faid to come from 
thence alfo. 


The Firft River is Tambaloojim, the Natives Idaan, though 
few in number; Abreaft of this River is a Coral Tree, 
3 or 6 fathom high, it grows in 7 fathoms, but the number 
of large Fith frighten People from diving for it. 


Zoo, a fmall River, is the next. 
Pandafan has few People, who are Mahometans. 


Tampaffook, Abai, Loobook, and Amboong, ate inhabited by 
Mahometans, and form one Jurifdidion. The firft is a Frefh 
Water River, with a Bar of 2 fathoms at high Water, it is 
frefh at the Bar, and within hds 3 and 4 fathoms, it is 
reported to come from the Lake of Keeney Balloo, and has @ 
Gold Mine near it. 


The River of Tampaffiok, a few miles inland, approaches 
very near that of 4bai, which is Salt for fome miles up, leaving 


a low nairow IJfthmus between them; the Narives have had 
fome 
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fome thoughts of direGting the Ta-ipaffook River acrofs this, 
jnto the Channel of Adsi, which is even now acceffible at 
all times by fmall Veffels, and would then probably be {fo 
by large. 


The Harbour and River of Asai, are fupetiour to any, between 
Sampanmangio and P? Gaya, (and indeed is the only Place 
where Veffels have Shelter from Weflerly Winds) except 
Amboong, which is near to Abai, and is reprefented to be a 
good Harbour. The Country here abounds with Grain, and 
confiderable quantities of Pepper and Cinnamon would be had 
in a fhort time, were the Cultivation encouraged. 


The next River is Suleman, which is inhabited by [fam. 


Tawarraz is inhabited by fdeau, there are many Goats in 
this Diftrit; it is very populous. About 60 Chinefe, who 
left Bornzo many years ago, fettled amongft them. The 
River is reported to be navigable for Boats, to the Lake of 


y 


Kucaey Balioo. o 


Maagcaboong River is inhabited by Sfan, it is populous; there 
is a Sind-Bar with 2 fathoms at high Water, at low large 
Sooroo Boats cannot enter, within 3 or 4 fathoms; there is 
a Salt Lake about 3’ from the Bar, it has 2 fathoms and in 
fone places 1 fathom. The River above the Lake is rapid, 
and full of Rocks, fo that it is mot navigable but by Canoes; 
fome fay, it comes from the Lake of Keesey Balloo; but 
Dato Saraphodin thinks otherwife. .This Place and thofe before 


mentioned, produce fome Pepper. 


To the Southward of Mangcaboong lye P? Gaya, and fome 
other Islands, they with fome Shoals form a convenient Harbour, 
but of difficult Entrance on account of thefe Shoals; inta 
this Harbour difembogues the Rivers of 


La Batuan, 
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La Batuan, Inannam, Mangaial, Pootatan, and Keenaroot; 
the Inhabitants are [/lamz ; the Country is populous, and produces 
Sago, Rice, Bcetle-nut, Cinnamon, and Coconut-Oil. 


The next River is Pangalat, and to the Southward of it 
Pappal, which is a large barred River, difembogues by two 
Branches, the Weftern named Beaonee. The Country is very 
populous, the Natives [fam, it produces Camphir as well as 
the other Articles. 


Keemanuees is the laft River of the Sooroo Dominions the 
Inhabitants are Idaan, and very numerous, they carry on an 
extenfive Trade in their own Proas to Java, &c. the Country, 
befides a confiderable quantity of Cinnamon and the other 
Articles above mentioned, produces Tenjoo, which is the 
Gum of a certain Tree, found alo in Palawan and 
Mogeendanao, 


There are few Iflands off this Coaft. P? Teepa, adjacent 
to Keemanuees, is not rematkable for any thing. Maagalloom 
abounds with frefh Water, though a low Island, it yields 
alfo much Agal-agal, and a delicious Root refembling 
Turnips. 


Mantannané, which is oppofite to Pandafaa, is in the Diftri&t 
of Abai, there aie three Islands which produce fome Bids 
Neft, but of a red Colour. . 


Such are the Sootco Dominions on Borneo, this im- 


perfeét Sketch of them may afford fome fatisfaction, fince 
hitherto we have been in abfolute Ignoiance of this Quarter.

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Accounr of Sootoo. 


PART If. 


The Notion, commonly entertained, of the Influence of 
Climate on the Manners of Men, feems no otherwife well 
grounded, than as Manners are derived from the Religion, 
Government and Cuftoms, which are indeed regulated in good 
meafure by Circumftances, .arifing from the Situation of a 
Country. : 


Previous therefore to a Confideration of the People, it feems 
proper to treat of their Government, Religion and Litc:aiuie, 
as the Origin of their Manners and Difpofition. 


Nothing, to a Speculatift, is more agreeable or important, 
than the Obfervation, what a difference, in point of Morals 
and the Interefts of Society, arifes from Cuftoms and EJucation, 
by which 


-—— Man differs more from Man 
Than Man from Beafte mm 


Speculations of this kind will probably make the  beft 
Subjects, by impreffing the ftrongeft fenfe of the Calamities 
incident to a deviation fiom the Line of ReGtitude; And 
alfo thew, how inftrumental Religion is to the welfaie of 
Mankind, and towards piefeiving the Interefts of Society. 


aA Cir. 
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Their Government. 


The cold Regions feem not only to have been the Nurferies 
of the Human Species, but of Civil Policy; and, probably, from 
thence the mixed Monarchies, eftablifhed in this and the adjacent 
Iflands, were derived; for as an Emigrant from China, in an 
early Age, obtained the Dominion of Bornzo, we need not 
hefitate to conclude, the Police of the Chinefe was engrafted 
on this Savage Stock, 


It is a very difficult matter to defcribe the Conftitution of 
any Country; But it is fcarcely poffible to be done without 
recourfe to ancient Records: Enquiries gain but little 
Information, as few,, even in the more civilized Countries, are well 
enough verfed in the Principles of their Legiflature, “to inform 
a Stranger: So much is every where fuppofed to be previoufly 
underftood, that without the Ability and Leifure to confult 
the Soorce Records, and being capable of entering into a 
Perfonal Converfation, in their own Language, with the moft 
Ancient and Intelligent, on the Subject of thefe Records, [ 
defpair of being able to give a connected Idea of their 
Conftitution. 


Their Government, by the Names of the Officers, which 
is indeed {aid to be derived from the Example of Achen, feems 
to differ little fromm that found in the Ma/ay Countries, except 
perhaps of having more of the Popular Caft, unlefs the Malay 
Sovereigns may have gained a more abfolute Authority, than 


originally was intended by their Conftitution. 


The Sootoo Government is divided into three Eftates: 
The Sultan; Nobility, or Datos, chiefly perfonated by 
Dato Bandabara, whofe Authority appears to be little lefS than 


‘the Sultan's; and Orankys, ov rather the People, perfonated 


by Oranky Mallick. 
y Oranky Mallic In 
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In former times, their Government was executed conftitutionally; 
But at prefent, many of the Offices are vacant, and the Sx/tan 
little confiders the others, but in particular Exigencies or 
Difturbances, where a regard to his own Security extorts from 
him Promifes and Profeffions, by which he means nothing. 
It is an Obfervation of Old Bahatol, That all former Sultans 
and the Officers, were like the Stone and Setting of a Ring, 
where there was a mutual Connexion and Dependance; but 
that at prefent, the Stone feemed to have rejected the Setting 
as ufelefs: This adds to my Difficulties, as the Sultan had 
a Point in View, in all the Eclairciflement he gave of the 
Officers of State. 


The Offices, in general, are Hereditary Jurifdiftions ; though 
Incapacity, or other reafonable Objection, may prevent this 
Rule taking place. The Appointment of thefe Officers, on 
Vacancies, feems a part of the Royal Prerogative, though not 
withoyt a Bechar of the other Eftates)s The Officers which 
have been related ta me are, 


Amongft the Nodility or Datos, who are all of the Royak 
Line, legitimate or Baftards. 


Dato Bandahavra, who on the Sultan's Death governs ‘till 
another is elected, and afterwards is ftiled Raja Bandahara.

Thefe Officers, as muft be the Cafe, wherever there is no 
ftanding Army, have a Civil and Military Capacity; and he, 
who is a Chief Perfon in the former, has but an inferiour 
Rank in the Jaf.

Bandahara is an Officer fuperiour to all others, but it is 
not eafy to explain his Duty, as what by the Ignorance of 
an Interpreter, and Delicacy of the Subje&t, I have not been 
able to obtain a diftinct Account of it; however, this feems 
certain, that he is next to the Tvan Caly, the fupreme Judge in 
important Caufes, which are determined by him, as inferiour 
are by Dato Toomang-goong, and in Conjunction with Oranky 
Mallick, empowered to difplace a Sultan, who governs con- 
trary to the Law. 


However, as the Government is fo nearly popular, there 
is an Office very remarkable, and extremely neceflary, as fuch 
Governments are natarally inclined to Revolutions; this is 
the Office of Mamancha, which is calculated to prevent all 
precipitare Refolutions, for in all Bechars, shis affent is neceflary 
to fanctify their Legality, and ‘till this affent paffes, nothing

done obtains the Authority of a Publick A&. But Mamancha 
has only an affirmative Voice, fo that he can fearce prevent 
any Publick Refolution, though his Office empowers him to 
mediate between the contending Parties, and by Delays to 
temper the Difpofition of Malecontents)s The Rank of this. 
Officer is the fame with Raja Laut and Fubaa Pallawaa, to 
whom the Swfan’s Power devolves in time of Ation. It is 
Raja Laut’s Duty, to examine all foreign Veffels, who arrive in 
the Sooloo Seas, but this is generally peiformed by inferiour 
Officers. 


There is one Officer in their Conftitution, not only extremely 
important, but fingular, fince I do not recollect any thing 
fimilar to it in Publick Governments, though it is to be found 
amongft the Inflitutions of Loya/a. This Office is the 
Maharaja Lela. It is generally faid, the Mabaraja Lula is 
abfolute, and beyond the reach of Juftice, fo that. even 
the Sultan cannot call him to Account for any Offence ; 
fuch a Power would be extremely dangerous in the Conftitution, 
and the only advantage in it would arife, from the Example 
how neceflary Government is, to reftrain the inordinacy of the 
Human Mind. But the Defcription does not by any means 
convey an adequate idea of his Office. He may be ftiled the 
“© Admonitor;” for it is his Bufinefs, to exhort and reprove 
all Officers, even the Sultan, when wanting in their publick 
Duty, ‘tn doing this, he is fecure of Indemnity, though his 
private Perfon is equally, as* others, expofed to Punihmentr, 
wherc he is guilty of any Crime. 


Sabalmal may be termed the Guardian of Orphans, for 
according to the Conftitution, the Eftates of all Perfons who 
have no uight-Heirs, go into a Publick Cheft, which is 
entrufted to Sadalmal, who out of it provides for Orphans till 

7B they 
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they reach their rgth Year, at which Age they are confidered 
as capable of earning a livelihood, and theiefore after they 
reach this Period, He can no longer let them thare of the 
Publick Cheft: The Charge whereof, and the Execution of 
Moollock Manderaffa’s Office, the prefent Sultan has taken upon 
himfelf. 


Oranky Mallick 1s one of the moft confiderable Officers in 
the State, for a Bechar of the Sultan with him only, is of 
force, though one, with all the Datos without his Affent, is not: 
He is the Chief Agent in difplacing a Sultan, nor can the 
EleGtion of a New one take Place without his Ratification : 
fo that the popular is an integral part of the Sooleo Conftztution. 


Panghema is a term of Military Honour, refembling our 
Knighthood, obtained by fome valiant Atchievement, and 
beftowed by the Sultan; but it is alfo an Office of more 
general Ufe, the Chiefs of the feveral Diftricts being fo ftiled, 
and have almoft an abfolute Authority. The Pangleemas of 
Sooloo, are, asit were, Aid de Camps to Fuban Pallawan, they 
are few in number, that dignity not being proftituted like 
modera Knighthood.

Their Religion and Places of Worfbip. 


The Religion of Sooroo being Mahometan, admits no 
Defcription in this Work; but their Places of Worfhip 
claim our Notice, not by their inward decoration, which is 
excluded equally from all; Nor by their outward magnificence, 
which is remarkable enough in the Mogul Empire, and other 
Mahometan Countiies; but from the meannefs of them; 
for they are in fact nothing more than thatched fheds, open 
all round. It feems a Point warranted by Experience, that 
Religion is but little attended to, wherever the Temples are 
mean. Whether this be an Evidence of the little Influence of 
the Prieft, or of the fmall Veneration of the People to the 
Derry, I fhall not prefume to decide; but it may be obferved, 
that moft of the Soonoos are very ignorant of the Religion 
they profefs; though many are inclined to make the Pilgrimage, 
had they a Conveniency to do it, and however homely their 
Places of Worfhip may be, They are not without Vifitants, 
who, it would feem, by their vociferous declamation, intend 
to rouze a flumbering Epicurean Divinity. But the general 
behaviour would incline one to think, they imagine, ‘‘ He, 
who made the Eye, is blind;” for no where is to be met 
more fiequent Inftances of deftroying u1s Image! It is to be 
hoped, the Influence of Religion may have a good Effect on 
their Minds; And though, perhaps, as Chriftzans, we ought to 
with them of our Peifuafion; as Politicians and Men, we 
muft be better pleafed, to fee them of any, than of no 
Religious Piofeflion, though the Introdudlion of Arts, 
Sciences, and Litciature, may be neceflary to modulate them 
effeCtually. 


Theie 
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Their Church Government at the Capital is compofed of 
a Tuan Caly, who is fupreme in Civil, as well as Canon, Law, 
and refides at Matanda; one Imaum; four Hatibs, or Lectureis, 
and four Vildals, or Cryers, to the Publick Mafguid, or Mofque. 
Other finall Mofques in different quarters of the Town, called 
Langal, have an Jmaum, but no Lecturers, or Cryers. 


They are fometimes vifited by Serif, who are defcended from 
Mabomet, and one of thefe, they boafl, was their firft Sultan. 
The refpect which thefe itinerant Priefts meet with, in the 
Mahometan Countries in the Eajff-Indies, frequently induce 
Impoftors to pretend a Defcent from Mahomet, which is not 
eafily refuted, as they have no Auricular DiftinGtion, like the 
Peruvian Incas, and rather pretend to an Infallibility in point of 
Faith, than a miraculous Power to evince their Miffion. 


The Clergy here, as in all Countries, have confiderable 
Influence in Government and Private Life: They are here 
alfo the Repofitories of the Publick Records, * and Law Cafes 
adjudged between Individuals. The Law, as in other Countries, 
has {welled to many Volumes, which ate in great meafure 
unmolefted Lumber, fince there are no profeft Lawyers, who 
might benefit by Briefs, as Jong as the Annals of a Century: 
Thefe Records would undoubtedly be worth Examination, as 
the beft, perhaps the only, means of attaining @ perfect Idea 


_ of their Conftitution, 
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The Soonoos are inveterate to the Spaniards, and their Faith ; 
perhaps as much from the imprudent behaviour of the Miffionary 
Priefts, 





* I was at fome pains to obtain a copy; the Perfon who promifed this, 
procrattinated till the moment of my departure, fo that I had no oppoitunity 
to fhew it to any of my learned Friends; who on being fhewn it, on my 


“~getutn to Sooloo, laughingly,.told me the Perfon had impofed the Copy of an 


” Arabian Fable as the Hiffory of Seoloo. 
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Priefts, as from the Abhorrence in which they hold fome 
of the Roman Catholick Tenets. Their Antipathy to the 
Spaniards may be naturally referred to that animofity and 
mutual fpirit of reproach, always found between neighbour- 
ing States: And that to the Roman Catholick Religion, is, 
in great meafure, an Extenfion of their Hatred to the Priefts, 
who, when permitted to have a Miffion here, prefumed to 
make themfelves Umpires, and call in queftion the Mafter’s 
Right to the Slave, whom they converted. 


Although the Religion of Soo.oo be Mabometan, the moft 
numerous Portion of the Inhabitants of this State are 
Gentiles, and go under the general denomination of Idaag: 
Thefe Idaan, whofe Ideas of a Divinity, feem as confined as 
the Brutes of the Field, claim the ftrongeft attention of 
a humane mind, as this blindnefs makes them equally the 
Objects of Compaffion in every View: The Peculiarities of 
theie Cuftoms and Opinions will claim a Place in another 
Chapter. 


CHar. II. 
Language and Literatures 


It would be.going too far, to condemn, or approve, a 
Language which is not underftood; but I’ muft own, the 
Sound, of the Sooroo Language, is not agreeable to my 
Ear; It is faid to have as great Affinity to the Biffaya, as 
Spanifh to Portuguefe, and appears to be copious, from the 
different Appellations of Quantity, &c. Thus, Great, is in the 
Sooroo Language, Dakola, but they have various other 
Words of Magnitude, as Mag-go, Taddal, Taroong, Baggal. 
Thefe are confined to diftinét Subjects, thus, Tarooug, exprefles 
the large of Fruit, Baggal, of Animals, &c. 


Whether the Sooroo Language is the Original Dialect of 
Borneo, cannot be determined: Though, from its relation to 
aC the 
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the Bifaya Language, it is not improbable that it has, at 
leaft, an affinity to It; fince it is beyond Difpute, the BornEaN 
Empire extended over the Biffzya Wands: But that thele 
Languages are derived from the Ma/ay, feems very improbable : 
The intercourfe with the Malays, and the ufe of that 
Language, as the general Means of Converfation with Strangers, 
will naturally account for the Introduction of many Malay 
Words, or Words with Affinity to Maley. But when the 
Expreflions of Affirmation and Negation are different, as 
well as thofe of Numeration, and in Common Life, It 
feems inconfiftent to fuppofe an Identiry of Original; Many 


Examples would be fuperfluous, a few may be both ufeful 
and entertaining. 


There does not appear to be the leaft Afinity in thefe two 
Languages, from the common Words that follow, annexed 
to them are fome of the Phillipin Languages.

The Affumption of the Malay Characters may, probably, 
have introduced more Words into thofe States, who have 
adopted them, than into the more remote which had characters 
of their own: It is conjectured that The Bornzos had a Cha- 
rater; For fince the Bupguefe, the Favanefe, the Tagalos, &c. 
have, there is little reafon to doubt the Bornros had. And 
perhaps the diftinct Characters may point out the Original 
Eimpires, or Sovereignties, into which the Oriental Polynefia 
was divided. 


It does ‘not appear, the Biffayas have any Original Character, 
though it feems evident, from Circumftances mentioned by the 
Spanifh Difcaverers, that the Mahometan Religion had found 
its way there; In this we have an Evidence to warrant the 
Bornean Dominion, which perhaps comprehended alfo the 
Tazalos, whole Language is faid to have fome Affinity to the 
Biffya. In this Cafe the Tagalo Charatter is probably the 
Antient BorNEAN, 


ws Had the fuft Miffionaries paid any attention to thefe 
RF Enquiries, fome Information of Confequence might be obtained, 
but it does not appear, that there is any thing written on the 
Antiquities of the Philipinas, except Fr. Fuaa de Placeatia’s, 
Curious, thorgh Concife, Account of the Antient Government and 
Cuftoms (24 O&. 1589.) It is true, the Spaaiards who have 
wrote of the Tagal Language, pretend they derived their 
Characters from the Malays: Thefe Zagalo Characters have no 
fimilitude to the A abick, or Maley Characters, and therefore, 
if it means any thing, this Opinion muft countenance the 
Conjecture above mentioned, as the Borncos may eafily be 
fuppofed to be confounded under the geneial Name of 
iVfalays. 


Placentia, though he mentions the Ancient Government of 
Sooto0o0, Datos and Burangayes, amongft the Tagalos, takes no notice 


of any Sultan, or Sovereign, amongft them. 
The 


in 
te 
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The Chronica de 5. Gregorio, (V. 1. P. 134,) tells us alfo, 
That the Zagalos have a Tradition of their being Defcendants 
from Bornzo. Hence it feems probable, that the Bornran 
Empire comprehended all the Biffaya and Yagalo Provinces of 
the Péilipinas, though it feems to have extended no farther 
North. 


Placentia derives the Zagalo. term, Barangayes, from the 
Veflels in which, he fuppofes, the Families, who peopled thefe 
parts, arrived. Without pretending to determine, whether 
there were any Veflels of this appellation, among{t the Malays, 
as he alledges, it feems probable, as the Sooroo Goveinment, 
as well as moft others in the Neighbourhood, have Oran-kayas, 
anfwering to the Office of Barangayes, that thefe Names, fo 
fimilar in found, have the fame Origin; For although in the 
Malay Language, Oren-kaya is literally a rich Man, it is 
applied to the Heads in the feveral Towns and Diftricts, where 
there are no fuperior Officers. 


Perhaps antiently Barangayes may have been the common 
appellation in the Bornean Dominions, though it has now 
given place to the Ma/ay Term. 


It does not appear, whether the Bornean Empire was 
Mahotmetan or not, before its Diffolution, nor can I determine 
the Time this Law got footing in Bornro: though the 
Portugnefe, who vifited Bornzo in 1530, fay, it then was, 
(Lavanha P. 380.) It is reported that it was introduced at Ce/ebes 
about the middle of the 16th Century. And it feems to be 
allowed, The tf Sultaa of Sootoo introduced the Mahometan 


Law there, though poflibly the Bajows might be then [fam ; 
7D wherefore 
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wherefore it is not probable the Mahometan Law was univerfally 
eftablifhed, before the Diffolution of the Bornean Empire, for 
although when the Sooroo Government was formed, there 
was, as there ftill is, a Prince at Borneo, I conceive his 
Dominion was not then extenfive. There is another Evidence 
to corroborate the Opinion, that Mahometanifm, is of late 
IntroduGtion, as the Idaaaz, who inhabit the Inland of Bornzo, 
aie Gentiles, nay, fome of the moft confiderable Maritime 
Places, on the NW part of the Ifland, which were the neareft 
to the Capital, as Keemannees and Tawarran, are Gentiles to this 
day. However, it feems, from the Spanifo Difcoverers, that 
the Mahometan Religion had found its way into this Quarter, 
though it did not univerfally prevail. 


There is a very great Variety of Languages in the Sootoo 


. Dominions. The Yirooa and Idaan, are equally foreign to 


the Sootoo, and to each other; nay, particular Diftricts 
have different Languages, which, however, I rather fuppofe 
Dialeéts of fome of the others, than entirely diftinét from 
them. The Idan Language is defcribed to be a very foft 
and fmooth one. 


The Learning of Sootoo is very confined. They have 
adopted the Malay Charaéters, and have a few Books in that 
Language, with which they are chicfly fupplied ‘y the 
Bugeuefe. They have alfo, it is-faid, Hiftorics of Borwzo, 
of an antient date, and of Sootoo from its Original. There 
are a few who underltand a little Arabick; but the gieateft 
number, even amongft the moft confiderable, cannot write, fo 
that ther Literature is a Subject, which does not afford room 
to be diffufive.

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They pretend, to have Accounts of the Inventors of Gunpowder 
and the Compafs: However, they are totally ignorant of the 
Principles of Magnetifm, and although they are good Practical 
Navigators, and are feldom without a Compafs in their Boats, 
they have all thefe from the Chmefe. The Names of fome 
of the Points are different from the Adalays:

What littte any of them has picked up, is very fuperficial ; 
they feem to have an Inclination to Literature, from 
the fenfible Queftions they have afked on particular Occafions ; 
though probably this Difpofition will remain uncultivated, 
from the difficulty of obtaining Satisfaction to their Enaniries.

Ir cannot be imagined that the fame Manners and Cuftoms 
thould prevail univerfally, through fo many Countries as 
this State is compofed of: Very various are thofe to be 
found amongft different Cafts of the Natives. This makes 
it difficult to give any General Character, though if one were 
to be given to the greater part of the Inhabitants of the Capital, 
it muft be raked out of the Dregs of Mankind, fince words 
can fcarce exprefs an adequate Deteflation and Contempt of 
their Difpofition and Manners. 


It is a common Obfervation, that the <Afiaticks are of a 
more diffimulating Inclination than the Europeans: But this 
is generally afcribed to the command they have attained over 
the Paffions, which has diverged them into this Channel : 
But here there is an equal Portion of that Brutal Fire found 
in free Savages, of the diffimulating Difpofition of the more 
humanized, and, perhaps, to the completion of their Chaiacter, 
I may add, an adequate fhare of Perfidious Cowardice. 


Murder, on the moft frivolous Difpute, is {carce held amongtt 
them to be a Crime: and indeed tHe confideration, that 
whatever is frequent, f{carce flings the Confcience, woyld almoft 
deftroy the Fundamental Principles of innate Morality, though 
at the fame time it adds Energy to the hand of Government, 
by evincing the Benefit to Society, of an Executive Power, 
to prevent, or reftrain, the inordinacy of Iniquity, incident to 
the Fiuman Frame, to Cuftom, and to Example. 


Every Man, not indeed by the Law, but by Cuftom, is 

ae in thefe Countries his own Avenger, by which the Sallies of

entail Inveteracy and Bloodthed from Father to Son, for 
Generations. 


The moft common caufe of Murder amongft them, is the Fair 
Sex, for as Divorces are permitted to the Men, and often 
bought by the Women, there is wanting that cordiality of 
Affection, necelfary to bind fo ftriét a Union as Marriage; and 
it often happens a Man will divorce his Wife, and, when fhe 
marries another, he will reclaim her, on pretence of the want of 
fome Formality in his Divorce; and, though the probable 
confequence be bloodfhed, will feize her by force. A jealous 
Sufpicion often is held a fufficient caufe for Affaffination, and 
farce a Night, which is the common time of thefe Enormities, 
paffes without a Murder. 


The Hiftories of all Times feem to evinee the bad confequences 
to Society, by a facility of Divorce, and Experience fufficiently 
refutes that immoral Affertion of the Poet, That 

— Half the caufe of Conteft were remov'd, 

If Beauty could be kind to all who lov’d. 
Perhaps a mere Speculatift would rather join with Sir Thomas 
Browne, and fome others, in withing the Derry had made a 
different Difpofition for continuing His Creation. 


Another Cuftom, equally deftrudtive to Civil Society, as 
it beftows a Ferocity of Difpofition, is the Power every Matter 
is vefted with, regarding his Slaves; which are by much the 
greateft part of the SooLoos: Thefe may be put to Death, with 
Impunity, for the flighteft, or even without, Crime. When 
fuch a Licence of Murder exifts, there can be no Expectation 
it will be held in that Abhorrence its Iniquity demands. 


7k Another 
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Another Enormity, which evinces the Malignity of Difpofition, 
is the frequent Theft of People, who are feldom to be 
redeemed, as the Country is, in a manner, entirely deftitate 
of Publick Juftice. 


The laxity of Publick Government is more in all Savage, 
than in civilized Countries; Under the firft Denomination, we 
may include in fome meafure the Bugguefe, &c. But there is 
a very remarkable peculiarity between the Bugguefe and Soolvos, 
which deferves to be mentioned, as it may tend to eftablith the 
Character of cach: The Bugguefe, in common with the greateft 
part of Mankind, determine many Difputes by fingle Combat, 
but never avenge themfelves by Perfonal Affaffination: On the 
contrary, thet Sooloas have no Idea of putting themfelves on a 
footing with their Antagonift, but always attack him in the 


- dark, or off guard: We may allow the laft to be the moft 


prudent, but it is, undoubtedly, the leaft honourable Cuftom. 


Many of the Vices which difgrace this Country, are, it is 
faid, of late date, and do not yet univerfally prevail. The 
Eaftern part of Sootoo, it is pretended, ftill retains the fimplicity 
of Antient Manners, and Theft is unknown amongft them: 
They are the leaft polifhed, but are held the braveft on the 
Ifland: Puaravg, onthe contrary, is equally famous for Theft, 
Murder, and a pufilanimous Difpofition. 


Some of the Natives have acknowledged the ill Gifpofition 
of their Countrymen, in a point where they are undoubtedly 
the beft Judges, though very many inflances are not wanting to 
obfervation, in confirmation of the juftice of their condemnation. 
This is ina mean invidious Difpofition, which is an Enemy to 
Induftry and every Virtue, for it is confidered as fufficient Caufe 
of Animofity, ifany one, by good-forrune, or affiduity, obtains 
a portion of Property, or a degree of any Virtue fuperiour to 
his Fellows: They exclaim, in that Cafe, againft him, with all 
the exiguous Malevolence of Envy, and take pleafure in doing 

him 
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him an Injury; perhaps even in depriving him of Life: Such 
a Difpofition, of all others, has the worlt Influence on Society, 


’ by difcouraging every thing that is praife-worthy, 


I may perhaps run the hazard of incurring the ridicule of 
fome, if, to the other Caufes of the flagitioufnefs of Manners, 
Tadd the want of Religion amongft them, for although they 
are Mahometans by profeffion, they are extremely ignorant 
of that Morality and Juftice which their Law enjoins; indeed, 
few of them can read, and ftill fewer are inclined to ftudy 
the Koran; fo that they may poffibly miflake old Cuftoms,. 
for Virtues, delivered down from their Anceltors. 


Human Nature feems nearly the fame in every Region and 
Climate, Cuftoms and Accidents make, in Particulars, an 
obvious difference, But, as the Pfalmift fays, ** The ima- 
gination of Man’s Heart is Evil;” and at the bottom the 
generality merit an equal contempt and abhorrence; ‘they who 
paint Man in fine Colours, either are deceived, or mean to_ 
deceive others; The only engaging ties in Humanity are the 
few, the very, few, who have Souls expanded with the remains 
of Virtue: Thefe preferve the Syflem, and are the Link 
of Society; and fuch are every where to be met with. I 
acknowledge fuch there are at SooLoo, but in the fame 
fcarcity as in other Countries; nor, when it is remembered, 
Ten would have faved Sodom, will it be wondered, if I only 
mentiox® by name Dazo Saraphodia, Pangleema Milabam, and 
to do juftice to the Memory of the dead, once Dato Mahomed 
Bandabara. Tet us add, fince 

All our praifes why fhould Lords engrofs, 


Oran Ky Malick, and Babatol the old Sootoo Fifherman, *

* Tam fur from infinuating that none other of the Svoloos deferved to come 
into this Lift: I only meant to expres, that thofe zamed I knew, by experie 
ence, to be truly good men: whofe word was ruth 
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The vices common to ourfelves, we have been accuftomed 
to look on with partiality; Thofe we are not accuftomed to, 
we coniider with abhorrence; this may perhaps be the reafon 
of my opinion, that out of the Dunghills of Humanity, it 
would fcarcely be poffible to fcrape up a more infamous Race 
than the ScoLoos. The only Virtue they boaft, is Courage, 
which, unaccompanied with Principle, is at beft but negative, 
and in this Inftance doubtful. Honefty, Induftry, Hofpitality, 
are unknown to the mafs of them, at leaft in practice, 
but they are diftinguifhed by Civil-Diffentions, Treacherous 
Affaffinations, Vain-Boafting, Theft, Lazinefs, Dirt, Envy and 
Diffimulation, or rather inconneéted Falthood. 


The Sooloos do not, like the Mabometaas of Indoftan, confine their 
Women; on the contiary, They mix in Society as in Europe. 


‘ 


There is a Race of People, in fome part of the Sool 
Dominions, on Borneo, fo peculiar in cufioms and opinions, 
that they claim particular ‘attention; Thefe are called Idaan: Yt 
is proper, however, to obferve, that what I know of them, is 
only from the reports of the Soolvos. 


The Idaan, of different Places, go under different denominations, 
and have different languages; but in their manners and cuftoms 
feem to be nearly alike: All obyecls, {een through different ends, 
of the perfpective, appear diffimidar, and none more than the 
People now under confideration. 


The name [dzan is, in fome meafure, peculiar to thofe of the 
north pait of Borneo; the inland people of Paffr are called 
Darat; thofe of Beajar, Biajoos: the Subanos of Magindanao 
appear to be thé fame People; perhaps where the Aborigines, in 
the feveral Iflands of the Orzental Polynefia, are not Negroes, they 
are little different from the Idaan of Borheo. 


The Jdaan are reckoned fairer than the Inhabitants of the 
Coaft; this has given rife to an opinion that they are Defcendants 


2 of the Chinefe: however, this Defcent from the Chinef appears 
° 
to 
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to have as little foundation in truth, as the ftory they tell in con- 
firmation of it, ‘* That the Emperor of China fent a great fleet 
for the ftone of a Snake, which had its refidence at Keeney-Balloo ; 
that the number of Peopte landed was fo great, as to form a 
continued Chain from the Sea, and when the Snake’s ftone was 
ftolen, it was handed from one to the other, till it reached the boat, 
which immediately put off from the fhoar, and carried the prize 
to the Junks; they, immediately failing, left all thofe who were 
afhoar behind ; though their difpatch was not enough to prevent 
the Snake’s purfuit, who came up with the Junks, ‘and regained 
his treafure.* The origin of all nations is hid in the obfcurity 
of fable: It is not therefore wonderful that a people, fo uncul- 
tivated as the Jdaan, fhould be unacquainted with their 


antiquity. 


The proper Idaan language is defcribed to be very foft and 
fmooth ; hut probably it is net very copious; as may well be 
fuppofed from the rudenefs of the People, who are even ignorant 
of high numbers, and therefore when they go to war, being very 
numerous, they do not count their numbers by thoufands, but 
by trees. They choofe a large tree, and each man, as he pafles, | 
gives it a ftroke with his weapon ; when the tree falls they count 
one: they who follow pick out another, in like manner. 


They entertain many very fingular, whimfical, and abfurd 
opinions: Amongft thefe may be reckoned the deftrudtive one, 
that all whom they kill, in this World, fhall attend them as Slaves 
after death. This notion, of future intereft in the deftru€lion of 
the human fpecies, is a great impediment to an intercourfe with 
them, as murder goes farther than prefent advantage or refentment. 
From the fame principle, they will purchafe a flave, guilty of 
any capital crime, at five fold his value, that they may be his 


executioners: The fame fuperftitious opinions amongft them 
7 occafion 
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occafion frequent wars, and more frequent affaffinations: This: 
behaviour feems, however, rather to arife from fimple prejudices 
of education, than inordinacy of difpofition: for thofe who 
become Mahametans are remarkable. examples of piety and 
virtue. 


The fame wife hand of Providence, which maintains order in 
the natural world, extends its care to the moial; men, under 
the influenence of fuch prejudices, muft foon be extirpated, was 
no antidote to be found to this principle of deftruction: The 
Idaan axe very firict keepers of their oath; which they take, by 
pronouncing, in their language, fome execrations again{t perfidy, 
‘and then cut a rattan; You do the like in yours; the friendthip 
is then cemented with all the Diftri@, with whofe Oranky this 
oath was exchanged: They then confider you as a Brother, and 
alfo every body related to you; if any one knows of fuch an 
engagement, and pretends to be a Relation of the Perfon, they 
will take his word for it, and behave to him in the fame manner, 
as if they were under an oath to himfelf, 


If the Idaan are ill-ufed at any place, they communicate the 
Teport very quickly, and will every where remove, as you: 
approach; on the contrary, if well treated, they will flock to 
you from every quarter: They are extremely fuperftitious in. 
figns, and though, if they engage to come to you by 4g certain. 
day, they will not fail, unlefs thefe intervene, yet if they hear 
a bird, which they reckon unlucky, or any thing of the like 
nature, they will return home; this makes their travelling always 
tedious and uncertain. 


They are generally well acquainted with poifons, and their 
antidotes ; the famous Borneo poifon, with which they poifon their 
darts, is collected by them only, though the trunk, or hollow tube, 

through

through which they fhoot thefe darts, is a weapon common alfo 
to the inhabitants on the adjacent Coafts, This poifon is the 
juice of a tree, named Ippoo ; its effets feem to be very fimilar 
to thofe of the Liana and Ticunna of South America. 


The Idaan haye, amongft different tribes of them, many very 
whimfical religious tenets; Paradife is generally fuppofed t be 
a-top of Keeny-Balloo: Some, as thofe of Geeong, think it is guarded 
by a fiery dog, who is a formidable opponent to the female fex ; 
for, whenever any virgins come, he feizes them as his legal 
prize; but whatever women have been cohabited with, in this 
World, he confiders as unworthy of his embrace, and lets them 
pafs: The fathers, however, of Geeong do not fail to reproach 
their daughters, though not very feverely, if they make a flip. 


Others, amongft the Idcaz, think the paffage for men into 
Paradife is over a long tree, which, unlefs they have killed a 
man, is fcarcely practicable, perhaps for want of the Slave’s 
affiftance. If prifoners are taken in war, it is faid, a general 
meeting is called; when the Chief gives the firft blow, and then 
the devoted Victim is ftruck with weapons on every fide. It is 
reported, if a Clief of their Enemies be taken, his body is em- 
balmed with Camphir, and his eyes being taken out, two cowries 
are placed in the fockets, and his arms extended; forming a 


difmal {pectacle. 


People, who thus deform the image of their Maxer, by 
eftranging themfelves from the dictates of reafon and humanity, 
can fcarce be confidered as men, and are, in dignity, beneath 
the Oran-Outans of their neighbouring woods, 


However, 
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However, although thefe cuftoms and opinions may raife 
abhorrence, the Idaan deferve rather to be confidered as objects 
of compaffion than contempt; as they feem extremely deftrous 
of intuition, and entertain a juft regret of their own ignorance, 
and a mean idea of themfelves on that account; for, when they 
come into the houfes, or veffels, of the Mahometans, they pay 
them the utmofi veneration, as fuperiour Intelligences, who 
know their Creator: They will not fit down where the Maho- 
metans fleep, nor will they put their fingers into the fame 
chunam, or betle-box, but receive a portioa with the utmoft 
humility, and in every inflance denore, with the moft abject 
attitudes and geftures, the veneration they entertain for Gop 
unknown, in the refpect they pay to thofe who have a knowledge 
of Him. 


If we add the cuftom of arranging human fkulls about the 
houfes of the Jdaan, as a mark of affluence, we need not wonder 
at the terrible accounts of their barbarity, nor at the reports of 
Anthropophagi. ‘That fometimes diftiefs, and, on particular 
occafions, national anatipathies, have induced men to ear of their 
{pecies, are too ftrongly attefted to be doubted; but that there 
is any race of men, who, eating Human Flefp as Food, may 
properly be called Cannibals, may well be queftioned? I never 
have even heard, from any of the Natives, of fuch People, to the 
Eaftward of Sumatra, though it is reported fome, as well in the 
Philipinas as Eaflern Iflands, are proud to drink out of the fkulls 
of their Enemies : Opinions of this nature often arife from mif- 
conftruction, or accident, and ought always to be adopted with 
great caution: Perhaps, from a want of this confideration, 
arifes the report of Cannibals on Sumatra, politively averred by 
the Exglifh who have refided at Bencoolen. 


CHAP, 


§S&oO0oOLO GO. 
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Cuar. IX. 
Commerce. 


To underftand this Chapter, Reference mufl be had to the 
Geographical Defcription, as it would be impertinent to repeat 
what has been faid under that Head. 


It“if neceflary, in the firft place, to give an Account of the 
Articles of Commerce met with here; this is chiefly done from a 
Lift delivered by Sultan Bantilan, in January, 1761, though the 
Quantities and Rates are omitted; the former being in many 
refpects indeterminate; the Lift, in fome inftances, being confide- 
rably deficient of what the Country produces, and in others 
exceeding that produce. 


It is neceffary to take notice, on the Prices fettled in 
the Agreement, made in 1761 for a Cargo, that the Goods 
from India were to be received at too # Cent on the 
Invoice Price there, and the Soo/oo Goods, received in return, 
were to yield too # Cent on the Sooo Rates, when fold 
in China; all deficiency to be made good by the Sooloos, and all 
farplus accounted for to them: fo that the Rates, at which they 
chofe to deliver the Goods, were not objected to, as this Expe- 
riment was meant to afcertain the actual value in China; and 
the Condisions were fufficiently profitable, if no Accident had 
happened to prevent the Execution of this Experiment: and 
in cafe a deficiency had happened, we might have derived, in 
Political Advantages, an equivalent for that deficiency.

The Chinefe trade from Amoy to Sooloo; in 1761, there were 
two Junks; but the oppreffion they fuffered was a great dif- 
couragement to the Traders: In one of the Junks, Swltaa 
Bantilan had an intereft, to promote which, on fome frivolous 
pretence, he laid an Embargo on the other Junk, taking the 
Rudder on fhoar: Dato Bandabara, and others, remonftrated on 
this conduct, which was injurious to the Community; for, if 
Strangers had not protection and juftice, it could not be 
expected that they would frequent the Port, and confequently 
every one fuffer, by having no vent for the produce of their 
Eftates: Thefe reprefentations being ineffcCtual, Dato Bandabara, 
Oranky Mallick and Pangleema Milaham went on board the other 
>» Junk, in which the Sultan had an Intereft, and brought its 
rudder alfo on fhoar, informing the Sultan, that when He 
difcharged the one, They would releafe the other, but not till 
then: The Sultan was thus compelled to do the Chie/e juftice, 
to his own difgrace, but much to the Credit of Bandahara, and 
his Friends. . 


The Chinefe Cargoes chiefly confift of Caagaus, a coarfe 
Cotton Cloth; of Nankin Cloth, called Cow/oong ; and Caf-Lron 
Pans. Their returns made chiefly in Pearls, Mother of Pearl, 
Birds-Neft, Beetle-nut, Sea-Slug, Cockles, Lacka-wood, 
Ebany, and Agal-agal. 


The Bugguefe alfo trade at Sooloo, chiefly bringing the Cotton | 
Manufattures of Cefebes; but, in general, they only touch at 
Sooloo, in their way to Manila, or other Places: 1 am ignorant 
in what their 1etuins are made, except in’ Slaves.

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The Sooloos feldom go, in their own Veffels, to Foreign Parts, 
except on predatory Expeditions, making Slaves of the poor 
helplefs Inhabitants of the Philipines; although thefe Piratical 
Excurfions are chiefly made from the Outports, as the Sooloos 
have not been at war with the Spaniards for fome time.

Their Weights and Meafures. 


It cannot be doubted the Chine communicated their Weights 
to all the adjacent Countries; thefe are fufficiently known to 
Europeans: a Pekool being equal to 13 341b. avoirdupois, and 4lb. 
being equal to 3 catties; too of which make a Pekool. But as 
the Sooloos have adopted fome terms, not common to the Chinefe, 
and corrupted others, by Pronunciation; I have, in the following 
Table, reprefented the Soofoo Weights, and their relation to the 


Ghinefe terms.

The Weights of the Bajows, in the Sooloo [fands, are faid to be 
heavier than the Standard; however an implicit Confidence is 
not to be refted in their Dotchin; and as there is no abfolute 
Rule, for determining the difference, it is impoffible to reduce 
them to a Table. 


The neceffity of a Current Coin, is no how more obvious, 
than from the inconvenient Expedients, they are obliged to make 


ufe of. Having no Money, they reckon by Sanampoory, Cangan 
ant 
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and Cow/ooug, or Nankin: the firft a term only, and the fecond 
a Coarfe Chisa Cotton Cloth, which goes in payment of Goods, 
and are reckoned equal to a Dollar. In {mall Payments they 
make ule of Paddy, or Rice in the hufk; which rifes and falls 
accoiding to the plenty or fcarcity of Grain. In their Accounts, 
they fometimes reckon by Spanifh Money, but commonly by 
Caig-gan and Sanampoory, of which the following is the rate.

The Caong-gan was formerly 7 fathom long, but as the 
Chinefe fuffered by Impofitions here, they have debafed the 
Manufacture, and contraéted the Meafure; which Example the 
Natives fo well imitate, that it fcarce happens a Cang-gan is 
found even 6 fathom: This, added to the Natural Inconvenience 
of fuch a Currency, makes them extremely defirous that a Coin 
may be introduced, and allo that a Meafure be fixed on, inftead 
of the precarious one of a Man’s fathom, and cubit. 


The Ufe of Paddy as a Currency, may perhaps have introduced 
the Cufiom of meafuring, inftead of weighing, Grain, and fome 
Commodities, as Cowries, &c. They reckon

ESSAY towards the HISTORY of SOOLOO. 


Every attempt, to inveftigate the Hiftory of the Eaftern 
Nations, has a claim to Attention from the uncommonnefs of the 
Subject: The general Ignorance, till very lately, was beyond 
Credibility; and though the Thick Cloud, which obfcured the 
Eijfiory of INpostan, has, in good meafure, been difpelled by 
fome late Tracts; By the remarkable Events, of which rr has 
been the fcene ; and by it’s having become the Common Topick 
of Converfation; yet the Publick continue ftill much in the 
dark, in regard to the Countries, which lye farther Eaftwagd : 
This Confideration has induced the Author of this Fey ie 
endeavour to give a Clue to the Hifory of Sooroo, by whith, 
hereafter, others may be enabled to purfue the Subject. 


Had the Author been poffeffed of fuch a Work, he would 
have been enabled to have gone much greater lengths; but 
wanting fome General Heads, the Converfations, he had, were 
the lefs fatisfactory, and precife, from his Ignorance; which did 
not permit the proper enquiries: Occupations alfo intervened, 
and the Converfations, by which he at laft attained to a tolerably 
exact idea, of the prefent State of Sooioo, were merely accidental, 
when, after long acquaintance, at times a free intercourfe hadi 
opened the heart without referve; The Author cannot but 
lament, that in fo fhort a Period, thofe who were the beft able 
to convey the Information, neceffary to compleat the Subject, 
have been fwept off, fince He firft vifited Sootoo, in 1761; 
The oldeft were the deft rtformed, and of thefe many have paid 

71 their 
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their Debt to Nature; and now few are left, who have the 
knowledge of any remarkable Events, but from fecond hand. 


The Author had great hopes of fatisfaction, from the Sao/oa 
Hiftories; but here he met with frequent difappointments : 
Promifes he received many, but accidents prevented the com- 
pletion of fome, others were never intended to be fulfilled, and 
fome were deceitful; amongft the reft, after much trouble, 


‘and fome Expence, he received a Book in the Malay Charaéters, 


on his departure from Soolvo, defcribed to be the Aizfory he 
faired 3 which upon enquiry, after his return, he learnt to be 


‘@aly the tranfcript of fome Arabian Fables. Hence, although 


the Author does not relinquifh his hopes, or purfuits, he can 
ge little more at prefent, from the Scoloos, than a Table of 
their Princes; and a few circumflances, regarding the Succefious, 
and Spaai/h Expeditions. "The Spanifo Writers are what he mult 
chiefly follow, though with the utmoft care not to be led 
aftray, by the Errors which have crept into thefe Writers, from 
their ignorance in the Geography, and inteftine Hifory of Sooloo: 
Amongft others, we find mention made of the King of Tabitabi! 
Had they been acquainted with the Svoloo Affairs, it would 
have been found, This was the fame Perfon, who was fo near 
furprizing Samboangan (Vide Lettres Edifiantes, v. 23. p. 4397) 
viz. Maboimud Badarodin, who retired from Soo.oo, to Doongoon 
in Tawee-Tawee ; and returned to the affiftance of the Sootoos, 
when they were attacked by the Spaniards. 


Badarodin, it is true, might without much impropriety be 
called King of Tawee-Tawee, as he is generally denoniinated 


‘Sulean Doongoon, by the Soolos. But the manner the Spaniards 
g tmehtign it, naturally implies that Tawsz-Tawes and Sootoo, 


were, difting Kingdoms, which can fearcely be allowed, during 
Badurodin’s 


SOOLOO, 
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Badarodin’s Wife, to have been the Cafe, and never was 
before, or fince. : 


The Chief Object of this Ejay, is to evince the Scole Inde- 
pendancy, to which thefle Hiflorical Anecdotes are only an Intro- 
duction ; and for this reafon it has been thought expedient to 
make a feparation of the Astient and Modern Hiftory; referring 
to the former all incidents which occurred befdre 1734; when 
the prefent Sultan fucceeded to the Throne; and to the laft, all the 
Circumftances which I have been able to colle&t of the late 
Tranfactions, whether regarding the Spaniards, or others. 


As the Proofs, deduced from original Papers, will plainly 
evince the Modern Independance, it will excufe a difcuffion of the 


Antient Spanifh Pretenfions in this quarter. * 


The prefent Sultan has promifed ,the Author, A detail of all 
the Circumftances, fice his firlt acceffion; particularly regarding 
the Spahiards, whofe protection he claimed, and by whom he 
was afterwards put in irons.. 


The Marquis of Enfenada’s Letter, plainly confutes the Spani/e 
Allegation, .in defence of their Conduét, ‘* that the Sultan was 
** detected, in illicit Correfpondence, and double dealing.” Were 
the proofs much clearer than they are, the moft they could make 
of it, would be “* The Biter bit.” As it is evident, from that 
Letter, the Spanifh Plan was formed, before the Sultaz had givem 
any ground, for their perfidy; although they were fairly out- 
witted, if not out-bullied, by the Soo/oos; for it is obvious that

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the Spaniards faffered more by the Expences of the Expedition, 
and the difgrace it did them, than the Sooles, by any mifchief 
from the Spaniards: and, from a full knowledge of both, the 
Author is convinced That the reduftion and maiataining Sootoo, 
under the Spanifo Voak, is beyond the power of the Philippine 
Governmenti. 


The Reduéiion of the Moorifh States, has been a favourite Object 
in the Manila Politicks, ever fince the Spanifh Eftablifhment there; 
but it has always been much eafier effected in Speculation, than 
‘ Praétice : For many years paft, the Spaniards have been lofing 
ground; and, perhaps, arming the Indians is the only method 
of freeing the Spanifh Iflands, from the iavafion of the Moors: 
However, this is a ftep not very confiftent with Spanifo Caution, 
and, perhaps, too dangerous ever to be attempted: This 
Subje&t will particularly occur hereafter, and the Author means 
to be very particular on this Head, as it may be extremely 
ufeful, in cafe we purfue an Intereft in this Quarter. 


To Sootoo, (which, as well as the Philipinas, was antiently 
under the Dominion of Bornz£o) then an obfcure Place, a Bajow, 
from ¥ehore, retired with a Jeautiful Daughter, whom the Febore 
Sultan wanted to place amongft his Mifreffes. The Fame of This 
Beauty drew many of the Eaftera Princes to Sootoo, and amongft 
the reft One from Java, who won the Prize; executing the 
penalties enjoined by the Father; which were, to introduce 
Elephants, Spotted Deer, &c. the Favan making a Voyage to 
Sram, for the purpofe. He continued at Sooxoo till his death, 
which happened foon after, leaving his Jeautiful Widow: Some 
time afler a Serif, driven hither by ftrefs of weather, was com- 
pelled by the Natives, to an agreeable Penance, in the enjoyment 

of 
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of Beauty and a Crows; and from this Defceadant of Mahomet, the 
prefent Sultan is {prung.

According to Sir Ifzac Newton’s Computation of the Reign of 
Princes, the Sooloo State arofe about the beginning of the 15th 
Century, however, as Maraham Bongfo was on the Throne 
in 1646, The Siw Princes, including him, taken at 20 years, 
the highett of Sir I/aac Newtou’s computation, places Sultan Serif 
about 1526, and as Soolo was vifited by the Spaniards, in the 
Vittory’s Voyage, 1521, probably the Origin of the Kiagdom 
was not later, as otherwife it would f{carcely have been then 
mentioned; * The long life of Baétial, will account for the 
exception, which follows, to the Newfontan Syftem of Chronology.
